Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


. A new Municipal Government is about to enter 
on its duties, and, in accordance with the long 
usage on such occasions, the Mayor delivers an 
inaugural address. Of late years it has been his 
custom to lay before the convention of the Board 
of Aldermen and the Common Council such sug- 
gestions and recommendations as he may see fit 
to make, besides giving the more important items 
from the reports of the several heads of depart- 
ments. 

With no intention to criticise the custom, it 
has seemed more in harmony with my own feel- 
ings to confine this address to the brief statement 
of a few topics. I do this the more readily, as 
my predecessor in office has so lately given an 
able review of the prominent features of a long 
administration; and in it he covers part of the 
ground which will soon claim our attention. Be- 
sides this, in an address before the last Board of 
Aldermen, at the end of the year, the Chairman 


has clearly set forth some matters having a close 
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connection with the business that will be brought 
before us. Both of these addresses are founded 
on long experience in municipal affairs, and con- 
tain much that is worthy of your attention. They 
will soon be printed and within the reach of every 
member of the City Government. Furthermore, 
the annual reports of the various chiefs of depart- 
ments will appear at’ an early day, and be freely 
distributed. | 

These reports are drawn up with much 
care and fulness, and give, with all the accu- 
racy of official authority, the details of the 
internal affairs of the city. Any suggestions and 
recommendations that I might make would neces- 
sarily be based largely on the statement of others, 
and I am reluctant to publish opinions taken at 
second hand, as my own deliberate convictions. 
Henceforth it will be my duty to become informed 
on these very points, and, in the language of the © 
charter, “to communicate to both branches of the 
City Council all such information, and recommend 
all such measures as may tend to the improvement 
of the finances, the police, health, security, cleanli- 
ness, comfort, and ornament of the said city.” 

The condition of the city finances is of so 
much general interest that I enter at once upon 


its consideration. It is a subject of prime impor- 
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tance to the citizens of all classes. It fixes the 
rate of taxation and, in every household, affects 
the cost of living. The report of the Auditor 
of Accounts does not appear for several months 
to come, and for this reason I give, in some 
detail, a statement of the financial affairs of the 
city as they stood on December 31, 1881; though 
it does not include the large amounts recently 
appropriated by the votes of the City Council 
for public parks.

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By the action of the City Council at the end 
of last year, Boston is committed to a system 
of public parks. During several years the sub- 
ject has-been thoroughly discussed, both in public 
and in private, and the only argument urged 
against it was the cost. Nearly every large city 
in this country or in Europe has its ‘park, or 
series of parks, and Boston will soon stand abreast 
of them. ‘There are many sanitary reasons in 
favor of the system, and whatever favors sound 
health leads to good morals. Tending in the same 
direction are other arguments which I will not 
specify. If we have the needful means, it is 
enough for us to know that such improvements 
are demanded by the public. At the same time 
the tax-payers have a right to hold their servants 
to a strict account of the manner in which the 
appropriations for the object are spent. I am 
fully aware that this action of the last City 
Council does not closely concern us now, but a 
caution in regard to the expenditure of money 
is always timely. Fortunately nature has done so 
much for this wide-spread territory that there is 
little need of a great outlay at once, and the 
more expensive improvements can be put off with- 
out detriment to the public interests. By the 


terms of the vote authorizing the establishment 
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of the parks, the land will be placed under the 
charge of the Park Commissioners; and the city 
may well congratulate itself that it has three 
citizens who enjoy the entire confidence of the 
community, and, at the same time, are willing, 
without salary, to assume the care and_ responsi- 
bility of this high trust. JI have referred to the 
matter because other appropriations will be required 
for this object, and during a period when large 
sums of money are voted for public purposes 
there is a tendency to grow careless of the 
economical use of it. The average mind becomes 
accustomed to unusual amounts, and money is 
often spent without due foresight. 

It may be well to remind you that, in the course 
of a few years, a large part of the Franklin Fund 
will be available by the city for a purpose kindred 
to public parks. Dr. Benjamin Franklin died in 
the year 1790, bequeathing to his native town of 
Boston one thousand pounds, to be lent to young 
married artificers, upon certain conditions; and he 
expected that this sum, in one hundred years, 
would increase to a very large amount. It was 
his wish, as expressed in his will, that, at the end 
of this time, one hundred thousand pounds should 
be spent upon “public works which may be judged 


of most general utility to the inhabitants, such 
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as fortifications, bridges, aqueducts, public build- 
ings, baths, pavements, or whatever may make 
living in the town more convenient to its people, 
and render it more agreeable to strangers resort- 
ing thither for health or a temporary residence.” 
Applying this money toward the embellishment 
of Boston, under certain conditions, would certainly 
be in accordance with the expressed desire of 
Franklin, and would leave the way clear to give 
the name of the great printer, philosopher, and 
statesman to one of the new parks. In no other 
way could the bequest be made to subserve so 
well the convenience of the whole people. 

Your atterition is earnestly called to the public 
schools. No subject will be brought to your 
notice, of ereater interest to the citizens, or of 
more vital importance. Hducation is the very bul- 
wark of our political liberties. There is no power 
so actively at work in welding together the 
tastes, instincts and feelings of the whole people, 
without regard to social distinctions, as our system 
of public instruction; and with the growth of our 
city in population and material prosperity, it 
becomes a matter of increasing importance to 
cherish every institution which shall tend to en- 
large the interests and sympathies common to the 


entire community. Through her whole history 
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Boston has been liberal toward her schools, and 
the tax-payers are always willing that the neces- 
sary appropriations should be made in order to 
support them. 

According to the school census of May last 
the number of children in the city, between. five 
and fifteen years of age, was sixty-one thousand 
and fifty-six; and of this number forty-seven 
thousand seven hundred and_ thirty-two were 
taught in the public schools, and six thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-two in private schools. 
In June last the following schools were sup- 
ported by the city: —one Normal, ten Latin and 
High, fifty Grammar and four hundred and eigh- 
teen Primary schools. Besides these there were 
what are termed the special schools, comprising 
an evening high school, a school for deaf-mutes, 


two schools for licensed minors, six evening 
drawing schools, and seventeen evening schools. 


The average number of pupils attending these 
special classes was three thousand ‘one  hun- 
dred and fifty-three. These different schools, 
general and special, required a force of twelve 
hundred and seventy-six teachers, of whom one 
hundred and ninety-eight were men, ‘and one 
thousand and seventy-eight were women. 


The appropriations made by the City Council 
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for public schools during the present financial 
year amounted to $1,415,760. The expenditure 
of the. year, thus far, as compared with that of 
the corresponding nine months of last year, shows 
a decrease of $18,608.34. It is a gratifying fact 
to note that the expenses of the schools of late 
have been steadily decreasing, although the num- 
ber of pupils has increased at the rate of over one 
thousand each year. 

A fit supplement to the question of schools is 
the Public Library, and I would earnestly bespeak 
your careful attention to its needs. It is to-day 
the largest library in the country, and its use 
increases with its growth. Our system of public 
education culminates wisely in an institution of 
this kind. 

There are various other subjects connected with 
the municipal government, which I omit to men- 
tion; though it is not because I fail to appreciate 
their importance. In the natural course of official 
duties your attention will soon be called to them, 
and they will receive, I doubt not, your careful 
consideration. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: —Our work 
is now begun. Let us show by cur actions, rather 
than by our words, that we appreciate the high 
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responsibility resting on us. Let us do our duty 
without regard to party or faction, and with 
sole reference to the good of the city. If we 
enter upon our labors in this spirit, we may well 


leave the result to a kind Providence.

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Gentlemen of the Common Council: — 


On taking the chair to which your unanimous 
vote has just elected me, as fortieth President 
of the Common Council of the City of Boston, 
and for the sixty-first term of that office, I am 
impressed with the dignity of the body over 
which I am to preside, and the gravity of the 
duties we are all here to perform. 

The magnitude of the interests of the City of 
Boston is such as to require a_ considerable 
knowledge and familiarity with them to enable 
one to appreciate it. In the sixty years since 
the eranting of our municipal charter, the popu- 
lation of the city has increased from about 
44,000 (or, including the districts which have 
since been annexed, from about 59,000) to about 
863,000 inhabitants. The total valuation of prop- 
erty within the city limits, and directly affected 
by our legislation, is about $749,000,000. The 
city assets are about $56,000,000, and the annual 
tax levy is about $9,000,000. So vast are the 


figures; the number of departments and_ the 
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variety of details of management are of corre- 
sponding magnitude. 

We are here, seventy-two of us, as directors 
of this immense corporation; each one of us rep- 
resenting, were our responsibility divided, more 
than 5,000 of the stockholders, and more than 
$10,000,000 of the capital stock. It is true that 
we share this responsibility with the other branch 
of the city government; but, since in all graver 
things, and especially in the aggregates of ex- 
penditure, our action must be either original or 
concurrent, we cannot, except in some matters 
of administration, avoid the directness of this re- 
sponsibility. 

The honorable roll of those who have preceded 
us in office during the past sixty years may also 
impress us with the necessity of faithful, diligent, 
earnest attention to our duties, if we would earn 
and perpetuate, as they have, positions and repu- 
tations for honest, efficient stewardship. 

It has sometimes, of late years, been remarked 
that the affairs of the City of Boston should be 
conducted upon business principles, —that mem- 
bers of the City Government should transact 
city business as they would their own. I think 
you will follow me in going a step further, and 


saying we are not free even to transact city 
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affairs quite as venturesomely as we would our 


own; but we are to look after its concerns, 


apportion the ever heavy annual assessment, and 


-attend to the expenditure of revenue, as if we 


were trustees, and with the same degree of pru- 
dence and conservatism as we should observe in 
handling trust funds. 

‘To provide prudently for current city expenses; 
to continue improvements already begun, and 
wisely to devise whatever may be practicable for 
the increase of the mercantile, commercial, and 
manufacturing advantages of the city, and render 
it more beautiful as a place of residence; to see 
that the affairs of the city are administered with 
efficiency and economy; to diminish the _ public 
debt; to reduce or to keep within reasonable 
limit the rate of taxation; to protect and brighten 
the fair fame of the city, —these are the objects 
for the accomplishment of which we have been 
elected. These are the duties to which we address 
ourselves on this day of inauguration. 

Of the matters likely to claim the especial 
attention of this City Council, I shall not at- 
tempt to speak seriatim, because nearly two-thirds 
of you have had previous experience here, and a 
familiarity with them perhaps greater than my own. 


That so large a proportion of your number 
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have served here before is a matter for congratu- 
lation both to you and to the city. To those 
who enter to-day for the first time upon munici- 
pal work, a few suggestions from me may not 
be out of place. 

Important as is punctual and assiduous atten- 
tion to the business of our stated meetings, it 
will be found, I think, by all that the most 
laborious, and often the most important, service 
to the city is rendered in committees; and that 
the satisfactory, or even the necessary, understand- 
ing of the multitudinous matters upon which you 
are to act in council assembled, will require a 
great deal of patient, persistent, and well-directed 
attention and study, at other times and in other 
places. You will learn, as the weeks go by, to 
pay more respect to committee work and com- 
mittee reports. You will find that it 1s impos- 
sible for one to acquaint himself with, and to 
follow, all departments and all projects of the 
city business; although in the several depart- 
ments to which he may pay especial regard he 
may become expert. And so it is that as you 
learn confidence in your fellow-members, and _ be- 
come aware of your own inadequate knowledge, 
you will pay mutual deference and accept the 


results of each other’s work. 
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As to the conduct of business, allow me_ to 
make a suggestion or two. Directness’ rather 
than eloquence of speech is effective. To allow 
one who has charge of a measure, as chairman 
of a committee or otherwise, the benefit of the 
presumption that he has considered the matter, 
and knows better how to manage it than one 
who has had less to do with it, is good policy, 
unless unqualified opposition is intended. ‘“'Too 
many cooks spoil the broth” is true in parlia- 
mentary tactics as elsewhere. | 

Another good rule is to transact each day the 
day’s business. ‘The custom that has sometimes 
prevailed, of passing over debatable matters for 
the time, and the parallel one of special assign- 
ments, do not in my judgment conduce to the 
better transaction of business ; but they do work the 
consumption of time, the occurrence of late sessions, 
and of other ill conditions of procrastination. 

On the other hand, the suspension of the rules, 
in order to take up business out of its regular 
course, has sometimes been carried to a degree 
of excess which has worked equal detriment to 
the transaction of business. It is seldom _ that 
with prompt, attentive, and practical application 
to the business of the day, the whole cannot 


be taken up in its regular order, and accom- 
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plished without the waste of time involved in 
unnecessary motions and repeated handling of 
the same papers. 

The rules and orders of this Common Council, 
and the joint rules and orders of the City 
Council, have grown to be somewhat complex 
and technical. It is the duty, not only of your 
presiding. officer, but of all who wish to take 
an intelligent part m the action of the Council 
on the floor, to become familiar with their pro- 
visions, and to be able at any time and with any 
subject, not only to understand its progress from 
stage to stage and the effect of any vote, but 
to be able to direct the progress of matters so 
as to expedite business and to accomplish the 
object sought. 

On one little matter let us take counsel 
together. Not because the public are looking 
at us, but because it is right, let us carefully 
consider our incidental and contingent expendi- 
tures. If, m the discharge of official duty, we 
are obliged to incur expense for carriages and 
refreshments, we may follow the unwritten law 
of the municipality by charging them to the city; 
and, so long as they are reasonable and _neces- 
sary, neither our constituents nor our consciences 


will reprove us for the charges. But the good 


J 


*\ 
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Councilman will be scrupulously careful in little 
things as well as in large. He will remember 
that unnecessary and unreasonable indulgence at 
the city expense is not merely pilfering—it is 
embezzlement. He will bear in mind that every 
dollar of our appropriations is a compulsory ex- 
action, and was earned by. the toil and worry of 
our fellow-citizens. 

I make the suggestions rather to invite your 
own reflection than to attempt any complete pre- 
sentment of your duties. ‘To comprehend the 
matters to be dealt with, and then to understand 
the method of dealing with them, will not only 
invite, but will repay, your earnest attention. 

1 may be pardoned for alluding to what appears 
to me to be a considerable and desirable growth 
of cosmopolitanism in the City Council of Boston. 
Composed, as our city is, of districts formerly 
separate, but now united, and interwoven as the 
interests of each section. are with those of every 
other, it is well that members of the Common 
Council are mindful that they represent the city, 
and not sections of it; that they endeavor to 
perform their duties in,a manner consonant with 
a comprehensive business policy, and not deranged 
by personal preferences, or merely local consider- 
ation. 
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Gentlemen, for the honor which you have con- 
ferred in this election, I thank you sincerely for 
‘ so much of it as is personal, and I accept, with 
somewhat of genuine diffidence and consciousness 
of inability, so much of it as pertains imperson- 
ally to the office. It is peculiarly gratifying to 
me, that, in my nomination and election, for the 
second time, to this office, there has been no 
contributory political partisanship, and no asperity 
of personal differences. It is auspicious for the 
harmony of our associations for the coming 
year. 

In the responsible matter of appointment of 
committees, I am able to say with truthfulness 
that I am under neither pledge nor promise, and 
that I have no personal preferences to indulge. 
I shall endeavor to distribute these appoint- 
ments so as best .to divide the work for the 
interests of the city and its depa’tmepts, to the 
members best qualified by previous experience, by. 
occupation, or by otherwise acquired familiarity 
and interest in the subjects to be considered. 

In presiding over your deliberations, I shall 
endeavor to promote accurate, rapid, methodical 
despatch of business, and uniformity and impar- 
tiality in observance and enforcement of the 
rules. 
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In the discharge of my duties I invite your confi- 
dence and codperation, as in the discharge of yours 
I shall be ready to give my ownto you, so far 
as I am able. It would be impossible for me to 
serve you as I ought without your suggestions 
and cordial aid; and I beg you to bear in mind 
that an ounce of suggestion beforehand. is worth 
a pound of censure afterwards. 

This is a time, standing as we are upon the 
threshold of arduous duties, for condolence rather 
than for felicitation. Far happier are they who 
lay down the armor than those who buckle it 
on. And yet, knowing well the pleasant associa- 
tions which we may enjoy, and the pleasures 
which follow and even accompany worthy accom- 
plishments, I congratulate you in advance upon 


an auspicious year. 
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PRELIMINARY NOTE. 


The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O.S8.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.”

Charlestown 
was founded 4th July, 1629 ; incorporated as a 
city in 1847.(St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 
7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, c. 286). West Roxbury 
was incorporated as a town on the 24th March, 
1851 (St. 1851, c. 250); annexed to Boston on 
the 7th Oct., 1873 (St. 1873, ¢. 314). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, c. 
65); annexed to Boston on the 7th of Oct., 1873 
(St. 1873, c. 303).

A CODIFICATION 


4 OF THE 


CITY CHARTER OF 1854, 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


[The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the City 
of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citizens of 
Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. The 
present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed April 
29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 1854. It is chapter 
448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith presented is a codifica- 
tion of the original enactment of 1854, and of the general and special 
acts since then adopted, prepared, by order of the City Council, by the 
Committee on Ordinances. The sections in pica are unchanged from 
the text of 1854. Words in italics show verbal changes. Sections in small 
pica give the presumed state of the charter as affected by subsequent 
legislation of 1879, 1880 and 1881. | 

Srction 1. The inhabitants of the City of 
Boston, for all the purposes for which towns and 
cities are by law incorporated in this common- 
wealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 
fact and in name, under the style and denomination 
of the City of Boston; and, as such, shall have, 
exercise, and énjoy all the rights, immunities, 
powers, and privileges, and shall be subject to all 
the duties and obligations now incumbent upon and 
appertaining to said city, as a municipal corporation. 

Sect. 2. The administration of all the fiscal,

The city council may establish by ordinance a water 
board, consisting of three able and discreet persons, to 
be appointed by the mayor and confirmed by the city 
council, to receive such compensation as the city council 
may from time to time determine. ‘The salaries of the 
members of said board, however, shall not be diminished 
during the terms for which they are respectively 
appointed. 

Secr. 75 (additional). The mayor shall annually Police com. 
appoint, subject to the approval of the city council, an eared 
able and discreet person to be one of the board of police 
commissioners. He shall hold office for three years from 
the first Monday in May in the year of his appointment ; 
he may be removed at any time by the mayor for cause ; 
or by two-thirds of the whole of each branch of the city 
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council by vote taken by yea and nay. Vacancies shall 
be filled in the same mode as the original appointment 
was made. | 

The said police commissioners shall have all the 
powers heretofore exercised by the board of aldermen 
in regard to the police, and all the powers of the former 
license commissioners of said city, together with all 
other powers which may be conferred on them by law. 
The compensation of the commissioners and all police 
officers, and the number of such officers, shall be fixed 
from time to time by the city council by ordinance. 

Sect. 75 (additional). The city is authorized to 
erect, establish, and maintain a hospital for the recep- 
tion of persons who by misfortune or poverty may 
require relief during temporary sickness. 

The city council are authorized to erect and maintain 
a hospital for the reception of insane persons not furi- 
ously mad. 

Sect. 76 (additional). The city council shall annually 
elect in the month of January, by concurrent vote of the 
two branches, one alderman and one member of the com- 
mon council to be trustees of the City Hospital, to hold 
office for the remainder of the municipal year in which 
they are elected, and until others are elected in their 
places. In the month of April annually the mayor shall 
appoint, subject to the confirmation of the city council, 
one citizen at large as a trustee of said hospital to serve 
for five years from the first Monday in May in the year 
in which he shall be appointed. No member of the 
board of trustees shall be paid for his services; and any 
member may be removed for cause by a vote of two- 
thirds of each branch of the city council present and 
voting thereon. Vacancies shall be filled in the same 
mode as the original appointment. The said trustees 
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shall have the general care and control of the hospital, 
and have all other powers and be subject to all duties 
devolved upon them by law.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


SECTION 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding reg- 
ular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the 
Mayor and Chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as Chairman pro tempore. _ 

Seor. 2. The Chairman shall preserve decorum 
and order; may speak to points of order in preference 
to other members, and shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal to the Board, by motion 
regularly seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been de- 
cided. 

Sect. 3. The Chairman shall declare all votes; but 
if any member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative and 
in the negative, without debate on the question. 

Secor. 4. The Chairman may read sitting; but 


shall rise to state a motion, or put a question to the 
Board. 
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Sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate 
the chair he shall call on the Chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member pres- 
ent. When the Chairman of the Board or the Chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution 
shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever the Chairman shall take the sense of the Board 
by yeas and nays, provided any member shall so re- 
quire. And every Ordinance, Resolution, or Order 
(except Orders of Notice, papers from the Common 
Council, Orders of Inquiry, and orders relating to the 
Department of Health), after being read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board, 
and no such Resolution or Order (except as above) 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is 
offered, except by special vote. 

Sreot. 7. The Chairman shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order in which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, ex- 
cept that in the naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chairman it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may withdraw it at oy time before a decision 

or amendment. 

Sot. 9. When a anette * is under debate the 
Chairman. shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 
mit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which sev- 
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eral motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged ; and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of an Ordinance shall be 
equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

SrtotT. 10. The Chairman shall consider a motion 
to adjourn as always in order, except on an immedi- . 
ate repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay 
on the table or to take up from the table, shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

SeoT. 11. When a vote has been passed it shall 
be in order for any member to move a reconsideration 
thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice 
to the Clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjourn- 
ment, of his intention to move a reconsideration at 
the next regular meeting; in which case the Clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and, when a, motion for reconsider- 
ation is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Every member when about to speak 
shall rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities. 

Srcor. 138. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to a call to order, or 
for explanation. 

SeotT. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote 
on any question, or serve on any Committee, where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Seot. 15. Every member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the Board for 
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special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be 
so excused on any question must be made before the 
Board is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays; and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sect. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- . 
ing, if the Chairman shall so direct. 

Sect. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit it. A mo- 
tion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble; but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not 
preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

SeoT. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Secor. 19. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Board. 

Szot. 20. When a vote is doubted the members 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
chair, shall arise and stand till they are counted. 

Sect. 21. All questions relating to priority of 
_ business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Srct. 22. When a motion is made on any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order: — 

To a Standing Committee of the Board. 
To a Select Committee of the Board. 
To aJoint Standing Committee. 

To a Joint Select Committee.

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Secor. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, and the 
members of the Joint Standing Committees ‘on the 
part of this Board (named in the Joint Rules and 
Orders of the City Council), shall be appointed by 
the Mayor : — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — 
Bridges — County Accounts — Faneuil Hall and 
County Buildings (to be composed of the Committee 
on Public Buildings on the part of this Board) — 
Lamps — Licenses — Markets, and Weights and 
Measures —Paving and Repairs of Streets — Sewers 
and Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Fur- 
naces.

No person, except a member of the 
Board, shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any 
member while the Board is in session. 

Sect. 30. It shall be the duty of the City Mes- 
senger to see that no person or persons, excepting 
members of the City Government and reporters, are 
allowed in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen or 
in the anteroom of the same while the Board is in 
session, and after the seats furnished for spectators 
have been occupied. 
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Srot. 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be al- 
tered, amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, 
except by the vote of two-thirds of the members of 
the Board present at the time.

Council first named, shall call meetings of the Com- 
mittee, and act as Chairman. 

SeotT. 3. The Committee on Legislative Matters 
shall, unless otherwise ordered, be authorized to ap- 
pear before Committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said 
Committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
City Council, oppose any legislation petitioned for 
by the preceding City Council. | 

Snor. 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books pro- 
vided for that purpose; and at all. meetings of Com- 
mittees the records of the previous meeting shall 
be read, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee. 

Sect. 5. The representatives of the two branches 
-of the City Council on Joint Committees shall not act 
by separate consultations. No meeting of any Com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty- 
four hours without the consent of all the members 
thereof. | 

Snror. 6. Any Joint Standing or Special Committee 
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may, unless otherwise provided, expend from the ap- 
propriation of which, by ordinance or order of the 
City Council, it has charge, an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars for any one object or purpose. 

Sect. 7. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either branch 
shall request a conference, and appoint a Committee 
of Conference, the other branch shall also appoint 
such a Committee. Both Committees shall, at an hour 
to be agreed upon by their Chairmen, meet and state 
to each other, verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their 
respective branches. 

SEotT. 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be 
received by either branch of the City Council unless 
agreed to by such Committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. 

Hither branch of the City Council may 
commit or recommit to a Joint Committee, and the 
report of a Committee upon any subject referred to it 
shall, unless otherwise ordered by the City Council 
or by the Committee, be presented to the branch in 
which the order of reference originated.

Sect. 10. All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written in a fair hand, 
and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to 
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a Committee. Every report of a Committee shall be 
signed by a member belonging to the body to which 
it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. The Joint Standing Committee on Legis- 
lative Matters shall report in print to the City Coun- 
cil all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the 
Legislature in behalf of the City of Boston, or any 
department thereof. Such printed reports shall be 
made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of 
said Committee. ; 
Sreot. 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the 
request of the Chairman, make copies of any papers 
to be reported by a Committee, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public Com- 
mittee hearings. He shall be notified of the time of 
meeting of every Committee of which he is not the 
clerk as soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. 
He shall post daily in the corridor of the City Hall, 
and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, a list 
of the Committee meetings to be held that day. 
Sect. 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the 
other, notice shall be given, under the signature of 
the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 
Sror. 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action 
the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ” for every- 
thing by way of command; and the form shall be 
“Resolved ” for everything expressing opinions, prin- 
ciples, facts, or purposes. 
Srot. 14. The specific appropriations the sey- 
eral objects enumerated in the general appropria- 
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tion order shall be deemed and taken to be the maxi- 
mum,.amount to be expended by the several com- 
mittees, boards, and. officers having the charge 
thereof, for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropri- 
ated as aforesaid have been expended, and an addi- 
tional sum is required, or whenever the estimates for 
any purpose exceed the appropriation specially made 
therefor, the committee, board, or officer having 
charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a 
detailed statement, in print, of the expenditures 
already made, and of the necessity for an additional 
appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expen- 
diture by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation 
was made, or for an object not included in such esti- 
mates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the reserved 
fund except by a transfer to some other appropri- 
ation, or to a new appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropri- 
ation for incidentals excepting those ordered in ac- 
cordance with Chapter 165 of the Acts of 1861; 
expenditures for one or both branches of the City 
Council, ordered by concurrent vote; amounts neces- 
sary to pay judgments or to settle claims against the 
city; and transfers. , 

SeoT. 15. When application shall be made for an 
additional appropriation, to be provided for by trans-

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Snot. 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of 
' money, or the transfer of one appropriation er part 
of an appropriation to another appropriation, shall 
be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of 
the members of each branch of the City Council vote 
in the affirmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Srot. 17. No Presiding Officer of a Board, or 
Chairman of a Committee, unless duly authorized by 
such Board or Committee, shall approve any bill or 
account against the city. 

Sect. 18. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, 
shall be paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail 
the names of the persons to whom such refreshments, 
or carriages, were furnished, the dates of furnishing 
the same, and shall be approved by the members of 
the City Council charged therewith, or by the Presid- 
ing Officer of a Board, or Chairman of a Committee. 
All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the 
time incurred, and if incurred by a committee, the 
chairman, or chairman pro tem., shall certify that the 
persons named were present. The Presiding Officer 
of a Board, or Chairman of a Committee, shall not 
approve any bill for refreshments, or carriage-hire, 
unless as herein required, nor shall he approve any 
such bill on account of any person not a member of 
the City Council, unless specially authorized to do so 
by vote of such Board or Committee. But the 
officers of either branch thereof, the Clerk of Com- 
mittees, and Assistant, are exempt from this pro- 
vision. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid 
from the appropriation to which they are incident; 
and the Auditor of Accounts shall not pass any such 
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bill for the approval of the Committee on Accounts, 
unless it has been approved as provided in this or the 
preceding section. 

Secor. 19. All carriages furnished to members of 
the City Government shall, whenever practicable, be 
ordered through the City Messenger, and, when not 
so ordered, the person who orders them shall forth- 
with give notice thereof to the City Messenger; and 
in all cases the party who furnishes a carriage shall, 
within seven days thereafter, return to the City 
Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the 
persons who used the same, and of the time during 
which and the purpose for which it was used. 

Srot. 20. All bills for refreshments or carriages, 
containing items incurred more than three months 
previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for 
approval. | 

Seot. 21. All papers requiring concurrent action 
shall be transmitted from one branch of the City 
Council to the other, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the 
regular presiding officer of such branch, or, in his 
absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such body. 
In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall 
be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein 
- before directed. 

SeoT. 22. Anyreport containing any recommenda- 
tion, other than “leave to withdraw ” or “ inexpedient 
to take further action,” shall be accompanied by an 
ordinance, order, or resolve, embodying such recom- 
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mendation; and such report shall be acted upon 
separately. 

Srot. 23. Any member of a joint committee may 
submit a minority report at the same time as the 
majority report, and if the latter be in print he shall 
be allowed to submit his report also in print. Hither 
branch may order the report of any committee sub- 
mitted to it to be printed. 

Srot. 24. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except 
by the votes of two-thirds of the members of each 
branch of the City Council.

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Srotion 1. The regular meeting of the Common 
Council shall be held on every Thursday at half-past 
seyen o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a 
quorum, the Council shall be called to order. In the 
absence of the President the senior member present 
shall take the chair, and a President pro tempore shall 
be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality of 
votes shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Sror. 2. The President shall appoint and announce 
all committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall 
communicate his appointments to the Council at the 
meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be 


filled in the manner of original appointment; and . 


members so appointed shall take rank according to 
the date of their appointment. 
_ Srot.3. The President may at any time call 
another member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 
Srot. 4. In all cases the President may vote. 
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CLERK. 


Sect. 5: The Clerk shall keep a record of the 
acts, votes, and proceedings of the Common Council, 
and a separate record of all decisions of the Chair 
upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the 
City Council; and shall prepare a schedule of busi- 
ness in order for each meeting, in such manner as the 
President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the 
Board of Aldermen; and shall retain in his posses- 
sion all papers until the right to file a notice of 
reconsideration has expired, and after such notice he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the 
right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Stor. 6. Except when otherwise provided, no 
member shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, 
and a further equal time, if the Council so vote. No 
member shall speak a second time on a question, if 
another member, who has not spoken, claims the 
floor. 

Sror. 7. No member shall interrupt another while 
speaking, except by rising to call to order, or, with 
the consent of the speaker, to ask a question of him, 
in which cases the speaker shall not lose his right to 
the floor. | 

Every member while speaking shall confine him- 
self to the question under debate, and shall refrain 
from personalities, and shall not refer to any other 
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member of the Council except by a respectful designa- 
tion; and no member shall speak or vote out of his 
place without leave of the President. 


QUORUM. 


Srot. 8. Whenever on a rising vote or on a roll- 
call a quorum does not vote, or whenever a member 
raises the doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair 
shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present. If there is no quorum present he shall 
immediately declare the Council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Sect. 9. Standing Committees on Hlections and 
Paving shall be appointed at the beginning of each 
municipal year, and shall consist of five members 
each. | 

Sect. 10. The members of this Council who are 
appointed on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordi- 
nances shall constitute a Judicvary Committee. 

Sect. 11. All committees of this Council shall be 
notified of their first meeting by the Clerk of Com- 
mittees. ‘They shall not sit during sessions of the 
Council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours, unless all the mem- 
bers consent; and they shall keep a record of their 
doings. ‘lhe member first named shall be Chairman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, in which 
case the Council shall be notified of the change; and 
the same rule shall apply to the members serving on 
Joint Committees. 

Sect. 12. Special Committees of this Council 
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shall consist of three members, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Sect. 13. No report of any Committee shall be 
received unless agreed to by such Committee at a 
duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, when 
presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall 
take its place among the unfinished business for con- 
sideration at the next meeting. 

Sect. 14. Committees of this Council, to whom 
any matter is especially referred, shall report within 
four weeks, or ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Secor. 15. When the Council shall determine to 
go into a Committee of the Whole the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. 

Srot. 16. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable; but a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate; and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Srct. 17. At every regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil the order of business shall be as follows: — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding 
meeting, if called for by any member. 

Second. Communications and reports from city 
officers. 

Third. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, 
and memorials. 
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Fourth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 
Fifth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Siath. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 
Seventh. Reports of committees. 

Highth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Seot. 18. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member; 
and, unless the Council shall otherwise determine, 
they shall be read by the President, or such other 
person as he may request, and be taken up in the 
order in which they are presented. 

Sect. 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its 
title only, unless objection is made. 

Seot. 20. No ordinance, and no order or reso- 
lution imposing penalties, or authorizing a loan or 
the expenditure of money, shall have more than one 
reading on the same day; but this rule shall not 
apply to an order to print a document or to provide 
refreshments during a session. 

Scot. 21. All nominations of officers who are 
required to be elected by ballot shall, after being 
reported, lie over for one week, before action is 
taken thereon. 


MOTIONS. 
SzoT. 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct, and no other 


motion shall. be entertained until a reasonable time 
be afforded for compliance with such direction. 
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Srot. 23. In naming sums and fixing times the 
largest sum and longest time shall first be put to the 
question. | 

Sect. 24. When a question is under debate the 
President shall receive no motion but 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To specially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each 
other, except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, 
or to close debate at a specified time, may be 
amended; and the previous question may be de- 
manded upon an amendment, which motion shall be 
decided without debate. When one of these motions 
has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made; and, in proceeding to 
vote, motions pending shall be put in the order of 
their rank, as above arranged. No motion or propo- 
sition of a subject different from that under consider- 
ation shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 25. When a matter has been especially 
assigned to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a cer- 
tain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, 
during the same or succeeding meetings, be in order 
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upon the call of any member, and take precedence of 
all other business. 

Sect. 26. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
motions shall be put in the following order: — 


iA Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Sect. 27. A motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order, provided business of a nature to be recorded 
on the journal has been transacted since a motion to 
adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

Secor. 28. Debate ona call for the previous ques- 
tion, or a motion to close debate at a specified time, 
or on a motion to lay on the table or take from the 
table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, 
however, the merits of the main question shall not be 
discussed. 

Seot. 29. Any member may require the division 
_ of a question when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


SreotT. 30. When the previous question is ordered 
the vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, 
and finally upon the main question. 

Sect. 31. All incidental questions of order, aris- 
ing after a motion is made for the previous question, 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
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and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once, without leave of the Council. 

Sect. 32. The previous question shall be put in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall 
be suspended until the previous question has been 


decided. 


APPEAL. 


Srct. 33. No appeal from the decision of the Presi- 
dent shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and 
no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal has been decided. The question shall 
be put as follows: “Shall the decision of the Chair | 
stand as the judgment of the Council?” And it 
shall be deemed to be decided in the affirmative un- 
less a majority of the votes given are to the contrary. 


VOTING. 


- Secor. 34. If the President is unable to decide, or 
if any member doubts a vote, the President shall 
cause a rising vote to be taken on the question, with- 
out further debate. The President shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the Council, as fixed by 
him, who shall agree on a count, and report the result 
aloud to him. 

Sect. 35. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, whether before or after the previous question 
has been ordered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and 
nays, provided one-fifth of the members present shall 
so require. 

Stor. 36. After the announcement of a vote not 
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taken by yeas and nays, any member may move for a 
verification thereof, by yeas and nays, and on such 
motion a debate of the original question, not exceed- 
ing five minutes, shall be permitted; and the yeas and 
nays shall be taken, provided one-fifth of the mem- 
bers voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Srot. 37. When a vote has been passed any mem- 
ber may move a reconsideration thereof at the same 
meeting, either immediately after the announcement 
of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or if 
a member who voted with the prevailing side shall 
give notice to the Clerk, before noon of the day fol- 
lowing the adjournment of such meeting (except the 
final meeting of the year, or that preceding any ad- 
journment for over two weeks), of his intention so 
to do, he may move a reconsideration at the next 
meeting at which such motion is reached in the order 
of proceedings. Debate on motions to reconsider 
shall be limited to thirty minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than five minutes. Whenever a 
matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above 
specified, to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be 
considered whenever such special assignment takes 
effect. 

Secor. 38. When a motion for reconsideration has 
been decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, 
and no question shall be twice reconsidered, unless it 
has been amended after the reconsideration; nor shall 
any reconsideration be had upon either of the follow- 
ing motions :— 
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To adjourn. 

T’o lay on the table. 

T’o take from the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Sect. 39. All officers, receiving any compensation 
from the City of Boston, who are primarily elected 
by the City Council, shall be chosen in this branch 
by ballot. The question of confirming the Mayor’s 
nominations shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 

SEotT. 40. In all elections by ballot the number of 
blanks cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted 
in the returns. Ballots cast for ineligible persons 
shall be counted and reported, but only for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the whole number of ballots 
east. Where a plurality elects, if an ineligible per- 
son receives a plurality there shall be no choice. 
After a ballot has been ordered it may be moved, 
and, by a vote of one-fifth of the members present, 
ordered that there be a call of the roll of members. 
When a committee retires for the purpose of count- 
ing ballots the Council shall take a recess until the 
return of said Committee. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Stor. 41. No person, except a member of the 
Council, shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any 
member while the Council is in session. The seats 
of the members of the Council shall be numbered, and 
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shall be determined, in the presence of the Council, 
by drawing the names of members and the number of 
the seats simultaneously; and each member shall be 
entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the-permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Seot. 42. The City Messenger shall allow no 
person upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the 
anteroom on the westerly side, while the Council is 
in session and after the seats provided for spectators 
have been occupied, except members of the City 
Government and reporters, without the permission 
of the President; and the President shall order such 
accommodation on the floor, for reporters and spec- 
tators, as he shall deem proper. No person except 
members of the City Government and reporters shall 
be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side during any session of the Council. 

Sect. 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for 
meetings of the Council only, unless by special vote 
of the Common Council; provided, that during the 
summer recess the President may allow the chamber 
to be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting 
his action to the Council at its next meeting. The 
anteroom and large committee room on the east shall 
be subject to the same rules; except that the Presi- 
dent may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. ‘The 
Clerk’s room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the 
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Common Council for occupancy and use. The ante- 
room between the Council Chamber and the Clerk’s 
room shall be used during the meetings of the Coun- 
cil to give access to the seats on the floor, and such 
other purposes as the President may direct 5 provided, 
that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of 
these rooms are hereby entrusted to the City Messen- 
ger, subject to the direction of the President; but no 
expenditure of money shall be made except by direct 
vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Sreor. 44. All bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire, incurred by the Common Council, the Standing 
Committees of the Common Council not having 
charge of any appropriation, or individual members 
of the Common Council while engaged in the dis- 
charge of official duty, shall give the names of the 
persons incurring the same; and the President of the 
Common Council is authorized to approve such bills, 
after they have been approved by the Committee or 
certified to by the members incurring the same; pro- 
vided, that the President shall not approve any such 
bill unless it is presented to him before the end of the 
‘month next succeeding that within which the expenses 
covered by such bill was incurred, nor shall he ap- 
prove any bills, as above specified, for refreshments, 
furnished members of the Common Council, on the 
day or evening of its meetings, without a special vote 
of the Common Council. 
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SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Sect. 45. Norule or order of the Council shall 
be dispensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto.

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The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under the 
provision of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, and 
in cases of immediate danger, where the security of the 
public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to enter 
upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exigencies of 
the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent wooden 
buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a limitation as 
to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds, for special pur- 
poses, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within the 
building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference to 
their compliance with special statute provisions, regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of construc- 
tion, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of habitable 
rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of stair- 
ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the buildings as regu- 
lated by the width of the street upon which they are 
proposed to be erected. 
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The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement- 
houses, and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door-ways, 
passage-ways, their width, construction, and number, and 
obstructions that may be placed therein, the arrangement 
of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, dra- 
peries, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same to 
the Board of Aldermen. | 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied 
in whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
for license to occupy the same as a place of public amuse- 
ment. 
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Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to maintain the 
same, if secured satisfactorily to the Inspector of Build- 
ings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, steps, 
and porches, projecting into or over any public highway. 


BUILDING LIMITS. 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordi- 
nances on the erection of buildings, it is provided that no 
wooden building shall be hereafter erected within the follow- 
ing limits : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets; thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “City Proper,” 
by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river at the intersection of said line with a boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary 
line to a point opposite the centre of Longwood avenue; 
eastwardly to the centre of Bumstead lane; thence through 
the centre of Bumstead lane to the centre of Ward street ; 
thence through the centre of Ward street to the centre of 
Parker street; thence through the centre of Parker street to 
Ruggles street; thence through the centre of Ruggles street 
eastwardly to the centre of Washington street; thence 
through the centre of Washington street to a point opposite 
the centre of Palmer street; thence through the centre of 
Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of Hampden street ; 
and thence through the centre of Hampden and Albany 
streets to the point of beginning. ‘The said district being 
shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by the City Sur- 
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veyor, dated June 28, 1881, and deposited in the office of 
the City Surveyor.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night 
and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alter- 
nate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same 
as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the 
office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each oper- 
ator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some one else, by consent of the 
Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistake that may occur at the office during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The 
police-officers and one other person resident near each station 
have keys to the boxes. 
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Nos. 41, 42, 48, 45, 46, and 49 have been supplied with 
the “Tooker keyless door.” 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm ells and upon the G'ongs in the Engine- 
Houses for three rounds. 

Examp es: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. 
This will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1—4— 5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows followed 
by box number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten 
blows three times thus: 10 —10—10. 

In cases where the entire department are required, 
_ alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, 
thus: 12—12—12. 

Return Signal. — Notice will be given on the bells and 
gongs by striking one blow four times, thus: 1—1—1—1; 
upon which the several pieees of apparatus on their way to 
the fire will return to their quarters. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & 
Ladder No. One, 10—1—1. Hook and Ladder No. Four, 
eee OG cco AetENO a OCVeH GLUice hiro 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 
10 —1—1—3—83. Hook & Ladder Two and Four, 10 — 
2—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder Five and Seven, 10 — 5 — 
5—7—7. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 
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DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Get the key of the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box—pull the hook all the way down oncr, and 
let go. 

— Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound, pull again; and the third time, if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there; but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm, remain awhile, if posszble, by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the 
first alarm has been given) without an order from an Engi- 
neer; and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the 
same box from which the first alarm was given, and report 
the same to the Chief Engineer. If, however, a fire breaks 
out while another is burning in a different section of the city, 
a second alarm can be given by a police-officer without wait- 
ing for an order from an Engineer. 


CAUTION TO PERSONS HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure the box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except to 
some responsible person, to give an alarm of fire, and be sure 
the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay.

4. Gallop’s Island. Containing 16 acres; purchased, in 
1860, for $6,600. 

5. Apple Island. Containing 95 acres; was purchased, 
in 1867, for $3,750. 

6. Rainsford Island. Containing 11 acres; was purchased, 
together with all the hospital buildings and dwellings thereon, 
in 1871, for $40,000. Male paupers, whose settlement is 
established in the city, are now located in the large hospital 
building upon this island. 

7. Moon Island. Containing about 30 acres; was taken 
by right of eminent domain from the heirs of James Huckins 
and others in 1879, and constitutes the point of discharge of 
the Great Sewer built under authority of the City Council 
in 1879-80. | 


HEALTH. 


[Ord., p. 405. ] 

By an ordinance passed Dec. 2, 1872, the powers of the 
Board of Health were removed from the Board of Aldermen, 
who had theretofore exercised them, and were vested in an 
independent Board, consisting of three persons appointed by 
the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, and styled the 
Board of Health. One member of the Board is appointed 
annually, in March or April, for a term of three years, from 
the first Monday of May following. Salary, $3,000, each, 
per annum,

The baths are open daily, from June 1 to September 30, 
as follows : —

The hours for bathing at Bath-house No. 20 are so arranged 
that men and boys are admitted from 5 to 8 A.M., 12 to 38 
P.M., and 6} to 9 P.M; women and girls from 8} to 11 
A.M., and 3} to 6 P.M. Sundays, — for men and boys 
only,—from 5 to 9 o’clock A.M. 

All the bath-houses are closed by the Superintendents at 
10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and 94 o’clock A.M., on 
- Sundays. 

Superintendents in charge must see that adults remain in 
the water not longer than thirty minutes, and children under 
twelve years of age not longer than fifteen minutes. 

Each bather provides his own towel and soap. Female 
bathers are required to furnish suitable bathing-dresses. 
Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Superintendent, 
at three cents each. , 
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Boys and girls under fifteen years of age are not admitted 
to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M.; and the decision’ 
of the Superintendent against admission is final. 

Each Superintendent has full charge of his premises, and 
authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming 
to these rules; and he is required to render every assistance 
to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or deprivation 
of privileges otherwise than as provided for in these rules, 
can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Committee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation is allowed 
on the premises; and any person guilty of defacing the 
dressing-rooms, fences, or tanks, by writing, marking, or cut- 
ting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dress- 
ing-rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose 
decision shall be final. 

A police-officer is in constant attendance at each bath- 
house, for the purpose of preserving order and enforcing 
these regulations, in concurrence with the Superintendent.

The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1861, 
and consists of seven pavilions, connected with a central 
structure. ‘his hospital is intended for the use and comfort 
of poor patients, to whom medical care is provided at 
the expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide 
accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 


RULES. 


Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, be- 
tween 9 and 11 o’clock A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. 
When not able to appear in person, application may be made 
by a friend, and the patient will be visited by the Resident 
Physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
_ Injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, from 
2 to 3 oclock P.M., friends may be permitted to visit 
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patients; though no patient shall receive more than one 
visitor on the same day. Positively no visiting on Sunday. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superin- 
tendent. , ;

— 'The Bates Hall contains 239,- 
826 volumes; the Lower Hall, 40,721 volumes; the News- 
paper Room, 3,505 volumes; the Duplicate Room, 13,190 
volumes; the East Boston Branch, 11,403 volumes; the 
South Boston Branch, 10,988 volumes; Roxbury Branch, 
22,532 volumes; the Charlestown Branch, 24,761 volumes ; 
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the Brighton Branch, 13,281 volumes ; the Dorchester Branch, 
11,336 volumes; the Jamaica Plain Branch, 8,698 volumes ; 
the South-End Branch, 10,093 volumes; the West Roxbury 
Branch, 3,070 volumes, —a total of 413,404 volumes, be- 
sides 100,000 unbound pamphlets. 

The Central Reading-Room has 361 different periodicals : 
the East Boston Branch Reading-Room has 30; the South 
Boston Branch has 50; the Roxbury Branch has 89; the 
Charlestown Branch has 60; the South-end Branch has 53; 
the Brighton Branch has 34; the Dorchester Branch has 20 ; 
the Jamaica Plain Branch has 33,—a _ total, including 
duplicates, of 730 periodicals. Several hundred periodicals, 
of a higher kind and less popular interest, are kept in the 
Bates Hall.

Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Inhabitants. — Any person over 14 years old may use 
books and periodicals in the buildings without previous regis- 
tration; but, to draw books for home use, application for a 
card must be made in due form to the Registration Clerk at 
the Central Library, at the Branches, or at the Lower Mills, 
Mattapan, Roslindale, or West Roxbury Deliveries. 

II. Non-residents. — All can use books and _ periodicals 
in the buildings; but the following can also apply to the 
Registration Clerks, as above, for cards to draw books for 
home use: clergymen and teachers having regular pro- 
fessional occupation in the city, and members of the fol- 
lowing institutions, whose governments have guaranteed the 
Library against damage from such members: Boston Society 
of Architects; Boston Society of Civil Engineers ; the Law, 
Theological, Medical, Liberal Arts, and Oratory departments 
of the Boston University; the Medical and Dental Schools

of Harvard University; the Massachusetts Normal Art 
School; the Institute of Technology; the College of Phar- 
macy; Boston Dental School; New England Conservatory 
of Music; and the First Class of Chauncy Hall School. 
Also officers of the army and navy on this station, and the 
assistants in the offices of the City Engineer and City Sur- 
veyor. 

Ill. Special Privileges. —Cards entitling the holder to 
draw more volumes, and to retain them longer than usual, 
are granted to professional authors, teachers, etc., whether 
resident or not, if the applicant, in the blank provided, gives 
the reasons for which it is customary to extend such privi- 
leges. Such cards are not given for general reading, but only 
for special studies, and last only for one year; and tt is not 
expected that they will be used to draw new and popular books. 

Central Library books may be applied for at the ‘several 
Branches. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, — 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the Kast 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library with additions, by purchase so as to 
give completeness to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 
1870, and was dedicated by appropriate services on March 
AGA Ce NE 


SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
Branch ; and to these have been added books either bought, 
or withdrawn from the Central Library. In this way a 
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collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready for use, and 
this Branch was opened on May 1, 1872. The rooms of 
the Branch are in the Savings-Bank Building, corner of 
Broadway and E street, and during the year 1878 were 


enlarged by taking the entire floor. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam, D.D., Supply C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
Sr., and others to be joined with them, by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, the purpose of which 
was to establish a Library, and erect a building for it, within 
half a mile of the meeting-house of the First Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the inter- 
est of all concerned that the advantages of these funds should 
be joined with such others as may accrue from the provi- 
sions made by the City Council for the benefit of the District 
of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the Public Library, 
the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, signed an indent- 
ture with the Trustees of the Fellowes Athenzeum, by which 
that institution is united with the Branch Library. The 
agreement (to be found in the Report of the Library for 
1872) in effect gives the citizens of Roxbury a Library, the 
samé in kind with the Bates Hall collection, though on a 
smaller scale, to be increased by the Fellowes Fund, now 
yielding about $3,000 a year, while the city maintains a popu- 
lar Library in connection therewith, to be of the character 
of the Lower Hall of the Central Library and of the other 
Branches. The building on the corner of Millmont street and 
Lambert avenue was completed, and the Library opened, in 
the summer of 1873. The Trustees of the Fellowes Athe- 
neum contributed $3,000 towards supplying the books with 
which it was opened. ‘The present Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum are: Charles K. Dillaway, President; Nathaniel 
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J. Bradlee, Treasurer; Gorham Rogers; Wm. C. Collar; 
Rev. Edward E. Hale; Joseph 8. Ropes; John F. Osgood ; 
Rey. John G. Brooks; Henry W. Putnam, Secretary. 

The entire control of the joint collections and the govern- 
ment of the Branch is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


JAMAICA PLAIN BRANCH. 


This Library, which has heretofore been a delivery Branch 
of the Roxbury Library, was established by the Trustees, 
Dec. 5, 1877, as an independent Branch of the General 
Library. This Library has excellent accommodations in 
Curtis Hall. A delivery of the Branch was established at 
Roslindale, Dec. 3, 1878, and another at the West Rox- 
bury Delivery, Jan. 6, 1880, where books are applied for and 
received three afternoons and evenings in the week. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. In July, 
1877, this Branch received, by the will: of Miss Charlotte 
Harris, a fund of $10,000, and the testator’s private library. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new Library 
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building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the Library was transferred to it the same month, and 
services of dedication took place in October. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
Corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedi- 
catory services had been held earlier in the same month. 
Deliveries of the Branch have been established at the Lower 
Mills, and at Mattapan, from which place books are asked 
for and received daily. 


SOUTH—END BRANCH. 


The Mercantile Library Association having given, in May, 
1877, to the city its valuable collection of books, contained 
in their Club Room, at the corner of Newton and Tremont 
streets, a Branch for the reception and delivery of books 
from the General Library was established in that place, the 
following August, for which accommodation the city paid said 
Association as rent the sum of $1,000 per annum for three 
years. At the end of this term the Library was moved to a 
room expressly fitted up therefor in the new English High 
School Building, on Montgomery street, where it is now 
located. 


WEST ROXBURY DELIVERY. 


On Noy. 11, 1879, the West Roxbury Free Library trans- 
ferred its collection of over 3,000 volumes, at Westerly Hall, 
to the Public Library ; and on Jan. 6, 1880, a delivery was 
established there of books from the Jamaica Plain Branch 
and the Central Library.

INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 
1875, the Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific com- 
mission of three members to examine the present system of 
sewerage in this city, and to suggest any improvements which 
can be made therein. Accordingly the following persons 
were selected by the Mayor for such commission :— 

EK. 8. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwau- 
kee, and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submit-

By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1881 the Mayor appoints, with 
the approval of the Board of Aldermen, before October 1, annually, 
a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a Deputy Clerk, two 
Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, for each pre- 
cinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November 

following their appointment. ‘These officers are paid at the rate of 
~ $5.00 per diem for actual service with the exception of the Clerks 
of Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on con- 
dition that their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City 
Clerk.

OF THE TOWN OF BOSTON, FROM 1634 To 1821, INCLUSIVE. 
[The dates recited below include the terms of service. ] 

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served. The earliest entry preserved in 
the Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, fins 
John Winthrop, William Coddington, John Underhill, Thomas 
Oliver, Thomas Leverett, Giles Firmin, John Coggeshall, William 
Peirce, Robert Harding, and William Brenton. 

Oct. 6, 1634.— Richard Bellingham and John Coggan were 
chosen in place of Firmin, deceased, and Harding, now in 
Virginia. 

March 1, 1636.—Chosen: Thomas Oliver, Thomas Leverett, 
William Hutchinson, William Colburn, John Coggeshall, John 
Sanford, Richard Tuttell, William Aspinwall} William Brenton, 
William Balston, Jacob Eliot, and James Pen. 

Sept. 16, 1636.— Hutchinson, Oliver, Leverett, Colborn, 
Coggeshall, Sanford, Brenton, and Balston reélected, and two new 
men added, — Robert Keayne and John Newgate. 

— Eight reélected ; Eliot and Pen returned in 
place of Keayne and Newgate, and Robert Harding added. In 
all eleven.

Aspinwall in place of Brenton. 

April 23, 1638.—Seven chosen: Oliver, Leverett, Keayne, 
Colborn, Newgate, Pen, and Eliot, —all having served before.

Harding in place of Newgate. 
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April 29, 1639. — Nine chosen: Oliver, Leverett, Keayne, Col- 
born, Harding, and Eliot; Pen dropped; Edward Gibbons, Wil- 
liam Tyng, and John Cogan added. . 

Dec. 16, 1639.— Nine chosen: Colborn, Harding, Eliot, Gib- 
bons, Tyng, and Cogan reélected ; Gov. John Winthrop, Richard 
Bellingham, and William Hibbens, new members. 

— Nine chosen for the next six months: Colborn, 
Eliot, Gibbons, Tyng, Winthrop, Bellingham, and Hibbens, old 
members ; with John Newgate and Atherton Hough added. 

May 27, 1641.— Nine chosen: the seven old members, with 
John Oliver and James Pen for Newgate and Hough. 

March 6, 1641-42. — Nine chosen: eight reélected, and Valen- 
tine Hill in place of Hibbens. 

Sept. 2, 1642. — The same nine reélected for six months. 

March 20, 1642-43. — Winthrop, Bellingham, Tyng, Gibbons, Col- 
born, Eliot, Hill, and Oliver reélected ; Hibbens put in place of Pen. 

Sept. 25, 16483. — Same nine reélected. 

May 17, 1644. — Eight reélected, with Pen for Bellingham. 

April 10, 1645.— Eight reélected, with Edward Tyng for 
William Tyng. 

Dec. 26, 1645. — Winthrop, Hibbens, Gibbons, Colborn, Hill, 
Eliot, and Pen reélected; Oliver and E. Tyng dropped; Robert 
Keayne and Thomas Fowle added. 


No election is recorded in 1646, though all but Fowle were 
serving Feb. 25, 1646-47. Probably some change had taken 
place about this time, as March 138, 1646-47, we find a board of 
seven acting, and the same seven were chosen five days later at a 
*¢veneral town’s meeting warned from house to house.” From 
this time it seems to have been a settled custom to elect seven 
selectmen in March for the year ensuing, though occasionally this 
number was exceeded.

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JOHN P. HEALY. 


Earuy in the present year the citizens of Boston were 
called upon to mourn the loss of one of their most respected, 
faithful, and efficient public servants. JoHN PLUMMER HBALY, 
LL.D. (Dart., 1871), who died on the fourth of January, 
1882, was born at Washington, N.H., on the twenty-eighth 
day of December, 1810. He was the son of a distinguished 
citizen of New Hampshire, Hon. Joseph Healy, who served 
his State as State Senator (1824), as Representative in the 
Congress of the United States (1825-1829), as State Coun- 
cillor (1829-1832), and who died October 10, 1861, at the 
advanced age of eighty-five years. 

The subject of this sketch passed his early boyhood in his 
native town, which he loved dearly, and to which, in after 
years, he made frequent pilgrimages. Here, on its beautiful 
hills, in its pleasant valleys, through its dense and delightful 
forests, he romped and played, as boys are everywhere wont 
to do; and in its quiet streams he delighted to fish and swim. 
Here he breathed in that pure and refreshing air which gave 
strength to his frame and vigor to his mind. Here, too, he 
received his elementary education and training. His classics 
and the other requisites for admission to Dartmouth College 
he acquired in the Plainfield Atademy, N.H. He was an intel- 
ligent, studious, and sensible lad, and entered his alma mater 
in 1831, when he was nearly twenty-one years of age. 

Healy was soon well known among his fellow-students, 
and became the universal favorite of his class; his ways and 
manners were sometimes old-fashioned for a young man of 
his years, and he was known throughout the college as “old 
man Healy.” His mind was even then well matured, and his 
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physical development strong and sturdy. He was excep- 
tionally popular with his own classmates, and was, by many 
of them, made the depository of college secrets. His advice 
was often sought by students whose scrapes had endangered 
their stay in college; and some of these classmates, after 
nearly fifty years have passed away, tell to-day how “old 
man Healy” helped them out of their troubles. 

At college young Healy entered into no sports that re- 
quired physical exertion. While other students enjoyed 
their game at foot-ball, or tried their skill at the oar, Healy 
amused himself by looking on. He had no inclination to 
participate in these healthy pastimes ; but in sports in which 
he had neither to run, jump, or otherwise exert himself, he 
was among the foremost. He was then, as in later years, a 
hearty, honest, good-natured young man, with a natural 
turn for the humorous, and apt power of illustration and 
anecdote. 

Favorite as he was with his fellow-students, he was highly 
esteemed by the college authorities, and very much appre- 
ciated by them. The late Professor Charles B. Haddock, 
especially, took a strong liking to Healy, and a very close 
friendship grew up between the professor and student, 
which may possibly have had an effect upon Healy’s sub- 
sequent career. 

In 1885 Healy graduated, and almost immediately after 
began the study of law in Daniel Webster’s office, in Boston. 
Since the death of Webster it has often been asked how it 
was that Healy studied in his office, and afterward became 
the law partner of the “great expounder.” Possibly the 
fact that Professor Haddock, who was related to Mr. Web- 
ster, had recommended his young friend to his relative, or 
the fact that Mr. Healy’s father was a distinguished public 
man in New Hampshire, and was well. acquainted with Mr. 
Webster, induced the latter to take under his patronage the 
young Dartmouth college graduate. Be that as it may, the 
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intercourse and intimacy between the two men became so 
close that it only ended with the death of the elder. At the 
time that Healy first began his law studies with Mr. Web- 
ster, the latter was representing Massachusetts in the Senate 
of the United States for his second term, and was in the 
very prime of his political and professional fame. His 
speech, in reply to Hayne, on the famous resolutions of 
Mr. Foot, of Connecticut, delivered on January 26 and 27, 
1830, has never been excelled as the greatest forensic effort 
on the floor of the Senate, even by Webster himself, and 
easily won him the name of the greatest orator and states- 
man in the Union; and his arguments on the Dartmouth Col- 
lege (1818) and Warren Bridge (1837) cases, established 
his title as the foremost lawyer of the land. 

Association with so great a man, in the greatness of ie 
intellectual powers, must have had an effect on the mind of 
the young law-student, and soon after his admission to the 
bar, in 1838, we find him assisting Mr. Webster in the 
preparation and trial of his great causes, and following his 
political faith and fortunes. Mr. Healy was elected to the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, as a Whig, in 1840, 
and again in 1849 and 1850, and served each session with 
fidelity and distinction; and in 1854 he represented a part 
of Boston in the State Senate, serving as Chairman of the 
important Committee on Railways and Canals, and on the 
Committees on Towns and on Education. 

Soon after Mr. Healy’s admission to the bar he became 
the partner of Mr. Webster, and during the most of the 
years that the partnership continued Mr. Webster was 
almost constantly in Washington, either in the Senate or in 
the Cabinet, and Mr. Healy was much relied on by his 
senior for the laborious work of preparing the cases Mr. 
Webster had in charge, and for the business detail of their 
management. “This relation of the parties,” wrote a lead- 
ing Boston paper in its obituary notice of Mr. Healy, “was 
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more than professional and formal; it was sympathetic and 
filial. Mr. Webster reposed unbounded confidence in his 
associate, and appreciated at its just value the native sa- 
gacity and legal acumen of the young counsellor. In Mr. 
Webster’s absence from the city, during his official terms at 
Washington, the law business at home was entrusted to the 
junior, with due consultation between the two by mail re- 
garding important issues or contingencies that might arise.” 

So high an appreciation had Mr. Webster of the legal 
attainments of his junior, that, while he was Secretary of 
State under President Fillmore, he procured Mr. Healy’s 
appointment as Judge of the United States District Court 
for the District of California. From the same paper above 
quoted we take the following version of his declining the 
office, only adding that it is such an example of sincere 
filial affection as is rarely equalled, if ever excelled : — 


Mr. Healy hesitated much as to accepting; but being warmly urged 
by friends in whom he reposed confidence, at length decided affirma- 
tively in the matter, and made preparations to leave for the distant but 
promising field of professional opportunity thus opened to him. To 
tell how he came to recall that decision will be to present not only a 
biographical fact in its proper order, but will vividly illustrate a salient 
personal trait. Mr. Healy’s father was the Hon. Joseph Healy, a man 
of distinction and influence in New Hampshire, and representative in 
Congress of that State during several terms. At the time referred to 
he was a man of venerable years, and withdrawn through decrepitude 
from all active pursuits. His son’s appointment and his purpose to 
accept it had been made known to him, so that, when the son came to 
the ancestral home for the final leave-taking, he brought no surprising 
intelligence. The old man had decided upon it as a wise step for his 
son to take, and-upon their meeting so advised him, saying: ‘* My son, 
you must go; itis your duty to go.” In giving utterance to the coun- 
sels of wisdom he could not restrain the promptings of affection, and 
burst into tears. It was the turning-point of the whole affair, for filial 
considerations instantly became dominant in the young man’s mind, 
and the desire of Webster, the urging of professional friends, and the 
prospects of a career of the highest honor, ceased to have weight before 
the old man’s involuntary appeal. Mr. Healy resolved to remain at 
Boston so long as his father should live. Much as he will be lamented 
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by those with whom he has held professional and business relations, it 
is with those who have, in more intimate relations, come to know the 
tender sensibilities of the man, and that loveliness of personal character 
which this anecdote bespeaks, that his loss will most deeply be felt. 


During a few years following Mr. Webster’s death Mr. 
Healy continued to practise law in his office at the corner of 
Court and Tremont streets, in Boston; but in 1856 he was 
chosen City Solicitor to succeed Hon. Ambrose A. Ranney. 
For twenty-five years, whatever was the political complexion 
of the City Council, he was each year reélected ; and last year 
the office of Corporation Counsel was especially created for 
him. There is but one opinion in the public mind as to his 
administration of the office of City Solicitor, and that is, that 
he discharged all its duties in a conspicuously wise, honest, 
able, and successful manner. His firmness and strong sense 
of right, and the faith in, and respect for, his unflinching 
honesty, conduced much to maintain the proud eminence of 
Boston for municipal integrity and honor among her sister 
cities on this continent. ‘l'wenty-five consecutive elections 
bear witness to the faith which many successive City Coun- 
cils had in him. 

He was most constant in his attendance in his office, and 
seldom even took a day’s vacation, or absented himself from 
the city. He was most courteous to all who came in official 
relation with him; and no one ever left his presence without 
being impressed with his absolute honesty. He was kind to 
all his associates and subordinates, and was tender and for- 
bearing to the young men connected with his office. His 
was one of those natures which never suspected wrong in 
any one. 

His mind was, however, thoroughly masculine, and, al- 
though not a lawyer who indulged in constant reading of law 
books or reports, he was thoroughly grounded in the under- 
lying principles of the law, and had the faculty of applying 
these principles to his cases whether at nis? prius or in an 
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argument on questions of law before the full bench. No man 
had a better knowledge’ of, or more experience on, questions 
of municipal law than he; and bis opinions were sought and 
acquiesced in by many cities and towns outside of Boston. 
His arguments before, court or jury were generally short, 
and he always took in and stated the sensible and salient 
points. His power before juries was remarkable ; and, in the 
opinion of the Chief Justice of the highest court of this Com- 
monwealth, was peculiarly effective. He used none of the 
devices of rhetoric; his address to the jury was plain, open, 
honest talk, as between neighbors. He thus gained their 
good-will and attention; and, as his integrity was known to 
all, their confidence and favorable verdicts followed. The 
courts all recognized the same traits of his character ; and, as 
he was never known to argue frivolous exceptions, he was 
always listened to with closest attention and interest. 

When Mr. Healy first became City Solicitor the Supreme 
- Court leaned much in favor of plaintiffs in suits for damages 
caused ‘by falling on slippery sidewalks. By persistently 
insisting that cities and towns were not responsible for cli- 
matical conditions, the court was induced to modify its pre- 
vious opinions on this class of cases, so that now cities and 
towns are freed from liability in a large number of cases 
in which they had previously been held to be responsible for 
accidents. | 

His opinions on questions arising in the various depart- 
ments of the city government were sound, and always fear- 
lessly given, having regard only for the right, and never 
caring whether they favored friend or foe. 

The action of the various public bodies with which he 
was connected exhibits the universal esteem in which Mr. 
Healy was held. 

Mr. Healy’s domestic life, until its very latest years, was 
of that happily uneventful type, many years of which can 
be sufficiently described in a few short sentences. Upon his 
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first coming to Boston he made his home at the house of Mr. 
Jedediah Barker, in Province court, where he and Mr. 
Oliver Ditson were room-mates up to the time of the latter’s 
marriage, nearly ten years later ; and the intimate friendship 
between the two continued throughout Mr. Healy’s life. In 
December, 1847, Mr. Healy married Mary Stickney, Mr. 
Barker’s only daughter, who survives him. Their only child, 
Joseph, was born on August 6, 1849, and by his life at school, 
at college, and in his profession, more than justified the 
pride and fulfilled the hopes of his parents and friends. To 
Joseph, in 1878, was born a daughter, a source of ever- 
increasing interest and delight to her grandfather, and early 
in 1880 it would have seemed that nothing could be added 
to the comforts and pleasures of Mr. Healy’s serene old age. 
In April of that year a sickness lasting less than three days 
brought the idolized son down to death; and to many who . 
knew them both it seemed inevitable that the heart of the 
father should be buried in the grave of the son. Mr. Healy 
was not a man to talk of his griefs; he seldom alluded to 
his loss, and some intimate friends who had known him in 
former years as a genial companion again at rare intervals 
enjoyed his shrewd humor and rare conversational powers. 
But that a change had come over him was only too evident. 
He mingled with the world even less than he had done be- 
fore, and when his own summons came, and came suddenly, 
as he had always reverently hoped it might, the grief of 
those who mourn him was tempered by the thought that he 
had gone to meet his boy. 

The funeral services were held at Mr. arene late resi- 
dence on Temple street, on Saturday, January 7, 1882, 
at one o’clock, and were attended by Mayor Green, and 
a number of Aldermen and Common Councilmen and 
city officials, several ex-mayors, a very large number of 
legal gentlemen, including the Chief Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court and of the Superior Court, and others well 
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known in other professions. The services were conducted 
by the Rev. 5. K. Lothrop, D.D., who spoke of the sudden 
death, within so short a time, of two men! alike eminent and 
honored in their common profession, to the elder of whom 
they had gathered to pay tribute. If, said he, the “honest 
man is the noblest work of God,” then Mr. Healy was among 
the noblest of the noble. He was so thoroughly honest as 
to be respected, confided in, and relied upon. He had as 
few faults as commonly belong to humanity ; and to be just, 
to do right, and to preserve his own personal integrity and 
the honor of the city unspotted, was the law of his life, and 
faithfully and unflinchingly he obeyed it. His heart was as 
warm as his head was cool, and his judgment wise and com- 
prehensive. His death has left a vacancy difficult to fill. 
In his opinions and religious convictions he was conservative, 
but not narrowly so. His life and convictions rested upon 
deeds rather than words, and should be an admonition to us 
to be as faithful, true, and persevering as he was, that we 
may be prepared for the end, which sooner or later must 
come to all of us. 


At the conclusion of the services the remains were taken 
to Mount Auburn, His Honor Mayor Green and Messrs. 
Samuel F. McCleary, Henry C. Hutchins, Henry W. Paine, 
Oliver Ditson, and Benjamin P. Cheney acting as pall- 
bearers, and were placed in the family lot beside those of his 


son.

Mr. Wuirmore. — It is my duty and privilege, Mr. President, 
having belonged for three years to the committee which had par- 
ticular relations with Mr. Healy’s office, to present at this time 
suitable resolutions of respect ; and,in sending them to the Chair, I 
will say that I shall not undertake to add anything, because I know 
that others desire to bear a proper tribute to his memory. I would 
be happy myself to avail of this opportunity to say more, but I 
refrain, believing that I have given expression to my own feelings 
in the resolutions I have offered. 


The President read the following : — 


Resolved, That the City Council has heard with deep regret of the death of 
John P. Healy, the Corporation Counsel, who for twenty-five years consecu- 
tively filled the responsible post of City Solicitor of Boston. 

Resolved, That the City Council hereby records its appréciation of the 
great professional skill with which Mr. Healy protected the interests of the 
city, of his unceasing and courteous attention to his duties as legal adviser of 
the Council, and of the many charming qualities of head and heart which 
made him the most agreeable of companions, as well as the safest of counsel- 
lors. 

Resolved, That the City Clerk be instructed to forward a copy of these 
resolves to the widow of our friend, with the warmest assurance of our sym- 
pathy with hér in her irreparable loss. 
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Mr. Morss, of Ward 9, in seconding the resolutions, spoke as 
follows : — 

Mr. President,—The announcement by His Honor the Mayor that 
the honored Counsellor of this city is dead fills me with profoundest 
sorrow, and I know that the members of this Council, as well as 
the citizens of Boston, will feel that a great loss has fallen upon 
us. His death was sudden and without apparent pain. He at- 
tended the dinner of the retiring Board of Aldermen on Saturday 
last, entertained company at his house on Sunday, was taken sick 
with congestion of the lungs on Monday, and last evening was no 
more among the living. 

I am especially filled with sadness when I recall my last visit to’ 
this Council Chamber previous to my membership in this body. It 
was on April 20, 1880, when this body met to pay its homage of 
respect to the memory of Joseph Healy, the only child of the 
deceased, who was a member of the Council from Ward 10. From 
the loss of that only child, and most promising. son, Mr. Healy 
never fully recovered. 

It was a terrible blow for one in his years, and for one so ten- 
derly attached as he was to his only child. 

John P. Healy was in the 72d year of his age when he died. 
He was born in the town of Washington, N.H., in the year 1810, 
and was educated at Dartmouth College, where he graduated in 
1835. Immediately upon finishing his collegiate course Mr. Healy 
came to Boston, and entered the office of Daniel Webster as a 
student of law. ‘Thereafter he was intimately associated with 
Mr. Webster in the practice of law until Mr. Webster’s decease ; 
and during the greater portion of the time was his partner in busi- 
ness. In 1856 Mr. Healy was elected City Solicitor, and from 
year to year has been constantly reelected up to the time of his 
death. This marked selection of him as the legal adviser of this 
city was procured through no political influence, — no one cared, 
how he voted, — but was a tribute to his abilities and learning on 
questions of municipal law, and to his sterling honesty. No public 
officer ever enjoyed more the respect of the community for his in- 
flexible integrity than did he. Beside his family, whom he tenderly 
cherished, he had but one duty — his office ; and often he neglected 
the former in his devotion to the latter. He was constant in his 
service ; the city was his mistress, and he worshipped and served 
her more faithfully than knight ever served lady. 

How true indeed of him the words of the great bard : — 


‘*O good old man, how well in thee appears 
The constant service of the antique world, 
When service sweat for duty, not for meed! 
Thou art not for the fashion of these times, 
Where none will sweat but for promotion; 
And having that, do choke their service up 
Even with the having: ’tis not so with thee.” 
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His honesty, simplicity, and purity of character and integrity 
were his distinguishing traits. He never compromised his princi- 
ples for the sake of expediency or policy, but carried his convic- 
tions of justice, and honor, and right, into all his dealings. 

He guarded the public interests intrusted in his hands with even 
more jealousy and care than he ever did his own-private affairs. The 
public at large has little conception of what the City of Boston 
owes John P. Healy for his long and distinguished services as City 
Solicitor. 

While we mourn his death, his life is worthy of emulation by all 
who have public interests confided to them.» Mr. President, I 
second the motion for the adoption:of the resolutions offered by 
the gentleman from Ward 12. 


The resolutions were ordered to asecond reading, and on motion 
of Mr. Lauten, of Ward 14, a rising vote was ordered on the ques- 
tion of their passage. : | 

The resolutions were passed by a unanimous rising vote. Sent 

up. 
Mr. Whitmore offered the following : — 
Ordered, That the President and eight members of the Common 
Council be constituted a committee to represent this branch of the 
City Council at the funeral of the late John P. Healy, Corporation 
Counsel. 

Passed ; and Messrs. Parkman of Ward 9, Wharton of Ward 11, 
Huntress of Ward 11, Emery of Ward 18, Morse of Ward 9, Cot- 
ton of Ward 4, Whitmore of Ward 12, and Cummings of Ward 10, 
were appointed said committee. 

Mr. Whitmore offered the following : — 

Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Rules and 
Orders be instructed to have prepared a suitable memoir of the 


late John P. Healy, and to insert the same in the Municipal 


Register for the current year. 
Passed. Sent up. 


ACTION OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


_A special meeting of the Board of Aldermen was held Friday 
afternoon, January 6, 1882. In calling the Board to order, 
Mayor Green said : — 

‘*Gentlemen, you have been called together to receive a com- 
munication from the Common Council in regard to the death of the 
Hon. John P. Healy. During a period of twenty-five years he 
was connected with the city government as its legal adviser, and 
it seems right and proper that some notice should be taken of his 
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death.” ‘The Mayor read the executive communication announcing 
to the City Council the death of the Hon. John P. Healy, Corpora- 
tion Counsel, with the resolutions which had been sent up for con- 
currence. 

The question coming on the passage of the resolutions in con- 
currence, Alderman Slade said: ‘** I wish that I was able to make 
the remarks that are due from a member of this Board of Alder- 
men on this occasion. Coming from the same State that Mr. 
Healy did, and having been raised in the immediate neighborhood 
where he was raised, probably my acquaintance with him will extend 
back farther than that of any other member of the City Council. 
I recollect that when I was quite a small boy Mr. Healy was a 
school-teacher in our neighborhood. Children are very apt to 
remember a very popular teacher, or one for whom they had great 
respect and love. That was the case with Mr. Healy. He was a 
very popular, pleasant, and efficient school-teacher. In the few years 
intervening between that and the time when I met him in Boston, 
I, of course, lost sight of him; but one of my first acquaintances 
in this city was Mr. Healy. He was the first and only man I ever 
called upon for legal advice, and his advice was always freely given. 
I think it was characteristic of Mr. Healy, as a lawyer, to give 
advice, to young men especially, without charge ; andthe advice that 
any person received from him could be relied upon. I think he was 
strictly honest in all his déalings with his fellow-men. Ihave been 
quite intimately associated with Mr. Healy for more than thirty 
years in Boston, especially since I have been in the City Council. 
In the work of the department of improved sewerage Mr. Healy 
stood at the back of the committee, and in every emergency has 
been our guiding-star, as you might say, all through. ‘The com- 
mittee had implicit confidence in him; and I believe we have never 
been mistaken in that confidence. Isat beside him at the dinner 
of the Board of Aldermen last Saturday evening. He was very 
happy in going over the events of his early life while teaching 
school, which I have mentioned, and seemed to remember the names 
of all the children and their parents as well as I, who had been 
there a great deal of my life, and to be gratified at learning what 
had become of them all. It was very pleasant to me to have that 
pleasure that evening, and with all others I regret that he has been 
called away so suddenly. With these few remarks, I move the 
adoption of the resolutions.” 

The resolutions were adopted unanimously by a rising vote. 
The Mayor, and Aldermen Slade, Hersey, and Haldeman were 
joined to the committee to represent the City Council at the 
funeral. 
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ACTION OF THE BENCH AND THE BAR OF SUFFOLK 
COUNTY ON THE DEATH OF JOHN P. HEALY. 


A largely attended meeting of the Suffolk Bar Association was 
held in the Supreme Judicial Court Room on January 6, 1882, to 
take action on the death of the late Hon. John P. Healy. Among 
those present were Attorney General Marston, Hon. Charles R. 
Train, Hon. Seth J. Thomas, District Attorney Stevens, J. H. 
Noble, Clerk of the Supreme Court; Clement Hugh Hill, Clerk 
of the United States District Court; Assistant District Attorney 
Dacey, Colonel Henry Walker, Hon. William G. Russell, Hon. 
Henry D. Hyde, Charles E. Pratt, Esq., Andrew J. Bailey, Esq., 
City Solicitor; Solomon Lincoln, Jr., M. F. Dickinson, Jr., 
Augustus Russ, Esq., Thomas J. Gargan, Esq., Hon. E. Rockwood 
Hoar, Hon. William Gaston, Colonel Isaac Hull Wright, J. Lewis 
Stackpole, Esq., R. M. Morse, Jr., Esq., John C. Dodge, Esq., Rob- 
ert Codman, Esq., Charles Allen, Esq., Charles Theodore Russell, 
Esq., George O. Shattuck, Esq., Colonel E. P. Nettleton, N. F. 
Safford, Esq., Hon. Asa French, T. L. Wakefield, Esq., Chas. H. 
Swan, Esq., Godfrey Morse, Esq., Otis Norcross, Jr., Esq., Gren- 
ville H. Norcross, Esq. Besides these there were a large number of 
the younger members of the bar, and the assemblage was remark- 
able as being one of the most distinctively representative of the 
legal profession ever held in the court-house. General Marston 
called the meeting to order, and, after alluding to the circumstances 
which brought them together, called upon the Hon. Sidney Bartlett 
to preside. Caleb William Loring, Esq., was elected secretary. 
The Hon. Peleg W. Chandler presented a resolution, with these 
remarks : — 


‘¢ Mr. Chairman, I have been requested by friends of Mr. Healy 
to prepare and present to this meeting a resolution. I have 
undertaken the duty with some hesitation, because there are many 
present who have come into more intimate relations with him 
of late years. But I have known our friend for nearly half a 
century. I preceded him in the important office which he held 
with such distinguished ability, and can testify of him at a period 
before a large majority of the bar were admitted to practice. There 
are older men than Mr. Healy now practising in this city. The 
Nestor of our bar (Long live the King!) precedes him by several 
years ; but in continuous service here our deceased associate was 
among the first. Those of us who survive, and especially those 
who have been obliged by physical infirmity to relinquish active 
business in the courts, cannot but be sensibly touched by the 
numerous recent deaths of our active comrades, and are reminded 
of those mournful words of an old writer, ‘ Where now is Mow- 
bray? Where is Mortimer? Nay, which is most of all, where is 
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Plantagenet? They are entombed in the urns and sepulchres of 
mortality.’ ”’ 


Resolved, That the members of the Suffolk Bar desire to express, at the 
earliest moment, their thorough appreciation of the great professional ability, 
the eminent public services, and the high character of their deceased asso- 
ciate, Hon. John P. Healy. In actual, continuous labor at this bar, he was 
one of the oldest members. He was well read in professional learning, a 
patient investigator, a safe counsellor, faithful to his clients, true to the court, 
and courteous to his opponents. But his greatest power, and his most extended 
influence, were in his character as a man. Simple in his tastes, unostentatious 
in his manners, kindly in his methods, with a keen sense of humor, his pres- 
ence was always agreeable, and his influence for what was just and right was 
alwavs pronounced and strong, and given with a sincerity utterly regardless 
of personal consequences and the makeshift expedients of timid and unreli- 
able men. As a public officer in an important and most responsible position, 
Mr. Healy was entitled to all the consideration in which he has been held for a 
quarter of a century. In times when the seductions of power and luxury have 
greatly multiplied the temptations to unfaithfulness and a lax morality, he was 
absolutely pure and incorruptible. Coming in conflict often with claims which 
were considered just by their advocates, and thus exciting the earnest opposi- 
tion of interested parties, the man does not live who would dare, in this com- 
munity, to asperse his honor in the slightest degree. The death of our associate 
was so sudden as greatly to shock the natural sensibilities. Itis less than a 
week since he was in the active performance of the duties of his office; but he 
had arrived at an age when the summons must soon come, and when it might 
be expected at any moment. The work that was set before him here has 
been done, and well done; the fruits are now his in the increased capacity for 
higher uses in a larger sphere. 


After the resolution had been read by Mr. Chandler, the ques- 
tion being upon its acceptance, Mr. Seth J. Thomas said :— 


‘¢Mr, Chairman, I too have known Mr. Healy for many 
years ; and I think I may say that I do not know of a man living 
on Saturday last, who, among all classes of our fellow-citizens, high 
and low, rich and poor, learned and ignorant, was better known 
than Mr. John P. Healy. It is in the mouth of everybody that 
I meet, ‘A good man has departed’; but I, who have known 
him for so many years intimately, go further than that, and say 
that, in my judgment, he was both a good and a great man. His line 
was great, and he was great in that line. When two years or so 
ago I looked upon another old friend as he lay in his casket, and 
whose office was for so many years at No. 30 Court street, I said: 
‘ How is it that such law, so much needed, is no longer audible?’ 
And I found the answer to be, such is the law of nature. But, 
while my friend at No. 80 could tell me what the courts of England 
and of this country had decided in a gift case, perhaps quite simi- 
lar, my friend at No. 46 could tell me what the court must decide, or 
perhaps would decide, in this very case. If my friend at No. 30 
had learning, my friend at No. 46 had wisdom. He had, as the 
sigiificant expression is, ‘a heap of common-sense.’ And he was, 
through and through, an honest and sincere man. The old Chief 
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Justice Bigelow once said: ‘ How is it that Mr. Healy gets his 
cases? He is so judicial that he argues the case of the other side 
as fairly as he does his own.’ The reply was, ‘That-is true. He 
gets his cases because jurors believe in him, and if you rule the law 
with him he will be pretty sure to recover; for he never tries a case 
except he believes that he ought to win it.’ He was frank, too, with 
his friends, and did not hesitate, even with Mr. Webster, to state 
how the matter rested in his mind. I recollect that, in the course 
of the trial of John Francis Knapp, at Salem, in which Mr. Webster 
acted as leading counsel for the government, it was with great 
difficulty that he could persuade the court — composed of Justices 
Putnam, Wilde, and Morton — that the testimony of Coleman, to 
whom Knapp had made a confession, was admissible; and when 
speaking to Mr. Healy some time afterward of the difficulty he had 
in getting that testimony into that case, Mr. Healy replied, ‘ Yes; 
but I don’t believe you ought to have got it in.’ I doubt if Mr. Healy 
had read Plato with care; but, by one who had, Mr. Healy would 
be regarded as a great favorite with Plato. I know of no man who 
would have conducted an examination in the protagaros or in the 
republic more as Plato did, in the method of Socrates, than Mr. 
Healy. I think I may say the city never had a more faithful 
public servant ; and I believe that twenty years hence no man who: 
may die in this city in the year 1882 will be better known by those 
who survive him at that time than Mr. Healy.” 


Mr. Thomas was followed by George O. Shattuck, Esq., who 
said: ‘‘I can add only a single word in support of what has already 
been said. Mr. Healy was a large man; with a strong intellect, 
warm affections, and broad sympathies. His success with juries 
was remarkable. He owed it to his weight of character, and to 
the general confidence in his integrity. He was not remarkable in 
the preparation of a case, but he relied on what he considered the 
main point. Probably no man at the Suffolk Bar had won from 
juries so many verdicts by reason of his weight of character and 
the confidence felt in his integrity as John P. Healy.” 


Judge Hoar, who spoke next, gave personal reminiscences of 
Mr. Healy’s youth. He related his first acquaintance with Mr. 
Healy, when then only quite a young man in the office of Mr. 
Webster, and stated the impression which Mr. Healy then made 
upon him, as a miniature Daniel Webster. He was apparently as 
mature at that time as he found him years after. He also spoke 
of the great debt which the city of Boston owed to him for his 
steadfastness in resisting all that seemed to him to be wrong, and 
in doing what, and only what, he conceived to be right. Mr. 
Healy was one of those men who were incorruptible and immovable. 
J. Lewis Stackpole, Esq., spoke of his personal relations with Mr. 
Healy, as associated with him for some years in his office, and 
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especially of the gentleness of his nature, the purity of his private 
life, and his consideration and tender care, @specially for the 
younger men about him. Colonel Nettleton also spoke of his 
association with Mr. Healy as an assistant in his office during the 
last six or seven yeurs, which ended only on the 1st of October 
last. He spoke of Mr. Healy’s great bereavement in the loss of 
his only son and child, his constancy in business, and his sturdi- 
ness in opposing all attempts upon his integrity and honor. Philip 
H. Sears, Esq., said that Mr. Healy seemed to him to be a man 
who had an inexhaustible fund of common-sense ; and A. R. Brown, 
Esq., spoke of his acquaintance with Mr. Healy as a student and 
classmate at Dartmouth College, and how he was the same coun- 
sellor to his class at that time as he was of those who sought 
counsel from him in later years. 


The resolution was then unanimously adopted ; and it was voted 
that copies be presented to the Supreme Court by the Attorney- 
General, and be sent to Mr. Healy’s family, and that the bar attend 
the funeral in a body. 


On the fourth day of March, 1882, the above resolution was 
presented to the Supreme Judicial Court by the Attorney-General, 
who said :— 

‘¢ John P. Healy died on the fourth day of January last, passing 
away so suddenly that we scarcely missed his familiar and gracious 
presence before we were made aware that he had gone beyond our 
vision. Mr. Healy was a great lawyer, and a great man. With- 
out any other ambition than that of usefulness he served this city 
as its principal law officer for a period of twenty-five years. It 
can never be known how much of the firmness, the integrity, the 
purity, the elevation of this city is due to his wise counsels and 
sturdy example. That Boston has maintained a municipal charac- 
ter surpassing that of any other city on this continent may be 
ascribed in large degree to him. One man, strong enough, cou- 
rageous enough, able enough, to be always master of the situation, 
and of himself, in such a position as Mr. Healy so long held, is a 
power that restrains evil and enforces and advances good. No 
man has lived within the confines of this municipality who has 
deserved better of his fellow-men than John P. Healy. 

**Of his great qualities as a lawyer of the first rank I will leave 
the resolution of the bar to speak. No poor words of mine can 
add to his reputation, or to the estimate of him which his brethren 
have so well expressed. 

‘* It remains for me to read the resolution, and then to move, 
Your Honor, that it may have a place upon the records of this 
Court.” 


After the reading of the resolution by the Attorney-General, 
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His Honor, Mr. Justice Charles Allen, in directing the resolution 
to be placed on the record, spoke as follows : — 


‘¢Mr. Attorney-General and Gentlemen of the Bar, — There is, 
of late, a sad frequency of occasions like this, when we meet to 
deplore the loss and bear loving testimony to the merits of honored 
members of our profession. The general sense, caused by so many 
deaths within so short a period of t time, is undoubtedly one of rapid 
mutation. ‘Those who have been here are gone ; and many of those 
who are here will soon follow. Thisis natural. It finds expression 
in our common feelings and our common speech. 

‘* There is, however, another lesson to be learned from these 
lives, and that is a lesson of encouragement and of inspiration. 
They have, one and all, been engaged in useful and honorable 
work. The investigation and determination of the principles by 
which nations or individuals must be governed in their dealings 
with each other, and on which their rights will depend in all the 
varied relations of national or human experience, and even the 
settling of existing rights and duties where no great principles are 
involved, but where individuals are unable to adjust their contro- 
versies for themselves, — all this is work of a high order, and most 
useful. We need not at this time, if ever, compare our profession 
carefully with others, with a view to see which is able to render 
the best service to mankind. Nor is this occasion suitable for the 
expression of our grateful recognition of the noble work done in 
other walks of life. But our thoughts are naturally turned to the 
consideration of the value and dignity of the way of life which we 
have selected for ourselves. And, with whatever doubts from 
others, with whatever despondency sometimes caused by the course 
of those who take the lowest view of their oceupation, — who make 
it a struggle to obtain present advantages by any practicable 
means, or who seek to develop the greatest amount of controversy 
that a given state of facts will admit of, — we may well rest satisfied, 
on the whole, in the general conclusion which 1 have stated. No 
one can express this in loftier tone than that adopted by Webster 
at the meeting of the Suffolk Bar on the death of Judge Story. 

‘¢* Justice, sir,’ said he, ‘is the great interest of man on earth. 
It is the ligament which holds civilized beings and civilized nations 
together. Wherever her temple stands, and: so long as it is duly 
honored, there is a foundation for social security, general happi- 
ness, and the improvement and progress of our race. And whoever 
labors on this edifice, with usefulness and distinction, whoever 
clears its foundations, strengthens its pillars, adorns its entabla- 
tures, or contributes to raise its august dome still higher in the 
skies, connects himself, in name, and fame, and character, with that 
which is and must be as durable as the frame of human society.’ 

‘¢We accordingly cherish with a just pride the memories of 
worthy members of our profession who have been prominent, and 
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of all those who have done their work faithfully and well, though 
not so prominently before the eyes of the world. Not one of all 
these, living or dead, but is held in affectionate regard or remem- 
brance. 


‘‘ Mr. Healy, in dying, has given to us not so much the sense of 
change as of permanence. Not so old in years as some whose 
presence we still rejoice in, he was for a long time in the same 
Official position. He administered its duties with judicial impar- 
tiality. In deciding questions which rested on the application of 
principles of law, he showed no prepossession for or against 
persons or political parties. His administration was absolutely 
unpartisan. We can hardly hope ever to see a better illustration 
of the true spirit in which an office like that which he so long 
adorned should be administered. Who can measure how much he 
has done during all these years to introduce steadiness, stability, 
and well-considered methods into the management of the affairs of 
this great city, and how much substantial advantage to this com- 
munity has flowed, and will continue to flow. from such a life? 

‘¢And so, Mr. Attorney-General and Gentlemen of the Bar, 
animated, and encouraged, and inspired by the examples of these, 
our brethren, let us, in a like spirit, take up again the work which 
comes to each one of us. 

‘*Tn compliance with your request, the resolution will be placed 
on record.” 


TRIBUTE BY THE ALUMNI OF DARTMOUTH COLLEGE. 


The Dartmouth Alumni Association met at the Revere House on 
Saturday forenoon, January 7, to take action on the death of 
the Hon. John P. Healy, who had been president of the Association 
since its organization. Robert I. Burbank, Esq., presided, and 
there were also present the Hon. A. B. Coffin (secretary), Gen. 
Henry K. Oliver, John H. Butler. Mr. Horatio G. Parker, the Hon. 
A. QO. Brewster, the Rev. Luther Farnham (who numbered the Hon. 
Daniel Webster among his early parishioners), John L. Hayes, W. 
A. Herrick, Edward C. Carrigan, and others. On taking the chair 
Mr. Burbank read a feeling and appropriate eulogy on Mr. Healy, 
claiming that he was an honor to New Hampshire, to this Com- 
monwealth, to Dartmouth College, to the bar, and to the good city 
he loved so well, and his loss is irreparable. The following resolu- 
tions were presented by Judge Parker : — 


The Association of the Alumni of Dartmouth College, residing in Boston 
and vicinity, submissively recognizing the Divine hand and will in the sudden 
death of our honored and beloved brother alumnus and president, John 
Plummer Healy,— 
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Resolved, That his sound and extensive learning, integrity, candor, clear 
sense, and practical skill as a lawyer and legislator, as well as his independent, 
firm, modest, and manly course and bearing, to the end of a life exceeding the 
allotted threescore years and ten, well earned the sincere admiration and 
affectionate confidence and regard which all who knew him well so freely and 
fully gave him; and we here express our sense and appreciation of the honor 
which his attainments, ability, and pure, well-rounded and evenly-balanced 
character and life have long reflected, and will long reflect, upon our honored 
alma mater, toward which he always manifested an unflagging interest and 
ardent love. 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be sent to the family ofthe 
deceased. 


The adoption of the resolution was moved by Gen. Oliver, who 
spoke of Mr. Healy from the stand-point of one outside the legal 
profession, and seconded by Mr. Butler. The Hon. Mr. Coffin 
said that while he placed Mr. Healy in the foremost rank of great 
men, he placed him at the head of good men. His character was 
of the noblest, and no one could be with him for any length of 
time without becoming imbued with a higher idea of men and of 
life. Mr. Hayes placed Mr. Healy above Rufus Choate in his 
power over juries. Mr. Carrigan and others paid eloquent tributes 
to the worth of Mr. Healy, and the resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote. On motion of Gen. Oliver, it was voted 
to attend the funeral in a body, and to send a copy of the resolu- 
tions to the college.

THE LATE JOHN P. HEALY. 


In the death of the Corporation Counsel the bar laments with 
poignant grief the loss of an eminent lawyer of the older and better 
school, the city government is deprived of a long-trusted and skilful 
official servant, and the public at large respect his memory as that 
of a benefactor and friend. His career has been a long and a 
memorable one, although destitute of the accidents and incidents 
which serve to lend grace and romance to mortal life. He was 
brought up under Mr. Webster, and was admitted to a more cordial 
intimacy with his master than fell to the happy lot of any other 
young man. He became his partner on being admitted to the bar. 
But the partnership brought little of the patronage of opportunity 
to the junior. Whoever came to the office came for the Great 
Expounder, and public duties kept him away from the local legal 
arena during three-quarters of the year. Mr. Healy’s business in 
those days was very much that of a referee and auditor; but he 
soon began to collect around him a solid clientage, who learned to 
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appreciate his worth as a first-rate legal adviser. With these his 
relations were most confidential and cordial. With these clients 
he was to the last in his manner simple, homespun, and affable, after 
a style all hisown. He became a citizen of prominence, and a 
‘lawyer of eminence. He carried himself and received very much 
the supremacy of some local legal magnate of a country village, 
the great local jurist of the county, whose opinions are valued as 
oracular and accepted as better than judicial authority, and, as an 
individual, is looked upon as every man’s trusted friend and confi- 
dential adviser.. He worked cheap, made long hours, and did legal 
business in the old-fashioned way, giving clients a large service for 
a small fee; so that, before his retainer as the city’s legal agent, he 
had established a capital legal business, and surrounded himself 
with troops of clients who thoroughly believed in him, and would 
patronize no one else. Very many of these still insisted on cling- 
ing to him after his official occupations compelled him to decline 
general business. ‘The general public have little conception of the 
debt the city of Boston owes to John P. Healy for his long, faith- 
ful, able, and upright conduct of its legal interests. He was a 
veritable Solomon in all matters of legal right where the city was 
concerned. Whenever he.recommended a settlement, it might well 
be regarded as certain that a settlement was the right thing and 
the best thing to be done. Whenever he chose a fight, a fight 
might be safely regarded as the prudent policy. He was totally 
uninfluenced by fear, favor, or hope of reward. He was rigidly 
upright and conscientiously incorruptible in thought, word, and act. 
He was no party to any frauds, and no fraudulent claimant ever 
looked to him for countenance or support. No just claim or claim- 
ant ever found in him other than a candid listener and a just judge. 
As a jury lawyer he was heavy and slow; but he was safe and 
sure. It was sometimes made a matter of complaint that, instead 
of going before juries in the city’s heavy litigation and fighting the 
battles personally and alone, he too often either retained eminent 
and expensive counsel outside the office, or else sent his subordi- 
nates in to do his proper work. ‘There was some ground for these 
complaints ; but much less than was supposed by those predisposed 
to find fault. He doubted his own strength before the popular 
tribunal, and he had little taste for the wrangle of a jury trial; 
but he was a much more effective and powerful jury lawyer, and he 
came to have a distrust of jury trial. His integrity, candor, 
business tact, sound learning, and practical skill in arguing facts, 
gave him weight, influence, and strength with intelligent jurors far 
more than eloquence, elegance, and clamor could have afforded. 
During most of the time when he was open to these charges the 
office was understood to be very inadequately equipped for its» 
multiform duties. The subsequent reorganization of the office 
was largely owing to his organizing capacity, and under him it 
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came at last to be a thorough, systematic bureau of municipal 
justice. 

The roll of city solicitors is a memorable one, and John P. Healy 
leads them all in conspicuously able service. Pickering, Chandler, 
Ranney, Hillard, Healy, are bright names in the official life of the 
city. His mind was purely legal, and his tastes were for the law. 
He was thoroughly grounded in the principles of the law. He was 
not a man of genius, but a legal mechanician of the first order. 
He was not, as compared with mere bookworms, a great student of 
the books, either in the text-books or the reports; but he was well 
enough in both those lines of legal learning for all practical pur- 
poses. In all the law relating to towns and cities and municipal 
corporations he was thoroughly booked on authority and principle, 
and long experience therein made him a thorough adept. His 
opinions were sought on such matters from all parts of the State, 
and deservedly passed for oracles and models. He was a quiet, 
modest, and unpretentious man. He never pushed for place or 
prominence. The few official trusts which came to him came in 
every instance without seeking on his part, and were due solely to 
the fitness of the man for usefulness in the place. He more than 
once declined preferment, desiring to live and die a practising 
Jawyer, and he has died in harness. He belonged to no rings and 
took part in no cabals. He belonged to no mutual admiration 
societies, and he had no lot with schemes and schemers. He was 
a downright, good-natured, true, and upright man. ‘The stain of 
dishonor or the reproach of scandal never reached him. He had 
no vulgar ambition to make a noise in the world ; and yet, bv virtue 
of his character and ability, he came to a position and achieved a 
fame of which any ambitions man would have been proud. 
Although not a scholar or a man of letters, he was very much more 
than a mere lawyer and jurist. He was not a man of comprehen- 
sive general reading, and had nothing of the vulgar pride of the 
bookman ; but he was a well-informed and a wise man. He was, 
besides, a delightful social companion, and, as a conversationalist, 
rich, racy, and rare. He delighted to recount his recollections of 
his great master, and would stand with you for an hour on the 
street corner, indulging in rich enlightenment on the personal 
character, life, and traits of his eminent friend. He was thoroughly 
loyal to the memory of the great statesman. With Healy, if with 
nobody else, the great, austere man would lay aside all his state, 
and unbend and stoop to fun and frolic, grotesque and democratic. 
John P. Healy was a character at the Boston Bar, not in the sense 
of eccentricity, but of unique individuality. He was a character 
in his looks, in his manners, and in his views. He was a sturdy 
and manly thinker, and had opinions of his own which he never 
hesitated, on appropriate occasion, to express. The Boston Bar, 
within the memory of many of its present members, has had not a 
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few contemporaries with Mr. Healy, who, by virtue of intrinsic 
personality, should be ranked as characters: Henry H. Tuller, with 
his blue coat and spencer, and thickly-padded white choker; W. R. 
P. Washburn, whose downcast and abstracted mien and slow pace 
made him seem the legal monk ; Thompson Miller, the small lawyer, 
but great theologian ; Ben Rand, the walking legal encyclopedia ; 
Augustus H. Fiske, with bald pate, cheery face, and genial if pro- 
fanely rough manners, the best reproduction on our soil of the 
ideal English attorney; and, lastly, him who now survives them 
all in a green old age, still devoted to the quiet duties of a prac- 
tising jurist, the best reproduction, in our day at least, of an 
English barrister, — Sidney Bartlett.

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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. | 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1572, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 18738 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.” 
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Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1854, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, who had been duly elected an Alderman, 
died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and 
soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in oftice. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots ; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, December 14, 1880, the numbers of 
the ballots returned by the precinct officers were so very close 
between the eleventh and twelfth Aldermen, who appeared to have 
been chosen, and the two or three candidates who had the next 
highest number of ballots, that a recount of the ballots for these 
persons was demanded in the form prescribed by law. <Accord- 
ingly the original ballots cast in the several precincts on the 
above date, which had been duly returned to the City Clerk, were

counted by a committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, ap- 
pointed for the examination of the returns of votes the day preced- 
ing said election. The candidates whose votes were recounted 
- were Cyrus 8. Haldeman, James J. Flynn, William Frost, John 
Thompson, and George 8S. Dexter. The result of this examination 
was reported to the Board on the 27th of December, and the two 
doubtful seats were, in accordance with said report, awarded to 
Messrs. Haldeman and Flynn. 

T he result of this examination having been printed, together 
with the results as certified by the precinct officers, it was found 
difficult, upon an analysis and scrutiny thereof, and a comparison 
of them with the votes cast for Mayor and for Street Commis- 
sioner, to account for this determination. 

Accordingly, after the inauguration of the Municipal Government 
of 1881, a petition, numerously signed, was presented for a re- 
examination of the ballots cast for Aldermen, December 14, 1880, 
in order to verify the result above reached. A contest for the seat 
of James J. Flynn was also made by William Frost, who was a 
candidate for Alderman. 

A new committee was appointed upon this subject, no mem- 
ber of which had served upon the former committee ; and they, after 
a very careful scrutiny and verification of the ballots, reported 
that William Frost was entitled to the seat held by James J. Flynn. 
There were two minority reports on this subject ; but the Board of 
Aldermen, by a large vote, sustained the views of the majority, 
and awarded the seat to Mr. Frost. 

One peculiar element in this case was the fact that many ballots 
were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 of Ward 13, on 
election day. 

For details of this case, which was a remarkable one in many 
respects, not herein recited, see City Document No. 38 for 1881. 

At the municipal election, December 138, 1881, the numbers of 
ballots for Aldermen, as returned by the precinct officers, were 
very close between the two persons who appeared from said re- 
turns to have been elected, and the two persons having the next 
highest number of ballots. A recount of the ballots cast for these 
persons was demanded, and was made by a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen of 1881, who reported that Benjamin F. Anthony had 


et 
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20,085, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,857, and they were 
declared to have been chosen over William Frost, who had 19,803, 
and Paul H. Kendricken, who had 19,759. 

An analysis of the particulars of this recount satisfied Mr. Frost 
and his friends that some error had been made in this result. Ac- 
cordingly, upon the inauguration of the Board of Aldermen in 1882, 
Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called for a re- 
examination of the ballots cast for Mr. Whitten and himself. 
Such examination was made by a new committee, which reported, 
January 17th, that William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. 
Whitten had 19,825, which brought the result very close to the 
precinct officers’ returns, which were as follows: William Frost, 
19,856 ; Charles V. Whitten, 19,830. On January 19, 1882, the 
seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see City 
Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 
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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828 ; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 8, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 
~ Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 138, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 
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Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 138, died in office, March, 1876. 

Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
élected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was chosen City 
Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, resigned Mar. 16, 1882, and was appointed 
Deputy Inspector of Buildings. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May, 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers) * 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 


1This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

~The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 8, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867. ] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 


— 
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The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. . 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett.was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem-. 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

' The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermem 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3,13, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
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instead of there being a tie vote for a third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. A peculiar interest is attached to 
the case in Ward 13 from two facts, — first, that some of the ballots 
undoubtedly deposited by the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were 
either mislaid or stolen at the polling place ; and, second, because the 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, who examined the bal- 
lots for Common Council in that ward, erroneously reported that the 
sitting member had been duly elected.

For the Year 1881. 


Lampe DEPARTMENT, Jan. 9, 1882. 


To the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Annual Report of this department for 
the municipal year 1881 is herewith respectfully presented, 
in accordance with the ordinance of the city requiring the 
same to be presented on or before January 10th each year. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year; a table. showing the comparative ex- 
penses for fifteen years; a table showing the cost of the 
present number of lamps at the rate now paid for gas, oil, 
and lighting, cleaning, and care of the same. 

Tables showing the number of lamps on the 15th day of 
December, each year, for the past fifteen years, and the 
comparative increase, together with such general information 
as may be of interest. 

During the past year there has been quite an increase in 
the number of the public lamps in South Boston, Roxbury, 
West Roxbury, Dorchester, and Brighton, made necessary 
by the laying out of new streets and in answer to numerous 
petitions. 

It is to be expected that the call for LaHHE eT lamps will 
- continue, and likely increase during the next year with the 
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building up of new streets now in progress in the new sec- 
tions of the city. 

Within the past year much progress has been made in the 
way of discontinuance of the old wooden lamp-posts, and the 
substitution of iron posts therefor ; until now not over thirty 
remain, which must be replaced during the coming season. 

A large amount of work has been accomplished during the 
past year in the renewal of old and decayed gas-pipes, and 
this is a work which will continually demand attention as the 
old supplies become corroded and worthless. 


GAS. 


During the year 1880 the Committee on Lamps succeeded 
in obtaining what at that time were considered very favorable 
terms for the supply of gas for the public lamps, and con- 
tracts were made, under vote of the Board of Aldermen, 
with each of the several companies, for a term of three years,

This memorandum of agreement made : 
, in the year eighteen hundred and eighty, by and between 
City of Boston, of the one part, and the Gas 


Light Company, a corporation duly established by laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, of the other part; . 
Witnesseth : . 
I. The said Gas Light Company agrees to furnish all the 
gas required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City 
of Boston now lighted by said Company, on each and every night of the 
term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and 


ia“, 
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between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall 
direct ; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where 
new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said 
district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron 
pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron 
couplings and bends or elbows, such service-pipes to have a regular 
fall toward the street mains. And said Gas Light Company agrees to 
furnish automatic regulator burners for all the public lamps in said 
district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally by said parties, 
and also to furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be 
necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy 
gallons in any one year. 

II. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, for 
gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of 

per thousand cubic feet of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. Said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters to 
light, clean, and take care of all the public lamps in said district, who 
shall light and extinguish them punctually, according to printed tables 
to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written return to said 
Superintendent and said Company, on Monday of each week, of the 
number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light 
and beginning to extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and 
portions of the pipe above ground, within their respective rounds, free 
from frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said 
Company and said Superintendent of any obstructions below ground, 
and of any leakage of gas. Any neglect of duty by a lamplighter shall 
be considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. Said City 
also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the actual reasonable 
expense incurred by them for the labor and materials required for 
putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use in repair, and 
also to repay to said Company one-half of the cost of the regulator 
burners and of fitting the same, and also one-half of the actual 
reasonable expense of removing and cleaning said burners once in each 

ear. | 

Iii. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the consent of 
the other party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove and 
test any of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, 
without interference with the regular burning of said lamps. All new 
burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be made in the 
presence of some representative of each party hereto, and all burners 
which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from designated standard 
shall be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the cost thereof to be 
borne equally by said Company and said City. 

IV. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners shall 
becleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic cleaner 
shall be used upon them, and no Jamplighter shall be permitted to open 
the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

V. No alteration of the burners in use on the public lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement. 

VI. Thissagreement shall take effect on the fifteenth day of 
current, and shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of : 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three, and thereafter until a new agree- 
ment shall be made, or either of said parties shall notify the other of its 
wish to terminate the same. 


Contracts have also been made with the Roxbury Gas 
Light Company, dated April 15, 1880; and the Jamaica Plain 
Gas Light Company, dated July 15, 1880, same as the con- 
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tracts with the other companies, except the insertion of a 
clause in Section 1, after the words, “ and between such hours 
as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall direct,” “ 2 
being agreed and understood that the hours of burning shall 
not be less than thirty-eight hundred and twenty-eight per an- 
num for each lamp, and that the number of lamps shall not 
be less than the number now in use.” 

The number of lamps in Roxbury at the date of the con- 
tract was 1,659, and in Jamaica Plain, 494.

A verbal arrangement has also been made during the 
past year by which the Chelsea Gas Company are to furnish 
such quantity of gas as may be needed for lighting the Chel- 
sea portion of Meridian-street bridge at the same rate per 
thousand feet as charged by the East Boston Gas Company 
for a like service.

The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, — a total of three thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight hours each. 


GAS—BURNERS. 


In 1879 the department adopted an Automatic Glycerine 
Burner for use in the public lamps, which has continued 
to give good satisfaction, and to accomplish what is claimed — 
for it by thé manufacturers, viz., to measure accurately 
the quantity of gas, of a certain specific gravity, which will 
pass per hour. 


Gas LANTERNS. 


All the lanterns used for the lighting of the streets are 
made of copper, and all made within the last few years have 
arrangements for the placing of the names of the streets in 
them, and an arrangement for placing the numbers securely 
in the lantern, —the invention of the Superintendent of the 
department. _ 

This method of placing the street signs and numbers 
_ appears to be the best in use, more especially since the adop- 
tion of the acid or sand-blast process of producing the signs on 
colored glass, which makes the letters durable. 

The placing of the numbers in the lanterns is being gen- 
erally extended over the city, and gives great satisfaction to 
the public, being a great convenience both by day and night. 

The advantage of this style of gas lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half of the public lamps stand on the corners 
of, or opposite the ends of, streets or places, and have the 
names and numbers of the streets and places upon them. 
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The number of men employed is one hundred and _ thirty- 


eight, as follows :— 


One superintendent, one clerk, one hundred and thirty- 
one lighters, and five permanent men in the repair-shop. 
No deputy superintendents or supernumerary men are 


employed. 


The men (one hundred and seven in number) who light

LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES, ETC. 


The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the torch. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps 
in their charge promptly, at the time designated ; to keep the 
lanterns clean at ail times, and report at this office, in 
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writing, promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either 
of the lanterns or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly 
cleaned and oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes 
clear from water and frost. In case of gas leaks they are 
required to report immediately, in writing, both at this office 
and to the office of the gas company; they are also required 
to make a statement, in writing, on each Monday morning, 
of all the duty performed the previous week. 

The gas lamplighters, after performing their duty, have 
a considerable portion of the time remaining, and are allowed 
to have other employment, provided it shall not in any way 
interfere with any duty which may be required of them in 
this department. 

The privilege is very generally used by this class of em- 
ployés, and in this way the city is enabled to procure an _ 
intelligent and reliable class of men, at a much less cost than 
it could expect to do otherwise. 

The men who are employed to care for the oil lamps have 
but little time aside from that which they devote to the work 
for which they are employed, and in nearly all cases it is 
necessary that they should employ assistance, and keep a 
horse and wagon at their own expense. 

All men employed to light both gas and oil lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, etc., etc., 
by the city. 

The men employed during the year have been generally 
prompt and faithful, and cases of discharge for neglect of 
duty have been very rare. 


COMPENSATION OF LAMPLIGHTERS. 


The men employed for lighting gas lamps in sections of 
the city where they are paid by the piece, receive 18 of 1 
cent per day for each lamp, and where employed by the day, 
$1.60 per day; while the oil lighters receive 34 cents per 
lamp per day for each lamp in charge, as fixed by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1880.

All repairs of the lanterns are done by the department at 
its workshop on Albany street. . 

At this shop there are five men permanently employed, and 
one who works at piece-work on the painting of lanterns. 

All the cost of men permanently employed, piece-work, 
repainting lanterns, painting posts and brackets, carting of 
lanterns, oil, and posts, stock used in repairing, horsekeep- 
ing, etc., are included in the item in the schedule for repair- 
ing lanterns. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired as above there have 
been 2,900 lanterns painted, two coats, and 3,003 iron posts 
repainted, one coat, during the year.

Ort Lamps. 


The petroleum oil (one hundred and fifteen fire test) used 
for lighting the public lamps, where gas is not in use, is pur- 
chased of the refiner, at the lowest market rate, and has 
fluctuated in price from 113 to 64 cents per gallon within the 
past year. 

The fonts from which it is burned are of a peculiar shape, 
adapted to the city use. The “Fireside” B burner is used. 
These lamps give good satisfaction where they are in use. 
The cost of maintenance of these lamps has not exceeded 
$14.50 each during the past year, including lighting and 
care, oil, fonts, chimneys, carting, wicking, etc. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the public lamps now located, and tools in 
the hands of the lighters, the department is possessed of the 
following property : — 

five iron posts for stone sidewalks ; sixteen bridge posts ; 
three iron posts for bridges with short bases; éwo iron posts 
for Federal-street bridge ; two iron posts for Common ; three 
hundred and eighty iron posts as used on the public streets ; 
one hundred and forty-seven new and four hundred and fifty- 
three second-hand lanterns; one hundred and seventy new 
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lantern frames; a small quantity of old iron, and one hun- 
dred and ninety boxes of glass. 

Seven horses, jive wagons, four pungs, top buggy, open 
buggy, sleigh, harnesses, blankets, robes, and the 1 necessary 
tools for repairing the lamps. 


THe THermMo AND Exrectric MrEcHANICAL Liagutina APr— 
PARATUS;-OR, AUTOMATIC LIGHTING. 


On the 7th of November last Alderman Breck, for the 
committee, submitted the following report and order in the 
Board of Aldermen : — 


The Committee on Lamps, to whom was referred the petition of 
‘‘'The Thermo and Electric Gas Lighting Company,” that the city adopt 
its patent process and give a contract for five years for lighting the 
streets of the city, respectfully report: That they have given the 
subject careful consideration, and are of opinion that no material saving 
can be made in the amount of gas consumed by the adoption of the ap- 
paratus. The petition estimates the saving in cost of lighting and care 
of the lamps at an average of seventy-five cents per lamp per ¢ annum, 
or around sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars on the present 
number of gas lamps should the application be extended over the entire 
city, against which the city would be subjected to the additional source 
of annoyance and expense by the removal and relaying of pavement in 
the public streets. ‘The committee having this subject under considera- 
tion have received a proposition from ‘‘‘The Thermo and Electric Gas 
Lighting Company” referring to the petition presented, saying : 

‘We will hight, extinguish, and clean free of any charge to the City 
of Boston such an area of from two to five miles of lamps as may be 
mutually agreed upon. The application shall be under the supervision 
of the Superintendent of Lamps, if you desire it. Should you wish at 
any time to discontinue our method of lighting, we would have our 
fixtures removed and your tips replaced within twenty-four hours after 
we had receipt of such notice.” 

The committee recommend the petitioners have leave to withdraw 
on their proposition for a contract and the passage of the accompanying 
order :— 

Ordered, That ‘‘ The Thermo and Electric Gas Lighting Company ” 
be eranted permission to test their apparatus by its “application to all 
the “public lamps located in the city proper on the territory north and 

east of the centre of Prince street, from Causeway to Hanover street, 
and the middle of Hanover street from Prince to Commercial street, 
the said application to be ‘free of any charge” and under the super- 
vision of the Superintendent of Lamps. 

For the Committee,

The order was passed. 


The company commenced opening the streets and laying 
its wire on the 21st day of November, but after working a 
few days suspended operations, and nothing has been done 
since the 30th of November, notwithstanding the season has 
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been unexceptionable for work of this character, there hay- 
ing been scarce a day during the month of December when 
work could not have as readily been done as in the summer 
months. 

The pavement has not been properly relaid where it was 
removed, even after repeated notice to the company. 

It is under stood that the company have voted to Post ore 
any further work until next spring. 


ILLUMINATIONS. 


While it is acknowledged by people competent to judge, 
that the streets of our city are at least as well lighted 
as any in the country, there can be no question but that 
there are locations in this, as in all large cities, where an 
abundance of light, amounting to an illumination, in the early 
portion of the night, would be proper and desirable, even at 
a considerable expense beyond what is now paid for the 
lighting of the public streets. 

The proper distribution of a few large lamps, either gas or 
electric, on Haymarket, Bowdoin, Scollay, and Park squares, 
and at some of the corners of Washington and Tremont 
streets, where large numbers of people leave or enter the 
horse-cars, would be very desirable up to midnight. 

During the past year several experiments have been made 
with large gas lights. 

The light obtained in some of these experiments has been 
very much admired both for its brilliancy and softness to the 
eye ;—the lights now in use in front of the City Hall and on 
Tremont street, eases West street, giving perfect satis- 
faction. 

The Brush Electric Light Company have, during the past 
year, been experimenting with the illumination of Scollay 
square, and although there has been occasional entire fail- 
ures to light, and at others a great variation in the amount 
of light produced, so much satisfaction has been given that 
an order was passed in the Board of Aldermen, on Tuesday, 
the 27th of December last, as follows : — 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Lamps, under the direction of 
the Committee on Lamps, be authorized to contract with the Brush 
Electric Light Co. for lighting certain streets and squares for one year, © 
at the rate of 65 cents per light each night, the number of lights not to 
exceed one hundred, and to ‘be located upon such street and square as 
the committee may elect. 
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The expense of maintaining one of these large lights is — 
eight times that of the ordinary street lights in use in the 
city proper; but the comparative increase of cost of this 
method of lighting must be determined by the number of 
ordinary gas street lamps that can be displaced. 

It seems to be the opinion of those who are interested in 
the subject that to do effective work these lights should be 
loeated about 150 feet apart; the average distance of the 
present gas lights being about 125 feet from each other. 

There can be no question of the brilliancy of the light ob- 
tained ‘when in working order, but the amount of money 
which our citizens will be called upon to pay enters largely 
into the question of the general lighting of our streets in the 
manner proposed. 


THE CoMMON AND Pusiic GROUNDS. 


The lighting of the Common and public grounds has 
heretofore been under the charge of this department. 

A few years since the attention of the government was called 
to this subject, in the annual report of the department, with 
the suggestion that the cost of lighting the Common and 
squares should properly be charged to the appropriation for 
that department. 

The suggestion is again renewed, and should receive serious 
consideration, in view of the possibilities of a very large in- 
crease in expenditures in that direction during the ensuing 
year, as suggested by the Superintendent of Common and 
Squares and the Police Commission. 

It is probable, also, that as the work of establishing the 
new system of park-ways and public parks makes progress 
this feature of them will enter largely into the annual cost of 
lighting our city, and it may be well to determine if such ex- 
pense should not be charged to that department, as is done 
in’ other large cities. 


The committee on the department have devoted consider- 
able time to the examination of locations in which additional 
lamps have been asked for; they have looked with care after 
the expenditures of the department, and had a general super- 
vision of the purchase of material, which has been procured 
with the advantages of the largest discounts. 

The committee consisted of Aldermen O’Brien, Breck, and 
Tucker. 

There are at the present time over 400 miles of streets and 
places lighted by this department, covering a more extended 
territory than any other similar department in the country. 
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The length of streets lighted in the old city limits in 1867 
did not exceed 85 miles.

PROBATION, 


as provided for by statute, and practised by the Courts of 
this Commonwealth, is not generally well understood, many 
seeming to think it to be virtually a pardon, when in fact it 
is only : a suspension of sentence fora limited time, to give 
opportunity for reform, and does not relieve the party from 
any responsibility for the offence committed, without further 
action by the Court at the expiration of the term of pro- 
bation. When sentence issuspended, the conditions generally 
imposed by the Court are, “to be of good behavior, and 
keep the peace towards all persons.’ 

If these conditions are faithfully complied with, the Court 
may order a discharge at the expiration of the term of proba- 
tion; or if the person has been sent to a country or charity 


Notr.— The net cost of maintaining prisoners at the several institutions is taken 
from their last printed reports. 
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home, or to sea, the case may be dismissed or placed on 
file. 

Inconsidering the matter of suspending the sentence of a per- 
son convicted of crime, two important questions arise: /?rst. 
What are the demands of public justice? Second. What are 
the probabilities of reformation? The first is entirely at the 
discretion of the Court, and so, also, the second; but in the 
latter the statutes provide fora Probation Officer, whose duty 
it is to “investigate (such cases), with a view to ascertaining 
the probabilities of reformation without punishment,” and if 
found favorable to so report to the Court. 


Sent Home or TO SEA. 


Of the ninety-six persons sent to country homes, seventy- 
two were females, most of them girls who had taken the first 
downward step. From these I have many encouraging re- 
ports, but four having returned to the city in violation of the 
conditions and their promise, and these have been numbered 
with those surrendered. 

Those sent to charity homes are either remaining at those 
institutions or have been furnished with employment else- 
where, it becoming necessary to surrender back to Court but 
one of the number for sentence. 

No one of the seven men sent to sea has since been heard 
from. 


Courr ATTENDANCE. 


The Boston Probation District includes all of the criminal 
courts in the County of Suffolk. 

As a very large portion of the cases to be tried come be- 
fore the Central Municipal, or Superior Courts, held at the 
Court-House in Court square, most of the officer’s time dur- 
ing court hours is required there; but arrangements are 
made with each of the outer District Courts to notify the 
Probation Officer by telephone or district telegraph, if his 
services are required, and the summons is answered by his 
attendance with the least possible delay. 

Although the probated cases in the outer districts are 
small compared with the Central Court, yet these districts 
are well represented in probated cases in the Superior Court, 
where about one-fourth of all the probated cases are granted. 


VISITS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 


In making inquiries into the circumstances connected with 
offences charged against persons taken in custody, and rela- 
tive to their previous character and habits, the City Prison 
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has been visited every morning, including Sundays and holi- 
days. The Jail, House of Correction, and other places of 
detention have also been visited whenever occasion required. 
Officers, complainants, and friends have been interviewed, 
and every source of information has been approached as far 
as practicable, and, when the probabilities of reformation 
without punishment seemed probable, such cases have been 
brought to the attention of the Court. Cases inthe Superior 
Court are probated on further recommendation by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

Visits have been made to the homes of persons in care who 
reside in or near the city as often as practicable, and these 
are also required to report at the office at least once each 
month; in some doubtful cases, once each week. 

Probated persons who are sent to country homes are re- 
quired to report in writing once each month during their 
term of probation. 

Although investigations and attendance at court on each 
day are indispensable, yet a large portion of the officer’s 
time is demanded in efforts to aid in the work of reformation 
of those already placed in his care. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


Some useful employment is indispensable to reformation, 
and no pains have been spared in this direction ; but it often 
proves no easy task, as no application can justly be made 
without fully explaining the circumstances to the employer, 
and people hesitate before trusting their interests with those 
where a question of character has arisen. ‘The best success 
has been secured by making it a condition with the friends 
that employment be provided before the party is hailed and 
set at liberty. 


TEMPERANCE PLEDGES. 


Intemperance is one of the greatest obstacles to reforma- 
tion that the Probation Officer has to meet. In fact, it is 
the greatest incentive to crime. 

Pledges to abstain from intoxicating drinks have been 
given in numerous instances, often with the most salutary 
result; but I am sorry to say that the most solemn promise 
is sometimes broken before nightfall with as little apparent 
thought as though it had been a passing joke. 


Costs OF CouRT. 


As has been stated the Court requires probated persons 
who are eventually discharged to pay the cost they have 
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made the county at the expiration of their term of probation, 
which during the year amounts to $1,647.00, a sum nearly 
sufficient to meet the expenses of the department, a small 
portion of which would have been paid had not probation 
intervened. 


Funp ExpENsEs. 


The expense incurred in sending persons to country 
homes during the year amounts to $50.45, which has been 
generously provided for by the City Government; a large 
part of the costs, however, for this purpose has been provided 
for by friends of the parties, or by free passes generously fur- 
nished by officials of railroad or steamboat conveyances. 


Time OF IMPRISONMENT. 


In estimating the time of imprisonment that probated 
persons would have been subject to, we are not left to uncer- 
tainty. For the several offences that subject females to the 
Women’s Prison the shortest sentence is one year. In all 
‘cases for non-payment of fines the time of imprisonment is 
established by law. In appealed cases probated in the 
Superior Court the sentence is fixed in the lower Court, and 
generally confirmed in the Superior ; but for probation, and in 
every probated case, a careful inquiry and record have been 
made at the time of conviction. 


RELEASE FROM PRISON. 


The statutes of 1880 and 81 provide that the County Com- 
missioners, or the Directors of Public Institutions, of the City 
of Boston, on recommendation of the Probation Officer, with 
the concurrence of the Court that tried the case, “may, if 
they deemit expedient, release on probation persons confined 
in the County Jail, House of Industry, or House of Correc- 
tion, for offences other than a felony, and where not more 
than six months’ unexpired sentence remains to be served.” 

By direction of the pardoning power under this law twenty- 
two applications for release have been investigated during 
the year with a view to ascertaining the probabilities of 
reformation without further punishment, and several other 
cases have also been inquired into, in which interested parties 
did not conclude to present their applications. In the cases 
investigated four did not come under the provisions of the 
statute ; four were of a character not to justify a favorable 
report; fourteen were recommended for favorable considera- 
tion; eleven were released on probation under conditions, 
and three that were reported upon favorably were not con- 
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curred in by the Courts that tried the case, in which cases 
the pardoning power could not act. 

It is understood that the Courts did not demur to the 
reports as favorable to the probabilities of reformation, but 
were of opinion that public justice demanded the full sen- 
tence. So far, all that have been released have done well. 


Morat IMPROVEMENT. 


On reviewing the work of probation in the County of 
Suffolk for the past year it is evident that no inconsiderable 
amount of expense has been saved, but this fact is of minor 
importance when compared with the question of moral im- 
provement. 

On referring to the table the unwholesome fact is at once 
presented that forty-one persons whose sentence was sus- 
pended to give opportunity to reform have proved in- 
corrigible or run away, and have been defaulted or sur- 
rendered up for sentence. But when, on further inquiry, we 
learn that three hundred and seventy-seven persons, or about 
ninety per cent. of the whole number probated during the 
year, have so conducted themselves as to merit the approval 
of the Court before whom they were convicted, and have been 
honorably discharged, or had their cases dismissed, or laid on 
file, the prospect is indeed encouraging. 

How many who have taken their first downward step have 
been reclaimed from a life of vice and crime to become useful 
citizens time can only reveal; and the sorrow and suspenses - 
that have been soothed or removed from innocent hearts that 
often suffer more than the real offender can only be known 
by the relatives and friends of those that have been saved by 
this humane measure. 

In the discharge of my duties the different phases in city 
life, with many ‘incidents of the most interesting character, 
have been brought to my notice, a recount of which would 
fill a good-sized volume; but I have only presented a brief 
outline of the work of the year, with such explanations as 
seemed necessary, a full account in detail of each day’s work 
being recorded in the books at the office, to which your 
inspection is respectfully invited. 

Having learned to believe that. none are so good that 
they may not make mistakes, and none so bad that they can- 
not reform, |

Amend so as to provide for the appointment 
of a Joint Standing Committee on Public Parks, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five Councilmen.

Secr. 15. (Sect. 13 of new draft.) Amend so as to read 
as follows : — 

“In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘Ordered’ for everything by way of com- 
mand; and the form shall be ‘Resolved’ for everything 
expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes.”

Sect. 2. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
amember, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his resigna- 
tion or inability, the other members of the same Board in 
the order in which they are named, and after them the mem- 
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ber of the Common Council first named, shall call meetings 
of the Committee, and-act as Chairman. 

Sect. 8. The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear before 
Committees of the General Court and represent the interests 
of the city; provided, said committee shall not, unless 
directed so to do by the City Council, oppose any legis- 
lation petitioned for by the preceding City Council. 

Secr. 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided 
for that purpose; and at all meetings of Committees the 
records of the previous meeting shall be read, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Committee. 

Sect. 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any Committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Sect. 6. Any Joint Standing or Special Committee may, 
unless otherwise provided, expend from the appropriation of 
which, by ordinance or order of the City Council, it has 
charge, an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars for 
any one object or purpose. 

Secr. 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a Committee of Conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a Committee. Both Com- 
mittees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their Chair- 
men, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their 
respective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respec- 
tive branches. 

Secor. 8. No-.report of a Joint Committee shall be 
received by either branch of the City Council unless agreed 
to by such Commiitiee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Secr. 9. Hither branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee, and the report of a com- 
mittee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the Committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. - And it shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee to which any subject may be specially referred, to 
report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Secor. 10. All reports and qgther papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written in a fair hand, and no indorse- 
ment of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, 
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or other papers referred to a Committee. Every report of a 
Committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the 
body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed 
by the Committee. The Joint Standing Committee on Leg- 
islative Matters shall report in print to the City Council all 
bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature in 
behalf of the City of Boston, or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting of 
either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at ; the 
discretion of said Committee. 

Secor. 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the Chairman, make copies of any papers to be reported 
by a Committee, and he shall notify each member of the City 
Council of all public committee hearings. He shall be 
notified of the time of meeting of every committee of which 
he is not the clerk, as soon as the date of such meeting is 
fixed. He shall post daily in the corridor of City Hall, and 
in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, a list of the com- 
mittee meetings to be held that day. 

Secor. 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
shall ‘be given, under the signature of the Clerk, to the 
branch in which the same originated. 

Sect. 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts or pur- 
poses. 

Sect. 14. The specific appropriation for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be ex- 
pended by the several committees, boards, and officers 
having the charge thereof, for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as 
aforesaid have been expended, and an additional sum is 
required, or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed 
the appropriation specially made therefor, the committee, 
board, or officer having charge thereof shall furnish to the 
City Council a detailed statement, in print, of the expendi- 
tures already made, and of the necessity for an additional 
appropriation. 

- Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board. or officer, either in addition to: the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
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except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
incidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with 
Chapter 165 of the Acts of 1861; expenditures for one or 
both branches of the City Council, ordered by concurrent 
vote ; amounts necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims 
against the city ; and transfers. 

Secr. -15. When application shall be made for an 
additional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or 
loan, such appropriation shall not be made until the appli- 
cation has been referred to, and reported upon by, the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

Secor. 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative by vote taken by 
yea and nay. } 

Sect. 17. No Presiding Officer of a Board, or Chairman 
of a Committee, unless duly authorized by such Board or 
Committee, shall approve any bill or account against the 
city. 

Secor. 18. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of 
the persons to whom such refreshments, or carriages, were 
furnished, the dates of furnishing the same, and shall be 
approved by the members of the City Council charged there- 
with, or by the Presiding Officer of a Board, or Chairman of 
a Committee. All bills for refreshments shall be presented 
at the time incurred, and if incurred by a committe, the 
chairman, or chairman pro tem., shall certify that the persons 
named were present. The Presiding Officer of a Board, or 
Chairman of a Committee, shall not approve any bill for 
refreshments, or carriage-hire, unless as herein required, nor 
shall he approve any such bill on account of any person not 
a member of the City Council, unless specially authorized to 
do so by vote of such Board or Committee. But the 
officers of either branch thereof, the Clerk of Committees, 
and Assistant, are exempt from this provision. Such bills, 
when so approved, shall be paid from the appropriation to 
which they are incident; and the Auditor of Accounts shall 
not pass any such bill for the approval of the Committee on 
Accounts, unless it has been approved as provided in this 
or the preceding section. 

Sect. 19. All carriages furnished to members of the City 


Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 


we 
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the City Messenger, and, when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the 
persons who used the same, and of the time during which and 
the purpose for which it was used. 

Secor. 20. Al bills for refreshments or carriages, contain- 
ing items incurred more than three months previous to the 
date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before the 
City Council for approval. 

Secr. 21. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or in his absence by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of 
such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall 
be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein before 
directed. 

Seot. 22. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw” or “inexpedient to take 
farther action,” shall be accompanied by an ordinance, 
order, or resolve, embodying such recommendation ; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Sect. 23. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and if the latter be in print he shall be allowed to submit his 
report also in print. Either branch may order the report of 
any committee submitted to it to be printed. : 

Secr. 24. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the

COMMITTEE ON RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Counciu, February 2, 1882. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to consider and report what changes are required in the Rules 
and Orders, submit herewith a draft, which they respectfully 
recommend for adoption as the Rules and Or ders of the 
Common Council for the present year. 


For the Committee, 


PRENTISS CUMMINGS. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Section 1. The regular meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil shall be held on every Thursday at half-past seven o’clock ; 
and, on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be 
called toorder. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on a second and subsequent: trials 
a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Srot. 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communi- 
cate his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
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upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment. 

Secr. 38. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. | 

Srcr. 4. In all cases the President may vote. 


CLERK. 


Srot. 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate record 
of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. He 
shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging to 
this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a schedule 
of business in order for each meeting, in such manner as the 
President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpbucr oF MEMBERS. 


Sect. 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time, if the Council so vote. No member shall speak a 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Seot. 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, or, with the consent of 
the speaker, to ask a question of him, in which cases the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member while speaking shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, 
and shall not refer to any other member of the Council 
except by a respectful designation; and no member shall 
speak or vote out of his place without leave of the President. 


QUORUM. 


Sror. 8. Whenever on a rising vote or on a roll-call a quo- 

rum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt of a 
- quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain and declare 
whether a quorum is present. If there is no quorum present 
he shall immediately declare the Council adjourned. 
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COMMITTEES. 


Sect. 9. Standing Committees on Hlections and Paving 
shall be appointed at “the beginning of each ara ele year, 
and shall consist of five members each. 

Sor. 10. The members of this Council who are appointed 
on the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances shall consti- 
tute a Judiciary Committee. | 

Sror. 11. All committees of this Council shall be notified 
of their first meeting by the Clerk of ,Committees.. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours, 
unless all the members consent ; and they shall keep a record 
of their doings. The member first named shall be chairman, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee, in which case the 
Council shall be notified of the change; and the same rule’ 
shall apply to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Sror. 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Srecr. 18. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meeting 
thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered to be 
printed, and shall take its place among the unfinished business 
for consideration at the next meeting. 

Secr. 14. Committees of this Council, towhom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Secor. 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Srcr. 16. The rules of proceeding in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


CouRSsE OF PROCEEDINGS. 
Sect. 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 


order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 


if called for by any member. 
Second. Communications and reports from city officers. 
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Third. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fourth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fifth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Sixth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Seventh. Reports of committees. 

Eighth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Srot. 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member ; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Srcr. 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall 
have two several readings before they are finally passed. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first, 
the document may be read by its title only, unless objection 
is made. 

Srcr. 20.. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall’ have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 

Sror. 21. All nominations of officers who are required to 
be elected by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over for 
one week, before action is taken thereon. 


MorIons. 


Sect. 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compli- 
ance with such direction. 

Sect. 23. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Sror. 24. When a question is under debate, the Presi- 
dent shall receive no motion but 

To adjourn, 
To lay on the table, 
The previous question, 
To close debate at a specified time, 
To specially assign toa time certain, 
To refer to a committee, 
To amend, 
To refer to another Board, 
To postpone indefinitely. 
These several motions shall not be ae to each other, 
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except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the previous 
question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in. precedence, shall be made; and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Sror. 25. When a matter has been especially assigned to 
be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any time 
subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding meetings, 
be in order upon the call of any member, and take prece- 
dence of all other business. 

Sror. 26. When a motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motions shall be 
put in the following order : — 

A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 

Sror. 27. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Srot. 28. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
times. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Snot. 29. Any member may require the division of a 
question, when the sense will admit of it. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Sect. 30. When the previous question is ordered the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Sect. 31. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal ; and on such an appeal no 
member shall be allowed to speak more than once, without 
leave of the Council. 

Secr. 32. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
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lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and 
all debate upon the main question shall be suspended until 
the previous question has been decided. 


* 


APPEAL. 


Sect. 33. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded ; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order till the question on the appeal has been 
decided. The question shall be put as follows : “Shall the de- 
cision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the Council? ” 
And it shall be deemed to be decided in the affirmative unless 
a majority of the votes given are to the contrary. 


VOTING. 


Srcr. 84. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Sect. 35. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has been 
ordered, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, provided 
one-fifth of the members present shall so require. 

Sect. 36. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Secr. 37. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or, if a member who 
voted with the prevailing side shall give notice to the Clerk, 
before noon of the day following such meeting (except the 
final meeting of the year, or that preceding any adjournment 
for over two weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move 
a reconsideration at the next meeting at which such motion 
is reached in the order of proceedings. Debate on motions 
to reconsider shall be limited to thirty minutes, and no 
member shall speak more than five minutes. Whenever a 
matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above 
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specified, to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be con- 
sidered whenever such special assignment takes effect. 

Secor. 38. Whena motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no ques- 
tion shall be twice reconsidered, unless it has been amended 
after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsideration be 
had upon either of the following motions : 

To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

To take from the table, 

The previous question, 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Secor. 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot. The 
question of confirming the Mayor’s nominations shall be 
decided by a yea and nay ballot. 

Snot. 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the re- 
turns. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the 
whole number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if 
an ineligible person receives a plurality there shall be no 
choice. After a ballot has been ordered it may be moved, 
and, by a vote of one-fifth of the members present, ordered 
that there be a call of the roll of members. 


SPECTATORS. 


Srct. 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the President. 

Sror. 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on the 
westerly side, while the Council is in session, and after the seats 
provided for spectators have been occupied, except members 
of the City Government and reporters, without the permission 
of the President; and the President shall order such accom- 
modation on the floor, for reporters and spectators, as he 
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shall deem proper. No person except members of the city 
government and reporters shall be allowed in either of the 
anterooms on the easterly side during any session of the 
Council. 

Sror. 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public 
purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at 
its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not insession. The Clerk’s room 
shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council for occu- 
pancy and use. The anteroom between the Council Chamber 
and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the meetings of the 
Council to give access to the seats on the floor, and such other 
purposes as the President may direct; provided, that smok- 
ing there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The 
general care and supervision of these rooms are hereby 
entrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the direction of 
the President; but no expenditure of money shall be made 
except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Secor. 44. All bills for refreshments or carriage-hire, in- 
curred by the Common Council, the Standing Committees of 
the Common Council not having charge of any appropriation, 
or individual members of the Common Council while engaged 
in the discharge of official duty, shall give the names of the 
persons incurring the same ; and the President of the Common 
Council is authorized to approve such bills, after they have 
been approved by the committee or certified to by the mem- 
bers incurring the same; provided, that the President shall 
not approve any such bill unless it is presented to him before 
the end of the month next succeeding that within which the 
expense covered by such bill was incurred, nor shall he 
approve any bills for refreshments, furnished members of the 
Common Council, on the day or evening of the regular meet- 
ings, without a special vote of the Common Council. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Srecr. 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

New BuILpINGs AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Seven appropriations for new buildings and improvements 
have been in charge of this department during the past year ; 
the amount of appropriation for such being $184,500, in- 
cluding the heating and furnishing of a portion of the same. 
This includes the amounts appropriated by the City Council 
the past year, together with the amounts carried over from 
the previous year. 


Old State House. 


The committee on Public Buildings, by a special order of 
the City Council, were directed to repair the building, and 
lease the same upon such terms as they may deem for the 
interests of the city of Boston; the amount to be expended 
on said repairs not to exceed the sum of $35,000. 

A new roof has been put on the building, and the interior 
is now being changed. 

When completed the exterior and interior will conform as 
near as possible to its appearance prior to 1800. 

This work will be completed in the spring, and the build- 
ing ready for occupancy. A portion of the building has been 
alneady leased for a term of years. 

The following buildings and improvements have been com- 


platen :— 


Granmar School-house, Bikey SG quare. 


This building is completed, and now awaits occupancy by 
the Schoo] Committee. It has cost, including heating and 
furnishing, $50,000. 
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Primary School-house, Seventh street. 


The building is completed, and only waits the reception of 
the furniture to be ready for use. The entire cost of the 
structure, including the land, heating AME and fur- 
niture, will be nearly $50,000. 


Primary School-house, Avon Place. 


During the past season there have been added to this build- 
ing two rooms, which have been furnished and fitted up, and 
are now inuse. The cost of this addition has been $4,947.20. 


South City Wharves and Offal Depot. 


This department has had in charge, the past year, an ap- 
propriation for the repairs of said wharves, which included 
the piling, capping, and replanking of the same; also, the 
repairs of floors and roof of the offal-sheds. The amount of 
the appropriation was $6,500. There has been expended to 
date, $3,876. | 


Public-Library Ventilation. 


The trustees of the Public Library, having requested that 
means be provided to improve the ventilation of Bates Hall, 
in said building, the City Council provided the means there- 
for in the sum of $2.500. The work has been performed, 
costing $1,466.84. 


South-End Branch Library. 


A special appropriation of $5,500 was provided by the 
City Council, last February, for fitting up the basement of the 
southerly section of the English High and Latin School 
buildings, for the use of a branch library. The work was 
completed i in July last, costing $5,371.62, at which time the 
rooms were occupied for library purposes. 


Land has been purchased on Kenilworth street, in the 
Dillaway District, as a site for a Grammar school-house. 
Should the City Council provide the means for the erection 
of a school building thereon, work will be commenced in the 
spring, and the building completed in the coming autumn. 

Very many of the school districts are now much over- 
crowded, and need additional accommodation in the way of 
school buildings. Should the City Council see fit to comply 
with the demands from the School Board in this direction,

I should judge it would require the erection of six school 
buildings the coming season. 

Iam also informed by the Health Department that they 
will require additional accommodations for stables at the 
South Yard. -

A comparison of the above statement of expenditures 
with those of former years will show a large increase in the 
expense of this department during the past year. 

Early in the spring of 1881 the City Council decided to 
change its method of enforcing the law relating to the seal- 
ing of weights and measures. Instead of obliging all per- 
sons who use scales, weights, or measures, in buying or 
selling, to bring them to the office of the sealer to have them 
tested and sealed as formerly, the sealer or his deputy is 
now instructed to visit the stores and places of business of all 
persons who use scales, etc., and to. test and seal all such 
scales, etc., on the premises. In order that this work might 
be done in a thorough manner three teams were furnished, 
and duplicate standards and extra tools were provided, the 
cost of which, together with the expense of boarding three 
horses, will explain the increase in expenditures mentioned 
above.

Section 1, of Chapter 123, of the Acts of 1876, provides, 
that “the sealer of weights and measures shall annually give 
public notice by advertisement, or by posting notice in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants, or persons having 
a usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures, to be adjusted 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides “that in those cities and 
- towns where a salary is paid to the sealer of weights and 
measures, no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify, annually, in May, 
all such persons as are referred to by the statute, by publish- 
ing the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this

office their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and 
sealed, and to all such persons as failed to comply with the 
general notice, a special request was sent, and in this way 
the work of this office was very largely increased; and for 
all such labor, that is, for all the work done in the ofitce, 
no fees have ever been charged. 

Section 2, of Chapter 123, of the Acts of 1876, amended 
by Section 2, of Chapter 151, of the Acts of 1877, provides, 
“that, at any time after said notice, the said sealer of weights 
and measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops, of 
persons mentioned in the foregoing section who have 
neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, and 
having entered the same, with the assent of the occupants, 
shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and measures, and 
shall be entitled to receive for said service the compensation. 
set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the General Statutes.” 

As the work in this office increased under the system of 
sending out personal notices, the complaints of the dealers — 
owing to the expense and inconvenience entailed upon them 
by that system, which obliged them to bring all their scales, 
weights, and measures to the sealer’s office, and, in so doing, 
making it necessary, in many cases, that from three to six 
trips should be made between this office and their stores — 
increased in the same proportion. 

The objections to the system, which obliged them to visit 
the sealer’s office so many times during each year, became 
so general among the dealers, that a number of them finally 
decided to bring the matter to the notice of the City Council, 
and a petition was presented, which requested that “the 
sealer of weights and measures be required to visit their 
stores and places of business, to test and seal their scales, 
weights, and measures.” After due consideration, it was 
decided to grant this request, and proper facilities having 
been furnished by the City Council, in the shape of teams, 
duplicate standards, and all necessary tools, the work of this 
department is now performed in the manner required by the 
statute, and in accordance with the prayer of the peti- 
tioners. | 

The stores and places of business are visited by the deputy 
sealers. Kach person whose store has been entered is in- 
formed that it is optional with him whether his scales, ete., 
shall be tested at this office or at his store; that at the office 
no charges for services will be made, but that for the testing 
and sealing done it his store he shall be required to pay for 
said services the fees allowed by law.

In accordance with this schedule of prices, the earnings of 
this department, for work done outside the office, from May 
13, 1881,— the time the fee system went into operation, — to 
January 1, 1882, amounted to $3,162.80. Of this sum there 
has been collected and paid to the City Collector, to be 
placed to the credit of Weights and Measures, $3,150.09, 
leaving a balance due and uncollected of only $12.71. 

It must be apparent, from the foregoing statement of the 
earnings and collections of this department, that the present 
system of doing the work outside the office, and charging fees 
for the same, is giving general satisfaction. The number of 
dealers who bring their scales, weights, and measures to the 
office to have them tasted and sealed is, when compared with 
_ that of past years, very small; while, on the other hand, the 
very large number of those whose scales have been sealed 
outside the office, for which they have paid the required fees, 
have expressed themselves as highly giatified at the privi- 
leges which have been accorded them, thereby saving them 
from the trouble, expense, and inconvenience of fcrmer 
years. 
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The earnings of this department during the past year, 
despite the fact that the expenditures were largely increased, 
by the change in the method of doing the work, will cause 
the net expense of the sealer’s office “to be little more than 
last year; and, while it will never be possible, owing to the 
merely nominal fees which are charged fora large part of the 
work, to make this department self-sustaining, it may be 
confidently expected that, with careful management and at- 
tention to business, the actual expense for the next year will 
be but a light tax on the treasury of the City of Boston.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT

COMMISSIONER ON WEST BOSTON, CANAL, 
AND PRISON-POINT BRIDGES, 


FOR 1881. 


The Commissioner for West Boston,Canal, and Prison-Point 
bridges submits for himself and associate his eleventh annual 
report of matters pertaining to the West Boston and Canal 
bridges, and his sixth annual report on Prison-Point bridge. 


West Boston Bringer. 


This bridge will require the coming year a considerable 
expenditure for repairs, all of a minor kind, but aggregating 
more than has been usual for some years past. 

The roadway and sidewalk pavements on the filled portion 

on the Cambridge side will have to be relaid, —a work which 
it was proposed to do the past season, but which has been 
postponed to next, it having been deemed more judicious 
to repair the pavement so that it would last through the 
winter, and avoid the derangement of the surface which the 
frost would cause if the work was done this fall. 
- The flooring of the sidewalk approaches to the draw will 
have to be renewed the coming season, and portions of the 
bulkheads will also need renewal, as the upper timbers ,are 
in places quite rotten. 

The draw and its appurtenant machinery are in excellent 
condition, and the entire bridge is in very good order. 


CANAL OR CRAGIE’S BRIDGE. 
This structure has required only the ordinary repairs 
during the year, and, with the exception of portions men- 
tioned in former reports, is in good condition. 
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The substructure of the oldest portion of the bridge, which 
is on the Cambridge side, has been carefully watched and 
repaired when necessary, and is apparently in as good, if not 
better, condition than for several past years. 

It is not anticipated that any other than the usual repairs 
will be required during the next year. 


Prison—Point BRIDGE. 


The Commissioners would again call the attention of the 
authorities of Cambridge to the importance of paving the 
approach to this bridge on the Cambridge side, both asa 
measure of economy and convenience to the travel over the 
bridge. The reasons in its favor have been so often repeated 
by the Commissioners, that a reference to their reports ren- 
ders their repetition at this time needless. 

The bridge and other structures connected therewith have 
not required any extensive repairs during the past year, and 
will not require more than the ordinary repairs during the 
next, as they are now in good order. 

Superintendent Story has kept an account of the amount 
and kind of freight which has passed through the draw, and 


it will be found appended.

For gravel filling on park entrances and roadways, 60,000

The appropriation for fillmg has been expended, and that 
for retaining-walls and general work will be expended by 
the end of the financial year, and the unexpended balance of 
the appropriations for bridges will be exhausted in the pros- 
ecution of these works during the coming season. 

It is the intention of the Board to ask for appropriations 
required to complete the construction of the Beacon Entrance, 
so called, between Beacon Street and Boylston Street, also the 
portion of Boylston Street within the park. This will require 
the building of the retaining and parapet walls on the semi- 
circular drive from Commonwealth Avenue to Boylston Street, 
and the filling of the streets to the intended grade. A stone 
curb and iron fence, on concrete fina inom will be placed 
upon the outside lines of the streets surrounding the basin 
between Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon Street, and the 
slopes of the water-way from Beacon Street to Boylston 
Street can then be graded and loamed ready for planting. 

With regard to the contemplated works south of Boylston 
Street, the boundary road around the park and the entrances 
thereto should be graded to their full width, and made ready 
for surfacing and fencing, to enable the owners of adjoining 
lands to improve their property. The work of excavating 
and forming the interior of the basin, when begun, should be 
prosecuted as rapidly as possible, to avoid an unnecessary 
continuance of the nuisance which the digging up of the 
mud banks will be likely to create. The machinery neces- 
sary to do this work is contracted for, and the Engineer 
expects it to be delivered on the ground and set up early in 
March. 

Loam will soon be required, and the Board is informed 
that there is a large amount of good material in the new 
basin at Framingham about to be constructed by the Water 
Board, and the Commissioners renew their recommendation, 
contained in their report for the year 1879, as follows : — 
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“The subject of utilizing the soil in the Sudbury River 
basins for the public grounds in the city, and at the same 
time improving the purity of the waters, was laid before the 
City Council of last year. Before two of the basins were filled 
this Board examined the quality of the soil, and found it to 
be adapted to the surfacing of the park. It is useless and 
probably deleterious where it is, and can be removed, stored, 
and brought to the city as required, with much greater econ- 
omy than similar material can be secured in any other way. 

“It is recommended that the Water Board and the Com- 
missioners jointly be authorized to remove such portions of 
the soil as may be most mutually advantageous and con- 
venient.” 


Estimates for all of the above works will be presented at 
the proper time. 

For a detailed statement of the work done upon the park 
the preceding year, the Board refers to the report of the 
Engineer, which follows :—

Srr, —I submit, in accordance with your request, the 
following statement of the work which has been done, and 
which is now in progress, on the Back Bay Park, the execu- 
tion of which has been intrusted to me by your Board : — 


FILLING. 


At the beginning of the year there was an uncompleted con- 
tract with the Boston and Albany Railroad Company, for the 
filling of the boundary road between Longwood Entrance 
and ‘Huntington Entrance, The work was begun July 1, 
1880, and was finally completed Jan. 27, 1881. The total 
amount of material delivered was 13,197 squares. The con- 
tract price was $3.45 per square. 

The supplementary contract made by your Board, Nov. 4, 
1880, for the filling of the roadway between Huntington 
Entrance and Boy Iston Street, was completed May 26, 1880. 
The total amount of material delivered under this contract 
was 10,260 squares. The contract price was $3.20 per 
square. 

Under an arrangement with the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road Co., made shortly after the completion of the supple- 
mentary contract, 12,120 squares of filling have been de- 
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livered upon the park. The material was used to widen the 
roadway between the Beacon Entrance bridge and also the 
Longwood Entrance, for grading around the Stony Brook 
gate-chamber and on the roadway near the chamber. This 
work was completed Dec. 19, 1881. The price paid per 
square was $3.20. 

The filling of the Beacon Entrance, under the contract 
made April 29, 1880, has not been prosecuted to any extent 
during the past year, the amount delivered being only 2,072 
squares. This work cannot be completed to advantage until 
the construction of the retaining-walls between Common- 
wealth Avenue and the Beacon Entrance bridges ; and the 
contract now in force did not contemplate the filling above 
grade 17. 


BRIDGES. 
Boylston Street Arch Bridge, over Park Water- Way. 


The foundations and abutments, to a height of 3.2 feet 
below the apparent springing line, have been completed. A 
contract for two additional courses, aggregating 4 ft. 3 in. in 
height, has been made, and the delivery of the stones under 
this contract is practically completed, as only a few con- 
demned stones remain to be replaced. The work of laying 
these two courses of stones is to be at once commenced, if 
favorable weather should prevail. 

Contracts have also been made with C. T. Hall, of Belfast, 
Maine, for the red-granite voussoirs of both faces of the arch, 
and with the Cape Ann Granite Co., of Gloucester, Mass., 
for the seam-faced voussoirs to complete the faces of the arch. 
The stones are to be furnished in time to commence the work 
of laying as soon as the season opens. 

The centring for the arch is completed, and is stored in 
readiness to be placed in position as soon as the weather will 
permit. It was not deemed advisable to set up this centring 
in the fall, although it was completed, for the reason that the 
ice, which could not be prevented except at large expense 
from forming around and between the supports, would prob- 
ably have damaged the structure, and any work which had 
been laid upon it could not have been properly protected 
during the winter. 


Beacon Entrance Bridge, over B. & A. RR, 


The foundations of the abutments and wing-walls of this 
bridge are completed, and have been for some time awaiting 
the delivery of the ashlar work for the abutments. As a 
measure of economy, and also to save time, it was decided to

use the stones from the Beacon Hill reservoir for this work ; 
' but, as the bottom courses of the reservoir were also to be 
used for the bottom courses of the abutments, the removal 
and storing of the stones was necessary, until these bottom 
courses could be reached in the process of taking down the 
reservoir. These courses have very recently been delivered. 
A side track has been laid by the B. & A. R.R. Co., so that 
the stones could be transferred from the point of delivery, on 
the north side of the railroad, to the south side, where they 
were needed first, and the work of building the abutments 
has been commenced, and will be prosecuted whenever the 
weather will permit. 

The plans for the iron bridge will be finished in a short 
time, it being the intention to have the bridge completed as 
soon as the abutments are in readiness to receive it. 


Boston & Albany Railroad Bridge, over Park Water - Way. 


The abutments and piers for about one-half of this bridge 
are completed, and the work upon the remainder is now 
being prosecuted by the contractors at night as well as day. 
The iron bridge is completed, except that the girders are not 
in the positions they will occupy when the masonry is fin- 
ished. The girders for two tracks rest upon the portions of 
the abutments and piers already completed, and the girders 
for the third track are upon timber trestle-work. Trains 
have been running over them for more than a month. It is 
expected that the masonry will be finished within six weeks. 


Beacon Street and Commonwealth Avenue Bridges. 


The Beacon Street bridge, built under the direction of the 
Committee on Paving, was completed August 17, 1881, and, 
in connection with it, the temporary dam which enables the 
excavation of the Park water-way to be prosecuted without 
interruption by the influx of the tide. As an additional pre- 
caution against flooding from this cause, the coffer-dam used 
by the contractor for building this bridge has been allowed 
to remain, and will be kept intact until the excavation be- 
tween Beacon Street and the B. & A. R.R. is completed. 

The Commonwealth Avenue bridge abutments, built under 
the direction of the Committee on Streets, were completed 
Nov. 9, 1881, and a contract for the iron bridge was made 
Nov. 5, 1881; the terms of the contract requiring its comple- 
tion on or before the first of February. It has, however, 
been impossible for the contractors for the bridge to obtain

the material with which to construct it, although, finding it 
useless to attempt to obtain the iron from American mills, , 
their order for it was placed in England immediately upon 
the award of the contract. It is not now expected that the 
bridge will be in place before the first of April. | 


Kaxcavation of Water- Way. 


This work has been actively prosecuted on the portion of 
the water-way between Beacon Street and the B. & A. R.R., 
since the completion of the Beacon Street bridge. 

Teams and a wire-rope machine excavator have been used ; 
and the work has been practically completed between Beacon 
Street and Commonwealth Avenue. It is the intention to have 
the excavation finished by the time the railroad-bridge is 
done ; but the limited capacity of the machine with which most 
of the work is necessarily done, as the bottom is too soft in - 
most places for teams to work, may prevent its completion at 
the intended time. 

The steam-dredge and scows to be used for the excavation 
of the water-way in the portion of the Park south of the rail- 
road are now being built. The dredge is to be completed 
and ready for use on or before March 10, and the scows are 
being framed in the building on Albany Street which has been 
used for the construction and stor age of the centring for the 
Boylston Street arch bridge. 


Covered Channel of Stony Brook. 


There remains of this work 1,200 feet of the conduit to 
complete, and the superstructure of the gate-chamber. The 
conduit is being built at the rate of about 30 feet per day ; 
the gate- chamber superstructure cannot be built to advantage 
until spring. 

The conduit being of wood, work upon it has been prosecuted — 
in winter as well as summer, and the early completion of this 
entire work will remove the only remaining obstacle to the 
prosecution of the excavation and grading within the limits 
of the park.

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BETTERMENTS. 


Of the 618 assessments made upon estates for benefit de- 
rived from the locating and laying out of the Back Bay Park, 
three-fourths, or 462, have been paid in full. 98 assess- 
ments, amounting to $237,953, are apportioned to be paid 
with the ordinary taxes in three annual instalments, the first 
and second of which are now being paid, and 58 assessments 
remain which have neither been paid nor apportioned, 
amounting to $70,160; the total receipts of the City Collec- 
tor for betterments and interest, to December 31, 1881, 
being $142,393.08. 

Petitions, by parties aggrieved by their assessments, have 
been made in the case of 113 estates to have the amount of 
the benefit received by these estates assessed by a jury of the 
Superior Court, as provided i in the park act. The amount of 
assessments involved is $291,427, of which the Boston Water 
Power Company represents $182,955. 

The City Solicitor informs the Board in regard to the 
matters before the courts arising from the assessments for 
betterment, as follows: “The case of Dwight Foster eé al., 
petitioners for certiorart to vacate said assessments, has been 
argued, and is now waiting the decision of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. The suits in the Superior Court for reduc- 
tion of the betterment, «nd the other petitions for certiorar?, 
are awaiting the decision in said case. Meanwhile, the Col- 
lector has been enjoined from selling the lands to collect the 
assessments, the petitioners having entered into stipulations, 
with sureties, agreeing to pay whatever betterment may be 
finally adjudged by the Court to be payable on account of 
their respective estates.” 

In this connection it is instructive to observe the changes 
in the tax valuations of the lands assessed for betterment 
which have taken place since 1877, as evidence, favorable or 
otherwise, of the judgment of the Commissioners in fixing the 
assessments as they did. 

So far as this evidence is admissible it indicates that the — 
amount of betterment assessment was upon a conservative 
basis, and far below the actual benefit derived from the lay- 
ing out of the park.

- which is the present monetary value of the park as affecting 


the city’s income, representing a value of $3,000,000 at four 
per cent., and which justifies the opinion heretofore expressed 
by the Board that the park is not a tax upon the city at 
large, but that the increased taxes from the surrounding 
property pays its cost. 

In their report of 1876 the Commissioners expressed the 
opinion that within a limited period from.the time of the 
purchase of park lands the rate of taxation would thereby 
be reduced rather than increased. This opinion was based 
upon the actual results attained in other cities under similar 
circumstances, and its soundness is already apparent in 
Boston. 

The tax rate is already favorably influenced by the pur- 


chase of park lands, and, in the opinion of the Commission- 


ers, will so continue to be in an increasing ratio, in succeed- 
ing years. 

This increase of valuation is upon land alone, and does not 
include the buildings. The valuation of the land in the rest 
of the city during the same time, 1877 to 1881, was reduced 
$27,621,449. 

New buildings have been erected upon this territory since 
1877, which were valued by the assessors in 1881 at $3,992,- 
300, which are due, in a large measure, to the influence of 
the park, and from which the city derives an income this 
year of $55,492.97. 

The continuous rise in value of the lands, and their rapid 
absorption for dwellings, make it evident that the estates 


bordering upon the park will be required for similar uses in 


the near future, and that the completion of the system of 
park roads should be diligently prosecuted. 


Muppy River IMPROVEMENT. 


Under an order of the City Council, passed February 16, 
1881, and an appropriation of $5,000 for the purpose, this 
Board, in connection with the Brookline Park Commission, 
caused surveys of Muddy River to be made, and a plan de- 
signed for laying out and improving the same,—a_ report 
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upon which was made to the City Council October 24, 1881 
(City Doc. 130). The plans then presented, viz.: “The 
first, a plan of the land proposed to be taken, as surveyed by 
the City Engineer, showing the contours and the boundary- 
line between Boston and Brookline; the second, a plan by 
Mr. Olmsted, for the laying out and improvement of ‘the 
same,” are also contained in this report. 

Action in the matter was taken by the City Council by 
the following order, for a loan to begin this important work :— 


* City oF Boston, 
“In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 5, 1881. 


“Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, the 
bonds or certificates of debt to be issued in negotiating this 
loan to be denominated on the face thereof ‘The Public Park 
Loan,’ and to bear such rate of interest as the Committee on 
Finance shall determine; and the Park Commissioners are 
hereby authorized to expend said sum for the taking in fee, 
by purchase or otherwise, for the purpose of a public park, 
lands to the amount of two hundred thousand dollars in 
assessed valuation, for the Muddy River Improvement, when- 
ever the Town of Brookline shall codperate and appropriate 
a proportionate sum for said improvement. Passed: Yeas, 
9; nays, 3. Sent down for concurrence. Dec. 22, came up 
concurred: Yeas, 53; nays, 1. Approved by the Mayor, 
Dec. 24, 1881. A true copy. Attest: Jonn T. Prizst, 
Asst. City Clerk.” : 


CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


Upon the petition of the city for a grant of a portion of 
the Charles River flats, between Canal bridge and West 
Boston bridge, for the purpose of constructing portions of 
the Charles River Embankment, and after consultations with 
the State Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners to agree 
upon a harbor line, hearings before the Committee on Har- 
bors and Public Lands of the Legislature, and viewing the 
premises, the conimittee reported, and the Legislature passed 
the following bill : — 
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* COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuap. 92.] 
‘* In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-one. 


“AN ACT IN ADDITION TO ‘AN ACT FOR .THE LAYING OUT 
OF PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON.’ 


“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


*Srotron 1. The Board of Park Commissioners of the 
City of Boston is hereby authorized and empowered to build 
a sea-wall on the Boston side of the lower basin of the Charles 
River, between Craigie’s bridge and West Boston bridge, and 
to fill up the grounds enclosed by said wall for the purposes 
of a public park, in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and eighty-five of the Acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five. The said sea-wall shall be on or 
within the following lines : — 

* Beginning at a point on the southerly side of Craigie’s 
bridge, distant two hundred feet perpendicular from the 
westerly line of Charles Street, and running southerly by a 
line parallel to said Charles Street to a point opposite the 
first angle in said street; thence turning a similar angle and 
running southerly by a line parallel to and two hundred feet 
per pendicular again from said Charles Street to a point 
opposite another angle in said street, near Fruit Street ; 
thence turning a similar angle and running southerly by a 
straight line two hundred feet perpendicular from and parallel 
to the next adjoining portion of said Charles Street to West 
Boston bridge. 

“The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall constitute the 
harbor lines, beyond which no wharf, pier or other structure, 
and no filling-in shall be extended into or over the tide-water 
of the said basin, excepting such landing-places as the said 
Park Commissioners shall build with the approval of the 
Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners; and if the con- 
struction of said sea-wall and the filling-in of the grounds 
thereby enclosed shall, in the opinion of said Harbor and 
Land Commissioners, cause a projection injurious to the flow 
of the current and the protection of the harbor, then the said 
Park Commissioners of the City of Boston shall make 
suitable remedy or provision for the same, by connecting the 
line of the said sea-wall with the present sea-wall, in “such 
manner as the said Board of Harbor and Land Conimissioners 
shall approve, and may ‘occupy and use any spaces thereby 
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enclosed for the same purposes for which said sea-wall and 
filling-in is authorized. | 

i Srcr. 2. This act is made subject. to at following con- 
ditions and restrictions, namely : — 

“The City of Boston or the said Board of Park Com- 
missioners shall take, by purchase or otherwise, all the land, 
dockand wharf property lying wester ly of said Charles Street 
between said bridges, under the provisions of said chapter 
one hundred and eighty-five of the Acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five, which, together with the orounds 
above authorized to be enclosed and filled up, shall be used 
solely for the purposes of a public park, facing and abutting 
upon the said Charles River basin. And when the City of Bos- 
ton or the said Park Commissioners shall have taken the said 
land and wharf property, and built the said sea-wall, and fitted 
up the said grounds as a park as aforesaid, and so long as the 
same shall be used solely as said park, the Commonwealth will 
not authorize or permit any person or corporation to construct 
any extensions or erections from or contiguous to the water-line 
of said park, except with the consent of said Park Commis- 
sioners or said City of Boston: provided, also, that the City 
of Boston or said Park Commissioners shall build the said 
sea-wall, and fill and fit up the said grounds, during the five 
years from and after the passage of this act. ) 

“Srcer. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

‘{ Approved, March 16, 1881.] ” 


Subsequent action was taken by the City Council as fol- 
lows : — 


“Ciry oF Boston, 
“In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Noy. 21, 1881. 


“Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, the sum of three hundred thousand dollars, the 
bonds or certificates of debt to be issued in negotiating this 
loan to be denominated ‘The Publie Park Loan,’ and to bear 
such rate of interest as the Committee on Finance shall 
determine ; and the Park Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to expend said sum for the taking in fee, by purchase or 
otherwise, for the purpose of a public park, lands to the 
amount of three hundred thousand dollars in assessed valua- 
tion, for the Charles River Embankment, between Craigie’s 
and West Boston bridges. Passed: Yeas,8; nays, 4. Sent 
down for concurrence. Dec. 22, came up concurred: Yeas, 
53; nays, none. Approved by the Mayor, Dec. 24, 1881. 
A true copy. Attest: Joun T. Pritst, Asst. City Clerk.” 
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A petition is now before the Legislature for a transfer of 
the right of the Commonwealth in “the flats necessary to ex- 
tend the embankment, as planned by the Commissioners 
in their report of 1876, and therein described as follows :— 


“Description. 


“For the construction of this Embankment a sea-wall will 
be built on the water side to about the Height of the existing 
one on the present Harbor Commissioners’ line, and the 
enclosed space be filled by dredging the flats and otherwise, 
to about grade 17, making compensation for displacement of 
water by deepening the river-bed, as required by the said 
Commissioners. 

“It will contain an area of about sixty-nine acres, and pro- 
vide space for the building of a parkway mostly 200 feet in 
width, with a continuous water-front from Leverett Street to 
Cottage Farm bridge, nearly two and three-quarters miles in 
length, crossing but two highways, namely, Cambridge Street 
at West Boston bridge, and the extension of West Chester 
Park to the proposed new bridge across Charles River ; to be 
laid out with walks, drives, saddle-pads and boat-landings, 
and ornamented with shrubbery and turf. 

“While interfering in the least possible degree with the 
ordinary traffic of the city, it will be accessible along its 
whole route at short intervals by streets already or to be 
built. 

“Its northern section is near the oldest and most thickly 
settled part of the city, being less than a mile from North 
Square and from Main Street, Charlestown, via Prison Point 
and Leverett Street bridges, and within three-quarters of a 
mile of the City Hall. 

“Tt will be a convenient and agreeable promenade during 
the summer for such citizens living in old Boston proper 
and Charlestown as are prevented by their occupations from 
going to more distant grounds. By means of landing stairs 
the river will be accessible for boating. The drive will be 
used for pleasure vehicles only. 

“The preservation of water-fronts for pleasur e-grounds is 
no novelty. The New York Battery, once the chief park of 
the city, and which was allowed to fall into disuse and 
neglect, has, within a few years, beenrebuilt and improved, 
notwithstanding that Central Park, containing nearly one 
thousand acres, had in the mean time been created. 

“The Charleston Battery, at the junction of the Ashley and 
Cooper rivers; the old Fairmount Park, of Philadelphia, on 
the Schuylkill; the Chicago Park, on Lake Michigan; the 
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‘Great Highway’ (so called), to extend over three miles along 
the Pacific shore, at San Francisco, are well-known illustra- 
tions in this country. 

“In European cities, water-front promenades are the rule 
rather than the exception, as, for instance, at Marseilles, 
Nice, and Naples, on the shores of the Mediterranean; at 
Florence, on the banks of the Arno; at Venice, on the 
Grand canal; at Geneva, on Lake Geneva; at Dresden, on 
the Elbe; at Hamburg, on the Alster; at Paris, on the 
Seine ; at London, on the Thames; and in very many of the 
minor cities.”’ 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


After long consideration, and negotiations with Har- 
vard College, and special reports upon the subject by the 
Commissioners and Committees of the City Council, the 
order to include the Arnold Arboretum in the system of 
parks of the City of Boston was passed in the following 
form : — ; 

*Crry oF Boston, 
“In BoarpD oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 27, 1881. 


“Ordered, That the Park Commissioners of Boston be 
requested to take for the purposes of a public park, the land 
known as the Arnold Arboretum, and to purchase or take for 
the same purposes, land adjoining said arboretum, for an 
amount not exceeding sixty thousand dollars, paying therefor 
not more than twenty-five per cent. advance on the assessed 
value of A.D. 1880; and, also, said Commissioners are 
authorized to lease any portion of said arboretum when 
_ taken, or of said lands when taken or bought, and to enter 
into suitable covenants with the President and Fellows of 
Harvard College, in regard to any of such lands taken for a 
public park, substantially as set forth by said commissioners 
in their report, dated October 21, 1880, and printed as City 
Document No. 118 of said year. 

“ Provided that the estimated cost of all drive-ways called for 
under such arrangement shall not exceed the sum of seventy- 
five thousand dollars; also provided that before any cove- 
nant is made with the authorities of Harvard College, a set 
of rules and regulations, to govern the use of the grounds by 
the public, shall be drawn up, which shall receive the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, the Park Commissioners, and the Cor- 
poration Counsel on the part of the City of Boston. 

“Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he hereby is 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
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on Finance, for the purchase or taking of lands for a public 
park in connection with the Arnold Arboretum, the sum of 
sixty thousand dollars, the bonds or certificates of debt to be 
issued in negotiating said loan to be denominated on the face 
thereof ‘ Public Park Loan,’ and to bear such rate of interest 
as the Committee on Finance may determine; and the Park 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to expend said sum for 
the purpose aforesaid. Passed in Common Council: Yeas, 
52; nays, none. Came up for concurrence. Read, and passed 
in concurrence: Yeas, 11; nays, 1. Approved by the Mayor, 
Dec. 28, 1881. <A true copy. Attest: S. F. McCiuary, 
City Clerk.” 


West Roxpury Park. 


In relation to this measure, the following action was taken 
by the City Council at the close of 1881:

shall determine; and the Park Commissioners are hereby 
authorized to expend said sum for the taking in fee, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, for the purpose of a public park, lands to 
the amount of six hundred thousand dollars, in assessed valua- 
tion, within the limits of the proposed West Roxbury park. 
Passed: Yeas, 10; nays, 2. Sent down for concurrence. 
Dec. 15, came up concurred: Yeas, 50; nays, 17. Approved 
by the Mayor, Dec. 16, 1881. A true copy. Attest: 5. F. 
McCreary, City Clerk.” 


City Port BAtTrEery. 


In regard to locating a marine park, or esplanade, at City 
Point, South Boston, as recommended by this Board in 1876, 
the City Council has taken the following action : —

“In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Nov. 7, 1881. 
“Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, the 
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bonds or certificates of debt to be issued in negotiating -this 
loan to be denominated on the face thereof ‘The Public Park 
Loan,’ and to bear such rate of interest as the Committee on 
Finance shall determine; and the Park Commissioners are 
hereby authorized to expend said sum for the taking in fee, 
by purchase or otherwise, for the purpose of a public park, 
lands to the amount of one hundred thousand dollars, in 
assessed valuation, for a marine park at City Point. Passed: 
Yeas, 9; nays, 38. “Sent down for concurrence. * Dec. 22, 
came up concurred: Yeas, 50; nays, 9. Approved by the 
Mayor, Dec. 24, 1881. A true copy. Attest: Joun T. 
Priest, Asst. City Clerk.” 


East Boston Park. 


To provide a reservation for a park in East Boston, the 
following order was passed by the City Council : — 


“City oF Boston, 
“In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Nov. 7, 1881. 


“Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, the sum of fifty thousand dollars, the bonds or 
certificates of debt to be issued in negotiating this loan to be 
denominated on the face thereof ‘The Public Park Loan,’ 
and to bear such rate of interest as the Committee on Finance 
shall determine; and the Park Commissioners are hereby 
authorized to expend said sum for the taking in fee, by 
purchase or otherwise, for the purpose of a public park, 
land which shall be upland to the amount of fifty thousand 
dollars in assessed valuation for a public park in Kast Boston, 
in such available location as said Commissioners deem ex- 
pedient. Passed: Yeas, 9; nays, 8. Sent down for con- 
currence. Dec. 22, came up concurred: Yeas, 50; nays, 
6. Approved by the Mayor, Dec. 24, 1881. A true copy. 
Attest: Joun T. Priest, Asst. City Clerk.” 


BRIGHTON Park. 


The order for a loan of $200,000 for the purchase of land 
within the limits of the proposed Brighton Park, after pass- 
ing the last Board of Aldermen, failed of passage in the 
Common Council, and a new order was introduced which was 
referred to the new City Government. 
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For convenience of reference, the map of the region, 
published in the second report of this Board, April 24, 1876, 
and the accompanying description, are reprinted. The 
reasons which led the Commissioners, in 1876, to fix upon 
this site for one of the suburban parks are still operative, 
and were as follows : — 


“ Description. 


“ Brighton Park contains an area of 160 acres. It is a pict- 
uresque tract, with great variety of surface, ledges, abrupt 
and gently sloping hill-sides, meadows and forests. Its 
highest elevation is over 200 feet above the sea, command- 
ing views of Wachusett and Monadnock mountains, forty 
and seventy miles away, and of broad stretches of fore- 
ground; dotted with an almost continuous succession of 
towns and villages. While much of it is naturally imprac- 
ticable for ordinary city or even village purposes, it is re- 
markably well disposed for the best of park scenery, and is 
capable of improvement as such with a moderate expendi- 
ture. 

“Its chief approach from the city proper will be by the 
parkway to be hereafter located as before suggested, con- 
necting with the Charles River Embankment at Cottage Farm 
bridge, which again will connect with the principal drive 
through the park, leading, at its western end, directly 
into the Chestnut Hill Reservoir drive through the granite 
arch. It will have other entrances on its sides, also con- 
necting with its main drive. It is within the fourth and 
fifth mile circles, excepting about ten acres. The Reservoir 
station on the Woonsocket branch of the N.Y. & N. E. 
R.R. on the south, and Cambridge Street horse-car tracks 
on the north, are each less than one quarter of a mile distant. 
The surrounding streets, already laid out and suggested, will 
give a frontage of about 11,000 lineal feet available for house- 
lots. 

* The proximity of this park to the Chestnut Hill Reservoir 
is of mutual advantage, in their characters of ornamental 
grounds, the one supplementing the other. The construc- 
tion of this reservoir, the most important public work of its 
kind in New England, was fortunately in the hands of en- 
lightened citizens, who, while building magnificent water- 
works, created at the same time a picturesque lake by pre- 
serving the natural lines of the valley and the rural features 
of the ‘borders. 

“In addition to the 160 ¢ acres of Brighton Park, the Com- 
missioners have located as park property three small lots of

land, chiefly unimproved, comprising 191 acres, adjacent 
to the reservoir (and now surrounded by city property), 
as naturally forming parts of the reservoir grounds, and 
without which these grounds are incomplete. Should these 
lots be allowed to become occupied by structures, they 
would be a serious disfigurement to the neighboring park 
and reservoir drive, and would, doubtless, eventually be 
taken by the city at a greatly increased cost. They may 
properly be placed under the control of the Water Board. 
“With these lots added, there will be, within the boun- 


daries of the reservoir, an area of 231 acres of land and- 


water (exclusive of Evergreen Cemetery), making, with 
Brighton Park, a total of 391 acres.” 


JAMAICA PARK. 


The Commissioners present with this report a map of the 
proposed extension of the park system in the direction 
recommended in their report of 1876. This includes the 
proposed Jamaica Park and parkways to the Arnold Arbore- 
tum and West Roxbury Park. Regarding the former the 
Commissioners say in their above-mentioned report as fol- 
lows : — 


“ Description. 


“The area of Jamaica Park, including the pond of seventy 
acres, is one hundred and twenty-two acres. This beautiful 
lake is the only important sheet of fresh water within the 
city limits. Fora short distance on its northerly and southerly 
side it is skirted by the highway, and from these points of 
view its beauty is familiar to the public. Its western shore 
is a somewhat steep hillside, well planted with trees and 


shrubbery, and mostly occupied at present by private 


dwellings, with their adjacent ornamental grounds, seriously 
disfigured, however, within a few years, by the erection of 
extensive ice-houses. Its eastern border is less bold, more 
irregular in outline, and at present occupied by private 
dwellings, with their lawns and shrubberies, and with some 
fine trees. The different characters of the opposite shores 
contrast well with each other. Unless the city takes pos- 
session of the entire shore, the rural character of the scenery 
will probably be hopelessly destroyed within a few years. 
As estates come into the market one after the other, the 
banks will be denuded of their present fine growth, and be 
replaced by unsightly ice-houses, with their adjuncts of 
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stables and tenements, by which the pure waters of the pond 
will be defiled, — dangers already threatened. 

“The chance that this pond, situated in an extensive plain, 
with a range of high hills on three sides, in the midst of such 
a dense neighborhood as within a few years will exist around 
it, will become pestilential, and the certainty that, if defended 
and used as proposed, it will be of great sanitary advantage 
to the city, are considered to be conclusive reasons for this 
location. The Commissioners cannot too strongly urge the 
importance of early action in the premises in order to avert 
the danger and secure the benefit. The pond is a favorite 
resort of skaters in winter, and to a limited extent is used 
for boating in summer, and these will be encouraged and 
rendered more safe by police regulations. It lies between 
the four and four and one-half mile circles. Its chief ap- 
proach from town will be by the Jamaica parkway [now 
Muddy River Improvement] which will skirt the eastern 
shore, while the western will be traversed by foot and 
saddle paths. Notwithstanding the comparatively large 
amount of improvements, in the form of dwellings, ice- 
houses, etc., upon this location, the Commissioners are of 
the opinion that the cost will be justified by the exceptional 
character of the park. It is recommended that Perkins 
Street be widened to 60 feet along the northern border of 
the pond. Jamaica Plain station, on the Providence Rail- 
road, is five-eighths of a mile distant, and the Centre Street 
horse-car track is within one-sixth of a mile.” 


The Commissioners repeat their recommendations of 1876, 
and again urge the importance of early action in the premises. 


THe Park System. 


The maps of Back Bay Improvement and Arnold Arbore- 
tum, issued by this department in 1879, and of Muddy 
River Improvement in 1881, have been brought together 
upon one sheet to show their mutual relations, and their con- 
nection as a means of access from the heart of the city via 
the Common and Commonwealth Avenue to Jamaica Pond 
and the proposed West Roxbury Park. A report by Mr. 
Olmsted upon the subject follows : — 
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Boston, December 29, 1881. 


CuHarLEs H. Darron, Esq., Chairman of the Park Com- 
Mission : — 


Sir, — The Park system for Boston, advised by your 
Commission, though of smaller area than that of many other 
cities, differs from all others in the scope of its landscape 
design; and this is, in part, due to topographical oppor- 
tunities possessed by Boston, which, for the purpose in view, 
are probably unrivalled. 

On the other hand, as my counsel has heretofore been 
asked by several other cities, when engaged with municipal 
problems of the same general class as that of which your 
proposed system is offered as a solution, it will not, I trust, 
be thought beyond my duty if I point to a circumstance 
which appears to me to be operating as yet not a little to the 
disadvantage of Boston. 

It is that the Boston of to-day is largely made up of what 
were formerly a number of distinct local communities, each 
habituated to regard its public affairs from an independent 
point of view, and sometimes in a spirit of competition and 
jealousy toward the others. The larger part of Boston, terri- 
torially considered, has till lately been so divided. Pos- 
sibly, also, the marked topographical divisions of the old 
city induced separate local interests in an unusual degree. 

There is now a habit of looking upon the proposed parks 
- of the city, each apart and independently of its relations to 
others of the system, as if it were to be of little value except 
to the people of the districts adjoining it. And this habit is 
so much evinced by intelligent and generally well-informed 
citizens that it must be supposed to be an inheritance from 
those older conditions. It presents a difficulty which should 
be contended with; for, unquestionably, if it is maintained 
and allowed influence in legislation, it will be likely to 
nullify half the value to: the city of the properties now pro- 
posed to be acquired for parks. 

For example, a site has been selected at West Roxbury for 
a large park, because of the topographical advantages for a 
particular class of park purposes which nature has there pro- 
vided. It is not uncominon to hear it referred to as if it were 
to be a special property of the West Roxbury community, 
and its chief value lie in what that community would gain 
from it. If this were just, the project would not be worthy | 
of a moment’s consideration. Moreover, if it were to be 
adopted and carried out in this limited spirit at the cost of 
the city, the people of the locality would not gain those 
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advantages from it that a wiser policy would have in view 
for them. 

A site fora park to stand by itself and be little used ex- 
cept by those living near it should be a very different one 
from that for a park designed for more general use, and es- 
pecially for a park which is to stand as one of a series. In 
the latter case the fitness of a site will largely be found in 
its adaptation to supply some form of park refreshment that 
others of the series are ill-adapted to supply or are naturally 
excluded from supplying. The qualities of a park which the 
West Roxbury site offers in generous measure at very mod- 
erate cost, could not, for example, be gained in a tenth part 
of that measure at ten times the cost on the proposed park- 
site near Chestnut Hill, —“ Brighton Park,’ —or on any 
other which the city has had under consideration. But the 
converse is equally true; the Brighton site offers features of 
great interest, ready made, which could not be as well provided 
in the West Roxbury tract by an outlay in millions. More- 
over, the attempt to introduce the more valuable qualities to 
be thus found at Brighton in the midst of those to be found 
at Roxbury, would be destructive of the latter, and any ex- 
pense incurred for the purpose in behalf of the city would be 
much worse than wasted. In one word, the aim of design 
under the policy of the city which your Commission has been 
so long trying to establish, can only wisely be to develop 
qualities in each locality which will give it a more distinctive 
and grateful interest because of the development of quite other 
distinctive qualities elsewhere. 

The accompanying map shows a series of sites which are 
now under consideration by the city government, and which 
your Commission has been authorized to purchase —if it shall 
be found possible to do so within fixed limits of price — to- 
gether with the connections which are contemplated between 
them and by which they would, should the scheme be car- 
ried out, be tied to existing city properties. 

It will be obvious at a glance, to any one having a super- 
ficial knowledge of the several localities named upon the map, 
that, if due advantage is taken of the distinctive capabilities 
of each and due respect paid to the distinctive limitations of 
each, the results to all concerned, of whatever part of the city 
resident, will be incomparably more interesting and valuable 
than they can possibly be under a policy such as seems to be 
commonly entertained of regarding each proposed park and 
parklet as an independent affair, deriving no interest from its 
relation to others, and imparting nothing of value to the in- 
terest of others. 

Regarding the natural opportunities and limitations of the 
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several localities to be named below, it will be found that 
each will, through a judicious method of improvement, be 
adapted to induce a distinct impression ; and that, in each, the 
space to be applied to this impression is sufficient for the 
purpose, yet none too large to accomplish it with a deter- 
mined avoidance of peep-show and_ theatrically scenic 
effects. While, except at West Roxbury, which is the 
one ground in the entire series to be with strict propriety 
called a park, the spaces to be taken are nowhere to be broad, 
the impressions which under judicious designing will be had 
in view are such as may be obtained within the limited scopes 
proposed. 

The following is a memorandum which may suggest to any 
one looking at “the map one or two of the more ‘distinctive 
landscape qualities of the several locations mentioned, the 
note being in each case of the briefest, and intended only to 
give a slight lead to the imagination : — 


MEMORANDUM. 


The Common, Public Garden, and Commonwealth Ave. — 
Turf, trees, water, and other natural objects unnaturally 
arranged, but not in the main unpleasingly in considera- 
tion of the stately rows of buildings and other archi- 
tectural and artificial objects with which they must stand 
associated, and the necessary thoroughfares paenne 
among them. 

Charles River Embankment. — Broad bay and river views 
with a rus-urban background seen from a stately prom- 
enade. 

Back Bay. —Scenery of a winding, brackish creek, within 
wooded banks; gaining interest from the meandering 
course of the water ; numerous points and coves softened 
in their outlines by thickets and with much delicate 
variety in tone and color through varied, and, in land- 
scape art, novel, forms of perennial and herbaceous 
growths, the picturesque elements emphasized by a few 
necessary structures strong but unobtrusive. 

Muddy River. —'The natural sequence upon slightly higher 
ground to the last in following up a fresh-water course 
bordered by passages of rushy meadow and varied 
slopes from the adjoining upland; trees in groups, di- 
versified by thickets and open glades. 

Upper Valley of Muddy River.— A chain of picturesque 
fresh-water ponds, alternating with attractive natural 
groves and meads, the uppermost of these ponds 
being — 
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Jamaica Pond, a natural sheet of water, with quiet, grace- 
ful shores, rear banks of varied elevation and con- 
tour, for the most part shaded by a fine natural forest- 
growth to be brought out overhangingly, darkening the 
water’s edge and favoring great beauty in reflections and 
flickering half-lights. At conspicuous points numerous 
well-srown pines, happily massed, and picturesquely dis- 
posed. 

The Arboretum. — (Independently of its imposed feat- 
ures.) Rocky hill-sides, partly wooded with numerous 
great trees, and a hanging-wood of hemlocks of great 
beauty. Eminences commanding distant prospects, in 

one direction seaward over the city, in the other across 
a charming country-side to blue distant hills. 

West Roxbury Park.—Complete escape from the town. 
Open country. Pastoral scenery. A lovely dale 
gently winding between low wooded slopes, giving a 
broad expanse of unbroken turf, lost in the distance 
under scattered trees. 


To the above, as constituent features of the sylvan system 
of Boston, as had in view by your Commission, are to be 
added two pieces of ground not shown in the present map ; one 
commanding a close view of the lower harbor, and a distant 
outlook over the ocean; the other having grandeur of rocks 
with extraordinary beauty of form and tinting, and such in- 
terest of forest wildness as might be looked for in the midst 
of unpeopled mountains. 


The above hint as to what may be ultimately hoped to 
result from the improvements in progress on the Back Bay, 
looks in a direction so diverse from that formerly enter- 
tained, and which seems still to be adhered to by many, that 
it will be right again to briefly characterize that undertaking, 
at present more prominently before the public than any 
other of the series. 

The leading’and only justifying purpose of the Back Bay 
Improvement, under the present design, is the abatement of a 
complicated nuisance, threatening soon to be a deadly peril 
to the whole city as a propagating and breeding-ground of 
pestilential epidemics. A second purpose is the reconcilia- 
tion of convenient means of general public communication 
through the adjoining districts of the city with the means 
taken to accomplish the first purpose. A third purpose is 
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the dressing and embellishment of the banks, basins, bridges, 
and causeways, requisite under the first and second, suitably 
to the relation in which they will stand to the adjoining 
streets, and the improvements which it is the interest of the 
city that private enterprise should be encouraged to make 
upon them. A fourth purpose is to thriftily turn to account 
whatever shall be found requisite under the first, second, and 
third, as a distinctive incident, element, and feature in a 
general scheme of sylvan improvement for the city, looking 
to the development of local variety harmonizing in one com- 
prehensive design. It may be observed that the continued 
application of the term park to an undertaking of the 
character thus indicated tends to perpetuate an unfortunate 
delusion, and to invite unjust expectations and criticisms. 

A like fourfold purpose has controlled the selection of 
ground and the plan, as shown on the map, of the projected 
Muddy River Improvement. In general design, these two 
sections of the park system are one, the only division be- 
tween the two being a concealed bar, which, in the Muddy 
River section, will permit fresh-water vegetation to be used 
along the water sides.

pense upon the city for interest or sinking fund until the city 
is in possession and enjoyment of the park lands for which 
the loan is made.

1. A petition for such legislation as may be necessary to 
provide for the appointment of one or more assistants to the 
Harbor Master. 

2. A petition for such legislation as may be necessary to 
place Inspectors of Provisions under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Health, who shall be held responsible for the proper 
performance of all duties appertaining to the inspection of 
provisions ; and also to extend the jurisdiction of the Inspec- 
tors so as to reach the source of our supply from adjoining 
towns and cities. 

3. A petition for the passage of a law defining the method 
of resigning elective or other public offices. 
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4. A petition for such changes in the statutes as will place 
the inspection of vinegar in charge of the Board of Health, 
and for such other changes as may be deemed expedient. 

5. A petition for the passage of an act conferring upon 
the City of Boston all the right, title, and interest that the 
Commonwealth has in the Charles river and Warren bridges, 
and the approaches thereto, together with authority to dis- 
continue either or both said bridges, and sell the approaches 
thereto whenever the said city may deem the same advisable. 

6. A petition for the passage of an act granting to the 
City of Boston portions of the Charles-river flats from West 
Boston bridge, extending southerly about two thousand feet, 
substantially as described and proposed in the Second Report 
of the Board of Commissioners of the Department of Parks 
for the City of Boston, for the purpose of constructing por- 
tions of the Charles-river embankment and laying out and 
using the same in accordance with the recommendations of said 
Board. 

7. A petition for such legislation as will cause the re- 
moval of the tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad Cor- 
poration from Kneeland street, between Albany and 
Lincoln streets. 

8. A petition for the passage of an act granting to the 
City of Boston portions of the Charles-river flats between 
West Boston bridge and Brighton avenue, substantially as 
described and proposed in the Second Report. of the Board 
of Commissioners of the Department of Public Parks for the 
City of Boston, for the purpose of constructing portions of 
the Charles-river embankment and laying out and using the 
same in accordance with the recommendations of said Board.

The whole length of sewers in the city, exclusive of the 
intercepting sewer, is now about 1974 miles. 

Assessments have been levied by the Board of Aldermen, 
and bills sent to the Collector, to the amount of $59,127.24. 
The Collector has received during the year, on account of 
the department, $29,390.42. 

During the year 1,678 permits have been given to con- 
struct or repair house connections, and 1,195 loads — equal 
to about 2,337 cubic yards —of sewage matter have been 
removed from the sewers. 

Annexed is the customary table of rainfall, and in con- 
nection therewith a table showing the maximum heights of 
the water in the tide-locked sewers at South End during the 
heaviest storms of the year. The column marked “Dover 
street” shows the height to which cellars between Dover 
and Dedham streets were liable to be flowed; the column 
marked “Dedham street,” the height to which cellars south 
of Dedham street were liable to be flowed.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Fire Commissioners respect- 
fully represents that, in order to meet the current expenses 
of the Fire Department for the remainder of the fiscal year, 
the sum of eight thousand ($8,000) dollars will be required 
in addition to the unexpended balance of seventy-two thou- 
sand one hundred and yhkc es dollars and sixty-eight 
cents ($72,179.68). 

Notwithstanding the rise in the price of coal, horses, hay, 
grain, and supplies, the amount originally appropriated for 
this department would have been sufficient to meet its ex- 
penses, were it not that the following sums have been paid 
during the year, but were not included in the original ap- 
propriation : — 

First. The sum of four thousand four hundred and fifty 
($4,450) dollars has been paid the Mystic Water Board, for 
hydrants and water, in the Charlestown District, — the bill 
not having been placed in the original appropriation. 

Second. The sum of three thousand ($3,000) dollars has 
been paid the widow of Thomas J. Tobey, a fireman killed in 
service, — the said amount having been paid from the ap- 
propriation for this department, by order of the City Council, 
December 3, 1881.

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Third. By order of the City Council, November 15, 
1881, the Board of Fire Commissioners were ordered to ap- 
point one (1) additional permanent man on Engine Companies 
Nos. 16, 17, 28, and 29; and, im accordance therewith, an 
assistant engineman was appointed in each of these companies, | 
at a salary of eleven hundred ($1,100) dollars per annum,— 
and to meet this additional expense no appropriation was 
made. | 

For these reasons the Board of Fire Commissioners re- 
spectfully asks that an extra appropriation of eight thousand 
($8,000) dollars be made to meet the expenses of this de- 
partment.

Ordered, That Messrs. Walsh, Lovell, and E. P. Fisk, 
with such as the Board of Aldermen may join, be a special 
committee to consider and report upon the necessity of any 
change in the laws respecting the manner of receiving, 
counting, and recounting votes for municipal officers.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider and 
report upon the necessity of any change in the laws respect- 
ing the manner of receiving, counting, and recounting votes 
for municipal officers, having attended to that duty, beg 
leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


No subject merits a more careful consideration, or is of 
greater importance to the welfare of our institutions, than 
that of an honest count of votes, —a count in which the com- 
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munity will have confidence, and which will give the true 
results of an election. 

The circumstances attending the counting and recounting 
of votes cast at the last two municipal elections serve to show 
that the present method is imperfect, and there is a wide- 
spread feeling that a change is necessary. 

It does not appear that any improvements could be made 
to the present system that would be satisfactory. The 
returns of precinct. officers have so often proved incorrect 
that but little reliance is placed upon them, and the fault is 
of a nature that cannot be rectified by legislation. 

The errors are due to several causes, but principally to the 
haste in which the votes are counted, in order to get the 
returns in as soon as possible after the polls are closed; and 
to the prohibition against removing ballots from the box 
during the day. As long as ballots are counted by officers 
wearied with their day’s labor, amidst the excitement attend- 
ing an election, and surrounded by citizens impatient for the 
results, and urging haste, it is useless to expect correct 
returns. 

The great objection to the present method of recounting 
is the delicate and unpleasant position in which the Alder- 
men are placed in acting as judges of their own election. 
The impropriety of the proceeding is obvious, yet is a duty 
imposed by law, and it is questionable whether the members 
of the Board would be justified in declining it. But it isa 
position in which no man, however honorable or high- 
minded he may be, can be placed without being open to 
criticism, and exposed to the liability of having his actions 
misconstrued and his motives impugned. 

Another objection is, that it places an onerous duty upon 
the Aldermen at a period when their other duties are suf- 
ficiently burdensome, and when their whole time should be 
given to municipal business. 

Any plan of improvement should have in view the accom- 


plishment of three things, viz. : — 


1. That, while voting shall be no less open than at present, 
fraud on the part of officers or voters shall be made more 
difficult of achievement and more easy of detection. 

2. That ballots shall be counted under such regulations as 
will make fraud in the counting difficult, and its detection 
easy, and bya system so accurate that there will be no ex- 
cuse for demanding a recount. —__ 

3. That no recount shall be allowed (except to determine 
the possibility of error in the counting of votes for executive 
officers, or where a candidate must rest for the final determi- 
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nation of his rights upon the certificate of his election) unless 
a seat is contested in a legislative body that can pass upon 
the qualifications of its own members, when a recount may 
be made, under the direction of such body to determine the 
question. 


Admitting, then, the imperfections of the present system 
and the desirability of accomplishing what has been stated, 
it remains to suggest a plan of improvement, and the fol- 
lowing is submitted, with the belief that it will meet the 
requirements : — 

A Board of Canvassers is to be appointed, composed of the 
City Clerk, the Chairman of the Board of Registrars of 
Voters, the Chairman of the Board of Assessors, ex-officiis, 
one citizen to be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the City Council, and one citizen appointed by the Governor 
and Council. This Board to have all the powers now pos- 
sessed by precinct officers and the Board of Aldermen in 
relation to conducting elections and counting ballots, with 
authority to employ such assistants as may be necessary, and 
to make all needful rules, not inconsistent with the laws of 
the Commonwealth, for the proper performance of the duties 
for which the Board is formed. 

The number of precinct officers to be reduced to three, — 
a warden, clerk, and inspector,—and their duties to be. 
restricted to receiving ballots, checking the voting lists, and 
keeping a count of the number of persons voting. 

The ballots to be taken directly from the polling-place, as 
soon as the polls are closed, to the place provided for the 
use of the Canvassing Board, which shall be so arranged 
that spectators can be admitted without interfering with the 
canvassers, and there the boxes to be opened and the ballots 
counted under the direction of the Board and in full view of 
the public. 

When the count is finished and the result declared, the 
ballots, returns, etc., to be placed in the custody of the City 
Clerk, as now required by law, and no recount to be allowed, 
except to determine the election of an executive officer, as the 
Mayor, Street Commissioner, etc., or to decide a contested 
election. Very little change would be necessary in the man- 
ner of conducting elections. The cancelling ballot-box would 
be used without the registering apparatus. In place of that 
the warden, clerk, and inspector would be furnished with 
cards, say four by seven inches in size, numbered on each 
side from one to eight hundred, in regular order of numerical 
progression, and with a certificate under the highest number 
to be filled out by the officer using it, showing the total num- 


/ 
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ber of votes cast. When the polls are opened, and the first 
voter approaches, the inspector would announce his name,in 
an audible tone, as now required; the clerk would repeat it, 
the inspector would cancel the first number on his card, and 
announce “Found one;” the clerk would check the name, 
cancel the first number on his card, and announce “ Checked 
one ;” the warden would receive the ballot, cancel the first 
number on his card, and announce “ Voted one;” and so on 
until the last ballot has been received. ach officer would 
then fill up the certificate on his card, and sign his name to it. 
These cards would be placed in an envelope, and returned to 
the canvassers with the ballots. A number of these cards 
might be furnished for the use of the representatives of the 
different political parties, and others who might wish to keep 
account of the number of persons voting. When the polls 
are closed the ballot-boxes would be sealed and delivered to 
the police-officer in attendance, to be taken to the canvassers. 
This would complete the duties of the precinct officers. 

A Canvassing Board, constituted as proposed, would be as 
far removed from the reach of improper influences as it is 
possible to conceive. The city officials upon it hold office 
by different modes of election or appointment. One (the City 
Clerk) is elected annually by the City Council in convention ; 
another (the Chairman of the Board of Registrars of Voters) 
is appointed triennially by the Mayor and Aldermen, and the 
other (the Chairman of the Board of Assessors) is elected 
triennially by concurrent vote of the City Council. One 
advantage of this is that the Board would always have ex- 
perienced members, and another that the officers are not 
dependent upon the same power for their positions in the City 
Government. Add to these, two citizens that would meet 
the approval of the Mayor and City Council and the Gov- 
ernor and Council, and a Board would be formed which 
would command the respect and confidence of the whole 
community. An objection may be made to the appointment 
by the Governor and Council of a member of the Board, on 
the ground of interference by the State with municipal affairs. 
The answer is, that it is supposed that the Board would 
be required to canvass the votes cast for State as well as 
municipal officers, and, therefore, the State has an interest 
and should be represented. 

It is safe to say that a Board thus constituted would give 
an absolutely correct return of all the ballots sent to them 
from the polls. 

Relieving the precinct officers of the drudgery of counting 
ballots, after a tedious day’s service, will, it is believed, make 
the office more attractive to citizens who are now unwilling to 
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serve under a system that requires, after the close of the 
polls, four or five hours’ continuous labor, and which exposes 
them to the mortification of having the errors committed in 
the haste and excitement of counting ballots under such 
circumstances denounced as evidence of fraud and incompe- 
tency. Better men would accept office under the new 
system, and the chances of fraud would be proportionally 
diminished. An additional safeguard against fraud is found 
in the use of the numbered card. The voice of the officer an- 
nouncing the number and the sound of the ballot-box bell 
warn all listeners that a vote is being deposited, and, as the 
box is not removed from sight until it is taken to the count- 
ing place, “stuffing” would be rendered almost impossible. 

The committee have carefully considered the proposed 
plan, and are satisfied as to its practical workings. 

There are many details in connection with it which would 
have to be left to the discretion of the Canvassing Board. 
The main thing is to secure a correct count and accurate re- 
turns, and with the belief that this can be done by the pro- 
posed method, the committee recommend it to the favorable 
consideration of the City Council. As the subject is now 
under consideration by a committee of the Legislature, your 
committee respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying order.

Chairman of the Board of Registrars of Voters, the Chair- 
man of the Board of Assessors and two citizens, one to be 
appointed by the Mayor and City Council, and the other by 
the Governor and Council; said Board to be invested with 
all the powers in relation to the conduct of elections and the 
counting and return of votes that are now vested in the 
Board of Aldermen and election officers.

The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of Richard Roach, contesting the seat of Daniel 
McLaughlin, a member of the Common Council from Ward 
7, and asking that the ballots cast in Ward 7 at the last 
Municipal Election be recounted, beg leave to report that 
they have counted the ballots as desired, and find that Daniel 
McLaughlin, the sitting member, is entitled to his seat, — 
he having received 589 votes against 542 votes received by 
Richard Roach. They, therefore, recommend that the 
petitioner have leave to withdraw. A comparative statement 
of the Ward 7 election returns and results of the recount by 
the Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1881, and this 
Committee, is appended hereto.

To the Honorable City Council: — 


An ordinance of 1878 (Doc. No. 23) provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing “shall annually submit to the City 
Council a report of the amount of printing, binding, stock 
and stationery, done for or supplied to each department of 
the city government, and the cost thereof, and generally of 
all matters transacted under his superintendence.” 

In conformity with this ordinance this report is respect- 
fully submitted. The statistics are made up for the year 
ending with the Auditor’s draft of February 1, 1882, sub- 
stantially representing the last municipal year, this date 
completing ten and one-half years since the establishment of 
this office, August 1, 1871.

The above summary shows a large decrease the last year, 
compared with the average of ten and a half years, with the 
exception of stationery. A still larger decrease is shown in 
the comparison with last year, at the foot of the table annexed. 
The exception of stationery is due to the addition of postals » 
to that account ; which is explained in the last part of note (@) 
on page 6. 

The comparative expenditures, for the above-stated objects, 
for the year preceding the establishment of this office, as 
stated in my second report (Doc. 100, 1872), were as fol-

—together with a total gain of the increase in quantities 
procured for the money during the last ten years, which 
includes the annexation of Charlestown, West Roxbury and 
Brighton, the establishment of all the District Courts, and 
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the use of this office by other Courts, and the more complete 
supply of County offices and the several departments. 

Former reports have treated of topics of recurring inter- 
est, and reference is made thereto: First report, Feb., 1872, 
Doc. 25; second, Sept., 1872, Doc. 100; third, Sept., 1873, 
Doc. 114; fourth, Feb., 1875, Doc. 26; fifth, Aug., 1876, 
Doc. 82; sixth, Feb. 1878, Doc. 31; seventh, Feb., 1879, 
Doc. 17; eighth, Feb., 1880, Doc. 21; ninth, Feb., 1881, 
Doc. 22. 

Messrs. Rockwell & Churchill, the present contractors for 
the city printing, continue to give uniform satisfaction. The 
portion of the work done at Deer Island has also been gen- 
erally satisfactory. 

For the East Boston Ferries, during the ete year, there 
have been sorted, counted and packed, under the Superin- 
tendent’s supervision, 7,156,280 foot-passes, and 489,468 
team and carriage tickets, with a close approximation to 
perfect accuracy between the supply of patent stock from the 
mill and delivery to the Ferry department. 

In Note a, of the table annexed, are items of the cost of 
publishing and supplying in volumes the Reports of the City 
Council Proceedings. This system commenced in July, 1868, 
and has been annually continued, by contract, with the pro- 
prietors of the Boston Transcript until July 1 last, subse- 
quently with the proprietors of the Traveller. “The contract 
runs for one year from July 1, annually; the present year 
‘at a consideration of $5,000 to the Traveller Company. 
The index and binding in volumes are done under supervision 
of this office, and are not included in the contract. An order 
passed by the City Council provides for a consolidated index 
of the twelve volumes preceding 1880, under direction of 
the Clerk of Committees. 

The annexed table shows, in a concise form, the aggregate 
of the business of this office with the several departments 
and appropriation accounts of the city, during the last year.

No computation is made of the cost of stock used for each separate requisition for the 
Printing Appropriation, but the actual cost to that appropriation is stated in gross, in 
the above item of $1,450.54, which does not appear in the preceding table. The 
Postal account also merges with Stock account, collections from other appropriations 
being made with collections for Stock on stock bills. Practically the item of $1,244.70 
for postals combines with the item of $1,450.54 for Stock, making a total of 
$2,695.24 for postals and stock together consumed at the expense of the Printing 
appropriation. Other Postals are supplied by stationers on stationery requisitions. 

No pamphlet binding is included in the column for binding, it being comprised in 
the column for printing. 

(6) The items for City Documents include the cost (in part) of the Seventh Report, 
and reprints of First and Second Reports of the Record Commissioners, amounting to 
$1,847.47 (exclusive of $321.42 for stock). 

(c) An item for binding for the Public Library appears annually in the Auditor’s 
Report, not connected with this department. In the Auditor’s last Report, page 299, 
this item is $18,387.05. 

(d) Printing, stock, and stationery for the School Department are not supplied by 
this Department. The bills for printing are examined by the Superintendent of Print- 
ing, and the amount so examined is stated in the table. In the Auditor’s last Annual 
Report, page 299, the amount for printing, including paper and binding, is $7,246.69 
and for Stationery, $12.868.27.

The petitioner and sitting member appeared before your 
committee with counsel, and the petitioner contended that 
the ballots bearing the name of Frederick Blieler, Frederic 
Kk. Bleiler, Fred. Bleiler, and F. Bleir should be counted for 
him. If they should be so counted it appears that Mr. 
Bleiler, the petitioner, has a majority of three votes over Mr. 
Rogers the sitting member, allowing to the latter all the 
above ballots bearing the name of Rogers. If they should 
not be so counted, the sitting member has a majority of, at 
least, fifty-two votes over the petitioner. 

By Section .24 of the City Charter, authority is given to 
the Board of Aldermen, Common Council, and School Com- 
mittee to decide upon all questions relative to the qualifica- 
tions, elections, and returns of their respective members. 
Your committee, constituted as it is from this Council, has, 
for purposes of investigation into such questions, the 
powers which are vested in the Common Council. It 
needs, therefore, no extended argument on the part of 
your committee to support the already firmly established 
principle of law that, in a case such as is now presented, 
where the doubtful ballots show an intention on the part of 
the voter to vote for some person, your committee are 
entitled to have those ballots explained, and for this purpose 
to take into consideration the circumstances surrounding the 
election, in order, if possible, to ascertain for what person 
the names appearing on the ballots were intended. But, 
while the above statement is true, it must be accepted with 
this qualification, that such evidence must be accepted for 
purposes of explanation only, and not to contradict the 
ballots, or render them of no effect. This is the doctrine 
laid down in many authorities, of which the undersigned 
present the following : — 

McKenzie v. Braxton, in the House of Representatives of 
the Forty-second Congress, cited in McCrary on Elections, 
§ 396; Attorney-General v. Ely, 4 Wis., 430; People v. 
Ferguson, 8 Cowen, 102; People v. Cook, 14 Barb, 259 ; 
8 N.Y., 67; People v. Pease, 27 N.Y., 64; Chapman v. 
Ferguson, 1 Bartlett, 267; Mass. Sen. Doc. No. 3 of the year 
1840; Mass. Sen. Doc. No. 4 of the year 1843 ; Mass. House 
Doc. No. 64 of the year 1867; Mass. House Doc. No. 46 of 
the year 1875. 

Among other facts in evidence in this case the following 
appeared: That the petitioner and the sitting member were 
respectively the Republican and Democratic candidates for 
the position of Common Councilman from Ward 22, and no 
other candidates were brought forward in said ward for said 
position; that there was no person in the ward bearing the 
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name of Frederic K. Bleiler; that the only other persons in 
the ward by name of Bleiler, who had the given name of 
Frederick, were the father and minor son of the petitioner, 
neither of whom had the middle initial K; that the father 
was an old man and unknown in politics in said ward, while 
the petitioner had been formerly, in the years 1873 and 
1874, a member of the Common Council; that the petitioner 
always spelt his name Frederick with a final k; that he 
was familiarly known in said ward as Fred. Bleiler; that 
some ballots were printed and distributed on the day of the 
election by the friends of the petitioner, upon which ap- 
peared the name of Frederick Blieler ; that these ballots were 
discovered early in the day, and were withdrawn. 

Under these circumstances it is the opinion of the under- 
signed, who are a majority of your committee, that the 
ballots upon which appear the name of Frederic K. Bleiler, 
Fred. Bleiler, Frederick Blieler, and F. Bleir, ought to be 
counted for the petitioner. In this view of the case they 
are supported by the allowance of similar ballots to the 
candidates in dispute in the authorities already referred to, and 
by the precedents in this Council, to the following of which, 
as being directly in point, reference is made : Petition of John 
KE. Fitzgerald and others, reported in City Council minutes 
of 1872, pp. 16, 17; Shunk v. Wilbur, reported in City 
Council minutes of 1875, p. 6; Petition of John McBarron, 
reported in City Council minutes of 1876, p. 18. The 
undersigned would, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
adoption of the following preamble and resolution : —

GENERAL ORDERS 


OF THE

In Common Councin, Feb. 9, 1882. 


Ordered, That the following orders be, and they hereby are, 
enacted as General Orders of the City Council, to remain 
in force during the present municipal year, unless repealed or 
amended : — 


Order No. 1. 


Every joint standing committee of this city council, al- 
ready or hereafter appointed or elected, shall for the current 
municipal year have the general management and super- 
vision of the department to which it has been assigned, sub- 
ject in all respects to the special instructions of the city 
council, and to the provisions of all statutes and lawful 
ordinances now in force or which may be enacted. 


' Order No. 2. 


Every joint standing committee shall hold stated meet- 
ings, records of which shall be kept by the clerk of com- 
mittees, or other suitable persons, which records shall be 
open to the inspection of his honor the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the city council. A majority of the whole number 
of members of each committee shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. 
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With the exception of the committee on finance, of which 
the mayor shall be chairman, the member of the board of 
aldermen first named on every joint committee shall be its 
chairman; and in case of his resignation or inability, the 
other members of the same board, in the order in which 
they are named, and after them the member of the common 
council first named, shall call meetings of the committee, 
and act as chairman. 

The representatives of the two branches of the city coun- 
cil on joint committee shall not act by separate consultations. 
No meeting of any committee shall be called upon less 
notice than twenty-four hours without the consent of all the 
members thereof. [See present Joint Rules. | 


Order No. 3. 


No board nor committee of the city government shall 
expend, in any financial year, more money than the amount 
specified therefor in the general appropriation order, and its 
expenditures shall be duly apportioned to the needs of the 
whole year; but it shall not be necessary to adhere to the 
subdivisions of the annual estimates for each department, 
provided the total be not exceeded. 

Whenever any department requires a sum in excess of 
its appropriation, it shall first furnish to the city council a 
printed statement of its disbursements of said appropriation. 
No appropriation of such sums shall be made until the appli- 
cation has been referred to and reported upon by the committee 
on finance ; in case of approval that committee shall report 
an order providing the means, by transfer from some other 
appropriation or by loan, which order shall require for its 
passage the vote of at least eight aldermen and forty-eight 
councilmen in the affirmative, taken by yeas and nays. [See 
Ordinances of 1876, p. 208. ] 


Order No. 4. 


Any joint standing or special committee may, unless other- 
wise provided, expend from the appropriation of which, by 
ordinance or order of the city council, it has charge, an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars for any one 
object or purpose. 

Any joint standing committee not in charge of an appro- 
priation may expend the like sum for any one object or 
purpose connected with the proper discharge of its duties, 
which expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
incidental expenditures for the current year. [See Joint 
Rules, No. 6.] 
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Order No. 5. 


Every committee in charge of a department, unless other- 
wise provided by statute or ordinance, shall be responsible 
for all purchases of materials or supplies for the said depart- 
ment; and it may also dispose, by sale or exchange, of all 
surplus materials or supplies. 


Order No. 6. 


Every committee in charge of a department shall annu- 
ally, on or before the tenth day of December, present to 
the city council a written report of the transactions of such 
department for the preceding year, unless the council shall 
have directed the same to be submitted in print; and the 
heads of departments shall furnish such reports to said com- 
mittees. Every department not in charge of a committee 
shall transmit a similar report, on or before the tenth day 
of December, to the city clerk, who shall present it to the 
board of aldermen. 


Order No. 7. 


Section 1. In addition to, or in restraint of, the general 
powers granted to the various joint standing committes, by 
section one of these joint orders, the following provisions 
shall apply to the committees named : — 

Secr. 2. The joint committee on the assessors’ depart- 
ment shall fix the amount of compensation to be paid the 
clerks appointed by the assessors, and the number of such 
clerks. The said committee shall recommend to the city 
council suitable persons for the office of assessors of taxes 
and assistant assessors of taxes. [Ord. p. 856. ] 

Sect. 3. The committee on claims shall have full power 
and authority to investigate all claims against the city, ex- 
cept for damages on account of the laying out and widening 
streets, the change of grade of streets, and the abatement = 
nuisances by the board of health; and may take such steps, 
in consultation with the city solicitor, as they deem expe- 
dient for the defence of the city in suits at law for the 
recovery of any alleged claim against the city. Said com- 
mittee are also authorized, with the approval of the mayor, 
to settle and adjust any such claim which does not exceed in 
amount the sum of five hundred dollars. [Ord. p. 201. ] 

Sror. 4.- The committee on sanitary affairs shall have 
control of all the expenditures on account of the city teams, 
the city stables, the cleaning of cesspools and streets, the col- 
lection of ashes and offal, and the employment of laborers 
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required therefor; provided, that the work of cleaning the 
cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and offal, and 
all contracts therefor, shall be performed in a manner en- 
tirely satisfactory to the board of health; and all contracts 
for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the board of health. The 
committee on sanitary affairs shall also have charge of such 
matters relating to the board of health as are within the 
powers of the city council. [Ord. § 3, p. 404. ] 

Secor. 5. All contracts for wood, bark, coal, and other 
fuel for the use of the city, in each and every one of its 
respective branches and departments, as well for the use of 
the public schools and primary schools, as for all other pub- 
lic buildings and offices, excepting the several institutions at 
South Boston and Deer Island, and the city hospital, shall 
be made by the committee on fuel, in accordance with the 
joint orders on that subject. The contract so made shall 
provide for the delivery of such wood, bark, coal, and other 
fuel, at such different times and in such places as may be re- 
quired by the superintendent of public buildings during the 
year; and such contract shall be made annually, between 
the months of May and September. [Ord. p. 343.] 

Secor. 6. The committee on legislative matters shall, un- 
less otherwise ordered, be authorized to appear before com- 
mittees of the general court and represent the interests of 
the city ; provided, said committee shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. It shall report in 
print to the city council all bills, resolves, and petitions pre- 

sented to the legislature in behalf of the city of Boston, or 
any department “thereof. ° Such printed report shall be made 
at the next meeting of either branch after such application is 
made, or earlier, at the discretion of said committee. [Joint 
Rules, §§ 3 and 4. | 

Srecr. 7. The committee on ordinances shall appoint an- 
nually, upon the nomination of the city solicitor, made within 
sixty days after his election, a city conveyancer and two 
assistant conveyancers, and also three assistant city solici- 
tors, whose position relative to each other shall be defined at 
the time of their appointment. In case the city solicitor 
shall decline or neglect to fill any vacancy in the foregoing 
offices, for the space of sixty days after he has the power so 
to do, the committee on ordinances may fill such vacancies. 
[Ord. Supp. ] 

Secor. 8. Whenever, in the opinion of the committee on 
ordinances, additional assistance is temporarily required in 
the law department, the said committee may, by a vote of a 
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majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel, and fix 
the compensation therefor ; provided, however, that no amount 
exceeding three thousand dollars in one year shall be so ex- 
pended, unless the consent of the city council has been first 
obtained. [Ord. Supp. ] 

Secor. 9. On the second Monday of each month the 
committee on the overseers of the poor shall examine all 
their books and ascertain whether the same have been kept 
in conformity with the provisions hereof, whether all pay- 
ments and expenditures for the month ending on the last 
Monday of the preceding month have been legally made and 
are properly vouched, and whether relief and assistance have 
been legally granted or refused. At least twice in each 
year, once in the month of January, and once in the month 
of June, said committee shall examine and investigate the 
condition and investment of all property intrusted to, and 
deposited with, the overseers. And if, on any of such exami- 
nations, it appears: that any payment or expenditure has 
been illegally made, or is not properly vouched, or that any 
assistance or relief has been illegally granted or refused, or 
that due care is not taken in regard to the management, 
preservation, or investment of said property, or that all said 
books are not properly kept, according to the provisions 
hereof, said committee shall thereupon report the same to 
the city councilfor their action, and may make such reports 
and suggestions upon any matter as they shall deem 
expedient. [Ord. p. 556. ] 

Sec. 10. The joint standing committee on the harbor 
shall suggest such measures, and do and perform such acts, 
as they may from time to time deem necessary for the pres- 
ervation of Boston harbor and the security of the rights and 
interests of the city therein; provided, that no expense 
shall be incurred exceeding the appropriations previously 
made by the city council for these purposes. [Ord. p. 366. | 

Sect. 11. The committee on printing shall contract for 
the city printing, see that the work performed, and the ma- 
terials provided, are in conformity with the terms of the 
contract, and approve all bills for printing. [All contracts 
for city printing shall be approved and signed by the mayor. | 
[Ord. p. 624. ] 

Secor. 12. The joint standing committee of the city coun- 
cil on printing shall, except when otherwise specially 
ordered by the city council, designate the number of public 
documents, books, or pamphlets, the printing of which for 
the use of the city council has been or may be, from time to 
time, duly authorized. And the city messenger shall, sub- 
ject to such rules and regulations as the said committee may 
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adopt, have the care, custody, and distribution of said doc- 
uments, books, and pamphlets; provided, that said com- 
mittee may authorize the sale, at an approximate cost price, 
of any surplus bound copies of any of such documents, 
books, or pamphlets. All documents, books, or pamphlets 
printed for the use and at the expense of the several execu- 
tive departments of the city government shall be under the 
care and control of the heads of the departments for which 
they are printed, subject, however, at all times, to the control 
of the city council. [Ord. p. 624. ] 

Sect. 13. The joint standing committee of the city 
council on printing are hereby empowered to establish, in 
the city hall, a municipal library, to be designated the City 
Hall Reference Library ; to have placed therein a copy of 
the several publications issued by the city, or any board or 
department thereof, and any copies of publications presented 
to the city of Boston from other sources; and they may 
purchase, or authorize the purchase, of other publications 
for the library, and they may remove or authorize the 
removal from the library and the disposal of any publications 
considered useless in the collection at any time; and they 
shall make all needful rules and regulations applicable to 
the library. The city messenger shall have the care of the 
library established as herein provided, subject to such rules 
and regulations respecting the same as the said committee 
. may adopt ; and all expenses incurred under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be char ged to the appropriation for 
printing. [Ord. p. 966.] 

Sect. 14. The committee on public buildings shall have 
the care and custody of all the school-houses and other build- 
ings belonging to the city. They may lease for a term, not 
exceeding three years, any buildings belonging to the city, 
and such lease shall be signed by the mayor; provided, how- 
ever, that if the annual rent exceed five thousand dollars, the 
lease shall first be approved by vote of the city council. 
A list of all such leases and of all leases to the city shall be 
included in the annual report of this department. [Ord. p. 
130. 

cor 15. The said committee shall have charge of every 
purchase or sale of lands or buildings, and every erection, 
alteration, or repair of a building for city purposes or account, 
whenever such is ordered by the city council, unless it is 
otherwise specified in the vote therefor, and excepting prop- 
erty in charge of other committees or departments. The 
said committee shall have charge of the city architect’s 
office. [Ord. pp. 180, 132, 187. ] 
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Srot. 16. The said committee shall assign suitable rooms, 
either in the city hall, or in such other buildings as the city 
may provide, for all departments of the city government, 
except whereother provision is made by statute or ordinance ; 
they shall also provide the necessary furniture and fixtures for 
said rooms. [Ord. pp. 148-4.] | 

Snot. 17. The committee on public lands shall have the 
care and management of the public lands belonging to the 
city, so far as relates to the improvement or lease of the 
same, for a term not exceeding three years. [Ord. p. 504. | 

SeotT. 18. The said committee are authorized to lay out 
and make such streets, passage-ways, and squares, on the 
public lands, and to make such alterations in the lots, as 
they may deem expedient, subject to the approval of the 
city council. [Ord. p. 504. ] 

SreotT. 19. ‘The committee on salaries shall report to the 
city council, in February or March, orders establishing the 
salaries of the several city officers, not already fixed by ordi- 
nance, for the ensuing year; and the report of said commit- 
tee shall designate particularly the changes, if any, proposed 
in said salaries. : 

Sect. 20. The committee on accounts shall direct the 
auditor as to the manner in which the books, records, and 
papers belonging to his department shall be kept, and the 
mode in which all bills and accounts against the city shall be 
certified or vouched; and, at least once in every month, 
examine, and, if it sees fit, pass all bills and accounts against 
the city which have been certified to and allowed by the 
auditor. [Ord. p. 311.] 

Secor. 21. The committee on finance shall, under the 
direction of the city council, negotiate all loans made on 
account of the city, and consider and report on all subjects 
relating to the finances of the city. [Ord. p. 314. ] 

Sect. 22. The committee on the treasury shall examine, 

audit, and settle the accounts of the city and county treasurer 
and city collector for the preceding financial year; and said 
committee shall not only compare said accounts with the 
vouchers thereof, but shall ascertain whether all sums due to 
‘the city have been collected and accounted for; they shall 
also examine the bonds of city officers, and the notes, bonds, 
and other securities belonging to the city, and make a full 
and particular report of their proceedings to the city council. 
[Ord. p. 815.] 

Secor. 23. The committee on the treasury are authorized 
to direct the cancellation of such claims as shall have been 
placed in the hands of the city solicitor for collection, in con- 
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‘formity with statute or ordinance, and which have been 
reported by him, in writing, «s uncollectible by legal process. 


Order No. 8. 


Section 1. No board, nor committee in charge of any de- 
partment, shall make any contract to continue longer than 
the current year, unless it is expressly authorized by vote of 
the city council. In case the amount of the estimated ex- 
penditure under a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, 
reasonable notice shall be given by advertisements therefor 
published in the daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if 
necessary. [Ord. p. 935. ] 

Sror. 2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any 
work to be done for the city, or for any materials, to be fur- 
nished, are made, the persons in charge of the work to be 
done shall cause suitable plans and specifications, and sched- 
ules of materials, to be prepared. [Ord. p. 936: |] 

Secor. 8. Every proposal for a contract exceeding three 
thousand dollars shall be accompanied by a suitable bond for 
the performance of the same, if accepted, or by the deposit 
of money or security to the amount of such bond. No pro- 
posal shall be accepted from or for any person who shall 
have broken a contract with the city during the three years 
preceding. [Ord. p. 936. ] 

Srecr. 4. No proposal shall be received by any committee 
or board from any person offering to contract for such work, 
unless the same is sealed. All proposals shall be publicly 
opened at the hour and place designated in the advertise- 
ment, if any be specified. If any such proposals shall be 
offered by persons who, in the judgment of the said commit- 
tee or board, shall be incompetent to perform their contracts 
ina workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in respect to their 
means of faithfully executing the same, such proposal may be 
rejected, notwithstanding the same be at a lower rate than 
other proposals offered for the same work. [Ord. p. 937.] 

Srot. 5. In such cases where the amount of any contract 
shall exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract 
shall be in writing, and signed on the part of the city by the 
chairman of the committee or board making. the same; and 
after being signed by the parties no such contract shall be 
altered in any particular without the consent of two-thirds of 
the board or committee. [Ord. pp. 131-2.] 

Secr. 6. Every contract made in behalf of the city, under 
this order, shall provide that in case of any alteration, so

city council, and the payments thereunder are not intended 
to be made from the appropriations for the current financial 
year, it shall be first referred to the committee on finance to 
report what measures shall be taken for the payments as 
they become due. 

Secor. 8. In every contract entered into on behalf of the 
city, and involving the employment of mechanics or labor- 
ers by the contractor, a provision shall be inserted to the 
effect that the committee, board, or other authority making 
such contract, may, if it deems it expedient to do so, retain 
out of any amounts due to such contractor sums sufficient to 
cover any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers for work 
or labor performed under such contract ; provided, that no- 
tice in writing of such claims, signed by the claimants, shall 
have been previously filed in the office of the city clerk.

Order No. 9. 


Section 1. There shall be elected by the mayor, alder- 
men, and common council in convention, in the month of 
January, a city clerk. At such time as may be convenient 
there shall be elected, by concurrent vote of both branches 
of the city council, a city treasurer, city collector, and a 
city auditor. 

Secr. 2. There shall be also elected, on or before the 
first day of April, by concurrent vote of both branches of

There shall be nominated, before the first day 
of April, by his honor the mayor, subject to the confirma- 
tion of each branch of the city council, in such manner as it

One commissioner of the fire department. 
One commissioner of the police department. 
One health commissioner. 
One park commissioner. 
One member of the Boston water board. 

Each to hold office for the term of three years. 
One trustee of the public library. 
One trustee of the city hospital. 

Each to hold office for the term of five years. 


Srot. 4. There shall be elected, by concurrent vote, 
after nomination, in the manner prescribed by section 2 of 
this order, annually : — 


One alderman and one member of the common council, 
to be trustees of the public library. 

One alderman and one member of the common council, 
to be trustees of the city hospital. 

One alderman and two members of the common coun- 
cil, to be directors of public institutions.

1The following act will explain the legal tenure of office of all persons elected 
annually. It is Chapter 229 of the Acts of 1881 :— 


AN ACT RELATING TO ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


SECTION 1. The City Council of Boston may pass ordinances prescribing the 
duties, and fixing the compensation of officers for whose appointment or election they 
are now or may hereafter be authorized to provide; and every such officer, unless 
otherwise provided by statute, may be empowered by ordinance to hold office for one 
year, from the day in the year of his election or appointment fixed by ordinance, and 
until his successor shall be elected or appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed 
by concurrent vote of each branch of the City Council. 

Srct. 2. The ordinances of said city, so far as they provide for a term of ‘office 
longer than one year for members of the Board of Health and of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, are hereby confirmed, and the persons now acting under said ordi- 
nances as members of said Boards shall severally hold their offices, and have the 
powers and duties thereof until their successors are qualified. 

Snot. 3. The enacting style and method of publishing the ordinances of said city 
shall be such as the city shall by ordinance prescribe. 

Szct. 4. All fines and penalties for the breach of any ordinance of said city shall 
be paid into the treasury for the use of said city, unless otherwise provided by statute 
or ordinance. 

Srcot. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved April 30, 1881.] :

One superintendent each of the following bridges : —

Broadway bridge. 

Charles-river bridge. 

Warren bridge. 

Malden bridge.

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The petitioner and sitting member appeared before your 
committee with counsel, and the petitioner contended that 
the ballots bearing the name of Frederick Blieler, Frederic 
K. Bleiler, Fred. Bleiler, and F. Bleir should be counted for 
him. If they should be so counted it appears that Mr. 
Bleiler, the petitioner, has a majority of three votes over Mr. 
Rogers, the sitting member, allowing to the latter all the 
above ballots bearing the name of Rogers. If they should 
not be so counted, the sitting member has a majority of, at 
least, fifty-two votes over the petitioner. 

By Section 24 of the City Charter, authority is given to 
the Board of Aldermen, Common Council, and School Com- 
mittee to decide upon: all questions relative to the qualifica- 
tions, elections, and returns of their respective members. 
Your committee, constituted as it is from this Council, has, 
for purposes of investigation into such questions, the_ 
powers which are vested in the Common Council. It 
needs, therefore, no extended argument on the part of 
your committee to support the already firmly established 
principle of law that, in a case such as is now presented, 
where the doubtful ballots show an intention on the part of 
the voter to vote for some person, your committee are 
entitled to have those ballots explained, and for this purpose 
to take into consideration the circumstances surrounding the 
election, in order, if possible, to ascertain for what person 
_the names appearing on the ballots were intended. But, 
while the above statement is true, it must be accepted with 
this qualification, that such evidence must be accepted for 
purposes of explanation only, and not to contradict the 
ballots, or render them of no effect. This is the doctrine 
laid down in many authorities, of which the undersigned 
present the following : — 

McKenzie v. Braxton, in the House of Representatives of 
the Forty-second Congress, cited in McCrary on Elections, 
§ 396; Attorney-General v. Ely, 4 Wis., 430; People v. 
Ferguson, 8 Cowen, 102; People v. Cook, 14 Barb., 259; 
8 N.Y., 67; People v. Pease, 27 N.Y., 64; Chapman v. 
Ferguson, 1 Bartlett, 267 ; Mass. Sen. Doc. No. 3 of the year 
1840; Mass. Sen. Doe. No. 4 of the year 1843 ; Mass. House 
Doc. No. 64 of the year 1867; Mass. House Doc. No. 46 of 
the year 1875. 

Among other facts in evidence in this case the following 
appeared: That the petitioner and the sitting member were 
respectively the Republican and Democratic candidates for 
the position of Common Councilman from Ward 22, and no 
other candidates were brought forward in said ward for said 
position ; that there was no person in the ward bearing the 
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name of Frederic K. Bleiler; that the only other persons in 
the ward by name of Bleiler, who had the given name of 
Frederick, were the father and minor son of the petitioner, 
neither of whom had the middle initial K; that the father 
was an old man and unknown in politics in said ward, while 
the petitioner had been formerly, in the years 1873 and 
1874, a member of the Common Council; that the petitioner 
always spelt his name Frederick with a final k; that he 
was familiarly known in said ward as Fred. Bleiler; that 
some ballots were printed and distributed on the day of the 
election by the friends of the petitioner, upon which ap- 
peared the name of Frederick Blieler ; that these ballots were 
discovered early in the day, and were withdrawn. 

Under these circumstances, it is the opinion of the under- 
signed, who are a majority of your committee, that the 
ballots upon which appear the name of Frederic K. Bleiler, 
Fred. Bleiler, Frederick Blieler, and F. Bleir, ought to be 
counted for the petitioner. In this view of the case they 
are supported by the allowance of similar ballots to the 
candidates in dispute in the authorities already referred to, and 
by the precedents in this Council, to the following of which, 
as being directly in point, reference is made: Petition of John 
EK. Fitzgerald and others, reported in City Council minutes 
of 1872, pp. 16,17; Shunk v. Wilbur, reported in City 
Council minutes of 1875, p. 6; petition of John McBarron, 
reported in City Council minutes of 1876, p. 18. The 
undersigned would, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
adoption of the following preamble and resolution.

Whereas, It appears from an inspection of the ballots 
cast at the last municipal election in Ward 22, that Fred- 
erick Bleiler was elected a member of the Common Council 
instead of Abraham T. Rogers, who received a certificate of 
election ; 

Resolved, That Frederick Bleiler is entitled to the seat in 
this Council now occupied by Abraham T. Rogers. 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned respectfully dissents from the views 
expressed in the foregoing report of the majority, believing 
that Abraham T. Rogers, the sitting member, is entitled to 
the seat he occupies, he having received a larger number of 
votes, in the opinion of the undersigned, than Frederick 
Bleiler, the contestant. 

The undersigned believes that the ballots enumerated in 
the report of the majority, wherein the names of the 
candidates were incorrectly spelled, cannot be properly or 
legally counted for said candidates, and he is sustained in 
this view by the opinion of our late Corporation Counsel, 
given to a Committee of the Aldermen in 1881, by whom the 
ballots in this particular case were canvassed. 

The undersigned therefore respectfully recommends that 
the contestant, Frederick Bleiler, have leave to withdraw.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE PURCHASE OF FUEL FOR 
THE USE OF THE CITY. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. All contracts for fuel for the use of the city 
in each and every one of its respective branches and depart- 
ments, excepting the several institutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island and the City Hospital, shall be made annually, 
between the months of May and September, by a joint stand- 
ing committee of the City Council. Said committee shall 
advertise, in the public newspapers in which the ordinances 
of the city are printed, for sealed proposals for furnishing 
said fuel at least one week before making any contract for 
the same. Said proposals shall contain separately and dis- 
tinctly the terms for which each particular description of fuel 
will be furnished, and shall provide for the delivery of such 
fuel at such times and in such places as the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings may require. 

Sect. 2. All fuel contracted for shall, before delivery, 
be weighed or measured by a sworn weigher or measurer, 
designated for that purpose by the said committee; and said 
weigher or measurer shall give certificates for said fuel as the 
same is delivered. All bills, before payment thereof, shall 
be examined and certified to by the chairman of said com- 
mittee, and no bill shall be allowed unless accompanied by 
said certificate, and by a receipt of the delivery. 

_ Sect. 38. The ordinance in relation to fuel, printed on 
pages 343 and 344 of the edition of Statutes any Ordinances 
for 1876, is hereby repealed.

UNFINISHED BUSINKSS. 


In Common Councit, February 16, 1882. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was referred among the unfinished business of last year an 
Ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation to the ordinances 
adopted A.D. 1876, and subsequent ordinances, having con- 
sidered the subject, beg leave to report as follows : — 

The ordinance is intended to repeal an ordinance passed 
last year, which purported to transfer from the Police Com- 
missioners to the Board of Aldermen the power to license 
and regulate public amusements. 

The statute establishing a Board of Police Commissioners | 
in Boston (Chapter 244, Acts of 1878) authorized the City 
Council to empower said Commissioners to exercise all or any 
of the powers conferred upon the Board of Aldermen by 
statute in relation to licensing, regulating, and restraining 
theatrical exhibitions, public shows, and public amusements. 

By Section 10 of the Ordinance in relation to Police, passed 
July 31, 1878, the Commissioners were authorized and 
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empowered to exercise such OMS and did so until March, 
1881. 

On the 7th of March, 1881, an ordinance was adopted by 
the Board of Aldermen, which was intended to take away 
from the Police Commissioners the power to license and reg- 
ulate amusements that had been conferred by the ordinance 
of 1878, and the Common Council concurred in the passage 
of this ordinance on the 10th of March, 1881. 

While the matter was pending before the Common Coun- 
cil, the opinion of the late Corporation Council was asked in 
regard to it; and he stated that the City Council had ex- 
hausted its powers in the premises, and could not revoke the 
authority conferred upon the Police Commissioners. (See 
Proceedings of the City Council, 1881, page 122.) 

The ordinance was passed, however, by the Common Coun- 
cil, as before stated, and was submitted to the Mayor, for 
approval, March 12, 1881.. He returned it to the City Clerk, 
without approval or objection, on April 4th; and it, there- 
fore, took effect on March 22, 1881. 

Soon after the conflagration at the Ring Theatre, Vienna, 
inquiry was made as to who would be responsible in case of 
a similar disaster here, and the Police Commissioners found 
that the responsibility would rest upon them. They there- 
fore reassumed their proper functions, required the proprie- 
tors of places of amusements to take licenses from them, and 
have continued to exercise the powers given by the ordinance 
of 1878 up to the present time. 

The Committee on Licenses of 1881, becoming satisfied that 
they had no official rights in the premises, voted to recom- 
mend the repeal of the ordinance of March 22, 1881, and to 
that end offered the ordinance which was referred to your 
committee. It passed the Board of Aldermen, but was 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances by the Common 
Council too late in the year to be considered by last year’s 
committee. Hence it came over as unfinished business. 

Your committee find that the ordinance is properly drawn, 
and respectfully recommend its passage.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
PRINTING AND STATIONERY. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


SEcTION 1. Section 6 of the ordinance relating to print- 
ing, as printed on page 626 of the Statutes and Ordinances, 
edition of 1876, is hereby amended by the addition of the 
following thereto: “No writing-inks shall be supplied 
but those of standard quality, approved by the Committee on 
Printing.” 

SECTION 2. Section 4 of the ordinance relating to 
printing, as printed on page 77 of the supplement to the 
Statutes and Ordinances, is hereby amended by the addition 
of the following thereto, relating to the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Printing : “also comprising a statement, as 
far as practicable, of the kinds of writing-paper and writing- 
ink used in making and keeping the permanent record 
books in the several departments and county offices.”

At a meeting of the Committee, June 18th, the order relating to 
ink was referred to the Superintendent of Printing to consider, 
and report upon to the Committee; and the Superintendent now 
presents the following 


REPORT: , 


The ordinance relating to printing provides as follows: in 
Section 6, ‘‘ The superintendent shall purchase, under the direction 
of the Committee on Printing, all the stationery required for the 
City Council and the several departments of the city government ;” 
and in Section 7, ‘‘ The superintendent shall furnish, upon the 
requisition of any properly qualified officer of the City Council, 
or department of the city government, such stationery as may be 
required for the office from which such requisition is sent.” 

As the ordinance covers the first part of the order, and as the 
order would probably die with the year, while the ordinance 
would probably be continued by subsequent city governments, it 
only remains to consider the last part of the order, providing for 
the supply of ‘* none but standard qualities, and brands approved 
by the Committee on Printing.” 


REPORT ON Writinc—InKs. 3 


As a general rule, all departments, in which the quality of the 
ink used is important, have specified the kind wanted in the 
requisitions, which has been supplied. But in an experience of 
ten years the Superintendent has arrived at no evidence of pre- 
eminent merit, in any ink, from department calls, with the 
exception of the Maynard & Noyes brand, used in the Registry of 
Deeds, and the Thomas brand, used in the Police Department. 
He has therefore made inquiries of the principal departments, 
respecting the results of the inks used by them, and found only 
increased diversity of experience, so far as any special pre- 
eminence is manifest in the use of any particular kind. There 
appears to have,been a round of changes from one kind to another 
in the several departments, — the superseded of one department 
being in another the superseding kind in current use; and all kinds 
alternating in use and disuse. 

In this contrariety of experience of the present day, the Super- 
intendent has endeavored to obtain information from the records 
of the several departments, and from the experience of officials 
longest in the city service; but has not'been able to trace the 
results of such experience in connection with the records, beyond a 
term of ten to twenty years, except in the Registry of Deeds. 
Respecting this most important of the public offices, the following 
facts appear: An advertisement in the Boston Almanac of 1860, 
of the Maynard & Noyes ink, has the head-line, ‘‘ Tested for 
nearly half a century,”’ and contains a certificate by Henry Alline, 
Register of Deeds, dated Jan. 10, 1859, in which he says, ‘I 
have used it in this office thirty-seven years, and my oldest records 
are as legible and black as when first written.” The use of this 
ink has been continued in*the Registry of Deeds to the present 
time, and the present register says he would not dare to use any 
other without an absolute guarantee of its being equally or more 
reliable. ' 

Here isa remarkable record of continuous use extending back 
for more than half a century; and as the manufacturers in 1860 
claimed in the head-line above stated a test of less than half a 
century at that time, it would seem to be as perfect a record as 
can now be had of the durability of any particular ink. But in 
the Registry of Deeds one is profoundly impressed with the very 
great importance of the inquiry indicated in the order of the City 
Council. The first volume of the Suffolk Deeds has recently been 
rescued from oblivion by copying as far as practicable, and 
printing. From the labors of the transcriber of this volume an 
experience is derived giving us some light on the subject. It is 
stated that ‘‘ the book has suffered extremely from the destructive 
effects of time. The paper has been in many places completely 
eaten through by some corrosive substance in the ink.” This book 
**served to contain all the records’ prior to April 7th, 1654,” 
comprising records from 1629, being two centuries and a half ago. 
The handwriting of most of the book indicates the persons by 
whom it was written; but we can now know nothing of the ink 
used .in the process excepting its results, whatever kind it may 
have been. The Registry of Deeds has now (October, 1881.)

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1,538 written volumes, of which but 295 were completed in 1825, 
and but 606 in 1850, leaving 932,volumes as the accumulation of 
the last thirty years. ‘The above statistics of the Maynard and 
Noyes ink go back to 1822, and to volume 274, thus applying to 
over five-sixths of the volumes now finished. The average increase 
of volumes for the last ten years has been nearly fifty volumes 
per year. 

The Maynard & Noyes ink, it is thus seen, has a test shown 
by five-sixths of the volumes in the Registry of Deeds, for a term 
extending from one to sixty years. What results the centuries to 
come may show with these volumes can be known only by suc- 
ceeding generations. Whether with those coming generations all 
the knowledge we now have of this important matter will have 
passed away, we can only conjecture; but the recommendation is 
respectfully made to the Committee on Printing, that the Register 
of Deeds should be requested to incorporate a record in the front 
of some current volume of the Suffolk Deeds, giving these statistics 
of the ink used in the books ; and in each subsequent volume writing 
on the fly-leaf a reference to the record thus made, and a statement of 
the continued use of the ink. This record would grow more and 
more valuable with the lapse of time, and constantly remind all 
who might see it of the necessity of due care in the compilation of 
important records, and in the preparation of papers requiring dur- 
ability. 

It is also respectfully recommended to the committee, to request 
a similar record by the City Clerk and the City Registrar in their 
departments ; and also by the Police Department, comprising the 
use of the Thomas ink for the past ten years. 

In regard to paper the State law provides as follows: ‘ All 
matters of public record in any office shall be entered or recorded 
on paper made wholly of linen, of a firm texture, well-sized and 
well-finished ; and the clerks and registers of said offices shall give 
2 preference to linen paper of American or domestic manufacture, 
if such paper is marked in water line with the word ‘linen,’ and 
also with the name of the manufacturer.” 

The observance of this law, as far as practicable, however it may 
be open to criticism, will always enable an inquirer to identify 
the kind of paper used, and judge of the combined effects of ink 
and paper in resisting the deterioration of time. 

In requiring the public records to be on paper ‘‘ made wholly 
of linen,’’ the law is impracticable, as no such paper exists; and 
if made would probably be found more useful for building purposes 
or workers in sheet metal than for printing or writing uses; and 
the loose phraseology of the context, in requiring a preference to 
be given to paper of domestic manufacture, if such paper bears 
certain specified water-marks, does not exclude other American 
papers not having such specified marks. 

As the paper used for Books of Record is of great importance 
in this connection, some further observations on that topic may 
not be considered out of place. 

The paper standing at the head of the list in solid reputation 
formerly bore the water-marks, ‘‘ J. Whatman, Turkey Mill.” Of 
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this paper, Dr. Muspratt says, ‘‘ At Maidstone, in Kent, there are 
still two mills or factories engaged in hand-making. These were 
established about one hundred years ago, by Mr. James Whatman, 
and great improvements were introduced in them. The paper of 
one of these mills is still marked, J. Whatman, Turkey mill; 
that of the other is marked simply, J. Whatman. ‘The manu- 
facture of these mills has not yet been equalled, whether by hand 
or machine made paper.” The precise date of this statement is 
not known, but it was probably made some twenty years ago. 
Since that period great changes have occurred, here and abroad, 
in the manufacture of paper. The above-named mills have passed 
into other hands, and the Turkey-mill paper is now marked ‘* Orig- 
inal Turkey Mill;” but the paper is machine-made; while the 
other Whatman mill continues the hand-made supply with the 
same mark of ‘‘J. Whatman.” These papers have had a world- 
wide reputation, and usually are ordered for many months in 
advance of supply. ‘Their cost is two or three times as much as 
the best American Record papers ; but there is now no good reason 
why they should continue to be used in preference to American 
manufactures. Their reputation has been so great, and price so 
high, that the L. L. Brown Paper Co. are introducing a hand-made 
paper to compete with the foreign for the home market. It may 
be considered a step backward to meet and overcome a popular 
prejudice ; as American enterprise in machinery is equal to any 
requirement in the make of paper, without a return to obsolete pro- 
cesses. <A paper-mill at Holyoke recently made 24,500 pounds of 
paper in twenty-four hours on one machine —the largest run on 
record ; the L. L. Brown Paper Co. make 200 pounds a day of hand- 
made paper. 

We need not go out of Boston to find responsible agents and 
ample supplies of papers made in our own State, by mills ranking 
the best inthe world. No one can reasonably find fault with the

The Keith Mill, 

The Holyoke Paper Co. (American Linen and Bank Note), 
Crane & Co., or 

Crane Brothers, 

all of whom are located in this State, and represented in Boston ; 
and are abundantly able to hold their own in a fair field, without 
favor from any quarter. ‘The Registry of Deeds continues the use 
of the Whatman paper; but the Probate office has superseded that 
paper by substituting the American artificial parchment, of Crane’s 
manufacture. 

In pursuance of the inquiry respecting inks, the zeal of modern 
enterprise presents for inspection an endless array of all sorts and 
for all purposes. ‘The Boston Evening Transcript, of June 3, 1875, 
says: ** Of writing-fluids-and copying-inks there is an almost num- 
berless variety, comprising all qualities from the good-for-nothing 
brand up tothe super-excellent.” A correspondentof the 7’ranscript, 
July 27, 1875, commenting on the editor’s exclamation, ‘* If some 
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one would only discover an ink that would not thicken in warm 
weather.” writes: ‘‘ I’ve had some experience, both in its use for 
over half a century, and in its sale in all its varieties of color, ma- 
terials, and makers; and my conclusion is, that when a water can 
be produced that will not evaporate, then, and not till then, will an 
ink be obtained ‘that will not een either in warm or cold 
weather.’ 

With all these experiences we are taken back to the first quarter 
of the present century. In Muspratt’s Chemistry (originating in 
1854), the following observations occur respecting writing-inks: 
‘¢ There are few chemical preparations, perphaps none, of which the 
benefit in civilized life is so great, or of which the use is so widely 
extended, as that of common writing-ink ; consequently there is no 
compound, the quality of which it is so necessary to inquire into; 
and yet there is perhaps no subject which, up to a comparatively 
recent period, has been more neglected by chemists. Before 
Lewis, towards the close of the last century, directed his attention 
to the subject, no author appears to have particularly applied him- 
self to inquire into the theory of the composition of ink, or to 
bring it to perfection. All that is to be found in the works of pre- 
vious writers consists merely of formule for various kinds of ink, 
which, being composed without any attention to chemical laws, 
were more or less defective ; so that it may be truly said, that un- 
til the time of Lewis, the preparation of writing-fluids, the proper- 
ties of which it is so essential to attend to, was left entirely to 
chance, or to empirical prescriptions. The. ancient inks, accord- 
ing to the opinion of most writers, were similar to the Indian or 
Chinese inks of the present day. Very little definite knowledge 
of ancient writing-inks can be obtained.” ‘This work then pro- 
ceeds, in ten compact pages, to give an exhaustive statement of 
writing-inks, substantially stating all that is known on the subject 
up to recent date. 

As we are near the close of the present century, it will be seen 
that a single century covers all practical knowledge on the subject 
we are considering; and the experience in the Registry of 
Deeds covers the greater part of the same century. It can there-’ 
fore only be by instituting some method of testing and recording 
continued results that any further definite knowledge can be at- 
tained.

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Of the Stephens brands the eminent stationers of this city, 
Messrs. Thomas Groom & Co., say, ‘‘ Stephens’ writing-fluids 
and copying-inks are the best in the world, and have attained the 
highest awards.” Of the blue-black, or original ‘* Stephens’ 
writing-fluid,”’ Dr. Muspratt, in his Dictionary of Chemistry, says 
of its originator, Mr. Henry Stephens, that ‘‘this gentleman, 
applying the knowledge of chemistry which he obtained in his 
studies for the medical profession, to which he once belonged, 
engaged in successful researches upon atramental fluids.

New England agents for ‘‘W. B. Todd’s Government Writing- 
Inks,” which are stated to be ‘‘a chemical solution, and un- 
changeable in the stand or after writing, either by action of climate 
or acids. All foreign matter is removed by a peculiar filtration 
process, thus obviating clots, mould, or uneven color.” 
. The enterprising firm of Carter, Dinsmore & Co., of this city, 
have not only built up an extensive trade throughout the country 
for their inks and mucilage, but during the twenty years of their 
existence have been assiduous in studious experiments to perfect 
their manufactures. They now make (1.) Carter’s combined 
writing and copying ink; (2.) @arter’s blue-black writing-ink ; (3.) 
Carter’s jet-black record-ink. The first two are composed of in- 
gredients held in complete solution, and are in competition with 
Stephens in the English market; the third has its ingredients held 
in suspension, like other inks. The firm say that ‘‘The U.S. 
Government have had occasion to test our inks carefully, and have 
given them their highest recommendation. This was notably the 
case with the U. S. Treasury department, on account of the 
remarkable success which their chemist had in deciphering bonds 
which passed through the Chicago and Boston fires.

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Should the Committee on Printing favor the passage of the 
order referred to the committee, it is respectfully suggested that it 
should take the form of amendment of the existing “ordinance re- 
lating to this subject, and provide also that the “Superintendent 
of Printing should annually ascertain, as far as practicable, and 
state in his annual report, what kind of ink and paper have been 
used during the preceding year, in making up the permanent 
records of the several departments of the city government and 
county offices. This procedure will place in print, in the annual 
volumes of the city documents, a concentrated and reliable state- 
ment of facts relating to the public records, which will always be 
available for ready reference ; and probably have some important 
influence, in a series of years, in perfecting the general system of 
keeping the several records. 

In some departments, such as the surveyor’s, the occasional use 
of colored inks is indispensable ; and the plan above suggested 

can be made of further utility by comprising the permanent pro- 
ductions on which such inks are used.

REPORT OF THE METROPOLITAN DRAINAGE COMMISSIONERS. 


To his Excellency Jonn D. Lona, Governor, and the Hon- 
orable the Executive Council of Massachusetts : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The commission appointed in pursuance of 
the following Resolve of the Legislature of 1881, “That the 
Governor and Council are hereby authorized and requested 
to examine and report, in print, to the next Legislature, a 
plan for the drainage of the Mystic Valley, with an estimate 
of the cost thereof, and a recommendation as to the methods 
of apportioning said cost ;—— and they are further authorized, 
within their discretion, to include the Charles-river Valley 
and the immediate neighborhood of the city of Boston in 
their investigation regarding drainage, and in any plan or 
recommendation which they think it advisable to report for 
the action of the Legislature ; — for these purposes they may 
incur such engineering or other expenses as they may deem 
necessary ,”— has the honor to submit the following report : — 


EXTENT OF THE QUESTION. 


The first part of the resolve defines very distinctly a dis- 
trict the drainage of which is to be considered, and then 
leaves it to the discretion of the Governor and Council 
whether to extend their investigations or not to the Charles- 
river Valley and the immediate neighborhood of the city 
of Boston. 

We have spent much time in considering how extensive a 
district should be included in your recommendations con- 
cerning a plan of drainage, and have concluded, that, to meet 
actual wants and public expectation, such a district should 
include, not only the Mystic-river Valley, but the Charles- 
river Valley, a small part of the Neponset-river Valley, 
and embrace the cities of Boston, Cambridge, Newton, 
Somerville, Chelsea, and Malden, and the towns of Brook- 
line, Waltham, Watertown, Belmont, Arlington, Winchester, 
Medford, Woburn, Stoneham, Melrose, Everett, Revere, 
Winthrop, and such parts of Dedham, Needham, Natick, and 
other towns, the proper drainage of which is essential to the 
purity of the water supplied to the cities above mentioned. 
Our reasons for including those cities and towns, and leaving 
out others, especially in the upper part of the Charles-river 
Valley, will appear more fully under the “plans considered.” 
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By drainage we understand the resolve to mean the re- 
moval, by means of sewers or drains, of all substances detri- 
mental to health or comfort, and capable of being so removed, 
to where they will not be injurious. 


SYSTEMS OF SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


We do not deem it necessary or advisable at this time to 
enter into a detailed description of the different methods of 
disposing of sewage. ‘The reports of the State Board of 
Health contain very full accounts of the experience of Euro- 
pean cities in this respect. Those cities have been hereto- 
fore, and will probably continue for some time, to be our 
guides in matters of this kind. We consider it sufficient to 
state, that, in economy and efficiency, no method can compare 
with that which discharges all objectionable substances into 
the sea or other large bodies of water, where they cease to be 
objectionable. For the towns and cities included within the 
list of those for which a scheme of main drainage is recom- 
mended in this report, no other safe method of disposing of 
the sewage will be so cheap in the, end as joining the main 
sewer. Where it is not practicable to do this, we are thor- 
oughly satisfied that the next best method of sewage removal 
is to irrigate land with it, as will be more fully stated under 
the head of “Irrigation Schemes.” We shall, therefore, con- 
fine our recommendations to those two methods, being fully 
satisfied that one or the other can be applied to every case 
under consideration. The extent to which sewerage work 
should be carried out in each town or neighborhood must be 
left for future determination, there being at present many 
cases where no such works are advisable. 


IRRIGATION SCHEMES. 


Investigations made at Worcester this year confirm the ex- 
perience of England, France, and Germany that sewage irri- 
gation for towns will involve some yearly loss as compared 
with throwing the sewage away. It may be adopted, how- 
ever, for groups of houses or villages, or for towns remote 
from a permissible discharge into a stream or main drain. 
Three hundred acres, at least, of well-drained land will be 
needed for each million gallons of sewage for ordinary irriga- 
tion. Where suitable land can be got for modified intermit- 
tent downward filtration, twenty-five acres will be sufficient 
for each million gallons of sewage. ‘This may prove to be 
the best method of properly and immediately disposing of 


the sewage of Natick, and portions of the Mystic-river 
Valley. 
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Small privy-vaults, lined with Portland cement, or contain- 
ing tight receptacles, daily disinfected with sufficient earth, 
and frequently emptied, with the slop-water discharged on a 
garden or used in irrigation on the surface, or by tiles under 
evound, and other similar measures, will often be preferable 
to large water-supplies and cesspools, on the grounds both of 
health and of expense. In many places some such means 
must be adopted where absolutely tight cesspools are not 
practicable; where land is not available for irrigation on a 
small or large scale ; where the soil is not adapted ‘to sub-sur- 
face irrigation, and where no permissible outlet for a system 
of sewers can be secured. 


SURVEYS AND PRELIMINARY INFORMATION. 


It would be impossible to decide satisfactorily upon the 
details of plans for the drainage of so extensive a district, so 
varied in its physical and municipal characteristics as the 
one to be considered, without a mass of information much 
more costly to obtain than we have felt justified in procur- 
ing, knowing that only avery limited appropriation has thus 
far been made for such a purpose. We therefore take the 
ground that the Governor and Council expect of us, as to 
engineering plans, only general recommendations, leaving 
the details to be worked out at whatever necessary expense, 
after a general outline shall have been agreed upon. It is 
very unsafe, however, to adopt a general plan without know- 
ing first that it can be suited to all the circumstances of the 
case. We have, therefore, studied what has already been 
done by the cities and towns included in the district pro- 
posed towards effecting proper drainage, — whether in works 
actually constructed or under construction, or in plans 
adopted or proposed. Fortunately we find a great deal of 
most valuable information of this kind (obtained by these 
municipalities at a very heavy expense) in the aggregate. 

The cities and towns which have already adopted « or con- 
sidered plans based upon actual surveys are Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Newton, Lynn, Somerville, Chelsea, Brookline, Med- 
ford, and Watertown. 

The preliminary investigations of Boston extended over a 
very large part of the district now under consideration, and 
embraced both sides of the Charles river from Newton and 
Waltham to the sea. [See report of Commission of 1875 to 
Mayor Cobb. ] 

We have had, at as small an expense as practicable, the 
information above-mentioned supplemented just sufficiently 
to be able to show that the general recommendations made 
are based upon positive knowledge, — a knowledge, however,

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not sufficient to enable us to speak positively with regard to 
estimates of cost. 


INTERCEPTING SEWER. 


The city of Boston having already adopted and largely 
carried out a system of .intercepting sewers which is adapted 
to all parts of that city south of the Charles river and below 
Newton, we shall begin at once to consider the necessities of 
the north side of the Charles river, more especially as this 
embraces the Mystic-river Valley, the first district mentioned 
in the resolve. For the north side of the Charles river the 
Commission of 1875 recommended an

at Point Shirley, believing that to be decidedly the best 
situation, all things considered, they could make. Since then 
new importance has been given to the Revere and Winthrop 
beaches, so that the possibility of sewage being carried north- 
ward from the outfall, and the location there of terminal 
works, have given alarm to the owners of that property now 
considered so much more valuable than formerly. This has 
led to the suggestion that it may be found best, after further 
investigation, to make the outfall of the sewage at the lower 
end of Deer Island. The great advantage of this point is, 
that it is farther removed from the Revere and Winthrop 
beaches, as well as from Boston, than any other available 
locality. We should not fear the effect of discharging from 
Point Shirley ; and we look upon the nuisance already created 
on the shores and flats of Lynn Bay, by the sewage of Lynn, 
as far worse already, and likely to be much more so in the 
future, than any that would be caused by discharging from 
Point Shirley, because this would take place during the first 
three hours of ebb-tide only, when there is a strong current 
into the open sea; whereas the sewage of Lynn is discharged 
at all times of tide into a bay which has no special current 
into the sea. Should there be no strong objections to includ- 
ing Lynn in the proposed metropolitan district, it would be 
quite practicable to convey its sewage through a branch to 
the proposed intercepting sewer. 


LINE OF SEWER. 


From the outer end of Deer Island we believe it would be 
found best to locate the intercepting sewer along the harbor 
side of the island to Shirley Gut, which could be crossed by 
an inverted siphon or tunnel, as future investigations may 
show to be best. Between Point Shirley and Cambridge we 
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are unable at present to point out a better line than the one 
recommended by the Commission of 1875. That line passed 
in the rear of Winthrop beach, and lengthwise across Breed’s 
Island. It then passed through Chelsea, near and south of 
the Eastern Railroad, and crossed the Mystic river near 
Charlestown Neck ; thence it passed. through Somerville and 
Kast Cambridge, and followed a direction beyond near the 
Charles river, terminating a short distance from the Brook- 
line bridge. In order to accommodate the upper part of the 
Charles-river Valley, we think it may be found best to locate 
the main intercepting sewer west of the Mystic river, along 
Washington street, through Somerville into Cambridge, and 
crossing over from that street a little west of the college 
grounds to Mount Auburn street, thence up the north side 
of the Charles river, on such grounds as may hereafter be 
determined to be most advisable, to some point in Waltham 
not far from Weston. For a better understanding of this, 
and such other lines as shall be mentioned in this report, we 
refer you to the accompanying map. 

The main intercepting sewer will necessarily have a num- 
ber of important branches, especially that for the Mystic- 
river Valley, which in turn must have several smaller 
branches from itself. Important branches will also be 
needed for East Boston, Chelsea, Charlestown, Somerville, 
Cambridge, Newton, and other places; but we are not pre- 
pared to decide upon the exact positions or other details of 
these branches. It may be advisable ultimately to construct 
a branch to Natick. Should it be decided to include Lynn 
within the metropolitan district, it may be advisable to place 
the line of the main intercepting sewer considerably farther 
north than has been contemplated heretofore. But that 
depends upon further examinations. 


APPORTIONMENT. 


We have given much thought to the methods of appor- 
tioning the cost of the proposed intercepting sewers. We 
find that a great diversity of opinion and practice exists in 
regard to this subject in the United States. Even among 
ourselves it has very different aspects. There must be an 
organization to adjust the matter as well as to take charge of 
the proposed metropolitan district. How should that organ- 
ization be constituted as to number, qualification, and mode 
of appointment ? 

We have examined carefully a bill presented to the Legis- 
lature in 1881, and designed to meet this question. With its 
mode of organizing a board of inspectors, or, as we should 
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prefer to call them, commissioners, we agree. We believe 
they should be men of deservedly the highest reputation for 
honesty, intelligence, and executive ability. _We do not con- 
sider it necessary that they should possess a large amount of 
technical knowledge, if otherwise abundantly qualified, 
though this would be by no means objectionable ; but we 
believe they should be able, as well as fully empowered, to 
select the best qualified assistants in the discharge of their 
duties. We would in no wise restrict their powers as defined 
in that bill, but extend them to everything necessary to carry 
out the purposes of the metropolitan district organization, 
their acts being subject to revision only by the Governor and 
Council. These powers are described in the third and fourth 
sections of that bill, which, modified as we propose, in two 
or three points, will be found at the close of this report. 
The method of apportioning the cost of the works that may 
be constructed has been considered by us from different 
points of view, and in the light thrown upon this subject by 
the experience of other cities in regard to assessments for 
drainage. This experience shows a great diversity in differ- 
ent cities, and vacillation sometimes in the same city relative 
to such matters. 

Five methods have been suggested,—one based upon 
population ; a second upon area; a third upon population and 
area combined ; a fourth upon valuation of real estate alone ; 
and a fifth upon the valuation of real estate and personal 
property combined. To show the bearing of these different 
methods upon the question before us we have prepared the 
following tabular statements : —

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We would call special attention to the anomalies in the 
columns of real estate alone, and real and personal estate 
combined, which are accounted for by the one being city and 
town assessments in 1881, and the other by State valuation 
in 1876. It should also be mentioned that the relative popu- 
lation and valuations of the towns and cities are continually 
changing. 

A glance at this statement will suffice to show how un- 
equally any one of the proposed methods would bear upon 
the different municipalities to be taxed. That based upon 
population need but to be stated to be condemned ; and yet it 
is evident that health and comfort have more intimate rela- 
tions, as a rule, with men’s persons than with their estates. 
The method based upon area drained would at first seem to 
be the fairest of all, and to a large extent has been adopted 
by cities in their assessments for the cost of sewers; but we 
are satisfied it would be utterly condemned in a metropolitan 
district, unless greatly modified ; for by it cases would arise 
in which land might be assessed for not only more than its 
present value, but more than any reasonable estimate for its 
future worth. ‘The method based upon population and area 
combined is equally unsatisfactory. The method based upon 
valuation of real estate seems to offer, on account of its sim- 
plicity, and ease of practical application, the readiest way of 
overcoming all difficulties ; but, under this method, as in the 
others, cases of gross inequality, if not injustice, would arise. 
It will be said that school, road, and most other taxes are 
liable to the same objections, but are, nevertheless, submitted 
to because of the impossibility of applying a better rule. 
While such is the case with regard to schools, roads, and 
other objects that are enjoyed by the whole community, there 
are objects, such as water-supply, sewerage, and the widen- 
ing of streets, that are not taxed wholly, and often not 
mainly, upon such a principle. The method based upon the 
valuation of real and personal estate combined presents the 
same advantages, and is liable to the same objections, as the 
method by valuation of real estate alone. 

Besides the bearings of the subject upon tax-payers indi- 
vidually, and upon municipalities generally, special questions 
arise in certain cases. Take, for instance, the city of Boston 
and the town of Natick. It is evident that the latter cannot 
continue to pollute the water-supply of the former; and yet 
the adjustment of the question between them depends so 
much upon principles of law and’ engineering problems not 
yet worked out, that we feel unable to give definite rules 
for assessments in this case, or the still more important one 
between the city of Boston and the towns whose natural 
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drainage is into Mystic lake. Were we confident what 
would be a just and practicable method to carry out to-day, 
we feel certain that no human foresight is sufficient to esti- 
mate correctly all the new circumstances that will affect the 
question during the next thirty years or more, according to 
the length of time the bonds to be issued may run. In view 
of the considerations already mentioned, we are unable to see 
any way so likely to be just, practicable, and reasonably 
satisfactory, as that of giving authority to the proposed Met- 
ropolitan District Commissioners, with whatever limitations 
the Legislature may think best to make, to levy the assess- 
ments from year to year in such manner as shall seem to 
them most equitable after obtaining all the light they can, and 
giving all reasonable opportunities to objectors to be heard. 
By reserving to the Governor and Council the right to revise 
the proceedings of the commissioners, and by causing the 
assessments to extend through thirty years or more, we be- 
lieve the rights of all parties would be secured as far as 
human wisdom can do it. 

We would recommend the least interference possible with 
local arrangements for drainage in the different municipalities. 
It is evident, however, that the Metropolitan Commissioners 
could not effect the object of their existence unless they 
should be able to control all connections with the main 
and branch intercepting sewers, and thus determine what 
should and what should not be received into them. Other- 
wise a single town, paying but a very small portion of the 
metropolitan assessments, might, for the purpose of increas- 
ing its population and taxable property, permit manufacturing 
establishments, producing sewage in enormous quantities, 
and most objectionable in character. If the least important 
municipality could do this, certainly the others would have 
the same right; and thus the intercepting sewers become 
liable to gorging, and consequently useless, or be made a 
nuisance by receiving putrid and offensive substances at their 
origin; whereas the great value of the proposed system con- 
sists in its ability to convey all matters, properly received 
into it, to the outfall, before putrefaction takes place. 


POPULATION AND AREA TO BE PROVIDED FOR. 


At present the entire population, according to the census 
of 1880, residing in the proposed metropolitan district north 
of the Charles river, is 262,184; but the area included is 
capable of accommodating a very great addition to this. 
What this increase will be it is impossible to tell ; but, as the 
intercepting sewer could not be enlarged after completion, it 
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should be made of sufficient capacity to accommodate the 
largest population it is probable will need it for years to 
come. Rather than expend too much at present on a single 
main sewer, it would be better to build a second one if the 
future should demand it. We would recommend that one 
million inhabitants be provided for in determining the size of 
the main outfall sewer, and that the daily average consump- 
tion of water by each person be estimated at seventy-five 
gallons, and that the greatest discharge into the sewers be 
considered double this rate. We would also recommend that 
storm-water, to the extent of one-quarter of an inch in twenty- 
four hours over the area likely to be sewered, be provided for 
in the capacity of the sewers. The total area in the district 
north of the Charles river is upwards of eighty square miles ; 
but as a considerable portion of it will not, for many years, if 
ever, need to be taken into the intercepting sewer, an area 
of less than fifty square miles should be provided for. 

We have already described the general line of the proposed 
north-side main intercepting sewer. With regard to the 
intercepting sewer and branches for draining the Mystic- 
river Valley, we believe the plan presented by the City En- 
gineer of Boston, in 1875, was very carefully studied by com- 
petent men; and we are not able to suggest improvements at 
this time. We refer to the accompanying map for the line of 
this sewer and its branches as far as planned. It will be 
seen that this sewer, as planned, terminates where it should 
connect with the main north-side intercepting sewer, near the 
south end of Malden bridge. 


ESTIMATE OF Cost. 


As already mentioned, we have not been able to obtain 
information enough to base a close estimate of cost upon. 
We have, however, assumed a total cost of $13,000,000 in the. 
tabular statement, under the head of ‘“ Apportionment.” 
This sum has been adopted after ascertaining the estimated 
total cost of the Boston improved sewerage (about $4, 250,000), 
and comparing the estimated cost of the proposed north-side 
intercepting sewer and. branches of 1875, and the estimated 
cost of the Mystic-river Valley sewer and branches as far as 
ascertained by the City Engineer of Boston in 1875 (about 
$1,250,000), not including branches from Malden, Melrose, 
and Everett. The oreater territory it is proposed now to 
drain by the north- side intercepting sewer leads us to more 
than double the estimate of 1874 (or call it $6,000,000) ; and 
we prefer to call the estimate for the Mystic-river Valley 
sewer, including above-mentioned branches, $2,000,000.

These sums of $4,250,000, $6,000,000, and $2,000,000, 
amount to $12,250,000. What may be expended on Deer 
Island or in Natick we are unable to tell, but have adopted 
the round sum of $13,000,000 for the tabular statement. 
This includes nothing for high-level intercepting sewers, 
which may be needed, especially in the southern part of 
Boston; but we have no plans or estimates upon which to 
base an opinion in regard to their cost. 


CONCLUSION; 


In conclusion it will be seen that we recommend a metro- 
politan district system, which we believe should include the 
entire territory naturally draining into Boston inner harbor ; 
a system of intercepting sewers and branches to be supple- 
mented, where found advisable, by irrigation or intermittent 
downward filtration works; and a Board of Commissioners 
to plan, carry out, and manage the works, and to make the 
apportionment of taxes necessary to pay for the same, sub- 
ject to the supervision of the Governor and Council. We 
believe that the system recommended would preserve, so far 
as is practicable by general sewerage, the purity of the water- 
supply of the cities included in this district. 

We would here acknowledge our obligations to the en- 
gineers and other officials upon whom we have called in the 
different cities and towns in the proposed district, for the 
obliging manner in which they have furnished the informa- 

tion we have desired.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-two. 


AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A METROPOLITAN HEALTH DISTRICT. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of fepresentatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 

Section 1. That, for the purpose of protecting and pre- 
serving the health of the people resident and being within 
the limits of the territory hereinafter described, and espe- 
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cially to carry out such purpose by the acquisition, construc- 
tion, and maintenance of two or more main lines of 
intercepting sewers, the territory comprehended within the 
limits of the cities of Boston, Newton, Cambridge, Somer- 
ville, Chelsea, and Malden, and the towns of Brookline, 
Waltham, Watertown, Belmont, Arlington, Winchester, 
Medford, Woburn, Stoneham, Melrose, Everett, Revere, 
and Winthrop, be, and is hereby, incorporated as the 
Metropolitan Health District, with full power to sue and be 
sued, to purchase, take, and hold, for the use of the district, 
personal estate and lands lying within its limits, and to make 
necessary contracts and do necessary acts in the relation to 
the property and concerns of the district. 

Secr. 2. The management, direction, and control of the 
property, affairs, and concerns of said district shall be vested 
in a board of five inspectors, who shall be appointed by the 
governor, with the advice and consent of the council, as fol- 
lows: Within thirty days after the passage of this act, a pres- 
ident and four other members shall be appointed for terms 
of five, four, three, two, and one years respectively, and 
thereafter, as a vacancy shall occur from expiration of term 
of service, a successor shall be in a like manner appointed 
for the full term of five years. All inspectors shall be resi- 
dents and qualified voters within the district, and not more 
than two members of the board shall at any time be resident 
of the same municipality. If, by removal or otherwise, more 
than two members shall become residents of the same town 
or city, the last member removing into the city or town in 
which two members previously resided shall thereupon cease 
to be an inspector. 

Vacancies occurring from any other cause shall be filled in 
like manner for the residue of the term, and all inspectors 
shall be subject to removal by the governor and council. 
The board shall elect annually a clerk and a treasurer, who 
may be the same person, and may appoint such agents, 
officers, and servants as they may find necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this act, and determine their duties and com- 
pensation. ‘The salary of the president shall be three thou- 
sand dollars per annum, and the other members shall receive 
five dollars a day for each day actually employed in the 
service. 

Sect. 3. Within nine months after the passage of this 
act, said board shall enter upon, and take possession of, the 
sewer to Moon Island, and works connected therewith, con- 
structed and contracted for by the city of Boston, under the 
permission of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the acts 
of eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and shall pay therefor 


—— 
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such a sum as may be agreed upon between the city of Bos- 


ton and said board, not exceeding the actual cost and liability 
incurred by said city on account of the construction thereof. 
Any other or further claim which said city may have or make 
for damages in consequence of such taking, shall be deter- 
mined by said board, with a right of appeal in both cases by 
said city by application to the superior court in the counties 
of Norfolk or Essex, upon petition, for a jury to determine 
damages in the same manner as is provided in cases where 
damage is claimed on account of laying out highways. In 
case such works are not then completed, the board shall pro- 
ceed to complete said works. Upon acquiring such works 
said corporation shall have all the powers and rights, and be 
subject to all the duties and liabilities conferred and imposed 
on the city of Boston by said act of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six, chapter one hundred and thirty-six, and acts in 
amendment thereof and addition thereto. 

Said board shall further cause such surveys, estimates, and 
plans to be made for one or more intercepting sewers, with 
one or more branches, leading to or towards the ocean on the 
north side of Boston harbor, for the purpose of effectually 
intercepting sewage and waste matter which might otherwise 
enter the Charles or Mystic rivers, or their tributaries, or 
Boston harbor proper, or any inlets thereto, as they shall 
deem expedient and desirable for fully accomplishing the 
purpose of intercepting such sewage. 

Said board shall also, from time to time, cause like sur- 
veys, plans, and estimates to be made for any branch or 
branches of either of said main sewers, which they may judge 
expedient or necessary for intercepting the sewage of any 
portion of the territory hereby incorporated, and connecting 
with either of the sewers or branches hereinbefore referred to. 

Upon obtaining such surveys, plans, and estimates, the 
board shall from time to time submit the same to the governor 
and council for inspection and examination. It shall be the 
duty of the governor and council to examine the same, and 
approve or reject the same, in whole or in part, as in their 
judgment the public interest shall require. Upon approval 
the board shall forthwith proceed to construct the part or 
parts so approved, and for this purpose, and for maintaining 
any such work, shall have all the powers conferred upon the 
city of Boston by chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six, with re- 
gard to taking land, crossing navigable streams, constructing 
and maintaining reservoirs ‘and pumping-stations, and other 
like purposes, and subject also to the limitations in said 


act. 
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Sect. 4. Said board shall annually, on or before the first 
Wednesday in January, make full report to the legislature of 
their doings during the preceding year, and at the same time 
submit estimates of the sums required for the district service 
during the ensuing year. The legislature shall from year to 
year grant such sums as shall be necessary, and direct the 
manner of raising the same, whether by taxation or otherwise. 
For the purpose of meeting the expenditures authorized and 
required by the third section of the act, the board shall from 
time to time, subject to the direction and approval of the 
governor and council, issue scrip or certificates. of indebted- 
ness of the district, for such times, in such amounts, and at 
such rates of interest, as the governor and council shall 
approve. 

For the amounts so raised the corporation hereby created 
shall be liable in the same manner as towns and counties are 
liable for debts lawfully created. All taxes granted shall be 
apportioned by the board, and certified to and paid over to 
the district treasurer by the towns and cities contained in the 
district in the same manner, and under the same provisions 
of law, as are applicable to the assessment and collection of 
county taxes for the time being, and shall be added to, and 
collected with, the city and town taxes. 

_Secr. 5. Any city or town within whose limits any such 
intercepting sewer has been constructed, shall connect its 
local sewers with such intercepting sewers, subject to the 
direction and approval of the board of inspectors. 

Sect. 6. From and after the completion of any intercept- 
ing sewer under the provisions of this act, so that the same 
is ready for the reception of sewage, it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons, or corporations, to deposit or allow any 
liquid or solid sewage matter to be deposited, so that the 
same shall fall, or be carried into, the Mystic or Charles 
river, or any of their tributary inlets or water-ways which are 
protected by such sewer. 

Any person, firm, or corporation wilfully or negligently 
violating the provisions of this section shall be liable to a 
fine of ten dollars for each offence, and shall further be liable 
to be restrained from any further continuance or repetition 
of the offence by injunction issued by a court of equity upon 
the complaint of the board of inspectors.

The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, who were 
requested to consider the subject of combining the offices of 
Corporation Counsel and City Solicitor, and uniting the 
salaries thereof, having considered the subject, beg leave to 
report that, in their opinion, the two offices mentioned should 
be continued as heretofore; but, in order that the duties 
thereof may be more clearly defined, the committee recom- 
mend that the present ordinance concerning the Law Depart- 
ment be amended in accordance with the accompanying 
draft, which they respectfully submit for adoption by the 
City Council.

In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-two. 
AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as fol- 
lows : — 


Srotion 1. On the first Monday of February, annually, or 
within sixty days thereafter, there shall be elected by con- 
current vote of both branches of the City Council, a Corpor- 
ation Counsel and a City Solicitor, each of whom shall hold 
office for one year from the first Monday of July, in the year 
in which he may be elected, and until his successor is elected, 
unless sooner removed; shall hold no other office under the 
City Government during the period for which he is elected, 
and may be removed at the pleasure of the City Council. 
Vacancies may be filled at any time for an unexpired term in 
the same manner as the original appointments are made: 
provided, however, that the Corporation Counsel elected to 
fill the vacancy now existing shall, unless sooner removed, 
hold office from the date of his election until the first Monday 
of July, in the year 1883, and until his successor is elected. 


Srcr. 2. The City Solicitor may, within sixty days after 
his election, appoint, subject to the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances, and of the Corporation Counsel, two 
assistant solicitors, two conveyancers, and a clerk of the Law 
Department, each of whom shall hold office for one year 
from the first Monday of July in the year in which he may 
be appointed, and until his successor is appointed, unless 
sooner removed. They may be removed at the pleasure of 
the Corporation Counsel or the City Solicitor, with the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Ordinances, and vacancies may 
be filled at any time for an unexpired term in the same 
manner as the original appointments are made. In case the 
City Solicitor shall omit to appoint the above-named officers 
as above required, or in case the Corporation Counsel fails 
to approve his appointments, the Committee on Ordinances 
may elect them; and the City Solicitor shall have the direc- 
tion and control of the assistant solicitors and conveyancers 
in the discharge of their duties, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided in section five. 
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Secr. 3. The Corporation Counsel and City Solicitor may 
employ such office-clerks, messengers, and similar subordi- 
nates, as shall be needed, and for whose payment provision 
shall first be made by the City Council. 


Srcr. 4. Whenever, in the opinion of the Committee on 
Ordinances, additional legal assistance is temporarily re- 
quired, the said committee may, by a vote of a majority of 
all its members, engage suitable counsel, and fix the com- 
pensation therefor: provided, however, that no amount ex- 
ceeding three thousand dollars in any one year shall be so 
expended, unless the consent of the City Council has been 
first obtained. 


Secor. 5. The Corporation Counsel shall be the head of 
the law department; shall take part in the trial of causes, 
and in hearings before the Legislature, or committees thereof, 
if he believes the interests of the city require it; and shall 
have the supervision of the City Solicitor, the assistant solici- 
tors, and conveyancers, in the discharge of their duties ; and 
may, in his discretion, personally perform any such duties. 
He shall furnish legal opinions on any subjects or questions 
submitted to him by the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, the 
Common Council, School Committee, any joint-committee, or 
any committee of either branch of the City Council, or any 
board or officer of the City Government, requiring advice 
in regard to the discharge of his or their official duties. 


Sect. 6. The City Solicitor shall represent the city in all 
actions and suits in any court or other tribunal in this Com- 
monwealth in which the city shall be a party ; also appear as 
counsel in any other action, suit, or prosecution which may 
involve the rights and interests of the city, and defend any of 
the officers of the city in suits and prosecutions against them 
for any official action, or the performance of any official duty, 
when any estate, right, privilege, ordinance, act, or direction 
of the City Government may be brought in question. And 
the said City Solicitor shall also, in behalf of the city, under 
the direction of the Joint Standing Committee on Legislative 
Matters, and not otherwise, appear as counsel before the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth, or any committee thereof, 
whenever the interest and welfare of the city may be directly 
or incidentally affected ; he shall examine, or cause to be ex- 
amined, all titles to real property, and have the care and 
custody of records relating to the same ; shall draft, or cause 
to be drafted, all deeds and other legal papers pertaining 
to real property which by law, usage, or agreement, the 
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city may be at the expense of drawing; and shall perform 
all other professional duties incident to the office which may 
be required of him by the Mayor, the City Council, or either 
branch thereof, or by any joint or separate committee thereof, 
or by any Board of the city. 


Srot. 7. Ifthere be a vacancy in the office of Corporation 
Counsel, or in case of his absence, or inability to act, his 
duties and powers shall devolve upon the City Solicitor. 


Secr. 8. The books, records, papers, and accounts, of the 
Law Department, shall be kept and maintained in the manner 
now in use, subject to such directions as the Committee on 
Ordinances may make from time to time, and shall remain 
the property of the city. 


Secor. 9. Whenever the city buys or takes a piece of land 
the City Solicitor shall, if requested to do so by the grantor, 
furnish, without charge, the necessary deed for the transfer 
of the same. Whenever any special contract is made by the 
city, or any department thereof, with any conveyancer, to 
investigate any title to property, such contract shall provide, 
if expedient, that not only the abstract of the title, but also a 
copy of the schedule or minutes upon which such abstract is 
based, shall be furnished ; which shall be deposited in the 
office of the City Solicitor. 


Sect. 10. Whenever either of the officers of the Law De- 
partment is obliged to attend to the city’s business out of its 
limits, he shall be allowed such reasonable travelling ex- 
penses as shall be approved by the Committee on Ordinances. 


Seot. 11. No person connected with the Law Department 
shall appear in court in any case in which the city is not a 


party. 


Secr. 12. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby 
repealed.

Dear Sir, —I beg you to call the attention of your com- 

mittee to the subject of diverting the waters of Muddy river 
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from discharging into the Back Bay by a new underground 
channel to Charles river. ; 

This matter was brought to the attention of the Committee 
on Parks for the year 1880, in a letter dated Feb. 17th of 
that year, in which the necessity of diverting this stream, as 
also the waters of Stony brook, was stated as follows : — 

“We consider the subject of the disposition of these two 
water-courses of the first importance in the prosecution of 
our work, and recommend that the proper committee of the 
City Council consider the subject of an appropriation for the 
purpose. The need for immediate action in the matter is 
shown in the fourth and fifth annual reports of the Board 
(City Doc. 15, 1879, pp. 6 and 7, and City Doc. 15, 1880, 
p. 17).” See, also, special report on Muddy river, City Doc. 
130, 1881. 

Agreeably with the above recommendation, the committee 

“ Voted, To request a special appropriation of $110,000 for 
the purpose of building a covered channel to carry the waters 
of Stony brook through the Back Bay Park to Charles river,” 
which appropriation was made by the City Council, and the 
work is now practically completed. 

The new water-way for all the Back Bay waters will be 
completed and the old channel filled up during this year, and 
it is essential to further progress upon park construction that 
the flow of Muddy river be cut off as proposed by the City 
Engineer, whose estimate of cost, etc., is herewith enclosed. 

Expensive machinery, designed and built expressly for the 
purpose, will soon be relieved from the construction of the 
covered channel for Stony brook, and can be economically 
used upon the Muddy-river conduit, if an appropriation be 
made, which would otherwise required to be sold. 

No part of this work is within park territory, nor is it 
made necessary by the establishment of the park, but would 
have to be done by the city in any event. We, therefore, 
recommend that a special appropriation be made as in the 
case of Stony brook.

stone-gate chamber at park and masonry outlet at Charles

AN ACT IN RELATION TO ASSISTANT HARBOR-MASTERS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same,

Section 1. Assistant harbor-masters may be appointed 
for any harbor in the Commonwealth by the mayor and 
aldermen of the city, or by the selectmen of the town, in 
which such harbor is situated. Such mayor and aldermen 
or selectmen shall fix the compensation of such assistants, to 
be paid by their city or town, and the assistants so appointed 
shall continue in office until the appointment of their succes- 
sors, or until their appointments shall have been revoked.

Suffolk, and cause to be recorded a description of the land | 
so taken, as certain as is required in a common conveyance 
of land, with a statement of the purpose for which it is taken ; 
which description and statement shall be signed by the mayor 
of the city ; and the city of Boston shall be liable to pay all 
damages that shall be sustained by any person or persons by 
reason of the taking of such land as aforesaid ; such damages 
to be ascertained and determined in the manner provided for 
ascertaining and determining damages in case of the laying 
out, altering, or discontinuing of ways within the city of 
Boston. 


Sect. 3. The provisions of law in relation to the assess- 
ment of betterments shall not be applicable to any of the 
takings of land under this act. 


Scr. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Eighty-two. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO “AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS,: THE 
MORE EFFECTUAL PREVENTION OF FIRE, AND THE 
BETTER PRESERVATION OF: LIFE AND PROPERTY IN 
BOSTON.” 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


The city council of the city of Boston may authorize the 
erection of frame or wooden buildings for market purposes 
within the building limits of said city, upon the following 
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conditions: that such buildings shall not exceed twenty- 
seven feet in height, that all external parts thereof shall be 
covered with iron or other non-combustible material, and 
that the material used and the mode of erection shall be 
approved by the inspector of buildings of said city. 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-two. 


AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITIES OF BOSTON AND CAM- 
BRiDGE TO CONSTRUCT AND MAINTAIN A BRIDGE OVER 
CHARLES RIVER. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. The cities of Boston and Cambridge are 
authorized to construct a bridge and avenue, of not less than 
one hundred feet in width, across Charles river, from a point 
on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west of 
the westerly line of the Boston and Albany railroad. The 
location of said bridge and avenue shall be determined by 
the city councils of said cities acting separately, subject to 
the approval of the board of harbor and land commissioners 
so far as it affects the harbor, and subject, moreover, to this 
limitation, namely, that the line thereof shall not be north- 
east of a line drawn from the junction of Beacon street and 
West Chester park, in Boston, to the junction of Front street, 
in said Cambridge, extended with the harbor line, nor south- 
west of a line from the junction of Beacon street, Brookline 
avenue, and Brighton avenue, in Boston, to Putnam avenue 
at its junction with said lands to the Boston and Albany rail- 
road in Cambridge. Said bridge shall have a draw with a 
clear opening of at least thirty-eight feet in width for the 
passage of vessels. 


» 


Srot. 2. The bridge shall be constructed of such materials 
as the said cities may agree upon, but on iron or stone piers 
and abutments, to be of such size, shape, and construction, 
and be at such distance from one another, as the said board 
of harbor and land commissioners, upon application made by 
such cities upon such notice as said commissioners deem 
proper, and after a hearing thereon, shall determine and 
certify to each of said cities 3 ; and no’pier or abutment. shall 
be built except in accordance with such certificate. Thé 
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avenue, with the exception of the portion within the harbor 
lines, may be constructed of solid filling, with the approval 
of the said board of harbor and land commissioners. Neither 
city separately shall enter upon the construction of said 
bridge, but they shall jointly proceed to construct the same 
in accordance with plans to be submitted to and approved by 
the councils of said cities concurrently, and by the said board 
of harbor and land commissioners. 


Sect. 3. Each city may, within its own limits, purchase 
or otherwise take lands, not exceeding one hundred and 
twenty-five feet in width, for said bridge and avenue; and 
all the proceedings relating to such taking shall be the 
same as in the case of land taken for highways within 
said cities respectively, with like remedies to all parties in- 
terested ; and betterments may be assessed for the construc- 
tion of said bridge and avenue in each city in like manner as 
for the laying out of highways under the betterment acts in 
force in each city respectively, with like remedies to all 
parties interested. 


Srcr. 4. Each of said cities shall bear the expense, in- 
cluding land damages, of constructing such part of said bridge 
and avenue as lies upon its own side of the Charles river ; 
but the expense of constructing so much thereof, including 
the draw, as shall lie between the harbor lines, shall be borne 
by both cities in such proportion as may be agreed upon by 
the two cities. The care and management of said bridge and 
draw shall be vested in a board of commissioners, established 
in the same manner as provided in section six of chapter 
three hundred and two of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy. 


Sreot. 5. Said avenue and bridge, when completed, shall 
be a public highway, and the expense of maintaining in 
repair that part thereof which lies between the harbor lines, 
and of keeping the draw in repair, and of tending the draw 
day and night for the passage of vessels, shall be borne 
equally by the two cities, and all damages recovered by rea- 
son of any defect or want of repair in that part of the bridge 
between the harbor lines, or in the draw, shall be paid equally 
by said cities. 


Srct. 6. Said avenue shall not cross any steam railroad 
at grade, and the board of railroad commissioners shall, upon 
the application of either city or the railroad corporation, 
prescribe the details of the crossing, and certify to the parties 
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its. decision, which decision may be enforced by proper 
process in equity. 


Secor. 7. Each of said cities may issue bonds in payment, 
in whole or in part, of the expense incurred by it under this 
act. Such bonds may bear interest, payable semi-annually, 
at a rate not exceeding six per cent. per annum, and shall 
be payable at such time not less than ten nor more than thirty 
years from their respective dates, as shall be determined by 
said cities respectively, and expressed upon the face of the 
bonds : provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
warrant an increase of municipal indebtedness beyond the 
limitations prescribed in section four of chapter twenty-nine 
of the public statutes. 


Srcr. 8. This act shall be void unless the bridge between 
the harbor lines shall be constructed within ten years from 
the passage hereof.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOSTON & MAINE RAILROAD 
TO MAINTAIN ELEVATED TRACKS: WITHIN ITS PRESENT 
LOCATION. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The Boston and Maine railroad is hereby 
authorized to construct and to operate and maintain within 
its present location one or more tracks, at a grade elevated 
above that of its present tracks, rising from the same at 
some point south of the draw in its bridge over the Mystic 
river to an elevation of not less than fifteen feet, and ex- 
tending to Haymarket square, in Boston. 


Sect. 2. All changes and alterations made by the authority 
of this act in structures over tide-water, and all new struct- 
ures built over tide-water, shall be subject to the approval 
of the board of harbor and land commissioners. 


Sect. 3. All crossings over highways in the city of 
Boston, made by the authority of this act, shall be made in 
such manner and upon such terms, conditions, and restric- 
tions as the said railroad and the board of aldermen of the 
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said city may agree upon; and in the event of their failure 
to agree thereon, then in such manner and upon such terms, 
conditions, and restrictions as the board of railroad com- 
missioners may determine. 


Sect. 4. The said Boston and Maine railroad may pur- 
chase and take land for the purposes of this act in addition 
to its present location; but nothing herein shail authorize 
the taking of land owned by other railroad corporations, or 
used for public purposes; nor authorize the erection of any 
structure resting upon any railroad location jointly owned 
by the Boston and Maine railroad and any other railroad 
corporation or corporations, unless by consent of the same; 
and in case of the failure of the Boston and Maine railroad 
to obtain such consent, the board of railroad commissioners, 
after hearing the parties, shall determine whether any such 
structure shall be erected, and in what manner; and the said 
Boston and Maine railroad shall then have authority to erect 
such structure on such joint location as said board of rail- 
road commissioners shall approve. 


Secor. 5. In the exercise of the powers granted by this 
act, said Boston and Maine railroad, and any person or cor- 
poration who shall sustain any damage in his property, shall 
have all the rights, privileges, and remedies, and be subject 
to all the duties, liabilities, and restrictions provided by the 
public statutes in like case. 


-Srot. 6. The Boston and Maine railroad, for the pur- 
poses of this act, may increase its capital stock by a vote of 
its stockholders, at a meeting.duly called for the purpose, to 
an amount not exceeding one million dollars beyond the 
amount now authorized by law. 


Sect. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

hundred dollars in aid of the Soldiers’ Messenger Corps: 
provided, such expenditure shall secure to said corps such 
supervision as shall commend it to the public patronage.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE CHARLES-RIVER AND WARREN 
BRIDGES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The governor, with the advice and consent 
of the council, is empowered in the name and on behalf of 
the Commonwealth to execute, acknowledge, and deliver a 
good and sufficient instrument to the city of Boston, trans- 
ferring to said city and its assigns all the right, title, and 
interest of the Commonwealth in and to the Charles-river 
bridge and Warren bridge, to the approaches to the same, to 
the materials of which said bridges are composed, and to all 
things pertaining to said bridges belonging to the Common- 
wealth. Such transfer shall not be made until there is con- 
structed, subject to the provisions of law, and opened for 
public use at the expense of the city of Boston, anew bridge, 
which, in the opinion of the governor and council, will afford 
facilities as ample as those provided by the said existing 
bridges ; and upon such transfer the city of Boston may dis- 
continue said bridges or either of them. 


Sect. 2. No change shall be made in the piles of said 
bridges without the approval of the harbor and land commis- 
sioners. 


Sect. 3. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
grant authority to the city of Boston or its assigns to take 
tolls on said bridges, or on the new bridge which may be 
constructed.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 7 of Chapter 280 of the Laws of 1871, I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
31, 1881. 

The department has been one of increased activity the 
past year, as will be seen by examination of the records. 

The aim is to have the records (which, by statute, are to 
be kept in detail) so kept that they may be of universal 
benefit to the public, a complete and bound transcript being 
made of each and every building, from the time of its erec- 
tion to its completion ; and, if altered, or damaged by fire or 
otherwise, the same is duly recorded, and readily referred 
to, being indexed and compiled; besides which, a diagram 
of each new building, locating drains, furnaces, etc., is filed 
with each final report, which contains an estimated cost of 
erection, alteration, addition, or damage. — 

The work of the department has been increased to a great 
extent, by the action of the Legislature of 1880, relating to 
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manufactories and buildings where operatives are employed. 
Chap. 197 of the Acts of 1880 requires two means of egress, 
by stairs, from all such buildings where five or more persons 
are employed in any room above the second story, or where 
women or children are employed above such a story. In 
order to ascertain whether any such buildings exist in viola- 
tion of said chapter and acts, an examination and descrip- 
tion and diagram are requisite before action is taken, so that 
better means of egress may be afforded, or a fire-escape 
located in the best possible position for escape in case of 
fire or panic. 

The inspection of elevators and hoist-ways in all buildings 
in the city requires the attention of this department; acci- 
dents, serious and fatal, occurring often, further legislation 
is needed in this matter to control their construction and 
use. 

The detailed workings of this department may be readily 
learned by examination of the accompanying report and 
_ tables.

Under the, provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the City of Boston, and under the provisions of the city 
ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provision of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of. build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
the present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the 
exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the | 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of: fires.

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The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings’ to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds, for special 
purposes, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliances with special statute provisions, regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construc- 
tion of stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 
which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
ment-houses, and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
-metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied 
in whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the 
building limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used

for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
for license to occupy the same as a place of public 

- amusement. 

Examination of private mene located in the public highways, 
upon a petition to the Board of Aldermen to maintain 
the same, if secured satisfactory to the Inspector of 
Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, 
steps, and porches, projecting into or over any public 
highway. 


The department the past year has been one of constant 
activity, and the office has been used largely as a consulta- 
tion bureau by our capitalists, architects, and master-builders, 
in order that the law should be fully met. 

Examinations of buildings, structures, etc., have to be made 
in all cases previous to issuing requisitions, permits, or 
notices ; a diagram, and full description recorded of same; 
then examinations during their construction or alteration ;: 
a third examination, at its completion, as the final report, with 
the costs and facts in the case.

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SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 260 of the Acts of 
1872 prohibit the erection of independent wooden buildings 
within the boundaries of the district known as the building 
limits of the City of Boston, with certain exceptions as to 
wharves. 

Wooden additions to existing buildings in this district can, 
however, be erected, with a limitation as to height and area 
to be covered. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority ; and by an ordinance approved July 8, 1871, 
were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence around the nor therly portion of 
the ‘‘ City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point 
on Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of 
Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street ; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden str eet; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office of 
the City Surveyor. 


The above ordinance, establishing the boundaries of the 
building limits, was amended April 6, 1878, by striking out 
after the words, “to a point on Charles river opposite the 
centre line of,” the words, “ Parker street or cross dam,” and 
inserting in their place the words, “ West Chester park as 
extended ; thence through the centre of West Chester park 
to its intersection with Boylston-street extension; thence 
through the centre of Boylston-street extension to the centre 
of Parker street”; and after the words, “dated June 26th, 
1871,” insert the words, “as amended as shown by a shaded 
blue line on said plan.” _December 31, 1881, the following 
was passed : — 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE 
REGULATION AND INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: — 


SECTION 1. Section 1, of an ordinance in relation to the regulation 
and inspection of buildings, passed July 8, 1871, and amended April 
6, 1878, is hereby repealed and the following enacted in place thereof : —

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SEcTION 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of Chapter 280 of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, are hereby established and 
defined as follows : — 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to: 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line; thence around the northerly portion of 
the ‘‘ City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point 
on Charles river at the intersection of said line with a boundary line 
between Brookline and Boston; thence along said boundary line to a 
point opposite the centre of Longwood avenue; eastwardly to the 
centre of Bumstead lane; thence through the centre of Bumstead lane 
to the centre of Ward street; thence through the centre of Ward street 
to the centre of Parker street; thence through the centre of Parker 
street to Ruggles street; thence through the centre of Ruggles street 
eastwardly to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite ‘the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning.

Under the provisions of the building-law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes 
are especially examined in regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suitable 
and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident.

HoIst—ways AND ELEVATORS. 


The attention of this department has, to a considerable 
extent, necessarily been directed to the inspection of hoist- 
ways and elevators. The large increase in their number 


since the fire of 1872, the increased height of buildings now 


being erected, the introduction of elevators into classes of 
buildings heretofore not generally provided with them, such 


as hotels, family hotels, operative and public buildings, and 
the especial danger from accident, and the extension of fire 
in their use, indicate that more than ordinary attention should 
be given them. ; 

The requirements are few and simple: a railing, trap- 
doors, and trap-doors closed, except when in actual use by 
the occupants of the building. It was supposed at the time 
of the passage of the act governing hoist-ways and elevators 
that its provisions would cover all cases that would arise; 
but that expectation has not been wholly realized, non-com- 
pliance often arising from ignorance, negligence, or design, 
according to the character of the individual. 

“There are few provisions of the building-law more im- 
portant than this one. When it is considered that, for pro- 
tective purposes in case of fire, the floors of our buildings 
are so constructed as to make only an apparent separation of 
the stories, and that, with a large flue extending from the 
basement of a building to the roof, and the building stored 
with large amounts of combustible material, it becomes 
especially dangerous in case of a fire occurring in it, which, 
instead of being temporarily confined to the story in which 
it originated, spreads at once throughout the building, imper- 
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illing, to a greater or less extent, all surrounding buildings; 
and when the number of firemen whose lives have been lost, 
or who have been seriously injured by entering these or 
adjoining buildings having unprotected hoist-ways, is also 
considered, the simple requirements of rails and of closed 
trap-doors during non-business hours are not to be considered 
onerous or burdensome, and any neglect to make them con- 
form to legal requirements no excuse for an exemption from 
the prescribed penalty.” 

In view, then, of their rapid and general introduction into 
various classes of buildings, and the unsafe consequences 
thereto attendant from those not properly protected, appro- 
priate additional legislation in the matter of their regulation 
seems imperative.

January 5, 1881.— D. M. Garrett, while employed making 
alterations on building No. 32 to 33 South Market street, 
stepped upon a temporary covering over stairway opening 
in fourth story, consisting of light boards, which gave way, 
not being properly supported. He, fortunately, sustained 
but slight injuries, although falling to the second floor. 

Februar y 4, 1881. —Mr. Johnson and others were repair- 
ing elevator in building No. 637 Main street; the iron rope 
which runs elevator became detached from. wheel in the 
basement floor, causing the rope which hoists elevator to 
become entangled on wheel at roof, so that elevator did not 
run freely. Mr. Johnson jumped on the elevator, causing it 
to fall fifteen feet, when-the rope became tight, checking the 
fall of the elevator, bringing the rope against sharp edge of 
the drum of the windlass with such force as to cut the rope, 
causing elevator to fall into cellar. 

February 5, I881.—Mrs. Ellen Kane, residing 45 Port- 
land street, stepped upon balcony of fire-escape, and leaning 
over same lost her balance and fell ten feet ten inches into 
street, striking on her head, fracturing her skull. She was 
removed to the Massachusetts General Hospital, where she 
died. 

Mr. Charles Kieley, while loading elevator in building 
79 to 81 Summer street, on the fifth floor, stepped on the 
car, allowing it to descend unchecked. The velocity of the 
car caused the counterbalance weight to ascend and strike 
against the pulley, which broke and fell. Mr. Kieley, when 
taken from the car at the bottom of the elevator-way, was 
found to be injured, but not seriously. 

January 10, 1881. — Willard A. Sherman, while at work 
shoeing horses, No. 22} Pitts street, had his foot injured by ~ 
the falling of loose bricks from the chimney, through the 
skylight. 

Mr. John Tolan an Patrick Ryan, while employed taking 
down building on Charlestown street, corner Cooper street, 
on second floor, were injured by the falling of one of the piers 
of the external wall, crushing through the second floor, and 
carrying said Ryan and Tolan down to the first floor. Tolan 
was‘seriously injured, Ryan slightly bruised. | 
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J. Conners, while employed with others laying the foun- 
dation of Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association 
building, located on Huntington avenue and West Newton 
street, was injured by the breaking of the derrick, which 
fell and struck him on the head. He was picked up insen- 
sible, taken to the City Hospital, where he died from his 
injuries. 

At the same location and same day a fireman on one of 
the locomotives on Boston & Providence R.R., while en- 
deavoring to switch a car from one track to another without 
aid, by attaching a rope to the engine and car, was unable, 
on account of the speed attained, to disconnect the rope from 
the locomotive in time to allow the car to proceed unhin- 
dered; in consequence, four posts, supporting a platform 
which divided the two tracks, were pulled down, letting the 
floor on same fall. Mr. Lothrop and a boy, who were stand- 
ing on platform at the time, fell to the ground below, twenty 
feet, but received no injury. 

May 24, 1881.—In building located 89 Broad street, Mr. 
Meserve, while standing near an elevator-way in conversa- 
tion with William H. Henry, either became dizzy or stepped 
backwards, and fell through elevator-way, from second floor 
to cellar, a distance of 26 feet. The chain was not placed 
across the elevator at the time. Mr. Meserve was carried to 
the City Hospital, where it was found that one leg was 
broken. 

June 10, 1881.—In building located No. 3 Winthrop 
square, and 13 and 14 Otis street, a girl, 14 years of age, 
named Josephine Enos, ascended to the fifth floor on the 
freight elevator, which she left on reaching the said floor, 
without stopping the car. The door enclosing the elevator 
shaft being closed, she was left standing on the threshold, 
from which she fell to the bottom of the elevator shaft, about 
60 feet. She was dead when found. 

William Higgins, a laborer in building No. 5 Union wharf, 
while in the act of raising the trap-door of hoist-way, fell 
through the same, from the third to the first floor, injuring 
him somewhat, but breaking no bones. 

Anthony Cuffe, the boy who runs the elevator in Tremont 
House, Tremont street, corner Beacon street, was injured by 
being jammed between the floor of elevator and ceiling of 
second floor, in attempting to get on to the elevator atter it 
had started. He was taken to the City Hospital, where he 
died from his injuries. 

June 22, 1881.— Michael Morgan, a laborer employed at 
Jordan, Marsh & Co.’s building, 55 Bedford street and 69. 
Kingston street, was injured by falling from the street plat- 
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form to the bottom of the elevator shaft, a distance of 15 
feet, while stepping backwards with a truck, after the ele- 
vator had ascended, leaving the same open and unguarded. 
Mr. Morgan died from his injuries. 

At the Revere House, Bowdoin square, while the elevator 
was ascending it fell from third floor ; the occupants, Mrs. Mau- 
rice McGraw and her daughters, were injured. Mrs. McGraw, 
who was standing in the elevator, received the entire con- 
cussion, breaking one of her legs; Miss Cora had one of 
her ankles badly sprained, and Miss Louisa received slight 
bruises. 

William Allston, a painter employed on building of Mas- 
sachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association, located on Hunt- 
ington avenue and West Newton street, was slightly injured 
by falling from a staging some 20 feet. 

At a fire in building Nos. 120-124 Tudor street, a fireman, 
Mr. Charles A. Smith, was seriously injured by falling 
through an elevator opening from the second floor to basement, 
a distance of 21 feet. The elevator was properly protected 
by rails, but had no trap-doors. The rails were partially 
burned when Mr. Smith fell. 

October 27.— Maurice Healy, employed at 87 and 89 Com- 
mercial street, stepped into the elevator opening, and fell 
through from the first floor to the cellar below, a distance of 10 
feet. He was carried to the City Hospital, where he died, his 
skull having been fractured by the fall. 

William Park and Augustus Dyer, while at work paitdine 
a chimney on premises East First street, corner of O street, 
fell from the staging to the basement, a distance of 35 feet, 
and received serious injuries. 

September 14, 1881.— Francis A. Chandler, at work cut- 
ting an opening through the external wall of a building on 
Foundry street, near Swan street, was killed by a portion of 
the wall falling on him. 

William J. Atkinson, one of the call-boys of the Adams 
House, No. 555 Washington street, was injured slightly 
by being caught between the elevator car and the ceiling 
while attempting to look out of the car while it was in 
motion. _ 

Samuel Lowe, at work in the upper story of building 98 
Canal street, started to get on the elevator, which he thought 
was at that floor; he stooped under the rail, stepped off, and 
fell. The car was ascending; he struck the cross-head of the 
elevator and was killed instantly. 

John Tracy, a:-young man: employed i in building 115 Con- 
gress street, stepped backwards into the elevator well and fell 
on to the car, which was descending. Slightly injured. 
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A person, unknown, mistook the door to elevator of 106 
Union street tor tront entrance to 110 Union street ; opening the 
door, he walked into the elevator-way and fell to the cellar 
floor below. Slightly injured. 

July 12, 1881.—While Thomas Roach and _ Richard 
Powers were descending from the fifth story in the elevator 
in building Nos. 141 and 143 Richmond street, the car fell 
three stories. The men were not seriously injured.

The Committee on Public Buildings beg leave to report 
that the Police Commissioners desire their efforts to secure 
for them a building where all their various departments can 
be concentrated. 

With that end in view, and, in order to relieve City Hall, 
your committee have obtained the refusal of an estate num- 
bered 1 Pemberton square, and now offered for rental. - The 
committee consider the location a very desirable one, — light 
being obtained on three sides of the building, and easy of 
~ access to the public. The Police Commissioners endorse the 
location, and inform your committee that comparatively few 
alterations will be required in the interior to adapt it for 
their use. 

There are no leases at present in the building, and occu- 
pancy can be had within a reasonable time. The rental de- 
manded is $4,500 per year and taxes, with a lease of the 
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same for a term of seven years. Your committee consider 
the terms reasonable. They are of the opinion that it is 
within their powers, as given them in the amended ordinance 
on page 539, of section 6, to hire these premises without the 
sanction of the City Council ; but the lease being for so long 
a term they prefer their endorsement, and would offer the 
following order.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the 
subject of a new bridge to Charlestown, and to whom were 
referred the petitions of Wm. T. Van Nostrand & Co. and 
others, for the erection of such a bridge, beg leave to submit 
the following 


REPORT: 


In previous reports upon this subject the ground has been 
taken that nothing but a double-deck bridge would meet all 
the requirements of the case. But, in view of the great cost 
of such a structure, it was recommended that the lower deck 
should be built and opened to travel first, and that at some 
future time the upper deck should be added. 

Your committee agree with the views expressed in former 
reports (see City Doc. 143, 1880 and 104, 1881), as to the 
necessity for a double-deck bridge ; but, after a careful study 
of the subject, are of the opinion that the plan for building 
should be reversed, —that is, that the upper deck should be 
built first. fs 

They are led to this conclusion by the fact that the opening 
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of the new elevator in Charlestown has been followed by a 
great increase in the number of cars crossing the avenues on 
that side of the river. There has also been a large growth 
in the traffic on the tracks on the Boston side. The 
detentions to travel have become more frequent and of longer 
duration, and the danger arising from grade-crossings has 
increased proportionately. 

The construction of another bridge at grade would aug- 
ment the difficulties. There would be two more grade cross- 
ings to take care of, and as the distance between the avenues 
is not much greater than the length of an ordinary freight 
train, travel on all three of the bridges would be stopped at 
about the same time and for the same period as at present ; 
at all events the gain would be hardly appreciable. 

The elevated bridge would, of course, afford immediate 
relief to pedestrians and light vehicles, the class of travel 
most endangered by grade-crossings and incommoded by the 
detentions caused by passing trains. 

The plan now proposed is to build an elevated bridge from 
City square, Charlestown, to the junction of Charlestown and 
Medford streets, following very nearly the line of Charles- 
river bridge, as shown on the accompanying plan. The 
bridge to be built of iron, with stone piers, and to be 60 feet 
wide, with a 50-ft. draw. It will be so constructed that a 
lower deck, 60 feet wide, with a 60-ft. draw, can be added 
at some future time. Charles river and Warren bridges will 
be retained for the use of heavy team travel, until the lower 
deck of the new bridge is constructed, when Charles-river 
bridge can be removed. 

The change in the line of the new bridge, from that 
recommended in former reports, is made for the purpose 
of preserving intact the basin between the bridges, and 
also because the property on both sides of the river which 
would have to be taken for the approaches is of less value 
than that on the line formerly proposed. Another reason is, 
that the new bridge will be in a direct line with the extension, 
of Washington street, in case that improvement should be’ 
undertaken in the future. The estimates for the proposed 
bridge are as follows : —

ORDER 


Relating to the Specific Appropriations for the Financial 
Year 1882-83, and authorizing the use of certain moneys 
to meet the same. 


Jt is hereby ordered by the City Council, That, to defray 
the expenditures of the City of Boston and the County of 
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Suffolk for the financial year, which will commence with the 
first day of May, 1882, and end with the last day of April, 
1883, the following sums of money be, and the same are, 
hereby respectively appropriated for the objects and purposes 
as explained in the Auditor of Accounts’ Estimates (City 
Document No. 87, 1882), and in the applications of the 
various Committees, Officers, and Boards contained and 
printed in said document. 

And it ts further ordered, That no money shall be ex- 
pended, and no debts be incurred, for any object or purpose, 
for which a specific appropriation is herein made, beyond the 
amount which is so specifically appropriated, except as herein 
authorized, and with a proper regard thereto. Whenever 
the amounts herein designated and appropriated have been 
expended, and an additional sum is required; or whenever 
the estimates for the completion of any object, or for any 
purpose, exceed the appropriation herein specially made; 
or whenever an expenditure is required for an object or a 
purpose not herein contemplated, the committee, board, or 
officer having charge thereof, and authority to expend the 
same, shall furnish to the City Council a detailed statement, 
in print, of the expenditures already made, and the necessity 
for an additional appropriation; and no contract shall be 
made, nor expenditure authorized, in either case, unless pro- 
vision for the same shall be made by special transfer from 
some of the appropriations herein contained, or by creating 
a loan therefor. 

When application shall be made for an appropriation other 
than herein specified, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon by, the Committee 
on Finance. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
“yea” and “nay.” No presiding officer of a board, or chair- 
man of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 

Provided, however, that any sums of money which may 
be subscribed or contributed by individuals to promote the 
objects of any of the following appropriations, and which 
form no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be 
strictly applied, according to the intention of the contribu- 
tors, and shall be credited to such appropriations accordingly ;

all taxes that shall remain unpaid on the tenth day of Jan- 
uary, 1883, there shall be charged interest at the rate of 
seven per cent. per annum; and all the interest that shall 
have become due from and after the above-named dates shall 
be added to and be a part of such taxes; provided, however, 
that the taxes assessed by authority of Chapter 315 of the 
Acts of the year 1873, upon the shares of National Banks 
and of other corporations, shall be due and payable on the 
first day of November, 1882, and interest shall be charged 
as provided in said act upon all such taxes as remain unpaid 
after that date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In preparing the estimates of the appro- 
priations required by the department of Public Institutions 
for the financial year 1882-83, the Board of Directors have 
included a request for several special appropriations, which 
require a more extended explanation than could well be given 
in the communication addressed to the Auditor of Accounts. 
As some of these subjects involve the policy of the Board, 
with reference to the care of the poor, they are deemed of 
sufficient importance to engage the careful attention of the 
City Council, with a view to such action on its part as will 
tend to a proper solution of the problem. 

These special requests represent the most imperative wants 
of each institution, and the estimates are based upon the re- 
ports of the City Architect and City Engineer of the cost of 
the work to be done under their supervision. 

These estimates will be mentioned in the following com- 
munication in the order in which they have been transmit- 
ted to the City Auditor : — 


House oF INnpustTRY. 
Brick addition to the main building : - $60,000 00 


The increase of male prisoners during the year has been 
51. At one time there were 380 more male prisoners than 
cells-in which to lock them up at night. The dormitories 
-were also full, and beds were placed in a work-room for the 
men to sleep upon. The present dining-room is only about 
one-half the requisite size. Only one-half of the men can 
eat ata time. After each meal the dishes must be removed, 
and the tables relaid for a second meal. ‘Therefore there is, 
in the male wing, much loss of time and great delay and 
trouble in serving six meals instead of three. 

The hospital, in the upper story, is much crowded, and 
more room for the sick is an absolute necessity. The room 
in the basement, which is occupied by the men while waiting 
for meals, and on days when the weather will not admit of 
out-door work, is too small, and the prisoners are packed too 
closely together. 

To overcome these disadvantages, and to afford the needed 
space, it is proposed to build an addition on the northerly 
end of the male wing of the main building, measuring 100 
feet in length, the desion and finish ta conform to the present 
structure. This will afford the needed sleeping-room, dining- 
room, waiting-room, and hospital accommodations. 
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Rebuilding coal wharf. ; 3 - $1,500 00 


The wharf in front of the coal-sheds should be rebuilt dur- 
ing the present year. The City Engineer recommends that 
the wharf be covered with some cheap lumber, chemically 
treated, to increase its durability. The estimated cost, ac- 
cording to the City Engineer’s estimate, will be $1,382.

HousrE oF CORRECTION. 


New dwelling-house for Master . ; A $15,000 00 


The present dwelling of the Master is directly over the 
kitchen, in which the food for about 500 persons is prepared. 
The odor arising from cooked meats and vegetables for a 
long term of years has saturated every part of the house 
above, and has become almost unbearable during the night, 
and whenever the chamber-windows are kept closed. When- 
ever the covers of the large jacket steam-kettles are opened 
a large volume of steam necessarily escapes and finds its way 
into the sleeping-rooms above, creating a foul, damp atmos- 
phere, which is inhaled by the sleepers. This is thought to 
be the cause, in part, of the several cases of sickness in the 
Master’s family during the past year. There is also much 
noise arising from the steam-pipes in the kitchen, which is 
conducted by the pipes throughout the house. 

If the new house for the Master shall be erected it is pro- 
posed to take out the partitions in the present residence, and 
the stories above the kitchen will be fitted up as a guard- 
room, to be of such a height and so formed and arranged as 
to completely supervise the cells and corridors of the prison, 
and add greatly to the ventilation of the same. This will be a 
great improvement as well as a convenience in the manage- 
ment of the prison.

A new stable, with carriage-house combined, is much 
needed. The present stable is of wood, has been moved 
four times, and is too small. It is in a dilapidated condition, 
and not good enough to be repaired.

In October last the Board addressed a communication to 
the City Council on this subject, which was referred to the 
Committee on Institutions, and is now in the files of that 
committee. It is printed in City Council Minutes for 1881, 
page 680, but for convenience of reference is here inserted. 


In April last, at the request of the Board of Directors, the City Council 
appropriated the sum of $8,000 for the purpose of placing steam-heat- 
ing apparatus in the Boston Lunatic Hospital. At that time it was the 
intention of the board that the steam for heating should be supplied by 
pipes from the House of Correction, and the appropriation, though only 
estimated, was considered to be ample for that purpose. Since then the 
subject has received the careful consideration of experts on the subject 
of steam-heating, and their plans have been subjected to a thorough 
exaniination by the City Architect, who is of the opinion that the means 
of supply will be much more effectual, simple, far more easily con- 
trolled, and attended with less expense in management, by locating the 
power boiler in the basement of one of the buildings upon the hospital 
grounds, the same to be fitted up as a boiler-room, and to have coal- 
sheds adjoining. He also suggests a system of ventilation in connec- 
tion with the introduction of steam-heating similar to that at Austin 
Farm and Marcella-street Home. The cost of the system of steam- 
heating and ventilation recommended by the City Architect, as esti- 


mated ‘by him, is ‘ : : , d $17,600 00 
Less amount already appr ‘opriated . : ‘ : ; 8,000 00

to be provided for by an additional appropriation. 

In connection with the work of placing the steam-heating apparatus, 
should the City Council appropriate the sum required, the Board of 
Directors feel that the present time will afford the opportunity of adding 
new dining-room accommodations by projecting a small building, three 
stories high, on the north side of each wing, which will afford a “dining- 
room for each ward. A connection can be made with the main build- 
ing without the loss of any of the rooms now occupied by the patients. 
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This is an improvement which is greatly desired. The hospital has now 
180 patients, and in all probability there will soon be the maximum 
number of patients which can be accommodated. The City Architect 
has prepared a plan of this designed improvement, and estimates the 
cost to be $13,000 ($6,500 for each wing). 

The Board of Directors approve of both these contemplated improve- 
ments, and hereby respectfully request the City Council to appropriate 
the sum of $9,600 additional for steam-heating and ventilation, and the 
sum of $13,000 for building new dining-rooms. 

The City Council has frequently been informed of the condition of this 
hospital building, not only in the reports and communications of the 
Board, but especially in late years in the reports of the Inspectors of 
Houses of Detention in the County of Suffolk. 

If anything were wanting to convince the City Council of the great 
importance and necessity of the improvements asked for, it can be found 
in the last report of the Inspectors of Prisons (City Doc. 98, 1881), in 
which the condition of the dining-rooms is referred to. Since that date | 
seventeen patients have been added to the number then reported. 


In this connection the attention of the City Council is 
respectfully directed to the last report of the Inspectors of 
Prisons (City Document 163, series of 1881, page 2), 
wherein the urgent need of the improvements now requested 
is strongly set forth. 

The only change recommended in the communication of 
October 24th is the addition of $500. for fitting up a proper 
room, in which the friends of patients may be received when 
making their usual visits. 

The present number of patients is 188,— an increase of 
26 during the year. 

The foregoing estimates relate to the three institutions 
which have been long established. They are for appropria- 
tions to be expended in the line of general improvement, and 
will cause the several institutions to be better adapted to the 
purposes for which they are used. We come now to the 
pauper institutions, which at the present time are so crowded 
with inmates that measures should be taken to afford imme- 
diate relief. More room for the pauper class is imperatively 
demanded ; and in considering what course can be pursued 
to obtain it, the Board have been confronted with the broad 
question of the best method of maintaining an institution for 
the poor. 

The subject has demanded and received serious thought 
and study, and the Board of Directors have reached the con- 
clusion that it is for the best interests of the city to abandon 
the plan of conducting several institutions for the mainten- 
ance of the poor, and to consolidate the institutions on one 
site, or in close proximity to each other. | 

At its last meeting (held on the 10th inst.) the Board, by 
a unanimous vote, adopted the following preamble and 
resolution : — 
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Whereas, In view of the great increase in the number of 
pauper inmates at the ‘Austin Farm, Marcella-street Home, 
and Charlestown Almshouse; and as it is estimated that 
there is needed for new buildings and additions at

Or, in round numbers, say the sum of $125,000, which it is 
recommended to be expended at these three institutions for 
the present year alone; and, 

Whereas, These expenditures are but the commencement 
of a long series of annual appropriations to be expended on 
sites not the most favorable for economical management, or 
for the health and employment of the inmates ; ther efore, 

Resolved, That the President be authorized to present 
these facts to the City Council, and also to state that the 
Board of Directors, as an economical measure, deem it desir- 
able that the several pauper institutions be consolidated on 
one site, or in close proximity; and for this purpose the 
Board of Directors recommend the purchase of a suitable 
site for the location of all the pauper institutions. 


Should this proposal fail to receive the approval of the 
City Council it will be necessary to at once increase the ac- 
commodations at Austin Farm,. Marcella-street Home, and 
Charlestown Almshouse, if it is expected that the pauper 
class is to be provided for at those institutions. 

After careful investigation the Board estimate the appro- 
priations which will be required to be as follows, viz. : —

The present number of inmates is 225,— an increase of 
more than 40 per cent. during the year. The institution 7s 
JSull, and no more can be accommodated. Such new appli- 
cants as can be provided for at Charlestown Almshouse are 
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sent there, — the remainder are sent to Deer Island. The 
present hospital will accommodate but 35 patients, and as the 
number of sick often exceeds 50, there are always a number 
of the sick in beds in the dormitory, where they give much 
trouble to the nurses, and are a source of annoyance to the 
other inmates. In addition to the sick at Austin Farm there 
are about 40 females, now in the hospital at Deer Island, who 
should be at the Austin Farm. The physician estimates that 
fully 100 patients will be under treatment during the present 
year. At present there is great difficulty in making a proper 
classification of diseases, on account of the crowded con- 
dition of the hospital. The physician makes a strong appeal 
for more room and better facilities for providing for the con- 
stantly increasing number of patients under his charge. 

The increased number of inmates demands a correspond- 
ing increase of dining-room and kitchen accommodations, in 
order to properly provide for them.

This institution, on the boys’ side, is full to overflowing, 
and more sleeping-room and dining-room is required. 

The pauper girls were removed from Deer Island to this 
place in October last, and now number 97. The present 
number of boys is 806. One year ago the number was 213. 
There are now 403 inmates, an increase of 190 during the 
year. Itis proposed to build an extension of 115 feet in 
length to that portion of the building occupied by the boys. 
It will also be necessary to build fences around the play- 
grounds and on the boundary, and to pave the play-grounds 
with bricks. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE.

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The opinions entertained by the Board of Directors re- 
garding the use of the Charlestown Almshouse were fully 
set forth in a communication to the City Council, under date 
of January 31, 1881 (printed in City Council Minutes, 
1881, page 56), and are still held by the Board. The sub- 
ject of putting the institution in suitable condition was 
presented under date of May 28, 1881, and is printed on 
page 357, City Council Minutes. ‘The appropriation for re- 
pairs asked for at that time was not granted ; but, subsequent- 
ly, the City Council appropriated $7,500 for maintaining the 
institution during the present financial year. A portion of 
this money, which was not required for food and clothing, 
has been expended for the most pressing wants of the insti- 
tution. With what pauper labor the Superintendent could 
command, he has cleansed and improved a considerable por- 
tion of the building. The Board of Directors can but reit- 
erate the statement made to the City Council one year ago, 
that “the longer continuance of the institution in its present 
condition is discreditable to the city and dangerous to its 
inmates . . . and that the best interests of the city 
require that it should be discontinued.”

In the foregoing communication the Board of Directors 
have stated only the present needs of the several institutions. 
There is much more that might be done to render them more 
commodious and efficient ;. but the requests now made of the 
City Council seem to be within the bounds of moderation 
and sound judgment, if the institutions are to be maintained 
according to the high standard of the past. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 9 


In conclusion, the Board cannot forbear an expression of 
opinion with reference to the present plan of maintaining 
small institutions for the care of the poor. The resolution 
adopted by the Board, with reference to the consolidation of 
the pauper Hier ations in one locality, has in view the aban- 
donment of the smaller institutions which have been sup- 
ported during the past few years. Therefore, it may not be 
_ out of place to briefly review the history of the present ar- 
rangement, in order that the City Coucil may understand 
correctly the position and views of the Board of Directors. 

In October, 1874, the City Council had under considera- 
tion the plans for an almshouse building, to be erected at the 
Austin Farm, of a capacity to provide for at least five hun- 
dred inmates and accommodate all the persons then main- 
tained in the city almshouse. The City Council requested 
the Board of Directors to communicate their opinion as to 
the expediency of erecting the proposed Home for the Poor 
on the Austin Farm, which had been purchased by the City 
Council of 1873, —it being, in their judgment, a suitable site 
for this institution. The Board had never expressed an opin- 
ion with reference to that site, it having been purchased by 
vote of the City Council without conferring with the Direc- 
tors. When, therefore, the City Council requested the 
opinion of the Board on the expediency of locating the Home 
for the Poor on that site, the Board carefuliy considered the 
subject, and replied, under date of October 24, 1874, in a 
communication which was printed as City Document 92, 
series of 1874. 

Two members ef the Board dissented from the views of 
the majority, and addressed a communication to the City. 
Council, which was printed as City Document 93, series of 
1874. 

After stating their objections to the erection of a large 
institution at Austin Farm, the Board refer to the expense 
which would be incurred, and to the financial condition of 
the city in consequence of the disastrous fire two years 
before, and then go on to say “the Board, in the renewed 
consideration of thissubject . . . have been led to believe 
that, possibly, this great expenditure may, for the present, be 
avoided, and that it will not be necessary to proceed at once 
to the erection of a new home for the poor.” They then 
suggested, among other things, the enlargement of accommo- 
dations at Rainsford Island, and the fitting up of the alms- 
houses in Brighton and Charlestown, which had come into 
the city’s possession that year by annexation. 

Nothing was done on this subject by the City Government 
of 1874. The plans for the almshouse at the Austin Farm 
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were not adopted, and no changes were made at the other 
institutions. Subsequently the buildings at Rainsford Island 
were enlarged, but no relief was obtained at Deer Island 
until 1877, when fifty adult females were removed to Austin 
Farm, which had been prepared for that number. Marcella- 
street Home was fitted up for the truant boys, but at the 
request of the Board the pauper and neglected boys were 
removed there instead, and the Charlestown Almshouse was 
used to the extent of its capacity. The experience of the 
Board during the past five years has convinced them that if 
these institutions are to be maintained they can be no longer 
small. ‘The number of inmates has increased to such an ex- 
tent that new accommodations have been added, and the 
demand for room is greater than ever. If they are to be 
maintained, as at present organized, large outlays will be 
required every year to provide the necessary room. As the 
institutions increase in size the task of proper supervision on 
the part of the Board of Directors increases correspondingly. 
The three institutions are widely separated, and are not suit- 
ably located for the most economical and successful manage- 
ment. The Charlestown Almshouse is situated on a small 
lot, the whole site comprising a little more than three acres, 
about equally divided by a public thoroughfare, and is sur- 
rounded by marsh land or water. There is no room for 
enlargement, and no chance for improvement. Marcella- 
street Home is in the midst of a thickly settled community, 
and is altogether too small for the uses of an institution con- 
taining more than four hundred children, who need abundance 
of ground for play and exercise. Austin Farm is situated in 
the region of improvements, in the midst of a rapidly increas- 
ing population. It is difficult of access, and, in view of the 
possibilities of its improvement in the near future, is too 
valuable to be used for such a purpose. 

Should these three institutions, which now comprise all the 
pauper institutions now located on the main land, be consoli- 
dated on one site, somewhat isolated, yet easy of access, the 
labor of supervision would be greatly reduced and simplified, 
and, judging from our experience in conducting the large 
institution at Deer Island, we believe it would be much more 
economical. There would be but one corps of officers, 
instead of three, as now, one principle of management, and 
more convenient and satisfactory administration of all its 
affairs, on the principle that it is much easier to manage one 
institution, even of considerable magnitude, than three of 
smaller capacity, so widely separated as these now are. The 
proposed single institution for all the pauper class should be 
of sufficient size to afford a proper classification of the sexes 
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and ages, and provide for a separation of the children from 
the adults. Ona site of the proper size this could readily 
be done. The number of inmates in the various institutions 
at Deer Island, under one superintendent and one corps of 
officers, is 1,153, and the present number of inmates in the 
three pauper institutions is 675. 

We are satisfied, after mature and deliberate reflection and 
study, having in view the best interests of the city and its 
class of dependents, that this plan presents the most satis- 
factory and economical solution of the important and difficult 
question of the best method of providing for the pauper 
class; and the subject is commended to the City Council, in 
the hope and the belief that it will receive the consideration 
which its great importance demands.

Albany-street Paving Wharf, containing 54,450 square 
feet, inclusive of area covered by building. The building 
contains a blacksmith’s shop, carpenter’s shop, tool-rooms, 
and shed for breaking stone and storage of materials. 

Charles-street Paving Wharf, corner Charles and Cam- 
bridge streets, containing 34,214 square feet. Upon this 
wharf are two buildings, one divided into blacksmith’s shop, 
carpenter’s shop, tool-room, office and tenement upstairs for 
wharfinger ; the other, a stable and shed.

To the Honorable City Council : — 

In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Engineer’s Department, the following report 
of the expenses and operations of the department for the 
year 1881 is respectfully submitted. 


The duties of the City Engineer may be classified under 
the following heads : — 


A.— Those pertaining to the City Engineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance 
of bridges, in designing and superintending the construction 
of new bridges, retaining-walls, city wharves, etc., and in 
miscellaneous work called for by committees of the City 
Council. (City Engineer’s Department. ) 

B.— Superintendence of the Sudbury River, Cochituate, 
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and Mystic Water Works, including charge of new con- 
structions for these works. (Water Works. ) 

C. — Charge of the construction of a system of intercept- 
ing and outlet sewers. (Improved Sewerage. ) 

D.— Charge of the engineering work in connection with 
the Back Bay and other proposed parks. (Parks.) 

The expenses incurred under the head C, are paid wholly 
from a special appropriation, under the charge of the Joint 
Special Committee on Improved Sewerage.

23. The operations of the departnyent for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures, finished and in progress, as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


There have been no new tide-water bridges built during the 
year, and, with the exception of the Mt. Washington-avenue 
and Broadway bridges, no very exteusive repairs have been 
made upon the old ones. 

Two new street bridges have been completed, — the Bea- 
con-street bridge, over the Park water-way, and the Blake- 
more-street bridge, over the Boston & Providence railroad, at 
Mt. Hope station, West Roxbury. <A bridge on Common- 
wealth avenue, over the Park water-way, is in process of con- 
struction, and the bridge over the Boston & Albany railroad, 
on the Broadway extension, is not yet completed. In the 
Back-Bay park the foundations for the arch bridge on Boyls- 
ton street, over the Park water-way, are completed ; the bos- 
ton & Albany railroad bridge, over the Park water-way, is 
practically completed, and work upon the Beacon-entrance 
bridge, over the Boston & Albany railroad, is now being 
actively prosecuted. 
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The ordinary repairs upon the tide-water and inland 
bridges have, as for several past years, been made by day’s 
labor. | 
The Committee on Bridges have retained the services of 
Mr. 8. S. Lewis, as superintendent of repairs on the tide- 
water bridges, paying him for his services at the same rate 
as last year, but allowing him $2.25 instead of $2.00 per day 
for carpenter’s labor. 

Mr. J. W. Leatherbee was again the successful competitor 
for furnishing the spruce lumber required for the tide-water 
bridge repairs for the year, and has furnished 314,692 feet 
B.M., at his contract price for 1881 of $16.40 per M., and 
17,092 feet B.M., for $13.90 per M., his contract price for 
1880. ; 

During the year nine of the tide-water bridges have been 
painted by day’s labor, under the direction of Mr. A. H. 
Townsend as foreman. The paints and other materials were 
furnished by Messrs. Dexter Bros., under contract. The 
total cost of labor was $1,986.30; of materials, tools, etc., 
$887.17. | 

The total cost of ordinary repairs made under the direction 
of this department upon the tide-water bridges, has been 
$31,178.02. 

The system of making the repairs of the inland bridges 
(in charge of the Superintendent of Streets) by day’s labor, 
under the supervision of this department, has been continued 
during the past year at his request. 

The total cost of the repairs upon these bridges has been 
$4,984.20. 

By vote of the Committee on Bridges of 1880 this depart- 
ment was authorized to prepare record-books for each of the ° 
superintendents of the tide-water bridges that have draws, 
the object being to have the superintendents keep a daily 
record of all vessels passing through the draw-ways, time 
of their passage, name, etc. The books were furnished 
and the records commenced Jan. 1, 1881, and from this 
record monthly and yearly reports have been made to this 
department and are kept on file. An abstract from these re- 
ports, showing the number of vessels passing through the 
several draw-ways, will be found in Appendix A. 

The usual annual examination (required by Section 5 of the 
ordinance relating to the City Engineer’s department) of all 
bridges within the city limits, open to team and foot travel, 
has been made, and the results of this examination respect- _ 
ing the condition of the bridges as to safety and need of re- 
newal or repairs, are given in the succeeding pages. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The total 
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number is two more than last year; the bridge on Beacon 
street over the outlet to the Back-Bay park pond and the 
Blakemore-street bridge having been added. Those marked

1.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD, WARD 23). 


This is a modern iron-bridge, of excellent construction, 
and is in good condition. It will require painting the coming 
season, and will need new roadway sheathing. The abutment 
masonry should also be repointed. 

No repairs have been made upon it during the past year. 


ATHENS-STREET BripGeE (OVER New York & New Ene- 
LAND RAILROAD). 


Also an iron bridge of modern construction, and now 
in good condition, — the wood-work having been mostly re- 
newed, and the entire bridge painted the past year. 

Total cost of repairs, $141.77. 


BEACON-STREET BripGE (OVER OUTLET oF Back Bay Parx 
Ponp). 


This structure was in process of construction at the date 
of the last annual report, and a general description of it was 
then given. It was so far completed that it was opened for 
travel August 17, 1881. 

The amount paid to Ross & Lord, the contractors for the 
masonry substructure and appurtenant work, was $37,120.82. 

The amount paid for the iron bridge, which was of the or- 
dinary deck pattern, and the wrought-iron water-pipe, both 
of which were furnished by David H. Andrews, of the Bos- 
ton Bridge Works, under his contract, was $4,746.05. 

The masonry, consists of two abutments and a central 
pier of Quincy and Gloucester granite, is of the most sub- 
stantial character, and is built upon a spruce pile and timber 
platform foundation. The water-ways, spanned by the bridge, 
are each 20 feet in width, and the portions of them adjoining the 
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central pier are depressed so that the park pond can be entirely 
drained when required. ‘The depressed portion is about 
one-third of the width of each water-way. The floors of 
the water-ways are paved with rectangular granite blocks. 

The work was enclosed by a coffer dam, on the water-side, 
which cut the sea-wall forming the northerly boundary of the 
Mill-dam. On the other sides the earth was sufficiently im- 
pervious to keep out the tide-water, although the excavation 
was carried on, in the central portion of the site, to a pg 
of more than three feet below mean low water. 

In carrying on this work it was necessary to remove a 
section of the Mill-dam and its retaining-walls ; and as the 
manner of its construction at this point may be of interest, 
and valuable for future reference, the following description 
of it is given: — 

The Mill-dam was begun about the year 1818, and com- 
pleted in 1821. In consists, in this location, of two parallel 
walls, with their faces about 50 feet apart. The walls are 
built of Roxbury pudding-stone, laid dry and very loosely. 
They are each 6 feet wide at the bottom and 3 feet wide at 
the top, and are ballasted with small stones, the ballast having 
a width of 8 feet at the bottom of the walls, and tapering to 
nothing at the top. 

The northerly wall is built on a grillage of white-pine tim- 
ber, which rests upon the mud 1 ft. 9 in. below low water, 
and consists of three courses; the lowest course of 
12” <X 12” timbers, four in number, covering a width of 6 
feet, and extending longitudinally under the wall, is covered 
_ by a course of 9” X 9” timber, lain traversely about 9” apart, 
and another course of five 12’ X 12” timbers, laid longitudi- 
nally, completes the grillage. 

The courses are trenailed together with oak trenails, 13” 
square, one trenail in every other bearing. 

The southerly wall has only two courses of timber in its 
grillage, the lower one, 12” & 12”, laid longitudinally, and 
the upper, 9” X 9”, laid transversely. 

Between the walls the filling to a height of 8} feet above 
the grillage, is flats mud; a layer of 5 feet of sand covers 
this mud, and is itself covered by 14 to 2 feet of road mate- 
rial. 

The whole height of the masonry is 15 feet, and, consider- 
ing the length of time the wall has been built, that it had 
tee it from 6 to 8 feet of mud, and that itsaverage section is 
but ,%, of its height, it has stood remarkably well, although 
on the water side it had been for some years previous to the 
widening of Beacon street in a chronic state of disintegration. 
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BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge is apparently in no worse condition than it 
was last year. It has been strengthened in every practicable 
way, and no further improvement can be made upon it. It 
is one of those structures which, while it cannot be said to be 
dangerous, is still an improper structure for an important 
thoroughfare like Berkeley street. 

The abutments are built of Roxbury stone, laid dry, and 
very loosely put together. 

A constant supervision of this bridge is necessary, and as 
soon as it develops any signs of weakness it should be 
rebuilt. : 

The iron-work has been painted and the roadway sheath- 
ing patched, at a cost of $217.27. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaILROAD). 


During the year the iron-work has been painted and the 
roadway sheathing patched. 

The bridge is now in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs and painting, $425.50. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RaILRoAD, WaRrD 23). 


This is a new iron bridge, with granite abutments and 
wing-walls, which has not yet been opened for travel, as the 
filling of the connecting street at one end has not been com- 
pleted. It is fully described under the head of “ Miscellane- 
ous work and constructions.” 


* BRoaDway Bripce (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The decay of the wood pavement on the column section of 
this bridge, between the draw and Lehigh street, rendered it 
necessary either to repave this section with wooden blocks or 
to replace the cast-iron plates forming the roadway flooring 
with a wooden floor, having a plank-wearing surface. So 
much trouble had been experienced from the expansion of the 
wood pavement on this bridge in freezing weather, that it 
was deemed advisable to remove it from this section. The 
cast-iron plates and longitudinal iron floor-beams were there- 
fore taken off and sold, and a hard-pine floor and floor- 
beams substituted. The wearing-surface consists of two-inch 
spruce, as on most of the other bridges. 
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It was intended to do this work by contract, but after pre- 
paring specifications and advertising the work, no proposal 
was received that it was deemed for the advantage of the city 
to accept. The lowest proposal was $3,517, and the old 
materials. All the proposals were therefore rejected by the 
Committee on Bridges, and the work was done by day’s 
labor, under the direction of this department, with the fol- 
lowing result : —

Attention has been called in previous reports to the bad 
condition of the draw-pier, due to the ravages of worms upon 
the spruce sheet-piling, but as no change for the worse has 
been noticed, the pier will probably last for some time longer. 

The entire bridge will require repainting the coming season, 
otherwise it is not anticipated that more than the ordinary 
repairs will be necessary. 

The land under the bridge, between Lehigh street and the 
channel, has been leased to the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company for five years, at an annual rental of $800. 

Total cost of repairs, $5,083.62. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGE (OvER Muppy River). 


This bridge is in fair condition and has required no repairs. 
If the covered channel for Muddy River should be built this 
year its continuance would be no longer necessary. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BripGe (FROM Boston To CHARLES- 
TOWN). 


The pavement has been temporarily repaired and put in 
fair condition, but more extensive repairs upon it will be re- 
quired this year. 

The draw track-timbers have been strengthened, the 
quarters for the superintendent’s assistants have been en- 
larged to accommodate an additional man, and the usual 
repairs made. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,719.19. 


CHELSEA Bripgzk (Sout) (OVER SouTH CHANNEL 
Mystic River). 
A fire in the work-shop connected with the superintend- 
ent’s office, caused probably by the spontaneous combustion 
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of some painter’s rags, occasioned a damage of $350 to 
the building, on the night of July 27. In making repairs 
accommodation was provided for an additional assistant. 

The bridge has been painted, the draw sheathed, and the 
pavement on the solid filling, between this bridge and the 
Chelsea Bridge (North), put in good order. 

The filled portion of this avenue has been placed in charge 
of the Paving Department. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,047.84. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BriIpGE (FROM Easr Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


The usual repairs have been made and the bridge painted. 

The draw is in poor condition although some repairs have 
been made upon it. 

The fixed part of the bridge is in good condition. 


COLUMBUS-—AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


One end of the iron sidewalk truss, on the southerly side 
of this bridge, encroached upon the land of an abutter, and 
a compromise was effected between the city and the party who 
owned the land, by which a portion of the truss was re- 
moved, so that better access could be had to the estate. 

Ordinary repairs have been made, and the bridge is now 
in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, etc., $325.62. 


* COMMERCIAL Pont, OR TENEAN BripGE (Warp 24), 


Has received only trifling repairs, and is now in fair con- 
dition. 
Total cost of repairs, $7.88. 


* CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The draw has been provided with a new under-floor in the 
roadway, and the sidewalks have been replanked. The 
whole bridge has been repainted, the concrete sidewalks 
resurfaced, and other repairs made. The centre pivot-bear- 
ing has been examined and found in better condition than. 
was expected. A new centre pivot-bearing will, however, 
be provided as a reserve in case of accident. 

' The bridge is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $5,023.96. 
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DARTMOUTH-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


This bridge has not required any repairs during the year, 
and is now in good order. 


* DoVER-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Forr Point CHANNEL). 


Only the usual repairs have been made on this bridge, 
and, with the exception of needing painting, it is in good 
condition. 


* FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


For several years a suit, brought by Mr. W. P. Hunt, 
against the city, to determine the title to certain portions of 
the flats occupied by this bridge and its appurtenent struct- 
ures, has been pending in the courts. A decision has been 
reached by which Mr. Hunt’s title to the flats in question is 
affirmed. 

This decision rendered necessary the removal of the 
superintendent’s office to the draw pier, as it stood upon the 
area belonging to Mr. Hunt. No settlement has yet been 
made for the flats occupied by the bridge. 

In addition to the ordinary repairs upon the roadway and 
draws the draw-pier has been entirely replanked. Although 
the bridge is now in fair condition extensive repairs will 
soon be required upon the roadway floor. 

Total cost of repairs, $4,019.93. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). | 


All the iron-work of this bridge has been repainted, and 
the roadway floor has been renewed. ‘The bridge proper is 
in fair condition, but the bulkhead adjoining it, to which 
attention has been called in previous reports, is unsafe. 

Total cost of repairs, $792.73. 


HUNTINGTON—AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge has been newly sheathed, and some slight 
repairs have been made upon it. It is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $250.64.

* MALDEN BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


Ordinary repairs have been made upon this bridge, and it 
has also been painted. It is in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $383.25. 


* MERIDIAN-STREET BripGE (FROM East Boston TO 
CHELSEA). 


The draw has been thoroughly repaired by recalking and 
sheathing the roadway floor and laying new sidewalk planking. 

The bridge and buildings have been painted and the road- 
way pavement repaired. The roadway floor, the pavement, 
and the sidewalk bulkheads are in poor condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,633.44. 


Miz1—Dam Brinak (oveR Back—Bay S.LuIicEs). 


As this bridge will soon be discontinued, the building of 
the new bridge beyond it rendering it unnecessary when the 
filling of the “Back Bay is completed, no repairs have been 
made upon it. 


*MtT. WASHINGTON—AVENUE BripGe (OVER Fort Point 
CHANNEL). 


A special appropriation was made by the City Council, at 
the request of the Committee on Bridges, for replacing the 
old and badly-decayed floor of this bridge with a new one. 

The work was done by contract; Young & Ryan, the lowest 
bidders for the job, being the contractors. 

The new floor consists of hard-pine planks, six inches in 
thickness, planed on all sides and jointed. It is calked and 
covered with a coating of asphaltum, one-quarter of an inch in 
thickness ; a bed of paving-gravel, six inches in depth, upon 
which is laid a granite block pavement, completes the work. 

The concrete sidewalks were repaired and resurfaced at 
the same time. 

The total cost of the entire work was $9,937.61. 

Shortly after the contract for the foregoing work was let, 
a petition was presented to the City Council from the Stand- 
ard Sugar Refinery and others, requesting. the widening of 
the draw-ways. After some delay an appropriation of $6,500 
for this purpose was made by the City Council. A license 
from the Harbor Commissioners having been obtained, the 
width of the draw-ways was increased from thirty-seven feet 
and ten inches to forty-two feet, and a corresponding increase 
in length was made to the draw. 
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The work was done mostly by day’s labor, and cost 
$6,450.54. 

In addition to the special work previously mentioned, the 
. draw has been newly sheathed, a new buoy-stone and buoy 
provided, the buildings have been painted and smaller re- 
pairs made; so that the entire bridge is now in excellent con- 
dition. 

Total cost of ordinary repairs, $1,379.66. 


NEWTON-STREET BripGE (OVER BOSTON AND PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD), 


This bridge has been sheathed and painted, and is now in 
good condition. The abutments need repointing. 
Total cost of repairs, $261.11. 


Puprtic GARDEN Foor—BRIDGE. 


The stone masonry of this bridge and its approaches should 
be repointed ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ) 


Has’ been sheathed and thoroughly repainted, and is now 
in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $622.65. 


SWETT-STREET BripGEs (OVER SouTH—Bay SLUICES). 


The southerly bridge has been sheathed and its sidewalks 
and fences have been repaired. Both bridges have been 
painted, and are in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $238.85. 


* WaRREN BRIDGE (FROM Bosron TO CHARLESTOWN). 


The condition of this bridge has not changed materially 
since last year. A very full report of its condition was then 
made, and during the year it has been carefully watched and 
temporary repairs made upon it when required. 

Much more extensive repairs are needed, but in view of 
the existing uncertainty as to the action of the City Council 
in relation to additional bridge communication between the 
city proper and Charlestown, it has not been deemed advisable 
to attend to any repairs not absolutely necessary for the con- 
venience and safety of the travel. 

The total cost of repairs, the largest items of which were 
repairing the pavement and sheathing the draw and northerly 
draw-pier, was $2,144.58. 
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West CHESTER Park Brip@e (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


A trial is being made on this bridge of several kinds of 
paint to determine their comparative ability to resist the 
action of the smoke and steam from locomotives. The 
bridge has been sheathed and is in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $167.76. 


West CHESTER Park BripGE (oveR Boston & PRovI- 
DENCE RAILROAD). 
All the iron and wood work of this bridge has been 
thoroughly painted and the roadway resheathed, and it is 
now in excellent condition. 


Winturopr BripGE (FROM BREED’s IsLAND TO .WINTHROP). 


No repairs, except patching of the sheathing, have been 
made on this bridge. It is in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $24.08. 


Il. — BRIDGES OF WHICH BOSTON SUPPORTS 
THE PART WITHIN ITS LIMITS. 


* CAMBRIDGE-STREET ._BRIDGE (FROM WarRD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The roadway planking has been renewed and Hate bridge 
painted. It is in fair condition. 
Cost of repairs, $781.40. 


CENTRAL—AVENUE BripGE (OVER NEpoNsET River, Dor- 
CHESTER LowEerR MILLs). 


The sheathing has been patched; but no other repairs 
have been made. Partial painting of the structure will be 
necessary the coming season. 

Cost of repairs, $7.88. 


*CHELSEA Bripce (NortH) (FRoM THE Mystic RIVER 
CorPoraTion’s WHARF TO CHELSEA). 


The city’s portion of this bridge is in good condition. 
The running parts of the draw will require some repairs the 
coming season. 
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The draw has been sheathed, a new boat purchased, and a 
horse to replace the old one, worn out in the service, has 
been provided. 

Cost of repairs, $434.44. 


* EssEX-STREET Bringer (From Warp 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


A small office has been built for the accommodation of 
the superintendent, and some few repairs have been made. 
New Samson-posts for the draw have been recently put up. 

The bridge is in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $309.19. 


* GRANITE BRIDGE (FROM Warp 24 to Mitton). 


The roadway has been replanked and temporary repairs 
on the remainder of the structure have been made. The 
entire upper portion of the bridge will require renewal 
the coming season. Several of the piles are also in bad con- 
dition and will require renewal. 

The draw is in fair order. 

Cost of repairs, $214.41. 


LONGWOOD=AVENUE Brip@e (FROM Warp 22 TO BROooK- 
LINE). 


This bridge is in good condition, and has required no 
repairs during the past year. 
Marrapan BripGe (From Warp 24 To Minton). 


Only slight repairs have been made upon this bridge. It 
is a weak structure, but is in fair condition. 
Cost of repairs, $88.50. 


Mitton Briper (From Warp 24 To Minton). 


No repairs have been made on this bridge. 
It is in fair order. 


* NEPONSET BripGE (FRomM Warp 24 To Quincy). 


Only ordinary repairs have been made. The bridge is in 
excellent condition. 
Cost of repairs, $188.64.

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* NortH BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (FROM Wanp 25 TO 
WATERTOWN). 


Upon this bridge the floor planking has been entirely 
renewed, and many of the old floor-stringers have been 
replaced by new ones. 

The bridge is in fair condition. 

Cost of repairs, $1,405.74. 


*NorTH HARVARD-STREET BripGE (FROM WARD 25 To 
CAMBRIDGE ) 


Has required no repairs except the renewal of the sheathing, 
and is now in good order. 
Cost of repairs, $223.78. 


SPRING-STREET BRIDGE (FROM Warp 23 To DEDHAM). 


This is a stone arch bridge, and it is in good order. 
Repairs to the amount of $19.89 have been made. 


* WESTERN—AVENUE BripGE (FROM WarD 25 To Can- 
BRIDGE). 


The roadway of this bridge has been sheathed; a small 
building, to replace an old one, has been built for the super- 
intendent, and some slight yepairs have been made. The 
bridge is now in fair condition. 

Cost of repairs, $409.24. 


* WESTERN—AVENUE BripGE (FROM Warp 25 To WATER- 
TOWN ). 


For several years attempts have been made by the city to 
induce the town of Watertown to codperate with it in re- 
building this bridge; but so far without success. 

The “draw-way i is at a bad angle with the river channel, 
and causes great annoyance to vessels passing through it as 
‘well as to the team travel, from delay during the necessarily 
slow passage of the vessels. 

In July a portion of the retaining-wall, about 20 feet 
in length, adjoining the abutment on the abattoir side, fell 
into the river. It has been replaced by a pile and timber 
bulkhead, at the joint expense of the city and abutters. 

The bridge is in safe condition; but the stone abutment 
cannot be considered in stable condition, as it overhangs its 
base. Although it may stand for some time longer it ought 
to be rebuilt. 

Cost of repairs, $280.54. 
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Ill.— BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY RalIL- 
ROAD ). 


This bridge has been for several years in bad condition, 
being very much deteriorated by rust. The abutments are 
badly cracked, and have moved out of position. 

The retaining-wall adjoining the abutment, and connecting 
it with the retaining-wall of the Broadway extension, will 
have to be rebuilt probably this year. The rebuilding of 
the abutments cannot be much longer postponed, and if 
these are rebuilt a new bridge would probably be required, as 
the old one is not worth putting back again if it was once 
removed. 

The cost of repairs made upon the bridge was $167.26. 


*CanaL BripGE (From BosTron TO CAMBRIDGE). 


* Prison—Pornt BripGk (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


* West—Boston BripGE (From Bosron TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These three bridges are in fair condition. (See report of 
the Commissioner for Boston, City Doc. No. 15, 1882.) 


DORCHESTER-STREET BripGE (OvER Oxtp Conony RalIr- 
ROAD). 


Thorough repairs have been made upon this bridge. The 
wood-work was entirely renewed, and the iron-work was 
then cleaned and painted. 

New wood-work was substituted for the old in every place 
where it was needed. ‘The bridge is now in:good condition. 

Cost of repairs, $677.93. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD COR- 
PORATIONS. 


The bridges included under this head are in good order or 
fair condition, and require no special mention. 
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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
TN) ASS1. 


ALFORD-—STREET SEA—W ALL. 


The work upon this wall, and the fence and plank sidewalks 
‘connected withit, were fully described in the last annual report. 
It was completed and a final estimate made May 16, 1881. 
The total amount paid to the contractor, Charles T. Derry, 
was $3,759. 


BLAKEMORE-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications for the abutments for an iron bridge 
on Blakemore street, over the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road, near Mt. Hope station, were made in April. 

The work was advertised for proposals in May, and a con- 
tract for it was made with Joseph Ross, of Ipswich, the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

The abutments, with their wing-walls and a retaining-wall 
70 feet in length, connected with the westerly abutment, are 
built of Quincy granite. 

The faces of the abutments and wing-walls are regularly 
coursed rubble-work with courses of nearly even rise, and 
the retaining-wall is irregularly coursed rubble-work. The 
bridge seats, parapets, and retaining-wall coping are cut 
stones of the usual patterns. 

The easterly abutment, with its wing-walls, is 110 feet in 
length, 30 feet 2 inches in height, 10 feet of which is founda- 
tion, and it averages in thickness 74 feet. 

The westerly abutment is 76 feet in length from the face of 
the retaining-wall connected with it to the end of the wing- 
wall, 25 feet 2 inches in height, 5 feet of which is foundation, 
and it is of the same average thickness as the easterly abut- 
ment. 

The retaining-wall averages 17 feet in height above the 
foundation, and has an average thickness of 5 feet. 

The foundation is stepped on sloping ground and is 34 feet 
in depth. The retaining-wall carries a wooden rail fence with 
iron standards. 

The masonry was commenced May 26, and completed 
November 1, 1881, at a total cost of $17,435.25. This 
amount was $421 less than the price bid for the work, on 
account of a reduction in the amount of masonry caused by a 
change in the plans. 

A contract for the iron bridge was made September 6, 
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with D. H. Andrews, the lowest bidder, for the sum of 
$3,698. 

The bridge consists of two main girders, of the riveted 
triangular pattern, placed 26 feet apart, and carrying plate- 
iron floor beams, which overhang for the sidewalks. The 
length of the main girders is 71 feet, of the floor beams, 40 
feet. The work of erection was commenced Jan. 31, 1882, 
and is now completed. 

The amount paid to the contractor was $3,746.46. 

A contract for the fences was made with the Manley & 
Cooper Co., of Philadelphia, and they are now in process of 
erection. The fences are wrought iron, of an ornamental 
pattern, and strongly connected with the bridge structure. 


BroaDway EXTENSION (OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The work upon this extension and the bridge has been 
actively prosecuted during the year, and is now in a forward 
state of completion. 

Between Harrison avenue and Washington street wooden 
bulkheads have been built on both sides of the street, where 
they were required for the purpose of retaining the filling. 
On the northerly side the bulkhead is 260 feet in length and 
about 7 feet in height. It is built of creosoted spruce 
piles and planks, has iron anchor rods, and is ballasted with 
broken bricks and small stones. It cost $1,079.57. On the 
southerly side the bulkhead is 150 feet in length, of about 
the same height, and is constructed in a similar manner to the 
bulkhead on the northerly side; but the spruce piles and 
planks are not creosoted, and the bulkhead is ballasted with 
oyster-shells. It cost $519.32. Both bulkheads were built 
by day’s labor. 

After the completion of the bulkheads, and a new sewer to 
replace one destroyed by the northerly bulkhead, this portion 
of the extension was filled to a sub-grade in readiness for 
paving. 

The abutments for the bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, and the retaining-walls connected with them, are 
practically completed; the setting of the parapets and fur- 
nishing of a small portion of the gravel filling being all the 
work that remains to be done to complete the contract of 
John Cavanagh & Co. The amount paid to these contractors 
is $59,717.09. 

Work upon the bridge, which is under contract to David 
H. Andrews, has been greatly delayed by his inability 
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to procure iron from the rolling-mills in time. It is, 
however, now being pushed very rapidly, and the erection 
of the timber false works upon which the iron-work will be 
put together will soon be completed. A saving of $3,000 
was effected in the cost of this bridge by rejecting all the bids 
received under the first advertisement and readvertising the 
work. 

The buildings which were on the line of the extension are 
being rapidly demolished, and filling is being stored on the 
portion of the extension between Harrison avenue and Wash- 
ington street, so that the street can be graded without delay 
when the removal of the buildings will permit it. 


COMMONWEALTH—AVENUE EXTENSION. | 


The filling of this avenue and the adjacent streets and 
territory has been continued during the past year, not only 
under the old contracts and agreements of 1880, but also 
under new contracts and agreements made during the year 
1881. 

April 27, 1881, a supplementary agreement, similar in 
terms to the agreement of 1880, was made between the City 
of Boston, the Boston Water Power Co., the Trustees of the 
Beacon-street lands, the Executors of the will of D. N. 
Skillings, and A. A. Marcus, for the filling, jointly, of the 
territory bounded by West Chester Park, the location of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, the fifty-foot street adjoining the 
easterly side of the Beacon entrance of the Back Bay Park 
and Beacon street. Contracts were made with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company by the several parties to this 
agreement for the filling of the entire area, including all 
streets and passage-ways. The city’s contract was made May 
26, 1881. 

Work under these several contracts was commenced soon 
after they were executed, and at the present time the whole 
territory -described in the agreements of 1880 and 1881 
before referred to is filled to grade 12, except a channel left 
for the tidal flow to and from the park basin. This channel 
cannot be filled until the new channel through the park is 
completed. Several of the streets within the territory are 
filled to grade, and the filling of others is now in prog- 
ross. 

The quantity of gravel deposited upon the whole territory, 
to and including January 4, 1882, was 194,205 car-loads, 
amounting to 76,184 squares. Of this amount the approxi- 
mate estimates show that there have been deposited — 
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Upon land of the Boston & Albany R.R. Co., 1,813 squares.

All the gravel delivered during the past year has been 
brought from the bank of the company in Newton, near 
Riverside Station. 

March 29, 1881, a contract was made with Trumbull & 
Cheney, for building the abutments for the bridge over the 
park water-way, at the crossing of Commonwealth avenue. 
These abutments are each about 166 feet in length, including 
wing-walls, and are 13 feet 9 inches in height between the 
platform foundation and top of bridge seat. The masonry is 
built upon a spruce pile and timber platform, which also 
covers the space 50 feet in width between the abutments. 
Across each end of the platform a line of 4-inch tongued and 
grooved sheet-piling was driven, to prevent any current from 
undermining the flooring which forms the bottom of the 
water-way. 

The masonry is built of Cape Ann granite, has an ashlar 
face, and is laid in “Flemish” bond with a rubble-stone 
backing. 

The contractors Berecletsd this work November 9, and 
the amount paid them under the contract was $27,974. 69. 

November 5, a contract was made with Cook, Rymes & 
Co., for an iron bridge, of the deck pattern, consisting of 
9 girders, 57 feet in length, andan average height of 4 ft. 3.in., 
covered with a timber and plank flooring. 

The time for the completion of this contract was February 
1st, but, owing to the contractors having been unexpectedly 
delayed in obtaining their material, the Joint Special Com- 
mittee on Streets has extended the time for completion to 
April 1, 1832. 

The contract price for the bridge erected in place is 
Ba, 20.70, | 


DrEer-I[sLanD WHARF. 
A contract was made May 26, 1881, with Young & Ryan, 
for extending the Ferry wharf, in Shirley gut. The deposit 
of material by the currents has rendered necessary a periodi- 
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cal extension of this wharf. The present extension was 
located after consultation with the Harbor Commissioners, 
and is 104 feet in length, measuring from the end of the last 
extension ; and is in a direct line with it. The new wharf is, 
however, 120 feet in length, as 16 feet of the old one was 
removed ; and it is 15 feet in width for a length of 104 feet, 
and 20 feet in width for the remainder of its length of 16 
feet at the channel end. 

It is a spruce-pile wharf, with hard-pine caps, and floor- 
stringers covered with a spruce-plank flooring. 

It is provided with oak fender-piles at the end and on the 
side used as a landing-place for the ferry-boat. 

The work was completed June 30, and cost $1,521.37. 


East CHESTER—PARK EXTENSION. 


A contract was made May 9, 1881, with the New York & 
New England Railroad Company for filling the extension of 
East Chester park from Albany street to Boston street. The 
work was begun June 15, and completed October 25, 1881. 
The contract price was $3.50 per square, and the total 
amount paid to the company was $31,130.42. This amount 
included the cost of constructing drains across the street 
where needed. 

April 27, 1881, a contract was made with Trumbull & 
Cheney for building two stone piers for supporting the per- 
manent bridge of the New York & New England Railroad 
over this street. The abutments for this bridge were built 
in 1876, and the street is now spanned by a wooden truss- 
bridge, which was not intended as a permanent structure, 
the purpose being to construct, eventually, an iron deck 
bridge of three spans. The piers are built of granite, with 
a foundation 5 feet wide, 28} feet long, and 5 feet deep be- 
low the grade of the street. On this foundation are two 
courses of cut granite, each 1 foot 6 inches high. The tops 
of these piers are at a grade of 3 feet above the grade of the 
street, and they are to be surmounted by iron columns, on 
which the bridge girders are to rest. ‘The piers were com- 
pleted in September, and the amount paid the contractors 
was $1,200. 


HunNTINGTON—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


June 29, 1881, a contract was made with the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company for filling the extension of Hunt- 
ington avenue from Camden street to Parker street. Work 
was begun July 16, and ended August 18, 1881, although 
the street was not filled to its full width throughout its whole

length, as permission had not been obtained from all of the 
abutters to slope the filling upon their lands. 

There were deposited on the street 11,177 car-loads of 
gravel, amounting to 4,633 squares. The price paid was 
$4.25 per square, and the total amount paid the contractors 
was $19,690.25. 


Soutu—Bay Dam. 


This dam, the construction and use of which was fully 
described in the last annual report, was completed June 9, 
1881. 

The filling of the gap in the dam with stone ballast up to 
the top retained the water on the enclosed mud-flats at a 
depth of 2 feet during the summer, and relieved, to a great 
extent, the nuisance caused by their former exposure at low 
tide. 

A recent inspection of the dam shows that it will be nec- 
essary, before warm weather, to place additional ballast in 
the gap, the upper portion of it, for about 18 inches in depth, 
having been carried away by ‘the ice, thereby causing the 
flats to be left bare at low tide. 

The wood portion of the dam appears to be in good con- 
dition. 

The total cost of the work was $4,451.92. 


In GENERAL. 


The usual amount ‘of work of a miscellaneous character 
has been done during the year. Under this head may be 
classed surveys and soundings of the Public-Garden pond, ~ 
and an estimate of cost of improving the bottom ; estimates 
of cost of repairing wharf at Deer Island; plans and esti- 
mates of cost of bridging the B. & A. R.R., at the Cam- 
bridge-street crossing, at Brighton; plans and estimates of 
cost of retaining-wall at end of St. Charles street ; measure- 
ments of gr avel and other filling material at various places, 
for Board of Health, and numerous estimates for various 
plans of a new bridge between the city proper and Charles- 
town, etc. 

In the draughting-room, in addition to the large amount 
of copying, tracing, blue printing, and revising plans which 
has been done, plans and specifications have been made. for 
the building of the following new iron bridges : — 

Broadway Extension, over B. & A. R.R. 

Blakemore street, over B. & P. R.R. 

Boston & Albany R.R. Bridge, over Park water-way. 

Commonwealth Avenue Bridge, over Park water-way. 
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Plans have also been made for the alterations of the side- 
walk truss of the Columbus-avenue Bridge, for lengthening 
the Mt. Washington-avenue. draw, and for much of the 
machinery and iron work connected with the engines and 
boilers of the Improved Sewerage Pumping-station. 

The inspection of such of the above work as has been 
completed or in progress has also been done by Mr. John 
E. Cheney, designer and principal draughtsman, and _ his 
assistants. 


B. — WATER-WORKS. 


Sudbury River, Farm Pond, and Lake Cochituate. — On 
the Ist of January, 1881, the water in the reservoirs on the 
Sudbury river stood as follows: Reservoir No. 1 was 2.48 
feet below the top of the flash-boards; Reservoir No. 2 was 
5.70 feet below the crest of the dam, and Reservoir No. 3 
was 11.47 feet below the corresponding point. Reservoir 
No. 2 fell until January 8, when it was 11.8 feet below 
the top of the flash-boards. During January and February 
the reservoirs were filling, and Reservoirs Nos. 1 and 2 were 
overflowing on February 13, and Reservoir No. 3 on March 6. 

Water was allowed to waste continually at Dam No. 1 until 
July 16. The water surfaces of the reservoirs above tide- 
marsh level on the first day of each month, from August to 
November, were as follows : —

In November it was discovered that the 48-inch pipe con- 
necting Reservoir No. 2 with the gate-chamber at Damn No. 1 
had been disconnected. In December Reservoir No. 1 was 
emptied and the pipe repaired. Reservoir No. 3 was drawn 
upon for the city’s supply during August, September, and 
October, and on October 24 it was practically empty. During 
November and December it has been filling, and is now, Jan- 
uary 1, only 3 inches below the crest of the dam. On 
January 1, 1882, Reservoir No. 1 was 147.85; Reservoir No. 
2, 167.43 ; and Reservoir No. 3, 174.98 feet above tide-marsh 
level. 

In October last the “cucumber taste” in our water supply 
was found to originate in Farm pond (see report of Prof. 
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Remsen, City Doc. No. 1438, 1881), and, as the water in 
the reservoirs above the pond was good, but could not be 
brought to the city without being contaminated in its passage 
through it, a temporary channel was made near the shore, 
from the terminus of the supply conduit on the north-westerly 
shore of the pond to the main conduit leading to Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir. For this purpose Farm pond was drawn down 
as low as possible. The channel, which was constructed in 
14 days, is 4,750 feet in length. For 38,740 feet it is a 
channel 5 feet deep, 12 feet in width at the bottom, with side 
embankments of earth, 3 feet in width at the top, and side- 
slopes generally of 4 to 1. 

For about 560 feet the channel is in mud, or partially so, 
along the north side of the Boston & Albany R.R. embank- 
ment; this portion is made partly of sheet-piling, and is 
partly a flume, 9 feet wide, supported by transversal frames. 

During the year the Sudbury-river water-shed has yielded 
26,876,000,000 gallons, equal to a daily average of 73,633,- 
900 gallons, and the Sudbury-river works have furnished 
9,036,700,000 gallons for the supply of the city, divided as 
follows :—

Average daily amount furnished was 24,758,100 gallons. 

Lake Cochituate was 8.74 feet below high-water mark on 
January 1, 1881. On March 12 it had filled to within 6 
inches of high-water mark, and waste commenced at the out- 
let dam. This waste continued, with a few interruptions, 
until the middle of July, when the lake was drawn upon for 
the supply of the city. This draft gradually lowered the 
lake’s surface, until December 12, when it was, at grade, © 
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127.03, or 7.33 feet below high-water. At the present time 
(January 1) it is 128.27 feet above tide-marsh level. 


Mystic Lake. — January 1, 1881, Mystic lake was 3.16 
feet below the top of the conduit, and temporary pumping 
machinery was being used to furnish the supply for the city. 
On January 17 the lake had risen so that the pumps were 
stopped, and February 17 the lake was full, and wasting at 
the dam. Waste was continued, with few interruptions, 
until the beginning of August. September 1 the surface of 
the lake was 5.52 feet above. tide-marsh level; October 1, 
4.35; November 1, 3.10; November 28, 2.60; December 
1, 2.77; and January 1, 1882, 5.77, or 1.23 feet below high- 
water mark.

The consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate Works 
shows a large increase over that of the year 1880 (4,520,- 
About 2,000,000 gallons of this is 
due to the supply of East Boston, which was drawn from 
the Mystic Works in 1880. 

The total consumption shows an increase of 2,327,000 
gallons per day, or 6.5 per cent. over that of 1880. 

The daily average consumption per head of population

has been 95 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works, 
81 gallons from the Mystic works, and 92 gallons from the 
combined supplies. 

During the year about 110,000,000 gallons were drawn 
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from the Mystic supply for the use of the Sudbury and Co- 
chituate works. Kast Boston was supplied from the Mystic 
Works from November 14 to December 14, and also on sev- 
eral other occasions during the year, when the Cochituate 
supply mains have been shut off for repairs, etc. 


HicHLAND HiGH—SERVICE WorRKS.

The daily average for the year has been 2,407,500 gallons, 
an increase of 2}. per cent. over that of the year 1880. The 
small percentage of increase is accounted for by the fact that 
the hose consumption for lawn purposes was smaller than 
usual, and that the present winter has thus far been unac- 
companied by any severe cold. 

During the year surveys, plans, and estimates have been 
made for removing the high-service pumping-works from 
their present location in Roxbury to Chestnut-Hill reservoir, 
and for a reservoir, and the necessary force and supply-mains, 
to connect with the present reservoir on Parker Hill. 


DreER ISLAND FIRE SERVICE. 


Special fire-service works have been built, for the better 
protection of the Public Institution buildings on the Island. 
These works were rendered necessary by the loss of head 
caused by the change of supply from the Mystic to the Sud- 
bury and Cochituate system, and consist of a Knowles’ fire- 
pump, having 20-inch steam and 10-inch water cylinders, with 
24-inch stroke, which is connected with the distribution-pipes, 
and with supply reservoirs on the island, in such a manner 
that, in case of fire, the water-pressure upon the fire-hydrants 
can be maintained at from 80 to 100 pounds. 

The supply reservoirs, in connection with the main supply- 
pipe, furnish the water for the pump, the reservoirs or cis- 
terns, two in number, having a storage capacity of 150,000 
gallons. The larger of these reservoirs, with a capacity of 
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120,000 gallons, was built during the past summer. It is 
50 feet in diameter, 9 feet deep, with side-walls and bottom 
of cement concrete, and is covered by a conical wooden roof. 
The water-level of the reservoirs is at about the level of the 
surrounding ground. 

The work has been done by the expenditure of about 
$3,300, the unskilled labor having been supplied by the 
inmates of the institutions. 


Mystic—VaLLEy SEWER. 


An act of the Legislature, approved May 13, 1881, re- 
quired the city to cease discharging sewage or other polluting 
matter from this sewer into the lower Mystic pond, except 
under certain conditions as regards its purification, which it 
was impracticable, if not impossible, to comply with. The 
constitutionality of this act was doubted by the city; but it 
was, after various trials in the courts, decided by the Supreme 
Court to be constitutional, and an injunction was issued to 
prevent the further discharge of the sewage into the pond. 
It was agreed by the city’s counsel, and that of the town of 
Medford, petitioners for the injunction, that if the city would 
erect certain works for the treatment of the sewage, the 
injunction should not be enforced. 

In accordance with this agreement a tract of land, of 5,5; 
acres area, was taken, December 5, 1881, from the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad Company. The land is in the town of Win- 
chester, near Bacon’s crossing, and adjoining the railroad, 
as well as the line of the sewer. 

A system of settling and natural downward filtration works 
was adopted, and has been partially carried out, with com- 
paratively good results. The works consist of a steam- 
engine and centrifugal pump, which lift the sewage from the 
sewer and discharge it into settling tanks, from which it 
runs through an open trench, excavated in gravelly soil, 
1,250 feet, to the sewer, which it again enters, and is then 
discharged into the lower Mystic pond. In its course 
through the trench it runs through a series of brush filters, 
which remove much of the material which has not been de- 
posited in the settling tanks. Nearly one-third of the 
amount pumped fails to reach the end of trench, as it sinks 
into the soil during its passage. 

The works are very expensive to maintain, and the same, 
if not a better, result could be accomplished on land near the 
outlet of the Lower Mystic pond; the expenses of pumping 
could be avoided if this land could be used, as the sewer if 
extended about 3,500 feet would discharge naturally at the 
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grade of the land. Authority to take land for this purpose, 
and also for other modifications of the Act of 1881, has been 
asked for by the city, and the matter is now pending in the 
Legislature. 


SuUDBURY—RIVER Basin No. 4. 


As the result of the investigations made for the purpose of 
determining the best site for a new storage-basin on the Sud- 
bury river, for which, and also for the purchase of the land 
when determined, an appropriation of $55,000 was made by 
the City Council in the fall of 1880, a report was made to 
the Water Board on the 14th of May, 1881, in which I rec- 
omended Basin No. 4, of the preliminary Sudbury-river 
surveys, as the most desirable to construct. The examina- 
tions were confined principally to the sites of Basin No. 4 
and Basin No. 7, of the original surveys, and a very large 
number of borings were made upon the sites to determine the 
nature of the ground. Surveys were also made of the lands 
which would be flowed at the sites of both these basins, and 
the Water Board bonded the land on each before any choice 
was made. 

After the selection of Basin No. 4 a new and more careful 
survey was made of the various parcels of land which had 
been bonded, in order that accurate deeds might be made. 

Although the report recommending the construction of 
Basin No. 4 was made to the Water Board May 14, and 
by it transmitted to the City Council, an appropriation for 
its construction was not made until August 8. The amount 
of this appropriation was $394,000. The site of Dam No. 4, 
which makes this basin, is on Cold Spring brook, in Ashland. 
It is about 4,500 feet from the confluence of the brook with 
Sudbury river, and the basin behind it will extend about 6,000 
feet towards Hopkinton. The ordinary flow line of the new 
basin will be 215 feet above tide-marsh level. Its extreme 
depth at the dam is to be 45 feet, its estimated capacity is 
1,100,000,000 gallons. The area of the land acquired for 
the basin, for flowage, and for marginal facilities, is 263 
acres. The location of the dam is underlaid by a bed of 
granite rock, on which it is expected to start the foundation 
of the structure at a depth varying from 20 to 30 feet. below 
the natural surface of the ground. 

Although the position of the ledge had been determined 
with sufficient accuracy by the borings, still there was enough 
uncertainty with regard to its character to render it advisable 
to build the lower portion of the dam by day’s labor. This 
method of doing the work was approved by the City Council, 
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and the Water Board was authorized to proceed with the 
construction in this manner. Work began September 22. 

The season being already advanced no attempt was made 
to do any portion of the masonry. A convenient road was 
built to the centre of Ashland, buildings were erected for an 
office, blacksmith-shop, tool-houses, stables, etc., and the 
entire ground to be covered by the dam was cleared of loam, 
muck, and all stones which interfered with the proper removal 
of perishable material. The amount of muck removed from 
the meadow was very large, and the stones taken from the 
side-hills will furnish a considerable amount of material 
which can be used in the construction of the rubble masonry. 
The work of preparation is now completed and the masonry- 
work can be commenced early in the spring. The force 
employed, which in October was 88 men and 26 horses and 
oxen, was increased, in December, to 142 men and 44 horses 
and oxen. ‘The work is to be suspended as soon as the 
weather becomes too severe to continue it to advantage. 
The amount expended up to January 1, 1882, is as fol- 
lows : —

The whole force employed at the dam was, from November 
21 to December 6, transferred to the work then being done 
at Farm pond on the temporary channel. 

Owing to the magnitude of the work, it is expected that 
three seasons will be necessary to complete it. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A trial has been made in the Charlestown District of the 
Deacon system of preventing waste of water. The results 
obtained were very satisfactory, the sources and amounts of 
the different classes of waste were clearly indicated, and a 
large reduction in the consumption was effected in the sec- 
tions where the trial was made. A special report upon this 
subject will be made to the Water Board. 

A branch track has been built from the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad to the Mystic pumping-station for the transporta- 
tion of coal and other supplies. The surveys and plans for 
this track were made by this department. 

During the year the 40-inch, 36-inch, and 30-inch mains 
have been connected by a 30-inch pipe, in Francis street. 
This completed the work done under the appropriation for 
the new 48-inch main. | 
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The total cost of the 48-inch and 30-inch mains was $269,- 
092.26, or $10,907.74 less than the amount appropriated for 
purchasing the castings. 

The distributing mains of the city have been extended 
about 74 miles. 


C. —IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


It has been evident to me, ever since my accession to my 
present office, as it must also have been to my predecessor, 
that this great work could not be completed for the amount 
of the original estimates and appropriations. 

The unforeseen difficulties, and the expense attending the 
overcoming of them, have been, from the beginning, much 
greater than it was possible to anticipate. In addition to 
this, changes in the character and size of the machinery and 
structures, which were made in accordance with the results 
of the experience with similar systems in Kuropean countries, 
and the increased cost of all labor and materials used in con- 
struction, have contributed to swell the cost of the work to 
a sum far beyond the estimate as originally made. 

It has not been possible until recently to estimate with 
any approach to accuracy what the additional cost of com- 
pleting the new system of sewerage would be. Several of 
the contracts, amounting in the agerevate to more than a 
million of dollars, were in the hands of contractors who 
could not probably complete them, but the city’s interests 
were best subserved by allowing them to go as far as they 
could before decisive action was taken. 

In three of these cases, during the past year, matters have 
finally culminated in the city’s taking possession of the work, 
which has been relet for much larger sums than the original 
contract prices, or has been carried on by day’s labor to com- 
pletion. | 

As it is, therefore, now practicable to state with sufficient 
accuracy the amount which will be required to complete the 
system as originally designed, it is the intention of the Joint 
Special Committee having the supervision of this work to 
submit such a statement to the City Council at an early day. 

During the year, at all points where the work was being 
prosecuted by the city, excellent progress has been made, 
notwithstanding the difficult nature of the ground in which 
most of it was “being built. 

There are now about eleven miles of main and branch 
intercepting sewers completed, and connected with the pump- 
ing-station. 
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A large part of the sewerage of West Roxbury, Roxbury, 
the Back and South Bay districts is intercepted by these 
sewers. 

The Leavitt engines, and machinery at the pumping-sta- 
tion, are nearly ready for use, and in a short time the 
system can be in operation so as to relieve the South and 
Back bay, and Charles river, from the larger proportion of 
the sewage now discharged into them by the city sewers. 
The sewage cannot probably be discharged at Moon Island 
for two years at least; but it would not, in the opinion of 
those most competent to judge of the matter, create any 
nuisance if discharged into Dorchester bay for that length 
of time. 

The Improved Sewerage System has cost, to January 1, 
1882, including the preliminary surveys, $2,396,960.68, 
and the interest upon this sum would amount, at 4 per cent., 
to $95,878.42 per annum. ‘This seems a large investment to 
allow to lie idle for two years, and not accomplish, even 
partially, the purpose for which it was made, as it might do 
if the sewage can be discharged into Dorchester bay without 
detriment to the public health. 

The total amount which has been appropriated for the 
Improved Sewerage works is $3,753,000.00. The gross 
expenditure to January 1, 1882, including that for prelim- 
inary surveys, has been $2,396,960.68, as above stated, 
leaving a balance of $1,556,039.32. 

The. appended extracts from the report of Mr. E. C. Clarke, 
principal assistant engineer of the Improved Sewerage Sys- 
tem, will show, in detail, the progress of the work “during 
the year, and also much other information of interest : — 


The following tabulated statement shows the length of sewers com- 
pleted January 1, 1881, the number of feet built since that date, and the 
total length constructed at the present time. 

The title and location of each section is given, and also the name of 
the parties by whom it was built. 

This statement is followed by a more detailed account of the work on 
such sections as have been in process of construction during the past 
year, and of other work in connection with the general scheme.

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SECTION 4, MAIN SEWER. 


At the beginning of last year there remained but about 180 feet of 
this sewer to build, and it was expected that the section would be 
finished early in the season. The contractor began work May 2, and 
early in August there still remained about 40 feet to build, with no 
prospect of its early completion. As the terms of the agreement under 
which the city obtained the land for extending East Chester park re- 
quired that the roadway over the sewer should be filled, graded, and 
fenced before January 1, 1882, it was considered necessary, prepara- 
tory to this work, that the sewer should be at once cleaned and finished. 
Accordingly, under a provision of the contract, the city assumed control 
of the work, August 9, 1881. The sewer on the line of the proposed 
street was cleaned, pointed, and calked within 20 days thereafter, 
and, by October 21, the remaining portions were built, the trench back- 
filled, and the whole section® completed. <A side entrance and boat- 
chamber, at the corner of Swett street, afford convenient facilities for 
visiting this sewer. 


SECTION 44, MAIN SEWER. 


This section was built by the city during the season of 1879 and 1880, 
and an account of it was given in the last annual report. As there 
stated, the sewer is built in East Chester park extension, in gravel, 
filled over beds of mud, from 15 to 100 feet deep. Most of the mud 
was displaced by the gravel, and the sewer was supported by piling. 
To provide for slight movements, the sewer was constructed of wood; 
and to allow for further settlement, where hard bottom was too deep 
to be reached by piles, the vertical diameter of the sewer at such 
points was somewhat increased. A recent examination shows the 
wisdom of this method of construction. Settlements of the gravel have 
occurred, which, though slight, would have been sufficient to destroy a 
structure wholly of masonry. Beyond some irregularities in grade, and 
a slight cracking of the interior lining of concrete or brick, no injury 
has been caused, and this section is ready for service. 


SECTION 2, STONY-—BROOK SEWER. 


Work on this section, designed to intercept all the Roxbury and West 
Roxbury sewage which now flows into Stony brook, and so into the 
Back bay, progressed steadily from the beginning of the year until the 
completion of the various branches in August. 

The work was done by the city, under Mr. H. A. Carson, as superin- 
tendent, and the portions built last year comprised 1,700 feet of 2 X 3 
feet oval brick sewers, in Ruggles, Cabot, and Tremont streets, and 
about 625 feet of 15-inch vitrified pipe sewer in Culvert and Vernon 
streets. During the early winter the sewers, which were from 14 to 19 
feet below the surface, were built chiefly by tunnelling from shafts or 
pits about 10 feet apart. In two cases, at Tremont street and at Ruggles 
street, the work was built immediately below the bed of Stony brook, 
without interfering with its flow. The present outlets of the existing 
city sewers were retained, to act as overflows for storm-water, and 
were protected by double sets of tide-gates, set in chambers built just 
back of the outlets. Six of these chambers, with 12 gates, were built. 

All of the intercepting sewers of this section unite at the corner of 
Cabot, Ruggles, and Hampshire streets, where the flow of sewage is 
regulated by the apparatus shown on a plate in last year’s report. 
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SECTION 2, WEST-SIDE SEWER. 


The greater part of this section, in Beacon street, was built during 
the season of 1878. Portions, however, of the sewer, varying in length 
from 27 to 57 feet, were omitted, where the city sewers crossed the line 
of the work at Berkeley, Dartmouth, and Fairfield streets. These por- 
tions have been built during the past summer, at a time when most of 
the neighboring houses were vacant, and the least inconvenience would 
be caused. At these points the storm-water oytlets of the city sewers 
have generally been raised about two feet and carried over the inter- 
cepting sewer. ‘Tide-gate chambers, each containing a double set of 
new tide- gates, have been placed on the line of each ‘outlet. The con- 
nections of these sewers, and, also, of the one in Hereford street, with 
the intercepting, sewer, have also been made; and the general arrange- 
ment of these connections is shown on the accompanying plate. 

As will be seen, the sewage in the city sewer first enters a 12-inch 
opening, which can be closed, if necessary, by a cast-iron flap-valve. 
After passing through a 12-inch pipe, the sewage enters a regulating 
chamber through a cast-iron nozzle. 

This nozzle is circular, 12 inches in diameter, at its upper end, and 
rectangular, 20 xX 6 inches, at its orifice. In front of the orifice plays a 
cast-iron valve, moved by a float in a tank set in the fioor of the chamber. 
The water in the tank stands at the same elevation as that in the inter- 
cepting sewer, a 4-inch iron pipe connecting one with the other. .The 
apparatus can be adjusted so that the valve will begin to close the 
orifice and cut off the flow of sewage when the water in the intercept- 
ing sewer reaches any desired depth. The sewage flows around the 
tank and enters the intercepting sewer through a second 12-inch pipe. 


SrcTion 2, East-Sipe SEWER. 


This section comprises the sewer extending in Albany and Lehigh 
streets, and across the Old Colony switch-yard, from Dover street to 
Federal street. Work began at the Dover-street end early in September. 
Situated, as this sewer is, in filled land, near the water, its construction 
presents many difficulties. The loose stone walls, on either side of 
Dover street, afforded direct communication between the trench and the 
bay. Many old walls, docks, and other obstacles have been met with, 
and construction by tide-work only has been possible. 

The trench is excavated through beds of dock-mud and loose filling, 
and the sewer has generally required piling to support it. 

To lessen the number of piles required, and the chance of injury oc- 
curring through movements of the soil, the sewer eonsists of a shell of 
wood, 6 inches thick, spiked or treenailed, and lined with 2 inches of 
strong Portland cement concrete. 

In passing under the switch-yard of the Old Colony Railroad it will 
be necessary to support over forty lines of rails, and to build the work 
under them by methods of tunnelling. 

As the character of this work could not be definitely ascertained 
beforehand, and may need to be varied to suit circumstances, it was 
thought impracticable to let it out by contract, and it is being done by 
the city, under Mr. H. A. Carson as superintendent. 


RoxBuRY CANAL SEWER. 


The purpose of this sewer is to take from the Hampden, Albany, and 
Northampton street districts, the Roxbury sewage which formerly 
emptied into Roxbury canal, and, after the canal was filled, was carried 
by a temporary box sewer ‘to the present outlet in the retaining-wall 


oe 
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across the canal. This section of work has been completed by the city 
during the past season. 

It consists of a 4s-feet sewer, extending in Albany street from the 
corner of Northampton street to East Chester park, at which point the 
Park sewer is intercepted; thence the intercepter, increased to 6 feet in 
diameter, extends about 200 feet to its outlet, following the north side 
of East Chester park. The work also comprises a bell-mouth, a tide- 
gate chamber, a pair of double tide-gates, and a regulating chamber, 
with apparatus to control the flow into the intercepting sewer. ‘The ac- 
companying plate shows the general form of chamber and gates placed 
before all outlets not already effectively protected. 


SALT-WATER CONDUIT. 


This conduit connects the wells of the engine-house with the sea. Its 
chief purpose is to bring salt water to be used in the condensers of the 
pumping-engines. It will also furnish an ample supply of sea water to 
the pumps at any time when the flow of sewage may not be sufficient 
for maintaining a flushing velocity in the tunnel. The salt-water conduit 
is circular, 54 feet in diameter, and extends from the southerly side of 
the engine-house about 270 feet to and through an extension of the 
present dock wall. Its bottom is 6 feet below low water, so that it will 
be full at all stages of the tide. It is now being constructed through 
running sand, yielding much water, and its trench requires side sheeting 
and end bulkheads of double tiers of tongued and grooved 4-inch planks. 
An iron sluice-gate has been provided for this conduit, and grooves for 
stop-planks have been placed at each end of it. 


PUMPING-STATION. 


Operations at this point, conducted by the city, under Mr. 8. H. Tarbell 
as superintendent, have been continued throughout the year. The 
foundations for the engines and the engine-house have been completed, 
and the two engines, furnished by N. F. Palmer, Jr., & Co., are set up 
and nearly ready for service. 

The two additional engines to be furnished by the successors to Henry 
R. Worthington are now building in New York, but have not yet been 
delivered. ‘A contract for furnishing the cast-iron force mains, to connect 
the pumps with the tank sewer, was made April 18, 1881, with A. H. 
McNeal, of Burlington, New Jersey, and deliveries were made during 
November and December of the same year. ‘The contract covered about 
323 tons of straight 48-inch pipe, and about 104 tons of special castings. 
About 30 tons of other pipe, for use about the engine and boiler houses, 
were obtained from the same concern. These pipes were inspected and 
tested at the foundery by a city inspector, and nearly all of them are now 
laid in place and jointed. The connection between the force mains 
and the tank sewer is made at a granite masonry connection chamber, 
now nearly completed. This chamber is 51 feet long inside, rests on a 
foundation bed of concrete, 24 inches thick, and has walls 21 feet high, 
_ and from 4 to 74 feet thick. The walls contain 102 dressed stones, which 
were obtained from the Cape Ann Granite Co., under a contract dated 
August 16, 1881. There are to be two 6 X 7 feet iron sluice-gates, for 
controlling the flow of sewage into the tank sewers, and grooves for 6 
sets of stop-planks have been provided to facilitate repairs to the 
chamber and gates without interfering with the flow of sewage. A 
temporary opening, with wooden grooves for stop-planks, has been left 
in the northerly wall of this chamber, to afford a sluice-way through 


which, before the completion of the rest of the work, water can be ~ 


pumped into Dorchester bay, under any head, should this prove 
necessary in order to test the pumps, or for other purposes. Hard-pine 
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timber, suitably dressed, has been procured for the various stop-planks 
needed, and they will be fitted by the city at the pumping-station. 
Dressed granite stones for the engine-house and boiler-house foundations, 
and the salt-water conduit, were furnished by I. A. Sylvester and the 
Cape Ann Granite Co., under contracts dated March, 1881, and April, 
1881, covering 92 and 46 stones, respectively. 

Suitable foundations for a boiler-house, to contain five boilers with 
their pits, flues, heaters, tanks, pumps, etc., have been constructed, and 
two of the boilers are in place. Two additional boilers are to be fur- 
nished by Kendall & Roberts, of Cambridgeport, under a contract dated 
May 12, 1881, ata cost of $18,850. The foundation walls for a coal- 
house, and a chimney, have also been built by the city during the past 
season. This chimney rests upon a foundation of masonry, 8 feet 3 
inches thick and 26 feet square at bottom. ‘The depthof masonry below 
the floor line is 14 feet 6 inches, and the height above the floor line is 
134 feet 9 inches. The flue is 5 feet 6 inches in diameter, and the total 
cost of chimney, including foundation walls, was about $6,000. 

A contract for furnishing and putting in place 11 iron sluice-gates, 
with all their attachments, including steam-engines and hydraulic lifts 
for operating some of them, was concluded December 3, 1881, with the 
Coffin Valve Co., of Boston. Eight of these gates, 4 by 6 feet each, are 
for the openings to the pump-wells of the four pumping-engines. ‘Two 
gates, 6 by 6 feet each, are to govern the flow of sewage in the filth-hoist, 
and one, 4 by 4 feet, is to control the admission of salt water from the 
salt-water conduit. The gates are all to be furnished and set in place 
by April 1 of the present year. 

Temporary frame-houses, clapboarded and painted, have been erected 
over the engines now in place, and upon the site of the boiler-house. 
These permit work at these points to progress during the winter, and 
will suffice as protection against weather until the permanent structures, 
designed by the City Architect, shall have been built. 

Other buildings for cement-sheds and store-houses have been built as 
required. For protection against fire, a hydrant has been placed in the 
vicinity of the buildings, a fire-alarm box is established at the pumping- 
station, and a line of telegraph, about a mile long, has been built, to 
connect the station with the nearest engine-house in Dorchester. 


SECTION 1, OUTFALL SEWER. 


This section, commonly called Old-Harbor pier, consists of a pier ex- 
tending 1,200 feet from the pumping-station, out to and including the 
west shaft of Dorchester-bay tunnel. Work upon it has progressed 
slowly during the past year, and it has only now reached that stage of 
completion which will permit building the tank-sewer which the pier is 
designed to support. The northerly break-water wall of ballast and 
heavy rip-rap is finished. - 

The gravel pier has been filled to grade 18, up to within about 100 
feet of the tunnel shaft; its southerly slope is ballasted and partly rip- 
rapped, and the cut-stone retaining-wall, at the easterly end of the pier, 
is three-quarters built. 

In all, about 7,000 tons of rip-rap, 6,000 yards of ballast, 40,000 yards 
of gravel, 460 piles, and 900 yards of masonry have been put in place 
during the past year. 


SECTION. 2, OUTFALL SEWER. 


This section, commonly called Dorchester-bay tunnel, extends about 
7,000 feet under Dorchester bay, to Squantum neck, in Quincy, and is 
worked from three shafts, about 150 feet deep. At the beginning of the 
year the westerly shaft was full of water. 
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The work of pumping out this shaft began January 17, and within 
a few days thereafter it was cleared of water. A heading was driven 
for 100 feet and then stopped, pending the securing of the shaft with 
brick-work. From February 22 to May 15 was consumed in lining 
the shaft, from its bottom up to the iron cylinder forming its top. After 
May 15 excavation was resumed, and has continued without interrup- 
tion throughout the year. The heading has now advanced 832 feet from 
the shaft. 

At the middle shaft excavation in both directions has continued with 
regularity during the year, and the east and the west headings are 
respectively distant 1,621 and 1,417 feet from the shaft. Power-drills, 
driven by compressed air, have been used for excavating at these 

oints. 

‘ From the east shaft westwardly excavation progressed with reasonable 
rapidity until August 18, at which time the heading had advanced 
1,126 feet. At this point a considerable increase in the quantity of 
water met with, and a lack of pumping capacity for dealing with it, 
rendered it advisable, in the opinion of the contractor, to suspend 
operations in this direction and complete this portion of the tunnel from 
the east heading of the middle shaft. A brick bulk-head was, accord- 
ingly, built across the drift, to diminish the flow of water, and operations 
at this point, since August, have been confined to trimming the excava- 
tion, preparatory to putting in the brick lining. The distance between 
the two headings to be excavated is now about 87 feet, and it is ex- 
pected that they will meet by the middle of February, 1882. Eastwardly 
from the east shaft excavation continued until April 29, when the 
drift previously excavated from the east portal was reached. Since that 
date the lining of this portion of the tunnel, about 900 feet in length, 
has been completed from the shaft to the portal, with the exception of 
a short distance at either end occupied by pumps and an engine. 

The delivery of four million bricks, to be used in lining the tunnel, 
contracted for under an agreement with Stoddard & Hellier, of Bangor, 
Me., was completed during the year. The bricks cost $8 a thousand, 
and this price being favorable for the city, they were also used in build- 
ing the structures at the pumping-station. A second contract was made 
with the same parties for two million more bricks, to be delivered during 
the coming season. A considerable quantity of cement has been pur- 
chased by the city, under competitive bids, at prices somewhat under 
the market rates. Hight thousand casks of Rosendale cement, at $1.37 
per cask, were obtained from F. O. Norton, of New York, under an 
agreement dated October, 1881. 


The very low temperature which prevailed from the beginning of the » 


year to the middle of February caused ice to form to an unusual thick- 
ness in Dorchester bay, and caused considerable damage and expense, 
through the difficulty experienced in conveying fresh water, coal, and 
other supplies, to the shafts. 

No fatal accident has occurred at the tunnel during the year, which is 
an unusually fortunate circumstance, considering the nature and magni- 
tude of the work. 

To recapitulate, the following table shows the amount of tunnel- 
work done and remaining to be done on Jan. 1, 1882: —

SECTION 3, OUTFALL SEWER AND Moon ISLAND RESERVOIR. 


Work on this section was discontinued just before the beginning ot 
the year, on account of the severity of the weather, and the harbor was 
frozen to an extent which prevented vessels reaching the wharf until 
the middle of February. At this time supplies for building a railroad 
began to arrive, and by April 8 the road was in working order, and 
earth was drawn out upon it. At the westerly end of this section, on 
Squantum neck, about 400 feet of 11 X 12 feet sewer have been built 
during the season, making 600 feet now completed ; also a portion of the 
chamber connecting the tunnel with the outfall sewer. 

At the easterly end of the section, on Moon Island, portions of the 
outfall and discharge sewers, and of the outfall chamber, have been 
built. A quantity of ballast, rip-rap, and cut stones have also been 
delivered. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Work, under the contract with Chas. Linehan, for filling a roadway 
‘over the route of Section 8, South Boston sewer, on Hyde street, 
Washington avenue, and Von Hillern street, was completed during the 
season, and a final estimate was given August 5, 1881. 

Dorchester avenue, on the line of the intercepting sewer, was re- 
paved for one-half of its width, including the sidewalk, by Horatio 
Gore & Co., under an agreement dated March 24, 1881. 

The price paid was fifty-five cents a yard for street paving, and ten 
cents a foot for setting edgestones and surfacing sidewalks. 

The testing of all cement used by the department or by contractors 
has formed, as heretofore, a branch of office-work. Cement has also 
been tested for use upon the Water Works, Stony Brook Improvement, 
and Back-Bay Park. In all 6,199 tests have been made during the year, 
and, as a result of them, 15,010 bbls. of cement have been accepted and 
1,575 rejected. 


D.— PARKS. 


For the purpose of embodying in this report a complete 
record of the work of this department for the past year, the 
following statement made to the Park Commissioners is re- 
printed from their annual report : — 


Pere TENG; 


“At the beginning of the year there was an uncompleted 
contract with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, for 
the filling of the boundary road between Longwood entrance 


and Huntington entrance. The work was begun July 1,

1880, and was finally completed Jan. 27, 1881. The total 
amount of material delivered was 13,197 squares. The con- 
tract price was $3.45 per square. 

“The supplementary contract made by your Board, Nov. 
4, 1880, for the filling of the roadway between Huntington 
entrance and Boylston street, was completed May 26, 1880. 
The total amount of material delivered under this contract 
was 10,260 squares. The contract price was $3.20 per 
square. 

“Under an arrangement with the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road Co., made shortly after the completion of the supple- 
mentary contract, 12,120 squares of fillmg have been de- 
livered upon the park. The material was used to widen the 
roadway between the Beacon-entrance bridge and also the 
Longwood entrance, for grading around the Stony-brook 
gate-chamber and on the roadway near the chamber. This 
work was completed Dec. 19, 1881. The price paid per 
square was $3.20. 

“The filling of the Beacon entrance, under the contract 
made April 29, 1880, has not been prosecuted to any extent 
during the past year, the amount delivered being only 2,072 
squares. ‘This work cannot be completed to advantage until 
the construction of the retaining-walls between Common- 
wealth-avenue and the Beacon-entrance bridges; and the 
contract now in force did not contemplate the filling above 
grade 17. 


“ BRIDGES. 
“ Boylston-Street Arch Bridge, over Park Water- Way. 


“The foundations and abutments, to a height of 3.2 feet 
below the apparent springing line, have been completed. A 
contract for two additional courses, aggregating 4 ft. 3 in. in 
height, has been made, and the delivery of the stones, under 
this contract, is practically completed, as only a few con- 
demned stones remain to be replaced. The work of laying 
these two courses of stones is to be at once commenced, if 
favorable weather should prevail. 

“ Contracts have also been made with C. J. Hall, of Belfast, 
‘Maine, for the red-granite voussoirs of both faces of the arch, 
and with the Cape Ann Granite Co., of Gloucester, Mass., 
for the seam-faced voussoirs to complete the faces of the arch. 
The stones are to be furnished in time to commence the work 
of laying as soon as the season opens. 

“The centring for the arch is completed, and is stored in 
readiness to be placed in position as soon as the weather will 
permit. It was not deemed advisable to set up this centring 
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in the fall, although it was completed, for the reason that the 
ice, which could not be prevented, except at large expense, 
from forming around and between the supports, would prob- 
ably have damaged the structure, and any work which had 
been laid upon it could not have been properly protected 
during the winter. 


* Beacon-Entrance Bridge, over B. & A. R.R. 


“The foundations of the abutments and wing-walls of this 
bridge are completed, and have been for some time awaiting 
the delivery of the ashlar work for the abutments. As a 
measure of economy, and also to save time, it was decided to 
use the stones from the Beacon-Hill reservoir for this work ; 
but, as the bottom courses of the reservoir were also to be 
used for the bottom courses of the abutments, the removal 
and storing of the stones was necessary until these bottom 
courses could be reached in the process of taking down the 
reservoir. These courses have very recently been delivered. 
A side track has been laid by the B. & A. R.R. Co., so that 
the stones could be transferred from the point of delivery, on 
the north side of the railroad, to the south side, where they 
were needed first, and the work of building the abutments 
has been commenced, and will be prosecuted whenever the 
weather will permit. 

“The plans for the iron bridge will be finished in a short 
time, it being the intention to have the bridge completed as 
soon as the abutments are in readiness to receive it. 


“ Boston & Albany Railroad Bridge, over Park Water- 
Way. 


“The abutments and piers for about one-half of this bridge 
are completed, and the work upon the remainder is now 
being prosecuted by the contractors at night as well as day. 
The iron bridge is completed, except that the girders are not 
in the positions they will occupy when the masonry is fin- 
ished. The girders for two tracks rest upon the portions of 
the abutments and piers already completed, and the girders 
for the third track aré upon timber trestle-work. ‘Trains 
have been running over them for more than a month. It is 
expected that the masonry will be finished within six weeks. 


* Beacon-Street and Commonwealth-Avenue Bridges. 


“The Beacon-street bridge, built under the direction of the 
Committee on Paving, was completed August 17, 1881, and, 
in connection with it, the temporary dam which enables the 
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excavation of the Park water-way to be prosecuted without 
interruption by the influx of the tide. As an additional pre- 
caution against flooding from this cause, the coffer-dam used 
by the contractor for building this bridge has been allowed 
to remain, and will be kept intact until the excavation . be- 
tween Beacon street and the B. & A. R.R. is completed. 

“The Commonwealth-avenue bridge abutments, built under 
the direction of the Committee on Streets, were completed 
Nov. 9, 1881, and a contract for the iron bridge was made 
Noy. 5, 1881; the terms of the contract requiring its comple- 
tion on or before the first of February. It has, however, 
been impossible for the contractors for the bridge to obtain 
the material with which to construct it, although, finding it 
useless to attempt to obtain the iron from American mills, 
their order for it was placed in England immediately upon 
the award of the contract. It is not now expected that the 
bridge will be in place before the first of April. 


“ Hacavation of Water- Way. 


“This work has been actively prosecuted on the portion of 
water-way between Beacon street and the B. & A. R.R., 
since the completion of the Beacon-street bridge. 

“Teams and a wire-rope machine excavator have been used ; 
and the work has been practically completed between Beacon 
street and Commonwealth avenue. Itis the intention to have 
_ the excavation finished by the time the railroad bridge is 
done; but the limited capacity of the machine with which 
most of the work is necessarily done, as the bottom is too soft 
in most places for teams to work, may prevent its completion 
at the intended time. 

“The steam-dredge and scows to be used for the excavation 
of the water-way in the portion of the park south of the 
railroad are now being built. The dredge is to be completed 
and ready for use on or before March 10, and the scows are 
being framed in the building on Albany street which has been 
used for the construction and storage of the centring for the 
Boylston-street arch bridge. 


* Covered Channel of Stony Brook. 


“There remain of this work 1,200 feet of the conduit to 
complete, and the superstructure of the gate-chamber. The 
conduit is being built at the rate of about 30 feet per day ; 
the gate-chamber superstructure cannot be built to advantage 
until spring. 

“The conduit being of wood, work upon it has been prose- 
cuted in winter as well as summer, and the early completion 
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of this entire work will remoye the only remaining obstacle 
to the prosecution of the excavation and grading within the 
limits of the park.” 


The table giving the number of vessels passing through 
the draw-bridges controlled by the City of Boston, during the 
year 1881, will be found in Appendix A. 

The table showing the width of draw-opening in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in Appendix B. 
The openings have all been remeasured for this report.

TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


presto Kt TN ye CL 0 Ta 


To His Honor the Mayor and the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston :— 


GENILEMEN, — The annual report of this office for the 
year ending March 31, 1882, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The year has been marked by no great change in the 
method of business, or in the amount or character of the 
milk trade. While there has been a slight falling off in the 
number of dealers, the amount of milk consumed has been 
about the same as the past year. A few routes have changed 
hands, mostly of small volume, and been merged into 
larger routes. The trade is so well settled, growing with 
the needs of the city, that there is little change to note. 

The routine of the office-work is the examination of milk 
brought to office, and the inspection, by examination in 
teams, stores, and depots. The trade is classified into two 
classes, — wholesale and retail dealers; the first being those 
who supply from carriages, and the other, those selling in 
stores. Each class is licensed to sell milk, the wholesale 
dealers being required to license annually. A record is kept 
of every sample of milk inspected, giving date of inspec- 
tion and character of milk. When an analysis is made, a 
_ copy is entered on a record-book of analysis, and the original 
filed. In all prosecutions it is necessary to have the milk 
analyzed. 

The office is open during the usual hours of business, and 
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is quite freely used by the public, and by officials and per- 
sons outside of city limits. The office is well supplied with 
means of testing milk, and a visit will soon settle the quality 
of any specimen brought to it. 


Mink SUPPLY. 


The supply of milk is principally by railroad, and is daily 
brought from extreme points of the State, and from portions 
of New Hampshire. The contractors who run the milk 
trains have their agents, who collect from the farmers the 
milk contracted for, and deliver it at depot, carefully place 
in car, and then places in charge a person who accompanies 
the train to the city. This is careful work, particularly in 
summer, when the milk has to be iced and carefully handled. 
Arriving at city each milkman calls on his contractor’s car, 
receives his milk, and leaves his empty cans for transmission 
to source of supply. Each dealer examines his milk, and 
rejects that which is of inferior quality. The contractor also 
examines, and if of poor quality, returns to the farmer. As 
each dairy is known by a mark, the milk is easily identified. 
The agent who collects from the farmers also exercises 
a supervision over the milk. Many dealers contract directly 
with the farmers, and have to see to their own supply. 
There are several trains of cars supplying the city, and 
from the nature of the case, coming from long distances, the 
milk is not delivered for consumption on the day of arrival. 
With one exception the cars arrive during the forenoon, 
bringing the morning and evening milk of the day previous, 
the dealers receiving and properly caring for it till the next 
day, when it is delivered to customers. It is thus two days’ 
old upon delivery. The milk train of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad reaches the city about one o’clock in the morning, 
and the milk could be delivered the same morning, but it is 
not generally done. There can be no doubt of the quality 
of the milk coming to the city by these roads. There may 
be few exceptions 3 but, as a rule, it is of the PAs best 
quality, pure and rich. 
_ The other source of milk supply is from towns in the 

neighborhood of the city. Perhaps.a third of the supply 
comes from this source. Many persons prefer this milk, 
thinking it a superior article to that coming by rail. It is in 
no way superior; the only advantage in its favor being that 
it is not so old—the morning and evening milk of one day 
being delivered the next morning. There is also quite a 
respectable amount of milk produced within city limits by 
persons who own one or more cows. 
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The supply of milk has varied considerably during the 
year, though generally meeting the demand, except for brief 
periods. In August, of last year, milk was very scarce, 
and remained so during the month. Since then there has 
been no difficulty in meeting the demand. The consump- 
tion of milk is much greater in summer than in winter, and 
the lesser demand was more easily supplied. 


Price oF Mix. 


The price of milk during the. year 1880-1 had been 
much higher than for several years previous, and the past 
year has been marked by a still farther advance. The price 
of milk is settled in April and November of each year by 
the contractors and producers, the latter class trying to get 
as high a price as possible, and the other to keep it down to 
fair limits. ‘The contractors now charge, at the cars, thirty- 
seven cents per can of eight quarts and a pint. The dealers 
from the towns make their own bargains with the farmers ; 
but the cost, by the time the milk arrives in the city, will be 
very nearly the price paid at the car. The price of milk 
will, then, be seen to be advancing, and the public cannot 
understand the necessity of it. The farmers say that the 
producing of milk, even at present prices, is not remunerative ; 
add to this the labor and capital of those engaged in the 
transmission of milk to the home of the consumer, and an 
estimate of value may be reached. The retail price by 
milkmen is from six to eight cents per quart, seven cents 
being generally charged. The public has cheerfully re- 
sponded to the advance of dealers, and dealers have gener- 
‘ally avoided competition by ruinous prices and a poor article. 
The price of milk in stores is from six to seven cents per 
quart. The prices now charged cannot be said to be exces- 
sive, for good milk cannot be produced and sold in our market 
for less price. Boston has none too large a milk supply for 
its wants, and it is doubtful if the price of milk for years to 
come will be less than at present. It is to be hoped that all 
parties interested in the production and sale of milk will be 
content with fair profits, and thus encourage the consumption 
of this valued food among the people. 

The advance in price has helped to improve the quality of 
milk. ‘There is a better feeling among dealers and con- 
sumers ; less competition in seeking trade by lowering prices, 
and less temptation to lower the quality of milk. It 
may be said that the trade is in a very fair condition, and 
with every prospect of improvement. ‘There is now system 
and order under a well-defined law. Formerly it lacked. 
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system and method, and the law controlling it lacked 
efficiency and point. The dealers are getting accustomed to 
the law as it now stands, and the majority are showing a 
proper spirit to live up to its requirements. 

Last year it was thought that the article of skimmed milk 
would increase in volume, but it has evidently fallen off 
during the year. This article is allowed to be sold by law, 
and is looked upon by many persons as a benefit to a class of 
people who cannot afford to purchase a sufficient quantity 
of pure milk for family use. There is quite a demand for 
the article in certain quarters, particularly in the summer 
season, and its use is nutritious and healthy. 


THe Minx Law. 


The present milk. law was enacted April 22, 1880, and 
was considered to be very effective. It repealed all other 
laws in conflict with it; increased the penalties; provided 
for imprisonment, and established a standard for milk. 
This standard was all important, for it simplified proceedings 
in prosecutions, and established by law what kind of milk 
was fit for use. Prosecutions were early commenced under 
the law, and nearly every case was contested. In a case 
tried in July, 1880, and upon conviction in Municipal and 
Superior Courts, exceptions were taken, and the case carried 
to the Supreme Court. This appeal had the effect to ham- 
per further prosecutions, and cases were suspended awaiting 
the appeal. In January of the present year the Supreme 
Court overruled the objections, thereby fully sustaining the 
law. It is a gratification that the law has been fully vindi- 
cated so early in its history, for it will have great influence 
on the trade in repressing adulteration, simplifying the 
trial of cases, and lessen the prospect of escape from the 
penalties imposed. The following is the rescript of the 
Court : — » : 


This is a complaint under the Statute of 1880, chapter 209. It 
alleges that the defendant did ‘‘ unlawfully sell to one Patrick Scannell, 
of Boston, for the sum of thirty-five cents, a quantity, that is to say 
eight quarts, of adulterated milk, that is to say a certain quantity, to wit, 
six quarts and one pint, of milk, to which a certain quantity, that is to 
say three pints of water, had been added.” The second count charges 
possession, with intent to sell, milk adulterated in the same manner. 

At the trial the defendant asked the Court to rule that the govern- 
ment was bound to allege and prove that the defendant had knowledge 
that the milk was adulterated. The Court rightly refused this ruling. 
This has been directly adjudicated in this Commonwealth. 


Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 
Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 
Commonwealth v. Winter, 11 Allen, 264. 
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The defendant asked the Court to rule that the seventh section of 
chapter 209 of the Statute of 1880 is unconstitutional. 

This section provides that ‘‘ in all prosecutions under this act if the 
milk shall be shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven 
per centum of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per centum 
of milk solids, it shall be deemed to be adulterated.” 

The intention of the Legislature, and the practical operation of this 
section, in connection with the third section, is to provide that it shall 
be unlawful to sell milk containing less than thirteen per centum of 
milk solids. 

This belongs to the class of Police regulations designed to prevent 
frauds and to protect the health of the people, which it was within the 
constitutional power of the Legislature to enact. 


Bancroft v: Cambridge, 126 Mass., 438, and cases cited, 


We have difficulty in seeing, as the case is presented to us in this 
bill of exceptions, that this question was mentioned or properly 
involved in the case; the complaint being, not under the seventh 
section, but under the third section, for selling milk to which water had 
been added. 

But as this question seems to have been distinctly raised and ruled 
upon at the trial, it has been considered, 

Exceptions overruled. 


As most of the cases prosecuted are contested, much of 
the time of the inspector is consumed in the courts; more 
particularly has this been the case the past year, continuing 
cases to await the decision of the Court. By the decision it 
is hoped that much of the time and labor heretofore con- 
sumed will hereafter be saved. 

During the year 1880 a case occurred which was of 
moment to the office and the public. The law authorized the 
Inspector to enter all teams, stores, and places where milk 
was stored, to inspect the same, and to take samples. With- 
out this power the office was almost powerless for good. It 
became apparent, early in the year, that the right of the 
Inspector was to be contested. Meeting a milkman one 
morning, and expressing a wish to examine his milk, the 
dealer refused, and upon the Inspector taking a can, he 
forcibly snatched it away. A complaint was entered for resist- 
ing an officer, and in due course of time he was convicted in 
the Superior Court. An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court on constitutional grounds. In January of the present 
year the Court overruled the objections, and sustained the 
law. 

The following is the rescript of the Court : — 


The only question argued in this case is the constitutionality of 
Section 2, Chapter 122, Statute of 1864, so far as it authorizes inspectors 
of milk to ‘*to enter any place where milk is stored or kept for sale, 
and all carriages used in the conveyance of milk; and whenever they 
have reason to believe any milk found therein is adulterated, they shall 
take specimens thereof and cause the same to be analyzed or otherwise 
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satisfactorily tested, the result of which they shall record and preserve 
as evidence.” 

It is contended that this provision is unconstitutional, because it 
authorizes the taking of property without consent or compensation ; 
warrants unreasonable searches and seizures; compels one to furnish 
evidence against himself; and is not within the police-power of the 
Commonwealth. 

An analysis of a specimen of milk offered for sale is an appropriate 
means of carrying into effect the various provisions of the statutes 
regulating the sale of milk in this Commonwealth. In the case at bar 
the can of milk was taken from a carriage used in the conveyance of 
milk, and it is unnecessary to consider whether the words of the section, 
‘** place where milk is stored or kept for sale,” may or may not include 
a dwelling-house, and whether, if construed to include dwelling-house, 
they do not purport to give a power which the Legislature could 
not give, because the clause authorizing an entry into any place 
where milk is stored or kept for sale is separable from that which 
authorizes an entry into all carriages used in the conveyance of 
milk. Neither is the power granted in violation of the following 
provision of Art. XII., of the Declaration of Rights, viz.: ‘*‘ No subject 
shall . . . be compelled to accuse, or furnish evidence against himself.” 
If the seizure is such as is authorized by the Constitution, and a law 
passed in pursuance thereof, the fact that the thing seized may be used 
in evidence in a criminal charge against the person from whose posses- 
sion it is taken, does not render the seizure itself a violation of the 
Declaration of Rights. 


Commonwealth v. Dana, 2 Met., 329, 337. 


If the statute had required that all milk offered for sale should first 
be inspected, it would hardly be contended that the trifling injury to 
property occasioned by taking samples for inspection would be such a 
taking of private property for public use as to require that compensation 
be made therefor. Such an injury to property is a necessary incident 
to the enforcement of reasonable regulations effecting trade in food. 
Private property is held subject to the exercise of such public rights 
for the common benefit, and in the case of licensed dealers in merchan- 
dise, the injury suffered by inspection is accompanied by advantages 
which must be regarded as sufficient compensation. 


Bancroft v. Cambridge, 126 Mass., 438, 441. 


Instead of requiring all milk offered for sale to be first inspected the 
Legislature, for obvious reasons, have permitted licensed dealers to sell 
milk without inspection; have imposed penalties for selling adul- 
terated milk; have defined what shall be deemed adulterated milk; 
and have provided that when the Inspector of Milk has reason to 
believe that any milk has been adulterated, he may take specimens 
thereof, in order that, by analysis, or otherwise, he may determine 
whether the milk has been adulterated. Such a seizure of milk for the 
purpose of examination is a reasonable method of inspection, and does 
not require a warrant. It is a supervision, under the laws, by a public 
officer, of a trade which concerns the public health, and is within the 
police-power of the Commonwealth. 


Commonwealth v. Ducey, 126 Mass., 269. 
Jones v. Root, 6 Gray, 435. 


There is nothing in this case which requires us to determine the 
rights of the defendant, if the inspector had attempted to take a larger 
quantity of milk for inspection than was reasonably necessary for the 
performance of his duties. We have not found it necessary to consider 
whether the defendant, by voluntarily accepting a license to sell milk, 
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aas not assented to the conditions and regulations which the Legisla- 
ture has seen fit to impose upon the exercise of the trade licensed. 


Pitkins v. Springfield, 112 Mass., 509.

The settlement of this question was anxiously looked for 
by the dealers, for, if the law was set aside, the fear of de- 
tection and punishment for having in possession or selling 
adulterated milk was removed. Fortunately the law stands 
a terror to evil-doers, and a protection to the public. These 
cases but partially indicate many of the difficulties thrown in 
the way of executing the law, and the time and labor neces- 
sary to punish offenders and vindicate the law by prosecution 
of those who violate its provisions. 


THe Butrer Law. 


Since the last report the Legislature has passed the follow- 
ing act : — 


[CHap. 292, Acts oF 1881.] 


Aw Act to prevent Deception in Sales of Butter and Cheese. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows :— 


SECTION 1. Whoever, by himself or his agents, shall sell, expose for 
sale, or have in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, 
or compound, made in imitation or semblance of butter or as a substitute 
for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or 
containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, 
shall have the words ‘adulterated butter ;” or if such substitute is the 
compound known as oleomargarine, then the word ‘* oleomargarine,” 
stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed letters of plain Roman type 
not less than one inch in length, so that said word cannot be easily 
defaced, upon the top and side of every tub, firkin, box, or package con- 
taining any of said article, substance, or compound. And in case of 
retail sales of any of said article, substance, or compound not in the 
original packages, the seller, by himself or his agents, shall attach to 
each package so sold at retail, and deliver with said package to the 
purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the 
outside of said package the words ‘* adulterated butter,” or the word 
‘¢ oleomargarine,” as herein provided, in printed letters of plain Roman 
type not less than one-half inch in length. 

SecT. 2. Whoever, by himself or his agents, shall sell, expose for 
sale, or have in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, 
or compound, made in imitation or semblance of cheese, or as a substi- 
tute for cheese, and not made exclusively and wholly of ‘milk or cream, 
or containing any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, 
shall have the words ‘imitation cheese,” stamped, labelled, or marked, 
in printed letters of plain Roman type not less than one inch in length, 
so that said words cannot be easily defaced, upon the side of every 
cheese cloth or band around the same, and upon the top and side of 
every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, sub- 
stance, or compound. And in case of retail sales of any of said article, 
substance, or compound not in the original packages, the seller, by himself 
or his agents, shall attach to each package so sold at retail, and deliver 
with said package to the purchaser, a ‘abel or wrapper bearing in a 
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conspicuous place upon the outside of said package the words “ imita- 
tion cheese,” in printed letters of plain Roman type not less than one- 
half inch in length. 

Sect. 3. Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound, made in imita- 
tion or semblance of butter, or as a substitute for butter, except as pro- 
vided in section one; whoever sells, exposes, for sale, or has in his 
possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound made 
in imitation or semblance of cheese, or as a substitute for cheese, except 
as provided in section two, and whoever shall deface, erase, cancel, or 
remove any mark, stamp, brand, label, or wrapper provided for by this 
act, or change the contents of any box, tub, article, or package marked, 
stamped, or labelled as aforesaid, with intent to deceive as to the co - 
tents of said box, tub, article, or package, shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay a fine of one hundred dollars, and for a second and each 
subsequent offence a fine of two hundred dollars, to be recovered with 
costs in any court of this Commonwealth of competent jurisdiction ; and 
any fine paid shall go to the city or town where the offence was com- 
mitted. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of every inspector of milk to institute 
complaint for violating the provisions of this act whenever he has 
reasonable cause for suspicion, and on the information of any person 
who shall lay before him satisfactory evidence on which to sustain the 
same. It shall be the duty of said inspector to take specimens of sus- 
pected butter or cheese, and cause the same to be analyzed or other- 
wise satisfactorily tested, the result of which he shall record and _ pre- 
serve as evidence; and a certificate of such result, sworn to by the 
analyzer, shall be admitted in evidence in all prosecutions under this 
act. The expense of such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty 
dollars in any one case, may be included in the costs of prosecution. 

Sect. 5. For the purposes of this act the terms ‘‘ butter” and 
**cheese” shall be understood to mean the products usually known by 
these names, and which are manufactured exclusively from milk or 
cream, or both, with salt and rennet, and with or without coloring 
matter. 

Sect. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed, 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
May 13, 1881. 


By this law a new duty is imposed upon the office, 
Section 4 making it the duty of the Inspector to enforce 
the law generally, and particularly to institute complaint 
upon the information of any person who shall lay before 
him satisfactory evidence on which to sustain the same. 
Steps for enforcing the law have been taken, analyses 
made, and prosecutions commenced. The coming year

The Joint Standing Committee on Public Lands respect- 
fully report on the order of the City Council of November 
14th last, that they be authorized to obtain from the com- 
mittees and departments the information in regard to public 
lands specified in the order passed June 9, 1881, and printed 
on page 384 of the Proceedings of 1881, that notice was 
sent to the Superintendents of Streets, Health, Sewers, 
Public Buildings, Lamps, and Common ; the Boards of Water, 
Health, Fire, Police, and Park Commissioners ; the Directors 
of Public Institutions and of East Boston Ferries ; the Boards 
of Trustees of the City Hospital and of the Mount Hope 
and Cedar Grove Cemeteries; the Joint Committees on 
Improved Sewerage, Streets, and Stony Brook ; the Overseers 
of the Poor; the City Engineer and the School Committee, 
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on December 1, and again to some of the same who had 
not responded to the first notice on March 1, and that 
answers have been received from all. 

The lands and buildings reported as “in charge of or 
under control of said committees and departments, not 
occupied at present for city purposes,” are as follows :— 


Fire Commissioners. — A wooden building on Centre 
street (W.R.), near Highland Station, disused as an engine- 
house, but at present temporarily, the Commissioners say, 
used by police for a lock-up. 

Directors for Public Institutions. — The farm, of 145} acres 
of upland and marsh, at Winthrop, bought for the site for 
an asylum for the insane. . 

Joint Standing Committee on MStreets.—54 square feet 
on North street, at North square, remainder of an estate 
purchased for widening North street in 1859, left after such 
widening shall have been completed. Land (392 feet) and 
building, remainder of an estate purchased in 1857 for 
widening Water street, corner of Washington and Water 
streets. 32 feet of land conveyed to the City March 13, 
1871, in settlement of damages with an abutter, and re- 
maining after the widening of Washington avenue. 699 feet 
of land left from an estate surrendered to the City under 
the widening of Hanover avenue, corner of North street, in 
February, 1875. 114 feet corner Charlestown and Cause- 
way streets, remaining after widening Charlestown street, 
and being portion of an estate surrendered by Arioch 
Wentworth in April, 1875. 38,000 feet on West Ches- 
ter park, remainder of an estate purchased in settlement 
of damages for extension of West Chester park, September 
3, 1877, some of which will be wanted for the extension -of 
Boylston street. 

Superintendent of Sewers and Committee on Stony 
Brook. — A lot of land bought in 1871 for a right of way 
for a sewer from Bainbridge to Kingsbury street; sewer can 
now be discontinued and land sold. Remnants of a lot 
beside the Boston & Providence railroad, bought for the 
channel of Stony Brook. <A lot rear of Boylston street 
(Boylston Station). Two parcels left from an estate corner 
Centre and Pynchon streets, bought for the Stony Brook 
improvement. 

Boston Water Board. — An old quarry in Framingham, 
1 acre, acquired June 5, 1876. Le Baron place, Ashland, 
% of an acre, house and shed, February 24, 1879. 14 acres 
of land, Union street, Ashland, December 17, 1876. 3 of 
an acre, Fountain street, Ashland, October 23, 1876. 
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Homer Farm, Framingham, 50 acres, with buildings, July 
29, 1876, rented. Bullard place, Framingham, 5 acres, 
with buildings, January 29, 1878, rented. 4 of an acre, 
South Framingham, near the Milford railroad, November 
18, 1874, rented. 2} acres Sherborn swamps, July 5, 
1875. Russell place, Wellesley, # of an acre, buildings, 
January 17, 1876, rented. 2 acres in Brookline, adjoining 
the Cochituate aqueduct, June 22, 1848. 

Committee on Improved Sewerage. — 162,000 feet of land 
bounded by Harrison avenue, East Chester park, and Albany 
and Northampton streets ; also 39,500 feet on East Chester 
park, Albany, and Swett streets, on which are buildings 
rented to tenants-at-will. This land was taken under the 
Roxbury Canal Act.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the Year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-two. 


AN ACT IN ADDITION TO ‘“‘AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
PUBLIC PARKS IN OR NEAR THE CITY OF BOSTON.” 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 
Section 1. The board of park commissioners of the 

city of Boston is hereby authorized and empowered to build 

a sea-wall on the Boston side of the Charles river, and to fill 
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in the grounds and flats enclosed by said wall for, the pur- 
poses of a public park, in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five; the said sea-wall shall 
be on or within the following lines: Beginning at a point op- 
posite an angle in Charles street, near Fruit street, and 
distant two hundred feet northerly from the westerly line of 
said Charles street, and running southerly in a straight line 
to a point westerly of and distant two hundred feet perpen- 
dicularly from the present harbor commissioners’ line near 
Mount Vernon street; thence running south-westerly by a 
curved line of nine hundred feet radius, tangent to said 
straight line, to a point northerly of and distant two hundred 
feet perpendicularly from said harbor commissioners’ line ; 
thence running south-westerly again in a straight line, tan- 
gent to said curved line and parallel to the straight part of 
the present harbor commissioners’ line, to a point; thence 
running westerly by a curved line of eighteen hundred and 
fifty feet radius, tangent to the last mentioned straight line, 
to the present harbor commissioners’ line, with which said 
curve is also tangent. 

The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall constitute the 
harbor lines beyond which no.wharf, pier, or other structure, 
and no filling-in shall be extended into or over the tide water 
of said river, excepting such landing places as the park com- 
missioners shall build with the approval of the board of 
harbor and land commissioners. 


Sect. 2. The city of Boston, by said board of park com- 
missioners, may take, by purchase or otherwise, under the 
provisions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, all the flats 
and riparian rights belonging to parties other than the Com- 
monwealth between the present harbor commissioners’ line 
and the line of the within described sea-wall. 


Secor. 3. This act is made subject to the following condi- 
tions and restrictions, namely: the grounds so enclosed and 
filled in shall be used solely for the purposes of a public 
park, facing and abutting upon the said Charles river. And 
when the city of Boston, or the board of park commissioners, 
shall have built the said sea-wall and have filled up the said 
grounds as a park as aforesaid, and so long as the same shall 
be used solely as said park, the Commonwealth will not 
authorize or permit any person or corporation to construct 
any extensions or erections from or contiguous to the water- 
line of said park, except with the consent of said park com- 
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missioners or said city of Boston. But said park shall be 
subject to the right of the city of Boston, or of the Common- 
wealth, to construct and maintain a public sewer or sewers 
through and beneath said park for the drainage and sewerage 
of the city of Boston and its neighborhood. 


Srct. 4. For the purpose of defraying the expenses 
incurred under the provisions of this act the city council of 
Boston shall have authority to issue, from time to time, and 
to an amount not exceeding the amount actually expended 
for the purchase or taking of said lands or flats, bonds or 
certificates of debt, to be denominated on the face thereof 
the “Charles River Embankment Loan,” and to bear in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding six per centum per annum, 
and to be payable at such periods as said council may 
determine, not exceeding thirty years from their respective 
dates. 

For the redemption of such loan, said council shall es- 
tablish a sinking fund sufficient, with the accumulating 
interest, to provide for its payment at maturity. All sums 
received for betterments shall be paid into said sinking fund 
until such fund shall amount to a sum ‘sufficient, with its 
accumulation, to pay at maturity the bonds for the security 
of which the fund was established. 


Sxor. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ALLOW THE CITY OF BOSTON TO CREATE COM- 
MISSIONS BY ORDINANCE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston may by ordinance provide 
for the election or appointment of boards of two or more 
commissioners, each to hold office for a term not exceeding 
three years from the day in the year of his election or 
appointment, fixed by ordinance, and until his successor 
shall be elected or appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by concurrent vote of each branch of the city 
council; and may from time to time by ordinance authorize 
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said boards to exercise and perform any of the powers and 
duties that said city, or the board of aldermen, or the mayor 
and aldermen, or the city council, or the common council, 
or any officer of said city can exercise and perform, except 
the powers and duties conferred upon the board of street 
commissioners, the registrars of voters, or any incorpo- 
rated board; and may at any time by ordinance revoke 
said authority or dissolve said boards. 


Sxcor. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO ISSUE A 
PUBLIC PARK LOAN. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


For the purpose of defraying the expenses incurred under 
the provisions of chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred aud seventy-five, entitled 
“An Act for the laying out of public parks in or near the 

city of Boston,” and of any acts in amendment or addition 
thereto, the city council of Boston shall have authority to is- 
sue from time to time, and to an amount not exceeding the 
amount actually expended for the purchase or taking of lands 
or flats for park purposes, bonds or certificates of debt, to be 
denominated on the face thereof the “Public Park Loan,” 
and to bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum 
per annum, and to be payable at such periods as said city coun- 
cil may determine, not exceeding thirty years from their re- 

spective dates. 
For the redemption of such loan said city council shall 
establish a sinking fund sufficient, with the accumulating 
interest, to provide for its payment at maturity. 

All sums received for betterments from the laying out of 
public parks shall be paid into said sinking fund until such 
fund shall amount to a sum sufficient, with its accumulations, 
to pay at maturity the bonds for the security of which the 
fund was established. .

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF BOSTON 
RELATIVE TO GENERAL MEETINGS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Section sixty of chapter four hundred and 
forty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
fifty-four is hereby amended by striking out, in the eighth 
line, the word “ fifty,” and inserting the words “ one hundred ” ; 
also, by inserting after the words “ voters of,” in said eighth 
line, the words “each ward of”; also, by striking out all of 
said section after the words “said city,” in the ninth line 
thereof. 


Srcr. 2. If the Board of Aldermen unreasonably refuse to 
call any such meeting, any justice of the municipal court of 
said city may, upon a like requisition, by a warrant under 
his hand in such form, and so served, executed, and returned, 
as he shall determine, call such meeting at such time and in 
such manner as he may direct, appointing some one to pre- 
side therein until the same shall be duly organized by the 
choice of clerk and chairman.

SOUTH BOSTON RAILROAD. 


THIRTY-THIRD LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, April 10, 1882. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the South Boston Railroad Company for additional 
location in South Boston, respectfully recommend the pas- 
sage of the accompanying order of location. 


For the Committee, 
WM.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the South Boston Railroad Company to lay down tracks in 
several of the streets of the City of Boston said company 
shall have the right to extend its track in C street from Sixth 
street to Seventh street ; continuing to and through Seventh 
street to E street; also to lay an additional track in #’ street 
between Seventh and Eighth streets, and a single track in 
# street between Eighth and Ninth streets, and through Ninth 
and Dorchester streets to Kast Eighth street; and an addi- 
tional track in portions of Hast Highth street, so as to form 
a continuous double track in said street between Dorchester 
and IK streets. The tracks located by this order being 
shown by red lines on plans drawn by Daniel Coolidge, 
Civil Engineer, dated March 18th, 1882, and deposited in 
the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying down said 
tracks and the form of rail used shall be under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving and the 
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Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by them; 
also upon condition that the space occupied by said tracks” 
and eighteen inches outside thereof, and the space between the 
double tracks, shall be paved with granite blocks to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Streets. Also, upon condi- 
tion that the said South Boston Railroad Company shall 
accept this order of location and shall agree -in writing to 
comply with the conditions therein contained, and shall file 
said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within 
thirty days of the date of the passage of this order; other- 
wise it shall be null and void.!

Districr 3.— All that part east of a line beginning at the 

Charles-river drawbridge, and running 

through the centre of Charlestown street, 

Haymarket square, and Washington to 

Summer street, and north of Summer street 

and the N.Y. and N.E. R.R. ‘passenger

Districr 4. — All that part west of District 3, and north of 
a line running through the centre of Winter 
and Park streets, and west of Beacon, to 
Otter, and north of Otter street to the 
water. 

District 5.— All that part south of Districts 3 and 4 to the 
centre of Dover-street drawbridge, and a 
line running through the centre of Dover, 
Berkeley, Boylston, Arlington, Beacon, and 
Otter streets, to the water.

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HovwskEs. 


The houses of the department have undergone extensive 
repairs during the past year, more especially with a view to 
saving time in getting the horses to the pole in case of an 
alarm of fire. For this purpose the stalls have been changed 
so that the horses are in a direct line with the apparatus, and 
close to it. Before the end of the year it is expected that 
every house in the department will have this improved style 
of stall. The work of making the above changes, as well as 
painting and all internal repairs, is done by detailed men 
from the department, and involves only the cost of material, 
thus saving a large amount to the city. Among the houses 
in which improvements were made during the past year were 
the following : — 


City Proper. 


Hook and Ladder 1. The second floor was remodelled 
and fitted up as a dormitory, the sitting-room being removed 
to the third floor. 

Engine 4. ‘The engine-room of this house has had a new 
hard-pine floor and patrol platform and desk, and has been 
newly painted. 

Engine 7. Supplied with a sliding-pole. 

Engine 8. The second floor of this house has been re- 
modelled and fitted up as a dormitory, and supplied with a 
sliding-pole to the main floor. 

Engine 10. The interior of the house has been re- 
painted, the front room of the second floor enlarged, and 
an additional sleeping apartment fitted up on the side of the 
main floor; a sliding-pole has been also placed in this house, 
— all with a viw to save time in case of an alarm. 

Aerial-Ladder House. A new front door, and general 
repairs inside, painting, etc. 


South Boston. 


Every house of the department in this section of the city 
except Hook and Ladder 5, which was remodelled last 
year) has had the stalls turned to face the apparatus. The 
houses of Engines 1 and 15 have been painted, and the 
stairs changed. The house formerly occupied by Hose 12 
has heen fitted up as an engine-house, repainted, and sup- 
plied with a sliding-pole, and is now made the quarters of 
Engine Co. No. 2. That which was Engine 2’s house is 
now occupied by Hose Co. No. 12. The house has been 
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repaired, the stalls have been turned to face the front, and a 
sliding-pole furnished. The transfers have given general 
satisfaction, and better protect that section of the city, and 
are more convenient for the accommodation of the respective 
companies. 


East Boston. 


The houses of the department in this section of the city are 
in good condition, and required no repairs during the year, 
except the house of Engine Co. 11, which was whitened, and 
supplied with a sliding-pole. | 


Roxbury District. 


The houses in this district were thoroughly repaired and 
painted last year. The houses of Ladders 4 and 12 and En- 
gine 12 were furnished with sliding-poles. The yard of 
Engine 13’s house was newly fenced and painted. 


Dorchester District. 


Engine 17. The stalls in this house have been brought 
forward, nearer the wheels of the apparatus, and faced to the 
front. The walls of the main floor have been repainted and 
put in good condition. 

Engine 21. The stalls have been turned to the front, 
the fence in the rear of the house has been replaced by a 
new one, and a sliding-pole has been placed in the house. 

Hook and Ladder 7. This house has been furnished with 
new front doors. It has also been remodelled so that it now 
has a sleeping-room, with three beds, and a sliding-pole lead- 
ing from the bedroom in front of the ladder truck. 

The other houses in this section of the city will be thor- 
oughly repaired during the summer, and the stalls changed 
to face the front where the same can be done. 


West Roxbury District. 


Engine 28. This house, including the front doors, has 
been thoroughly painted. Extensive repairs were made on: . 
the roof, and the space in front of the house was paved with 
asphalt. | moh:

During the year the sliding-pole has been introduced into 
fourteen houses of the department, and saves much time, as by 
it the men can drop from their sleeping or recreation rooms 
in front of the apparatus. With the changing of the stalls, 
the introduction of the swinging harness, the sliding-pole, 
and the new quick-ringing electric gongs in the permanent 
houses, the time taken to hitch and get ready-to leave quar- 
ters is as quick now as is consistent with safety. It is a rule 
of the department that when any signal for a fire on either 
the gong or tapper is received at the quarters of any com- 
pany, every member will immediately report for duty on the 
floor as soon as possible after the first stroke. The horses 
will be hitched up, and the company prepared to leave quar- 
ters upon the word “Go, ” to be given by the officer in com- 
mand. During the past year this board, in its inspection of 
the several houses of the department, tested the length of 
time which it took to comply with the foregoing order while 
all the men in the several houses, except the house patrol, 
were in bed, and the result in the permanent houses of the 
department showed an average time of 115 seconds for each 
house.

APPARATUS REPAIR-SHOP. 


The work performed in the repair-shop justifies the wisdom 
of its establishment by the Board. The working force con- 
sists of eleven machinists, blacksmiths, wheelwrights, etc., 
and from four to six detailed members of the department, who 
are skilled mechanics. The following statement shows some of 
the important repairs done at the shop during the past year, 
from May 1, 1881, to April 30, 1882 :— 

1881. May. Engine No. 7, general repairs and paint ; 
Chemical Engine No. 5, general repairs and paint. 

June. Engine No. 6 hose-carriage, repairs on frame, and 
paint; Relief Engine C, general repairs and paint; Engine 
No. 17 hose-carriage, repairs on wheels, and paint. 

July. Engine No. 26, new air-chamber; Chemical En- 
gine No. 4, general repairs and paint. 

August. Engine No. 8, general repairs and paint ; Engine 
No. 14, examination and repairs on boiler; Fire-Boat, gen- 
eral repairs and paint. 

September. Supply Wagon No. 2, general repairs and 
paint; Engine No. 11, repairs on axles; Chemical Engine 
No. 1, general repairs and paint; Fire-Alarm, new wall 
brackets. 

October. Fire-Alarm, new battery zines; Hook and 
Ladder No. 2, general repairs and paint; Engine No. 23, 
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general repairs and paint; Engine No. 23 hose-carriage, 
new wheels and paint. 

November. Fire Alarm, new battery-clamps, and twenty 
new relays; Engine No. 14, repairs on boiler, and paint; 
Engine No. 3, repairs on boiler, new wheels, and paint. 

December. Engine No. 4, repairs on axles, and paint; 
Engine No. 25, new tubes, and paint; Engine No. 28, re- 
pairs on pumps. 

1882. January. Engine No. 25, repairs on boiler; Coal 
Wagon No. 3, general repairs and paint; Relief Engine C, 
general repairs and paint ; Fire-Alarm, new battery coppers. 

February. Engine No. 22, repairs on hose pung; En- 
gine No. 12, repairs on cylinders; Chemical Engine No. 3, 
general repairs and paint; Engine No. 27, general repairs 
and paint. 

March. Fire-Alarm, new battery coppers; Engine No. 2, 
new wheels and paint; Engine No. 19, general repairs and 
paint ; Hose No. 9, general repairs and paint. 

April. Engine No. 16, repairs on boiler; Fire-Alarm, 
20 new relays; Engine No. 22, repairs on pumps; Engine 
No. 24, general repairs and paint; Engine No. 7, general 
repairs. 

During the year the following new apparatus was pur- 
chased: One second-class Amoskeag engine, 3 hose 
wagons, 1 sleigh, 1 pung, 1 open buggy, 1 top buggy, 12 
11-inch shut-off Haley nozzles ; 5 33 telephone call-bells and a 
Greenleaf water-tower. This last piece of apparatus is a 
valuable addition to the department in case of large fires, 
especially in the. upper stories of high buildings. It is a 
portable stand-pipe, carried on a truck, and weighing about 
7,500 lbs. Three sections of pipe are carried on the side of 
the truck, and of such lengths that the water-tower can be 
used at elevations of 29, 36, 438, or 50 feet. It has at the 
end of the highest section a flexible pipe, to which nozzles 
can be attached, 14, 14, 1%, or 2 inches in diameter; 
also an elbow-connection at the foot of the pipe, and 7 feet 
of leading hose, 34 inches in diameter, from the foot of the 
elbow, connecting with a four-way “Siamese,” thereby en- 
abling two or three engines to play a powerful stream 
through the tower. The tower is worked from the truck by 
one man. The stand-pipe has a rotary motion, and the 
nozzle attached can be directed perpendicularly or hori- 
zontally, and thus a stream can be thrown in any direction on 
a burning building, and at any angle of elevation. This 
tower has already performed effective service in the depart- 
ment. 

The growing wants of the department need a larger and 
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more lightsome repair-shop. It has saved thousands of dol- 
lars yearly since its establishment. <A lot of land on the 
corner of Albany and Bristol streets has been set apart for 
a new repair-shop, and it is to be hoped that the erection of 
a suitable building on this site will not be long delayed. 
The plans are in the hands of the City Architect. 

The cost of repairs on apparatus for the seven years 
preceding the establishment of this commission, October, 
1873, was $162,000, while the cost of repairs for seven years 
succeeding, and with more than double the apparatus, has 
been only $67,000. This large saving is due to the establish- 
ment of a department repair-shop.

WATER AND HyDRANTS. 


The total number of hydrants in the city May 1, was 4,461. 
In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire reservoirs in 
different sections of the city, that contain from 300 to 500 hogs- 
heads of water, and can be used inanemergency. The num- 
ber of hydrants added during the year is as follows : — 

16 Lowry, 58 Post, 25 Boston, and 34 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $87,420, or at the rate of 
$20 per hydrant. In view of the fact that the Water De- 
partment is now self-supporting, and the largeness of the 
sum paid for water, entirely out of proportion to the quantity 
consumed, the Board suggests that the amount paid be re- 
duced, or fixed at a stated sum, which shall not be exceeded. 
It would thus lessen the appropriation for this department, and, 
proportionately, the yearly tax levy. 


FrrE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The Board submits herewith a summary of the work of 
improvement, construction, and renewal in this department 
during the last year. 

An important change in the system of receiving and trans- 
mitting alarms automatically was made in the month of Sep- 
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tember, 1881, by which an alarm given at any signal-box lo- 
cated within the limits of the city proper is not only regis- 
tered at the central office in City Hall, and indicated on the 
tappers in the department houses through which the circuit 
in use passes, but is transferred to the other city proper cir- 
cuits, giving the same result to all the companies within the 
territory covered by them. In order to obtain this result a 
set of instruments has been placed in the central office and 
connected with the four circuits in such a manner that any 
action on either circuit is instantly transferred to the others. 
The department houses in these circuits have been supplied 
with large, direct action nine-inch gongs, working in local cir- 
cuits, which strike the box signals sufliciently loud to be 
heard by all the men in the houses when the alarms are given. 
The advantage of this system is that an important saving of 
time is gained, as the department covered by the combination 
now receives the alarms direct from the box and as soon as 
the operator at the central office. 

Early in March of the present year work was commenced 
for the introduction of telephones for the transaction of the 
department business, the first ones being substituted for the 
dial machines, which from long usage had become unreliable 
and nearly unfit for further service. 

The extension of the dial circuits has been carried forward 
and telephones placed in houses not heretofore in communi- 
cation with head-quarters, and at the present time thirty-eight 
stations are established. It is intended to carry this service 
into the remaining houses at an early day, thus practically 
bringing the entire department into direct telephonic commu- 
nication. 

New construction has been carried forward to replace cir- 
cuits which had become nearly worn out. No. 5 circuit, 
covering the North End, is entirely reconstructed ; and No. 6, 
in East Poston, is divided into two independent circuits, for 
greater safety from accidental breaks, and furnished with new 
wire pliced on modern structures. Nos. 9 and 10 circuits, in 
Dorchester, have also been rebuilt, and the inside work in the 
houses renewed. 

Two seven-wired iron-armored cables, each 300 feet in 
es have been laid at the draws of Charlestown and Chel- 

2a bridges, for maintaining the fire-alarm and telephone ser- 
vice in Charlestown and East Boston. 

Special batteries have been prepared and placed in the 
houses of Engines 14 and 23, for the purpose of making tem- 
porary provision for telegraphic fire-alarms in Roxbury in the 
event of the destruction of the central office. 

Twenty-one new boxes have been placed for service during 
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the year. Included in this number are several boxes for 
specialuse. The Boston, Globe, Park, and Howard theatres ; 
the Museum, Music Hall, and Masonic Temple, and the 
stores of R. H. White & Co., and Jordan, Marsh, & Co., and 
also the City Hall, are each supplied with a special box. 

These boxes are placed in position, connected with the fire- 
alarm circuit, and cared for by the department; but the boxes 
are paid for by the parties for whose special benefit they are 
ordered. The boxes in the various theatres are at the 
prompter’s stand, and accessible at all times, thus securing an 
alarm, in case of danger, in the quickest possible space of 
time. On the first, second, and third alarms from the theatre 
boxes, extra apparatus responds. The number of fire-alarm 
boxes at present in use throughout the city is three hundred 
and eleven. The amount of material necessary to do the 
work mentioned in this report and to replace old wire and 
poles was as follows : —

A new glass case has been ordered for the striking machine, 
to protect it against dust and moisture; and bids have been 
received for a switch-board of enlarged dimension and with 
all modern improvements. These additions to the machinery 
of the fire-alarm office will complete the change from the old 
to a complete set of new machines. All this has been done 
without any extraordinary appropriation, and within the past 
two years.

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Since our last report a large number of electric-light 
wires have been laid along the streets and over houses in the 
city ; and the accidents which have occurred in other cities 
from the careless laying of these wires, and their contact 
with telegraph, telephone, and fire-alarm wires, remind us of 
the necessity for rules governing the laying of such wires. 
In the city of New York the machinery of several fire-alarm 
boxes has been injured by the electric-light current. In view 
of any possible danger in the future to life and property, 
and the probability that these wires will increase in numbers,. 
this Board suggests to the City Council the adoption of rules 
to govern the. laying of such wires. 

The underground system of carrying wires is now being 
thoroughly discussed, and in a fair way of being solved at no 
distant day. Whatever system is adopted should be one 
that will include all companies, give fair play to all, and dis- 
criminate against none, with the right of free passage to the 
fire-alarm wires. The numerous hearings before the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Committee on Ordinances in re- 
lation to this subject have given members of the government 
an idea of the difficulties to be encountered in accomplishing 
this desirable result. However, this is certain, that, even if 
wires are laid underground, it will take some years thereafter 
to get rid of the unsightly poles which now disfigure our 
streets, as those must be allowed to remain until the under- 
ground system becomes an assured success; and this can be 
proved only by actual experiment, especially with the tele- 
phone and electric-light wires. The cost of the underground 
system will be at least six times that of the system now in 
vogue. Prof. Cross, of the Institute of Technology, of this city, 
ina very able argument before the Committee on Ordinances 
on this very subject, and especially in relation to telephone 
underground wires, said that in London the cost of one mile 
of tubing, containing fifty telegraph wires, when laid and 
completed, is about $6,200, or $124 per wire per mile. 
Here, considering the increased cost of labor and material, 
it would be double that amount. 

“In Paris, the cost per mile of cable laid in the sewers is 
$972 per mile for a cable of seven wires, and when laid 
underground in iron tubes, the cost of a seven-wired cable is 
$1,267 per mile. 

“In Germany, during the’past six years, a most thorough 
system of underground wires has been laid. Each cable con- 
tains seven conductors, which are insulated with the greatest 
care. It is laid in a trench, and covered with condensed 
coal-tar. There are over 2,000 miles of this kind of cable in 
use in Germany, and owned by the Government. The cables 
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are similar to the submarine telegraph cable. The cost of 
the German system in Boston would be for each cable of 
seven conductors, $5,121 per mile.” 

It is evident from the foregoing that as this change 
will involve a large expenditure, which means increased 
rates for patrons of the telegraph and telephone, the 
adoption of the underground system must be gradual, 
and the work of continued experiment. The Western 
Union and the American Bell Telephone Company have 
uow petitions before the City Council, asking for permis- 
sion to lay wires under the streets for certain distances, 
and thus a beginning is already made in the right direction. 
This matter has been referred to this Board by the City 
Council of 1881, but as it was also before the present City 
Government, through the petitions above referred to, they 
- deem it inexpedient, for the present, to carry on the same kind 
of investigation as the Committees on Ordinances and Paving 
are now prosecuting. . 
FirEs. 


The city during the past year has been exceptionally free 
from large conflagrations, and the fire loss has been nearly 
fifty per cent. less than that of either the two preceding 
years. 

The loss by fire from May 1, 1881, to April 30, 1882,

The loss by fire in the entire State, during the year 1881, 
has been $4,312,642. 

No lives were lost at any fire in this city during the year ; and 
yet a holocaust, such as occurred in the World building, New 
York, is as likely to occur any day in this city, owing to the lack 
of adequate fire-escapes in manufacturing establishments and 
workshops, chiefly situated in the upper stories of our large 
buildings in the “ burnt district.” Over 50,000 persons are 
employed in manufacturing of various kinds in this city, a 
number exceeding that of all the employés of all the factories 
of any one county in the State. The operatives in the cotton 
and woollen factories are, as a rule, well provided with fire- 
escapes ; and the factory buildings, especially those in the 
mutual companies, are well equipped in case of fire, and all 
means are taken to prevent a conflagration; but the 50,000. 
operatives in this city are principally located in the upper 
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stories of our buildings, where little precaution is taken, and 
where the stairway, the only exit in case of fire, is lable to 
be cut off. The difficulties which this department will meet 
with in case of fire in buildings occupied by a large number 
of employés, and where no fire-escapes are located, is that 
the time of our firemen must be devoted to saving life rather 
than property, and in the meantime the fire may get beyond 
their control and a large conflagration may ensue. ‘The in- 
attention which many employers of labor pay to providing their 
help with means of escape in case of danger may be gathered 
from the fact that though this Board, by notice published in 
all the newspapers of the city, and personal service by our 
assistant engineers, requested the owners or occupants of 
manufacturing establishments to furnish ropes where no fire- 
escapes existed, yet very few heeded the request, in some 
instances our engineers being rudely told it was none of their 
business. The adage is true in this case, “that every man 
deems his own sand house secure ;” and so did the owner of 
the World building, until the day of disaster came. The 
Inspector of Buildings was unable to remedy this evil, as the 
law affixed no penalty to the violation of the statute of 1880. . 
He could simply order, and they had the power to disobey 
without a penalty, and his authority ended there. The Legis- 
lature of this year, however, has remedied the defect by 
making the penalty in such cases not less than $50 nor more 
-than $500. The incendiary and unknown causes of fire foot 
up 187 out of 595 fires during the past year. Below is 
appended the fire losses since the year 1829. These fire losses 
for years preceding 1873 are only approximate, and fail far 
short of the actual losses. An idea of their inaccuracy may 
be gathered from the fact that, during the seven years preced- 
ing 1874, there were over 3,000 fires and returns of loss 
from 1,027 only. There were 100 second, third, or general 
alarms, from which no returns, or only partial ones, of losses 
were made. ‘The losses, as given below, are the most accu- 
rate on hand ; but if 50 per cent. were added to the losses for 
each year previous to 1873, it would be nearer the real fire 
loss in this city. Since the establishment of this commission 
an accurate statement of every loss is given, even down to 
$5, $10, and $15 on still alarms.

THE POo.Lice. 


The Board begs to note the promptness and efficiency of 
the Police Department at fires, and the great aid which they 
render on those occasions by keeping the space in front of 
burning buildings free from outsiders. On them almost 
wholly depend the detection of fire in its early stages in the 
business section of the city between the hours of 7 P.M. and 
7 A.M., and the giving of alarms for fire in that locality 
during the hours mentioned. 


PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The promptness and efficiency of this department have been 
the means of materially lessening the losses at fires during 
the year, and saving to property owners a large amount of 
goods which otherwise would be damaged by water. This 
corps, which consists of two companies, is maintained by the 
Board of Fire Underwriters of this city. 


THe FrReMEN’s REvIeEF Funp. 


The Mayor and Board of Fire Commissioners, trustees of 
the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund, have now entrusted to 
them the sum of $26,768.65, of which $24,000 are invested 
in bonds of the City of Boston. During the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1881, the sum of $3,353.95 has been distributed 
among our sick firemen. The greater part of the money in 
trust comes from the Annual Ball of the department, which 
netted this year the sum of $10,354.46. Several citizens 
have also sent generous donations to this fund.

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A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving alarms, 
and all testing of the circuits and other details pertaining to 
the service. An automatic arrangement is connected with 
the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator 
should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing 
his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

There will also be required for settlement of land 
damages and unsettled claims, connecting sewers at 
North-End, running pumping-engines for temporary 
discharge of sewage into Dorchester Bay, and other 
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items of expense not directly connected with the 
work of construction, a sum sufficient, in the opinion 
of the committee, to call for an additional appropri- 
ation of $1,500,000. 

The accompanying communication from the City 
Hngineer states at length the reasons for the in- 
creased cost of the work above the original estimates. 
It will be seen to be chiefly due to the rise in materi- 
als and labor, changes in plans of construction, ren- 
dered necessary to make the system conform to the 
best practice of modern sanitary engineering, and the 
expense of overcoming unforeseen difficulties in the 
work of construction. Although there is an apparent 
balance of $283,913, yet the greater part of this 
amount is required to complete work now in prog- 
ress, and the committee do not feel authorized to 
enter upon the new work necessary to utilize that 
already completed or commenced until further pro- 
vision has been made therefor by the City Council.

To the Joint Special Committee on Improved Sewerage : — 


GENTLEMEN, — As I am now able to estimate with approximate 
accuracy the final cost of the new.sewerage system, I herewith 
submit for your consideration a statement of the present condition 
of the improved sewerage appropriation, the amount already ex- 
pended, balance remaining, estimated expenditure in the future, 
and the further appropriation which will be necessary to complete 
the system, as proposed. 

By an order, approved June 17, 1876, there was appropriated 
the sum of $40,000 for a preliminary survey, to determine the 
practicability and approximate cost of a system of intercepting 
sewers for Boston. There was spent for this survey $25,214.22, 
leaving a balance unexpended of $14,785.78. By an order ap- 
proved August 9, 1877, there was appropriated for the construction 
of an improved system of sewerage the sum of $3,718,000. The 
City Auditor, in his accounts, united the two appropriations under 
one head, entitled ‘*‘ Improved Sewerage,” making the total appro- 
priation on that account $8,753,000. As, however, the balance in 
cash to be transferred from the appropriation for a preliminary 
survey was only $14,785.78, the net appropriation, available for 
Improved Sewerage construction, was $3,727,785.78. 

March 1, 1882, there had been expended, chargeable to Improved 
Sewerage, the sum of $2,530,890.25, leaving a balance of $1,196,- 
895.03. At the same time there existed contracts calling for pay- 
ments in the sum of $912,982.53. This sum deducted from the 
balance of appropriation remaining leaves a second balance of 
$283,913, which is the amount available for construction not 
covered by existing contracts. 

The estimated cost of such construction, necessary to complete 
the system, is $1,613,134.20. Deducting from this sum the avail- 
able balance of $283,913, there is left $1,329,221.20 to be provided 
for otherwise than from the present appropriation. 

That the committee may understand why the work has cost so 
much more than was at first estimated, I present herewith a com- 
parison of the estimate of July, 1877, with the present estimate, 
showing the increased expenditure for each item, and also offer 
some explanation of the reasons for such increase.

INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The increase in this item amounts to about 134 per cent., and 
is wholly due to the increase in cost of labor and materials. The 
cost of a sewer depends almost entirely upon the prices paid for 
common labor and for bricks and cement. At the time the original 
estimate was made these prices were low, and there seemed no 
reason to anticipate anearly advance. In fact, however, the whole 
work of construction has been carried on during a rising market, 
and on that account the contractors, almost without exception, 
have lost money. One-half in number of those having sewer con- 
tracts have been unable to fulfil their contracts, and several have 
gone into bankruptcy. On p. 6 is given a table of the principal 
items of cost entering into sewer building, comparing the prices 
paid during the first years of construction with present prices : —

Main SEWER. 


The increase in this item amounts to but 5 per cent., and is 
more than covered by extra work not contemplated by the original 
estimate. As stated when the first estimate was made, it was in- 
tended to cover the cost of filling 675 feet of East Chester park 
extension to its full width and grade. In fact, 1,700 feet in length 
of this street was so filled, and in addition the extension of Mt. 
Vernon street across the Calf Pasture was graded for a length of 
4,100 feet. The actual cost of sewer construction was below the 
first estimate. This was due to the fact that the contracts for this 
work were among the earliest let, and nearly the whole sewer was 
completed before the extreme rise in prices. The contractors for 
three sections of main sewer were unable to complete their con- 
tracts, and one went into bankruptcy. 


PuMPING-STATION, Etc. 


Nearly one-half of the increase in cost of the whole system 
occurs in this item, and is due in part to the higher rates paid for 
labor and materials, but chiefly to the fact that the original esti- 
mate for this portion of the work was much too small. The 
principal items of expense at this point are as follows : —

In addition to the above are the salt-water conduit, the connec- 
tion-chamber, and many other minor appurtenances. It would 
have been impossible to procure these necessary items for any 
approximation to the $390,000 provided by the first estimate. 

The work at this point has been done by day’s labor, under a 
superintendent appointed by the committee. Work done by the 
day is usually more expensive than contract work; but it is also, 
usually, more sure, safe, and thorough. It may be doubted 
whether excavations of such magnitude, depth, and difficulty could 
have been made by contract without a single accident or mishap, 
or whether such thorough workmanship could have been obtained 
except by the method employed.

— 
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Spa-WaAtts, Fiusuinc—Tank, Etc. 


The increase in this item is very large, and is due to a radical 
change of plan adopted shortly after the first estimate was made. 
That estimate contemplated a tunnel shaft on or near the main 
land. It was decided, however, in order that the tunnel might be 
wholly in rock, and also that the sewage, before entering it, might 
deposit any heavy matters held in suspension, to build the shaft 
1,200 feet or more from the shore. At this point it was practicable 
to reach bed rock. To convey the sewage to the shaft it was 
necessary to build elevated sewers, supported by a pier extending 
from the shore out to and around the shaft. The increase in this 
item represents very nearly the cost of this pier. 


OvuTFALL SEWER, INCLUDING TUNNEL. 


The work covered by this item was originally let for a sum within 
the first estimate ; but the rise in prices obliged the contractors to 
abandon their contracts, and the work had to be re-let for prices 
much greater than the previous ones. 


RESERVOIR. 


This work also was let for a sum within the original estimates, 
and has been re-let at greatly advanced prices. ‘The cost of the 
reservoir proper has been somewhat lessened by leaving off its 
roof, which was at first thought necessary. 

On the remaining items the increase is slight, and is due to the 
general causes mentioned before. In the original estimate the item 
‘*¢ Superintendence and Contingencies’ was made equal to ten per 
cent. of the estimated costof the work. For the work already done 
the amounts chargeable to this account are less than six per cent. 
of the expenditures. Should a similar rate be maintained there 
will be a gain in this item instead of a loss, but for a conservative 
estimate it has been assumed to be ten per cent. on future work. 

It is believed that the present estimate is ample to complete the 
system as proposed. 

This estimate is based on the present rate of wages and price of 
materials. Should, therefore, any considerable advance in these 
occur, the expenditure for work not already contracted for will be 
correspondingly increased. This estimate does not include the 
cost of running the pumping-engines longer than will be necessary 
to thoroughly test them, nor does it include any extraordinary con- 
tingencies, such as expensive lawsuits, heavy payments for land 
damages, etc.

In the Year One Thousand Fight Hundred and Eighty-two. 


AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE APPOINTMENT OF INSPECTORS 
OF PROVISIONS AND OF ANIMALS INTENDED FOR SLAUGH- 
TER IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


The inspectors of provisions and animals intended for 
slaughter, provided for by chapter fifty-eight of the Public 
Statutes, shall, in the city of Boston, be appointed by, and 
be under the supervision and direction of, the board of 
health of said city.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE CORRECTION OF OMISSIONS 
IN THE REGISTRATION OF VOTERS IN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : — 


If a qualified voter of the city of Boston, whose name was 
on the voting-list of said city for the preceding year, who 
has been assessed for a poll-tax for the current year, and 
who has paid a state or county tax assessed for the preced- 
ing or current year, finds that his name is not placed on the 
voting-list of the current year by reason of its being erro- 
neously omitted from the list of assessed polls transmitted by 
the board of assessors to the registrars of voters, or of the 
failure of the collector of taxes to accredit to him the pay- 
ment of such tax, the said board of assessors or collector of 
taxes, as the case may be, shall, upon the personal applica- 
tion of such voter, correct such omission or failure, and give 
to him a certificate of such correction; and the registrars of 
voters, on the receipt of such certificate, shall cause the 
name of such voter to be placed upon the voting-list of the 
precinct in which he was entitled to be registered; or, if 
such application is made on the day of election, said regis- 
trars shall give to such voter a certificate as aforesaid, and 
on presentation thereof to the officers of such precinct he 
shall be allowed to vote therein; and such certificate shall be 
returned and preserved in the same manner as the ballots . 
cast in such precinct.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE OF 
MAYOR. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. In case of the death, resignation, or absence 
of the mayor of any city, or of his inability to perform the 
duties of his office, the same shall devolve upon the chair- 
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man of the board of aldermen of such city; and, if there is 
no chairman, the same shall devolve upon the president of 
the common council until the mayor is able to attend to his 
duties, or the vacancy is filled as provided Py the charter of 
the city. 


Sect. 2. The person on whom such duties shall devolve 
shall be styled “ acting mayor,” and shall possess the powers 
of mayor only in matters not admitting of delay, and shall 
have no power to make any permanent appointments.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE REMOVAL OF THE STATE 
PRISON FROM CONCORD. 


| Be it enacted bi the Senate and House of Lepresentatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: — 


Section 1. The commissioners of prisons are hereby 
authorized to cause the buildings and premises formerly oc- 
cupied as a state prison at Boston, so far as they are now 
owned by the Commonwealth, to be repaired and remodelled 
for occupancy as the state prison. Said board shall have 
power to make all contracts and employ all agents necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of this act, and may ex- 
pend therefor a sum not exceeding seventy-five thousand dol- 
lars. They shall submit to the governor and council plans 
for such alterations and repairs as they shall deem necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act, together with esti- 
mates of the cost of the proposed work; but no expenditure, 
except such as is necessary for obtaining said plans and esti- 
mates, shall be made until said plans have been approved by 
the governor and council, and no contracts shall be made 
under this act without the approval of said governor and 
council. The work herein authorized shall at all times be 
under the supervision of said governor and council, who 
shall have power to order a discontinuance thereof at any 
time. 


Secr. 2. When the buildings and premises named in sec- 
tion one of this act are ready for occupancy the commission- 
ers of prisons shall notify the governor and council, and if 
the same are accepted by them the governor shall issue his 
proclamation establishing the state prison in said buildings 
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and upon said premises ; and as soon thereafter as may be, all 
persons then lawfully confined under sentence of imprison-

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A BOARD 
OF PUBLIC WORKS AND PUBLIC PROTECTION IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


SrectTion 1. The city of Boston may, by ordinance, provide 
for the election of a board of public works, to consist of not 
more than five commissioners, each to hold office for a term 
not exceeding five years from the day in the year of his elec- 
tion or appointment, fixed by ordinance, and until his successor 
shall be elected and qualified, unless sooner removed by con- 
current vote of two-thirds of each branch of the city council 
taken by yea and nay, or by the mayor with consent of 
council ; and may from time to time, by ordinance, authorize 
said board to exercise and perform any of the powers and 
duties that said city, or the board of aldermen, or the mayor 
and aldermen, or the city council, or the common council, or 
any officer of said city, can exercise and perform in regard to 
the management of its water supply, sewerage, lighting, pay- 
ing, widening or extension of its streets, and the erection 
and care of its public buildings, bridges, and such other city 
property as may be committed to it by ordinance. 


Secor. 2. The city of Boston may, by ordinance, provide 
for the appointment of a board of public protection, to con- 
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sist of not more than three commissioners, each to hold 
office for a term not exceeding three years from the day in 
the year of his election or appointment, fixed by ordinance, 
and until his successor shall be elected and qualified, unless 
sooner removed by concurrent vote of two-thirds of each 
branch of the city council, taken by yea and nay, or by the 
mayor with consent of council; and may from time to time, 
by ordinance, authorize said board to exercise and perform 
any of the powers and duties now held by the board of police 
commissioners, fire commissioners, and health commissioners. 


Secr. 8. This act, or either section of it, shall take effect 
upon its acceptance by the city council.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR NOTICE OF THE PLACE OF STORAGE 
OF GUNPOWDER AND OTHER EXPLOSIVES IN CITIES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Any person who shall hereafter store or keep 
gunpowder or other explosive compound, above the quantity 
of one pound, in any building in any city in this common- 
wealth, shall, immediately on the receipt of such gunpowder 
or explosive compound, deliver to the chief engineer of the 
fire department of such city a statement in writing of the 
amount of gunpowder or explosive compound kept, or pro- 
posed to be kept, together with a description of the building 
and part of the building in which the same is kept, or pro- 
posed to be kept, sufficiently accurate for identification ; and 
no person shall keep gunpowder or other explosive com- 
pound in any other place. 


Sect. 2. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this act shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars. 


Secor. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT CONCERNING THE ELECTION OF ALDERMEN IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: — 


Section 1. The city of Boston is hereby divided into 
twelve aldermanic districts; and wards one and two shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the first aldermanic 
district ; wards three, four, and five shall constitute one dis- 
trict, to be known as the second aldermanic district ; wards 
six and seven shall constitute one district, to be known as 
the third aldermanic district ; wards eight and nine shall con- 
stitute one district, to be known as the fourth aldermanic 
district ; wards ten and eleven shall constitute one district, 
to be known as the fifth aldermanic district; wards twelve 
and thirteen shall constitute one district, to be known as the 
sixth aldermanic district; wards fourteen and fifteen shall 
‘constitute one district, to be known as the seventh alder- 
manic district ; wards sixteen and seventeen shall constitute 
one district, to be known as the eighth aldermanic district ; 
wards eighteen and nineteen shall constitute one district, to 
be known as the ninth aldermanice district ; wards twenty and 
twenty-one shall constitute one district, to be known as the 
tenth aldermanic district; wards twenty-two, twenty-three, 
and twenty-five shall constitute one district, to be known as 
the elevénth aldermanic district ; and ward twenty-four shall 
constitute one district, to be known as the twelfth alder- 
manic district. 


Sror. 2. It shall be the duty of the city council, at the 
time of any new division of said city into wards, to cause 
a new division of the city to be made into twelve alder- 
manic districts, in such manner as to include in such dis- 
tricts whole and contiguous wards, excepting so far as the 
same may be separated by natural water-channels connected 
by bridge or bridges, and an equal number of voters and in- 
habitants as nearly as conveniently may be. And until such 
new division be made the districts shall remain as established 
by this act. 


Secor. 3. The qualified voters of each of said aldermanic 
districts shall, at the annual election, be called upon to give 
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in their votes for one able and discreet person, being an in- 
habitant of the district, to be a member of the board of 
aldermen for the ensuing year; and all such votes so given 
shall be sorted, counted, declared, and record thereof made 
at large for said district, and returns thereof made to the 
city clerk, in the same manner as is now provided by law 
for the choice of aldermen of said city. Whereupon the 
Same proceedings shall be had to ascertain and determine 
the person chosen as alderman for each district as are now 
provided by law in regard to the choice of aldermen. And 
a new election shall be ordered in any such district, as now 
provided by law, in case of any failure by such district to 
elect an alderman as herein provided, as in case of any 
vacancy by death, resignation, or other cause; and each 
alderman so chosen shall be duly notified as is now provided 
by law. 


Sror. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

affix penalties for violation of such rules and regulations, not 
exceeding fifty dollars for any one offence.

SEecTION 1. The city of Boston may by ordinance pro- 
vide for the election or appointment of boards of two or 
more commissioners, each to hold office for a term not ex- 
ceeding three years from the day in the year of his election 
or appointment, fixed by ordinance, and until his successor 
shall be elected or appointed and qualified, unless sooner re- 
moved by concurrent vote of each branch of the city coun- 
cil; and may from time to time by ordinance authorize said 
boards to exercise and perform any of the powers and duties 
that said city, or the board of aldermen, or the mayor and 
aldermen, or the city council, or the common council, or any 
officer of said city, can exercise and perform, except the 
powers and duties conferred upon the board of street com- 
missioners, the registrars of voters, or any incorporated 
board ; and may at any time by ordinance revoke said au- 
thority or dissolve said boards.

Laying a specific Tax to defray the Expenses of the City of 
Boston and the County of Suffolk for the financial year 
1882-88, and providing for interest on non-payment of 
same. . 


Ordered, That the sum of nine million eighty-nine thou- 
sand two hundred and seventy-three ($9,089,273) dollars be 
raised on the polls and estates taxable in this city, according 
to law, to pay the current expenses of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk during the financial year, which 
will commence with the first day of May, 1882, and end 
with the last day of April, 1883. 

Ordered, That, in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Sect. 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for the 
purpose of providing for the expenditures of the City of Boston’ 
and County of Suffolk, for the financial year 1882-83, and for 
paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1882, shall 
be due and payable on the first day of November, 1882; 
and, if the same shall remain unpaid, interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all such taxes 
as shall not be paid at that date; and, upon all taxes that 
shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 1883, there 
shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per cent. per 
annum ; and all the interest that shall have become due from 
and after the above-named dates shall be added to and be a 
part of such taxes; provided, however, that the taxes as- 
sessed by authority of Chapter 315 of the Acts of the year

-AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE PURCHASE OF FUEL FOR 


THE USE OF THE CITY. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Srction 1. Contracts for all the fuel for the use of the 
city, excepting that for the City Hospital, the East Boston 
Ferries, and the several institutions under the charge of the 
Directors for Public Institutions, shall be made annually 
between the first day of May and the last day of September. 
Advertisements for sealed proposals for furnishing said fuel 
shall be made in three newspapers, published in the city, at 
least one week before any contract therefor is made; such 
proposals shall contain separately and distinctly the terms 
for which each particular description of fuel will be fur- 
nished, and shall provide for the delivery of the same at such 
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times during the year and in such places as the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings may require. 

Srecr. 2. All tuel contracted for shall, before delivery, be 
weighed or measured by a sworn weigher or measurer, who 
shall give a certificate therefor, as the same is delivered, and 
no bill shall be allowed for payment unless accompanied by 
a receipt of delivery, indorsed upon said certificate. 

Seor. 3. The ordinance in relation to fuel, printed on 
pages 343 and 344 of the Statutes and Ordinances of 1876, is 
hereby repealed ; but said repeal shall not affect any contract 
made under the ordinance repealed.

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The financial report shows an increase of expenditure 
amounting in the aggregate to $36,929.55, and of actual cost 
$21,264.91, compared with the previous year. 

With the single exception of the steamboat, the expendi- 
tures under all the regular appropriations have increased, in 
consequence ofthe greater number of inmates in our own in- 
stitutions andthe State Lunatic Hospitals, and the increased 
prices of many of the staple articles of subsistence and supplies. 
The increase in the cost of subsistence has ranged from $2,500 
to $4,800 in the House of Correction, House of Industry, 
Austin Farm and Marcella St. Home; and has decreased in 
but two, namely, the Lunatic Hospital and Charlestown 
Almshouse. There has also been increased expenditure in 
the items of repairs and alterations, furniture and utensils, 
and clothing and bedding for the inmates, especially at Mar- 
cella St. Home and Charlestown Almshouse. The increase 
in expenditure, however, has not been as great as that of last 
year over the financial year 1879-80, and notwithstanding 
the increase of the number of inmates during the ‘past year 
has been so much larger, the expenditure per capita has 
been reduced from that of last year, being $134.88 against 
$141.08 the year before, a decrease of $6.20 per annum for 
each inmate supported in the institutions under the care of 
this Board. 


These statistics exclude the expenditure on account of 
steamboat, office, and pauper expenses, as will appear in 
the following table showing the average number of inmates, 
the aggregate expenditure for the institutions in which they 


have been supported, and the average expenditure for each 
inmate from January I, 1860, to April 30, 1880:—

The average number of inmates-in the Institutions has 
been 2,606, an increase of 342 compared with the previous 
year, it being the largest number maintained in any year, 
excepting the year 1877-78, since the organization of the 
Board. There have also been supported larger numbers of 
city insane patients in the State Lunatic Hospitals,—patients 
who have a legal settlement in Boston, for whose support 
the city pays. The present number of this class is 584, an 
increase of 59 during the year. The cost of supporting 
these patients is charged to the Pauper Expenses Appro- 
priation. Ten years ago the entire expenditure under this 
head was $8,255.13:— during the past year it has been 
' $130,665.06. 

It is not the intention of the Board to submit to the City 
Council at this time an extended report. The visits of mem- 
bers and Committee of the Council during the year, the in- 
teresting and valuable reports.of the Prison Inspectors, the 
frequent communications of the Directors, and above all the 
careful and minute reports of the several Superintendents, 
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leave but little to be said that would not be a repetition of 
what is already known. We invite the careful attention of 
the City Council to these reports because they exhibit in 
detail the condition of the various institutions, and the work 
and needs of each. ‘The year has been one of progress and 
general success. While nothing specially eventful has oc- 
curred, the regular routine of the institution life has gone on 
without accident, disturbance or hindrance. Good health 
and good order has prevailed, and we. believe the record 
will compare favorably with that of any preceding year. 
Careful oversight and discipline in all the institutions have 
been fully maintained, and it is a source of gratification that 
the financial tables show a decided reduction in the expense 
of maintaining the largely increased number of inmates. 


DEER ISLAND. 


The number of commitments to the House of Industry has 
been greater thanever before. From 1857 to April 30, 1871, 
a period of fourteen years, the average number of commit- 
ments per year was 1,954, From May I, 1871, to April 30, 
1881, a period of ten years,, the average increased to 6,369; 
while during the past year the commitments have reached 
the unprecedented number of 9,363—2,994 above the 
average for ten years past, and 1,717 above the highest 
number ever reported in any previous year, which was 
the year 1875-6, when the number was 7,646,—increasing the 
average number of commitments for twenty-five years to 4,016 
or 223 more than the average for the twenty -four years pre- 
ceeding. Asa natural result there has been a large increase 
in the average number of inmates. The whole number has been 
1,415, an increase of 151 compared with the previous year. 

In the House of Industry the average increase has been 118, 
and in the Truant School 49, while there has been a decrease 
of 14 in the House of Reformation, and 2 in the Almshouse 
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department. The addition to the numbers has caused an 
increased expenditure amounting to $6,562.31, which increase 
is not proportionate to the increase in numbers, and the ex- 
penditure for each inmate has been reduced from $2.23 to 
$2.07 for each inmate per week. 

The regularincome from the Deer Island institutions has been 
$23,012.75, an increase over that of last year of $10,874.96, 
or more than 47 per cent. 

This income is the largest reported for eleven years, and 
has been exceeded in two instances only during the last twenty- 
five years. With the addition of the profit resulting from the 
stone cutting business, it has reduced the actual cost of each in- 
mate to $1.68 per week, which is the lowest rate reported in the 
House of Industry department since 1870-1, when it was $1.63. 

The principal cause of this large income is owing to the fact 
that considerable numbers of the prisoners have been employed 
throughout the year in the manufacture of clothing. The re- 
ceipts from this branch of labor have amounted to $10,072.46. 

The boys in the printing department have earned $4,828.66, 
an amount exceeding last year’s income. The stone depart- 
ment also has been profitably conducted, and has realized a 
profit of $5,131.86 above all expenses. 


All the varied and interesting departments of these institu- 
tions have been carried on with the usual degree of success dur- 
ing the year, full details of which may be found in the report 
of the Superintendent. 


In September last the City Council appropriated the sum 
of $4,000 for the special purpose of increasing the water sup- 
ply at Deer Island, it being evident at that time that the facili- 
ties were entirely inadequate to cope with a fire of any mag- 
nitude. The work of building a reservoir, putting in a steam 
fire pump with pipes and connections, was done under the 
direction of the City Engineer, and the water facilities are 
now ample and complete, and a feeling of security prevails. 
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The wharf in front of the coal sheds is to be rebuilt during 
the present season, a special appropriation of $1,500 for this 
purpose having been granted by the City Council. 


In preparing the estimates of appropriations required for . 
the coming financial year the Board requested the sum of 
$60,000 for the erection of a brick addition to the main build- 
ing, for the better accommodation of the prisoners, and to 
overcome the many disadvantages resulting from the over- 
crowding of the male wing. At one time there were 380 more 
male prisoners than cells in which to lock then up at night. 
The dormitories were also full, and beds were placed in the 
work-room for the men to sleep upon. The present dining- 
room is only about one-half the requisite size. Only one-half 
of the men can eat at atime. After each meal the dishes must 
beremoved and the tablesrelaidfor asecondmeal. Therefore 
there is, in the male wing, much loss of time and great delay 
and trouble in serving six meals instead of three. 


The hospital, in the upper story, is much crowded, and 
more room for the sick is an absolute necessity. The rcom 
in the basement, which is occupied by the men while waiting 
for meals, and on days when the weather will not admit of 
out-door work, is too small, and the prisoners are packed too 
closely together. 

To afford the needed space it was proposed to build an ad- 
dition on the northerly end of the male wing of the main 
building, measuring 100 feet in length, the design and finish 
to conform to the present structure. This would provide the 
needed sleeping room, waiting room, dining room and _ hospi- 
tal accommodations. 

The request of the Board received the favorable action of 
the Committee on Public Institutions, but owing to the un- 
usual tax levy for the present year the special Committee on the 
Auditor’s estimates decided not to recommend the granting 
of the appropriation, and in consequence the work cannot be 
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done, as we had hoped, during the present season. The 
Board consider this additon to be imperatively required to 
supply the proper accommodation for the steadily increas- 
ing number of prisoners. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The average number of prisoners has been 440, or 14 more 
than during the previous year. 

Although the income from the labor of prisoners and other 
sources has been greater than last year, being $52,891.45, 
against $51,866.60, an increase of $1,024.85—the unusual 
expenditure has carried the actual cost to $1.41 per 
week, or 22 cents per week for each inmate more 
than . the “actdal™ cost. “last -year.” lt. 1s) orattyinemere 
record an increased income; and under ordinary circum- 
stances the actual cost would have been somewhat less 
than it was last year. The amount of expenditure has been 
$6,833.13 in excess of the previous year. Several reasons ex- 
ist for this additional expenditure. There has been an aver- 
age increase of 14 prisoners, causing an additional expen- 
diture for subsistence. It has been necessary to lay new floors 
in some of the buildings, to build about eight hundred feet 
of new fence, to repair boilers, and make repairs and altera- 
tions involving considerable expense. The expenditure under 
this head exceeds that of last year to the amount of $2,428.25. 

In November last the contract with the manufacturer of 
slippers, who employed an average of 30 men in his shop, was 
terminated, and some time elapsed before the men could be 
changed from that work and accustomed to that of making 
clothing. It became necessary also to replace 193 worn-out 
sewing machines with new ones, and this item of expense 
amounted to nearly $1,800. Deducting the sum of $4,787.93 
for extraordinary expenditure from the total expenditures, 
which is a fair allowance for the new sewing machines and the 
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necessary repairs to the shops, the actual cost for each 
prisoner per week is reduced to $1.23, or only I cent per 
week more than the actual cost last year, so that, considering 
all the circumstances, the institution makes a better exhibit 
than could reasonably be expected. 

With the termination of the contract with the slipper manu- 
facturer, the last of the old system of employment of prison- 
ers by contracting for their labor has disappeared, and in its 
place we now have the system of procuring regular and steady 
employment for the prisoners, controlled entirely by the 
board and the officers of the prison. ‘The prisoners are now 
employed exclusively in the manufacture of clothing. It is 
comparatively easy and satisfactory labor, and not injurious 
to health. The prices received have thus far proved remun- 
erative. The labor of the prisoners is not “let out” at astated 
price per day, but goods are taken to be cut and manufac- 
tured into clothing at a price fixed by the Master and the 
Committee on Contracts, and the entire supervision of the 
work and the prisoners devolves upon the Master of the Insti- 
tution. 

The City Council have recently granted special appropri- 
ations of $12,000 for the erection of a new dwelling house 
for the Master, and $6,000 for a new stable and carriage 
house, both to be built of brick. Work on these buildings 
will soon be commenced, and it is the intention of the Board 
to complete them during the present season. The result 
will be a commodious and healthy dwelling for the Master, 
and a stable that will be more to the credit of the institution 
than the dilapidated building now used for that purpose. 


LUNATIC) FLOSPITA Ll. 


Under the able and discreet management of Dr. Theo. W. 
Fisher, this institution has been doing a good work through- 
out the year. The average number of patients has been 177, 
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or 15 more than last year, and the number now remaining 
is I9I, or 38 more than on the corresponding date last year. 

This hospital, which can properly accommodate but 150 
patients, and ought not to have more than that number un- 
der treatment, has been gradually overcrowded, and has now 
a larger number of inmates than at any time since June, 1879 
when 50 patients were removed to Danvers Hospital for the 
very purpose of reducing the number of the inmates to cor- 
respond with the capacity of the building. The expenditure 
has been reduced to $4.89 per week, 42 cents less than last 
year, and the actual cost to $4.41 per week, a decrease of 
43 cents from last year. 


So much has been written in regard to the condition of 
this hospital, that both the City Council and the general 
public are familiar with its needs. Yet, notwithstanding all 
that has been said and written, it is still evident that additional 
accommodations should be provided for the insane, and _ that 
the subject must be kept continually in mind until some re- 
lief is obtained, and more suitable buildings erected. The 
appropriation for steam-heating and ventilation, and the erec- 
tion of wings to provide suitable dining rooms, which has 
been granted by the City Council, will be expended during 
the summer, and the contemplated improvements will be 
completed with all possible despatch. This is a movement 
n the right direction, and the improvement will add_ greatly 
to the comfort and health of the inmates, and will be ap- 
preciated not only by the patients, but by their friends who 
take interest in their welfare. The number of insane be- 
longing to the city is steadily increasing. The number un- 
der treatment during the year has been greater then ever be- 
ore, being 995 in the City and State Hospitals, an increase 
of 46 compared with the previous year. 


On the first day of April, the number of city patients re- 
maining in the hospitals of the State was 584, distributed 
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as follows:— Danvers, 203; Worcester, 80; Taunton, 101; 
Northampton, 17; Asylum for Chronic Insane, Worcester, 
156; Tewksbury Receptacle, 27. This is an increase of 
59 compared with the corresponding date last year. 


AUSTIN FARM, MARCELLA STREET HOME AND CHARLES- 
TOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


These three institutions comprise the pauper establishments 
located on the main land. They all have as many inmates as 
they can accommodate comfortably, and at times during the 
winter the first two have been crowded to repletion. The 
condition of these institutions led the Board in February last 
to make a detailed statement of the wants of each, and to re- 
quest the City Council to grant special appropriations for 
their enlargement, with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for room, if these institutions were to be contin- 
ued in their present location. They also deemed it proper at 
the same time to suggest to the City Council the expediency 
of a radical change in the system of maintaining the pauper 
class. 

The communication embodying these views has recently been 
printed as City Document No. 50, current series, and is of 
such recent date as to render any repetition of it unnecessary. 
The recommendation of the Board that these pauper institu- 
tions be consolidated on one site, is now in the hands of the 
Committee on Public Institutions, and the Directors trust it 
will receive early and favorable consideration. 

The average number of inmates at Austin Farm has been 
205, an increase of 46 compared with thelastyear. The larg- 
est number at any one time during the year was 225, in Feb- 
ruary last. The average expenditure has been $2.12, against 
$2.21, and the actual cost $1.73 against $2.00 last year. 

The special appropriation of $4,000 granted by the City 
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Council one year ago has been expended for the purpose for 
which it was made, viz., in the enlargement of the barn, the 
building of a silo of the capacity of 325 tons, and the purchase 
of cows. Asa result of this expenditure this institution has 
been able to supply the House of Correction, Lunatic Hos- 
pital and Marcella Street Home with pure milk. The income 
in consequence has been increased from $1,646,49 last year, to 
$4,591.71. It is estimated that more than one thousand 
dollars worth of milk has been used at the Austin Farm 
Institution, which had it been sold, added to the amount re- 
ceived from the other institutions, would fully equal in one 
year the entire outlay by which it has been secured. The 
prospect now is that during the coming year the income will 
be increased considerably over that reported for the present 
year, inasmuch as the amount above reported was secured 
practically in ten months. 

The farm is worked to good advantage, and supplies large 
quantities of vegetables for home consumption. 


At Marcella Street Home the average number of inmates 
has been 327, an increase of 109 over the previous year. ‘The 
completion of the new building enabled the Board to transfer 
to it, in October last, the pauper and neglected girls from 
Deer Island. This class now numbers 101. ‘The largest 
number of children in the Home at any one time was 420, in 
March last, at which time the buildings were over-crowded. 
Since that date several have been discharged to their parents, 
and others sent away to good homes provided for them. 
During the entire year the health of the inmates has been re- 
markably good. 


The City Council has recently granted a special appropri- 
ation for enlarging, grading and fencing the playg rounds, in 
order that the children may have more room for necessary 
exercise.

At the Charlestown Almshouse there has been a change 
in the management of the institution during the year. In 
August last, Mr. James R. Gerrish, who has been an officer 
at Deer Island, succeeded Capt. Edward Carnes as Super- 
-intendent of the institution. 

The average number of inmates during the year has been 
42, an increase of 8 compared with the previous year. The 
number at the beginning of the year was 20, but in conse- 
quence of the filling up of Austin Farm, the number has been 
increased to 72, which is as many as the building in its 
present condition can properly accomodate. 

The increased number to be provided for at this place has 
caused a considerable expenditure for clothing and bedding, 
furniture, and much needed repairs, so that the actual cost of 
each inmate per week has been $3.78, or $1.08 per week more 
than last year. The condition of the institution has been im- 
proved somewhat, but only a large expenditure would enable 
us to make it approximate even a suitable place for the 
proper maintenance of the poor. 


The Board desire to express their gratitude to the clergy- 
men and others who have kindly conducted the religious 
services at these three institutions on the Sabbath. 

The question of providing suitable accommodations or even 
sufficient room for the pauper class is one of the most se- 
rious topics now under consideration by the Board. Next to se- 
curing adequate and respectable provision for the insane, 
the condition of the Almshouses and the desire to increase 
their capacity, appeals most strongly to members of the 
Board. That the numbers of this class is rapidly increasing 
a casual glance at the statistics clearly demonstrates. We 
need but refer to the plain fact that the increase in these three 
inland pauper institutions during the past year has been 163 
to convince us that with these institutions already used to 
their full capacity some measures to provide additional room 
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should be adopted immediately. Should the City Council 
decide to authorize the erection of a new almshouse, consid- 
erable time must elapse before the buildings can be ready 
for occupancy, and in the meantime some provision must be 
made for the care of this class of dependents beyond that - 
which is now available. The subject is one of great impor- 
tance, and causes considerable solicitude on the part of the 
Board. It should commend itself to the careful consideration 
of the City Council, and relief should be afforded as soon as 
possible. 

In conclusion it appears that the present may be a fitting 
time to refer to the fact that a quarter of a century has passed 
since the consolidation of the management of the institutions 
under the “Board of Directors for Public Institutions.” The 
Act of the Legislature creating this Board was dated March 
27, 1857, although the new Board of Directors did not or- 
ganize until autumn of that year. At that time there were 
three general institutions, each under separate Boards, who 
were elected by concurrent vote of the City Council, as 
follows :— 

Board of Overseers of the House of Correction : — 
7 members, organized in 1832. 
Board of Directors of the House of Industry : — 
7 members, organized in 1823, made Directors of House 
of Reformation in 1826. 


Board of Visitors of Lunatic Hospital : — 
7 members, organized in 1839. 
or 21 members in all, comprising the three Boards. 

The expenditures for these three institutions and the steam- 
boat for the financial year ending April 30, 1857, was 
$147,649.57 and the actual cost was $107,970.57; this was the 
last year under the former administration. The average num- 
ber of inmates for that year was 1,334; during the past year it 
has been 2,606, and the total expenditure for general and 
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special purposes has been $546,778.89. The population of 
the city at that time was 160,590,— to-day it is estimated 
to be 370,000. 

The first Board of Directors was organized October 16, 
1857, by the election of Thacher Beal as President, and 
Samuel P. Oliver, clerk. Ofthe original Board nine mem- 
bers have died; Messrs. Moses Kimball, Samuel P. Oliver, 
and James H. Beal, survive. Since the organization eighty- 
seven persons have been elected to the Board, their terms 
of service ranging from one to fifteen years,—of whom the 
following named have held the office of President of the 
Board:

Of the eighty-seven persons who have held the office of 
Directors, 30 have died. 

In this long period of time great changes have taken place 
in the character of the inmates of the several institutions, 
in the laws relating to their maintenance, and in the public, 
sentiment with reference to the management of the institu- 
tions. As the population of the city has increased, and its 
borders enlarged, there has been a growing demand for a more 
suitable classification in each of the institutions, requiring 
new buildings and methods of administration, and while much 
remains to be done to render the institutions more effective, it 
is gratifying to be able to record the fact that during the 
past years so much has been accomplished for the permanent 
welfare of the institutions under the charge of the Board.

GENTLEMEN,—The Committee on Schools respectfully 
submit the following Annual Report. 

The examination of the schools at Marcella Street Home 
took place on the 20th inst. With two exceptions the teachers 
are the same as last year. The class of female pauper chil- 
dren, formerly at Deer Island, are now at this institution, and 
under the teaching of Miss Candage, formerly their matron, 
are doing finely. Miss Banks, who had charge of the pauper 
class while at Deer Island, is teaching the first class of girls at 
Marcella Street Home. The Committee were highly pleased 
with the examination, which was very creditable to the teachers 
and the scholars. The other classes showed commendable 
progress during the year; and the Committee are satisfied 
that the Superintendent and teachers are doing their utmost 
to properly educate and train these young children. 

The examination of the schools at Deer Island was held 
April 27th. The number of pupils is about the same as 
last year, the increase in the Truant School having in a large 
measure offset the number of girls transferred to Marcella 
Street Home; and the Committee feel that it is but justice to 
state that the pupils are fully up to the standard in this insti- 
tution. Great credit is due the Superintendent and teachers 
for the very creditable manner in which the scholars ac- 
quitted themselves in the examination.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


To the Board of Directors for Public [nstitutions: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The report of institutions located on Deer 
Island and Rainsford Island for the year ending April 30, 
1882, which comprise the House of Industry for male and fe- 
male prisoners, House of Reformation for boys and _ girls, 
Truant School, female pauper hospital, and nurseries for. pau- 
per children on Deer Island, and City Almshouse for adult 
male paupers on Rainsford Island, is submitted as follows : — 

The male paupers on Rainsford Island have had the same 
good care as in former years. 

The buildings are in good condition. None of the depart- 
ments have been uncomfortably crowded, and will answer the 
required purposes for several years to come, unless an unex- 
pected increase in numbers should occur. 

The hospital building is full, and any considerable increase 
in that department would require additional accommodations. 

Stone cutting has furnished healthy employment for all the 
able-bodied inmates during six of the coldest months. In the 
warmer months this class of inmates find labor outside of an 
institution, leaving no more able-bodied men on Rainsford 
Island than are required to perform the labor about the prem- 
ises. There is always a large number of inmates physically 
incompetent to peform ard labor, who would be far better off 
if some light kind of work was introduced. This class now have 
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nothing to do but idle their time away, and no matter how 
well they are cared for, and kindly treated, many of such are 
continually inventing excuses for fault finding and grumbling. 

The water pipes which were laid in the fall of 1876, from 
the steamboat landing to the cisterns near the main buildings, 
continue a success. The steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee” on her 
daily trips carries water in tanks, which is pumped through 
these pipes into the cisterns. The saving to the city, since 
this method of a water supply was introduced, has been thou- 
sands of dollars, as previously water was conveyed to Rains- 
ford Island in water boats at a cost of one cent per gallon. 
The amount now paid the city for water rates for Rainsford 
is merely nominal compared with the former cost. 

The Chaplain and Priest who officiate at Deer Island have 
continued their weekly visits to. Rainsford Island during the 
year, looking after the spiritual welfare of all who desire their 
counsel and advice upon such matters. 

It is a painful task to record the death on January 3oth, 
1882, of Mr. Eben M. Seaver. Mr. Seaver had been in the 
service of the institutions in various capacities since December 
1868, and since August, 1872, had been principal overseer of 
Rainsford Island. He always proved himself to be a faithful 
and conscientious officer in all duties assigned him, and was a 
man of warm heart and benevolent disposition. 


The female pauper hospital on Deer Island has continued 
full of inmates throughout the year. The class of inmates 
remains the same as in former years, being mostly chronic 
cases requiring much care from the physicians and nurses. 
The premises occupied for this hospital are much needed for 
the female prisoners’ hospital, and if provisions can be made 
to remove the female pauper patients to Austin Farm or else- 
where, our hospital accommodations for female prisoners 
would be ample for several years to come. 


The pauper girls were removed from Deer Island to Marcella 
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Street Home in October last. Their bright and happy 
faces are missed here, but our loss is their gain, as in many 
respects Marcella Street Home is a better place for them than 
Deer Island. The building vacated by them is now occupied 
by the reform school girls. 


The general health of the inmates in the nursery depart- 
ment has much improved since a part of the inmates have 
been put into the building formerly occupied by the reform 
school girls. This change has been a beneficial one in every 
way. It has given us an opportunity to make some classifica- 
tion. The number of inmates had become so large in the 
old nursery that it was dangerous to health to have so many 
occupants in limited quarters. Opthalmia was getting a strong 
hold upon many of the children, which has been gradually 
disappearing since the additional nursery was established. The 
number of children in both nurseries at this date is one hun- 
dred and eighteen. 


The inmates of the Girls’ Reform School were removed to 
the building vacated by the pauper girls, immediately after the 
transfer of the latter class to Marcella Street Home. The 
change has been a pleasant one for the reform school girls, 
their present quarters being more pleasant and homelike than 
those vacated by them. The number in this department 
continues small, the average number during the year being 
but twenty. The general health has been good. No death 
has occurred, and there has been but very little sickness. The 
teacher has labored devotedly in the interest of those under 
her care, and progress in studies has been all that could be 
expected. 

In the House of Reformation department for boys the num- 
ber has gradually decreased, until butone hundred now remain, 
being eleven less than one year ago, and the smallest number 
to this date fora number of years. Experienced and de- 
voted teachers have had charge of the schools, and their 
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labors have been satisfactory. The discipline has been strict 
and firm, but perfectly humane and just. Some sixty of the 
largest boys worked on the farm from May Ist to Nov. Ist. 
All the boys attended school during the remainder of the 
year except the boys learning the printers’ trade. 

The subject of introducing some other trade to be taught 
the boys has been frequently discussed during the year, but 
nothing definite has yet resulted. 


General good health has prevailed in this department. 
The hospital has had a less number of inmates than for sev- 
eral previous years. Nodeathhasoccurred. Great attention 
is paid to cleanliness about the premises and persons of the 
inmates. 

The printing department has been successfully carried on 
during the year. There are now 13 boys learning the trade. 
The work performed is always done promptly, and to the sat- 
isfaction of the parties supplying it. ~The room occupied 
by the printers is large enough, and we have steam power 
sufficient, to more than double the present amount of work 
performed if it could be supplied us by the city. The Board 
of Directors do not wish to compete for general printing 
among the business men of Boston. Mr. Packard, who has 
been the instructor in printing since Feb’y, 1881, performs 
his duties in an acceptable manner. 


Professor Ripley continues as instructor of our brass band, 
composed of 22 Reformation boys, a position that he has 
satisfactorily filled since the formation of the band in 1875. 
The changes in the band are quite frequent, in consequence 
of discharge of boys by pardon, but notwithstanding, it has 
been kept fully up to the standard of former years, and has 
afforded much pleasure to visitors and officers. A large 
number of graduates from the band are now doing well in 
various parts of the country. 

In the fall of 1880the number of inmates in the Truant 
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School being reduced to forty-one, in consequence of a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court that they were held illegally, 
by reason that the City Council had failed to enact suitable 
ordinances, were removed to the House of Reformation de- 
partment. Suitable ordinances having since been enacted, 
and the number of truants having increased sufficiently to 
warrant it, the school was re-opened on the first of November 
last, with one hundred and ten inmates, which number has 
since continued in that school. They form two classes, and 
the progress made in studies shows that they have had com- 
petent instructions from their teachers. The health of in- 
mates in this department has been good. One death has 
occurred. 

In the House of Industry female department the same class 
of prisoners as usual are being committed by the several courts. 
A large per cent are old, or so broken down by a life of 
dissipation as to be of but little service for any kind of la- 
bor. The younger and smarter ones are constantly employed 
in performing the large amount of cooking, washing, ironing, 
scrubbing, cleaning, &c., required about so large an_ institu- 
tion as this, while others are profitably employed on sewing 
machines, making clothing for contractors and the several 
institutions. The number of female prisoners continues 
small in comparison with former years, prior to the opening 

of the Reformatory Prison at Sherborn. 


An average of forty-nine male prisoners have been em- 
ployed in the stone yard, making edge-stones and catch-ba- 
sins, which are purchased from us by the street and sewer 
departments of the city. The stone yard is beneficial in fur- 
nishing kard labor for male prisoners, and also being pecu- 
niarily profitable. 

Twelve additional sewing machines have been put into 
the male prisoners’ work room, making now thirty-six ma- 
chines in that department. There has not been a working 
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day through the year that the machines have been idle, either 
‘contractors or the institution furnishing a sufficient amount 
of work. This work room also finds employment for a num- 
ber of male prisoners at finishing the clothing after it is 
through the machines, teaching them habits of industry, at 
the same time being a source of income to the city. 


The short sentenced inmates are kept constantly employed 
at various kinds of labor about the farm, barns, piggery, 
filling in land, &c., &c., the advantage of constant work never 
being lost sight of. 

Discipline has been fully kept up. Prompt and implicit 
obedience to all orders from proper authority, and to all rules 
and regulations, is strictly enforced without harshness or un- 
due severity. , 

During the year, fines and costs for 1,158 prisoners have 
been paid, amounting to $8,404.10. This amount has been 
paid into the Treasury, but does not go tothe credit of the 
House of Industry, consequently does not increase the income 
of that department. 

The cost to the Institution to make respectable and com- 
fortable many of the inmates on their discharge who arrive 
here destitute, amounts to a considerable sum each year. 
During the present year 4,270 garments have been given 
away. 

The farm is under a high state of cultivation and improve- 
ments are being constantly made. 


The farm stock is in excellent condition. All of the crops 
were abundant. The following were the principal products :—

We have anexcellent breed of hogs, and our pork brings 
good market prices. 

Gas of good quality, at an average cost of 56 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet, has been made on the premises. The dry 
purifiers which were put in last June have very much im- 
proved the quality of the gas, and have worked entirely satis- 
factorily. The above cost per 1,000 cubic feet is based upon 
the cost of material used in making gas, the cost of the works, 
pipes, interest, &c., not being taken into the account. 

An annex one story high, 37 feet long x 30 feet wide, has 
been added to the northeasterly side of the cow-barn, making 
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additional accommodation for twenty-four ccws. At the 
end of the annex there have been built two silos, each 25 feet 
long, 12 wide and 16 high, inside measurement, the two being 
of sufficient capacity to hold 200 tons of ensilage. The corn 
which was planted to fill them proved to be but about 
120 tons, equal in value to 60 tons of hay, which was put into 
them in September last. Feeding with the ensilage com- 
menced on November 1, and continued till the present time. 
I think as favorably of this method of feeding stock as was 
expressed a year ago. 


In my last annual report your attention was called to our 
unsafe condition in case of fire, in consequence ofthe general 
low presure of the Mystic or Cochituate water, it being so low 
as to be almost useless for fire purposes. This state of affairs 
has been remedied by putting in a Knowles steam fire pump 
of sufficient capacity to throw four fire streams to the top of 
the buildings. A reservoir has also been built holding 
some 125,000 gallons, in which water is at all times stored 
for emergencies. We have also another reservoir holding 
some 40,000 gallons. With this amount of water on storage 
and the flow of the Mystic water through the pipes, together 
with the new steam fire pump, the suction pipes of which are 
connected to take water either from the Mystic supply or from 
these reservoirs, we have sufficient water and forcing power 
to allay fears of a serious conflagration, the discharge 
pipes of the new pump being connected to the system of pip- 
ing running about the Island, with hydrants so situated as to 
afford protection to the principal buildings. In consequence 
of the low pressure of water, we have heretofore been 
troubled in filling our water tanks in the upper parts of the 
‘buildings. The new steam pump has obviated all this trouble 
When the pressure is too low, the pump is put to work 
forcing water through the pipes into the cisterns. This 
advantage gained is alone worth to us all that the pump cost. 
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Early last summer the wharf at Point Shirley Gut was ex- 
tended one hundred and twenty feet into the channel, the 
work being done from plans made by the city engineer and 
under his supervision. The filling in at that point rapidly 
continues, and ina few years another extension will be re- 
quired or a new wharf built in a different location. 


Last year’s report called your attention to the decayed 
condition of the plank covering of the wharf in front of the 
coal-sheds. An appropriation has been made by the 
City Council to repair the same, and work will soon be 
commenced. 

‘The male prison department has been crowded through a 
greater part of the year. At one time some three hundred 
and eighty men were lodged outside of the prison, the cells 
all being occupied. The dormitories were consequently 
crowded to nearly double a healthy capacity. The hospitals 
have also been crowded. Additional accommodations are 
very much needed. 

The Board of Directors continue the employment of Miss 
Sarah P. Burnham for aiding discharged female prisoners 
who wish to avail themseles of her services in getting to their 
friends or homes in the city or in the country. 

Mr. John E. McCarthy performs a like service for dis- 
charged male prisoners, in addition to which he seeks places 
for House of Reformation girls and boys, and looks after their 
welfare after being put into places and homes. 

Mrs. Ellen C. Johnson makes visits to the Island sufficient- 
ly often to give the benefit of the Dedham Home to such dis- 
charged female prisoners as wish to go there. 


We are indebted to the Port Physician for the frequent use 
of the quarantine steamer “Samuel Little,” which has been 
freely placed at our disposal for trips to Rainsford Island 
and the city in cases of emergency when other means of 
communication were difficult or not at hand. 
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The Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Chaplain of the institutions, holds 
religious services in the chapel each Sunday morning, and 
makes occasional Sunday afternoon visits to Rainsford Island 
for the purpose of holding religious services there, upon which 
occasion he is accompanied by the organist and a choir of 
girls. His report as Chaplain and Superintendent of Schools 
is hereto annexed. 

The Rev. Father Bric visits Deer Island on Saturday after- 
noons, and remains with us until Monday morning, devoting 
his time while here to Mass, Confession and such other relig- 
ious duties as his profession requires. 

Dr. F. H. Copeland has been faithful and competent in 
the discharge of his duties as Resident Physician. His report 
is hereto annexed. He has had the able assistance of Dr. 
A. B. Heath, Port Physican, who has exhibited an equal in- 
terest for the Institutions, as for the Quarantine department. 

The statistics of the several institutions are on the following 
pages. The past year has been prosperous. The pro-rata 
expenses of inmates of the several institutions on the Island 
have decreased, while the income has increased. 

No epidemic has visited us. General good health, order 
and harmony have prevailed. 

My excellent corps of officers, many of whom have been 
officially connected with me for years, have been faithful, dis- 
creet and interested in the discharge of their duties, and are 
worthy of the respect and confidence which I place in them. 

This report is closed with hearty acknowledgements to mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors for their aid, and the uniform 
courtesy received from them all. To President Whiting my 
grateful obligations are tendered, for his never-failing assist- 
ance, courtesy and kindness.

To Guy C. UNDERWOOD, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions :-— 


SIR:—The routine of a chaplain’s duties in public institu- 
tions is so common and so generally understood, that it 
seems a work of superogation to enter into details. Let it 
suffice to say that during the past year the ordinary means 
have been used to draw the attention of the inmates to those 
moral and religious principles which lie at the foundation 
of all good government, and which, if carried out into prac- 
tical life will insure the liberty, peace and happiness of every 
individual. 

We have taken special pains to provide the inmates with 
good reading matter, and we take this opportunity to tender 
thanks to the Hospital Newspaper Society for a_ liberal 
donation of papers, pamphlets and books for the hospitals. 
These, together with the books in our institution libraries, 
and a monthly loan of about two hundred volumes from the 
city library, have been the main sources of supply. The 
numbers in Institution Libraries are as follows :—

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SCHOOLS. 


Another very satisfactory year’s work has been accom- 
plished by the teachers during the past year; especially so 
when we take into the account the fact that a large majority 
of the pupils in these schools are sentenced for truancy. To 
overcome their habits of indolence; to inspire in them a love 
of knowledge; to teach them how to think and reason and 
express their thoughts correctly; to cultivate and develop 
those intellectual and moral capabilities with which our 
Creator has endowed them, is a task which requires tact, abil- 
ity and unswerving perseverance. The teachers have been 
constant in their efforts to remove the rubbish and lay a good 
foundation for at least self-culture and self-education. 


_ The annual examination was held April 27th, in the pres- 
ence of twenty-seven visitors, including nine Directors. The 
exercises were under the direction of Hon. John B. Martin, 
Chairman of the School Committee of the Board. At the 
conclusion of the recitations in the schools, all repaired to the 
Chapel to witness a musical entertainment, which was highly 
enjoyed and commended by all the visitors. Not only the 
singing was excellent, but the Deer Island Band, under the 
direction of Professor Ripley, did themselves and their teacher 
great credit. 


Interesting and appropriate addresses were made by the 
President of the Board, Albert T. Whiting, Esq., George R. 
Marble, Master of the Chapman School, and the Chairman of 
the Committee. Messrs. Whiting and Martin, who were pres- 
ent last year, informed the visitors and children that this was 
the best exhibition they had ever attended at the Island. 
Seven of the scholars were made very happy, on receiving 
the announcement that they were pardoned on account of 
their good deportment during the past year.

We have been entirely free from epidemics of any kind, 
which is due, in a great measure, to the change made in the 
nursery department. The separation of the well from the 
sick children, and the establishment of the former in the 
building formerly occupied by the Reformation girls, cannot 
be too highly commended, as a crowded condition of any 
hospital renders successful treatment of patients, and espec- 
ially children, next to impossible.

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I assumed the duties of Superintendent, August 1, 1881, 
relieving Capt Edward Carnes, who retired after twenty-one 
years of uninterrupted service. 

Capt. Carnes and family remained at the institution until 
about Sept. 1. As the furniture of the Superintendent’s house 
belonged to Capt. Carnes he took it with him; this necessi- 
tated complete refurnishing, which was done after the apart- 
ments had been neatly papered and painted, and a bath-room 
has been fitted up for myself and family. 

The quarters of the inmates have been thoroughly cleaned 
and painted; the halls and apartments of the Superintendent 
are now lighted with gas; the drainage has been improved by 
laying new and larger pipe. 

Mr. Carpenter and the young men of Charlestown hold re- 
ligious services every Sabbath afternoon, and occasionally a 
Mrs. Bruce in the forenoon. Those belonging to the Roman 
Catholic Church who so desire are allowed to attend service 
in Charlestown. 

The inmates have been generally healthy, there having 
been no deaths this year. Dr. Forster is the visiting physician, 
performing his duties in a skilful and faithful manner; for 
further particulars I refer you to report.

CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT ALMSHOUSE. 


To JAMES R. GERRISH, Swperintendent Charlestown District 
Almshouse. 


SirR,—As Visiting Physician to the institution under your 
charge, I submit the following report for the year ending 
April 30, 1882. 

As there is no hospital connected with the institution, the 
sick are not separated as they should be from the well. 

Those requiring constant professional care, have, upon my 
recommendation, been sent to the hospital at Deer Island. 
Many of those sent were afflicted with the later forms of 
syphilis, and if they had been allowed to remain and mingle 
freely with the other inmates might have infected them. 
One female inmate was examined by Dr. Jelly and myself, 
and was found to be insane, and sent to the asylum. 

The dispensary has been rearranged and restocked with 
medicines, but the room used for this purpose has no water 
facilities, noonmeans of being heated, and is much too small. 

For the lack of proper heating facilities much of the house 
cannot be used during the cold months, necessitating our 
crowding into those rooms which have stoves, notably the 
large rooms in the right wing, where the cubic air space is 
only 486 ft. for each person. . 

Two women have been confined: one with a living and one 
with a dead child. There has been no deaths. The health- 
fulness of the situation of the house is shown by the absence 
of serious acute disease. The patients generally have been 
those with some form of chronic heart or lung disease, and 
with which they were afflicted before admission. 
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The requirements of the Public Statutes in regard to vaccin- 
ation have been complied with. |

condition of the institution, especially the hospital depart- 
- ment; we are greatly in need of more room; the hospital is 
very much to small to accommodate the sick we have had 
the past year. 

The accompanying report of Dr. Orville F. Rogers, the 
visiting physician, will give further particulars of the sick and 
hospital department. , 

The past year or more the Rev. D. W. Waldron, the city 
missionary, has held religious protestant services here three 
Sabbaths in each month, and the Rev. Father McGinnis has 
held Catholic sevices as often as he thought necessary, in all 
of which the inmates were much pleased, 
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green corn fodder in for winter feed for the cows, and the 
supplying milk to the South Boston institutions has been very 
successful.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MARCELLA STREET 
HOME. 


BOSTON HIGHLANDS, MAY 1, 1882. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions :— 


GENTLEMEN,—The following is submitted as the report of this 
institution for the year ending April 30, 1882 :— 

The event of the year has been the organization of the 
girls’ department. On October 13, seventy-one girls were 
- transferred from Deer Island to their new home, and the num- 
ber increased rapidly until it reached one hundred and three, 
the largest number at any one time since their removal. 

The girls are contented and happy in their new home, and 
their presence renders the institution complete, for the 
boys and girls are not only from the same class in life, but 
many of them belong to the same families, and the frequent 
meetings between brothers and sisters impart a sense of 
home life to the institution which has until now been wanting. 
In the boys’ department the per cent of increase has been 
almost as great. We commenced the year with 245 boys, 
and have since numbered 319. The commitments in this 
department have been 199, an excess of 96 over those of last 
year. The discharges for the same time have been 80 more 
than last year. The average number of boys last year was 
218, against an average this year of 279. 

The accommodations for this increased number have been 
ample in all departments, excepting dormitories. Not over 
250 boys ought with due regard for health to occupy our 
present dormitory room. We have put 319 boys in this 
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room, and as it happens with no serious results. But al- 
though this has been done once in comparative safety, it is a 
great risk to take, and we could hardly expect to ee the 
experiment as safely. 


An appropriation was asked of the City Council to extend 
and perfect these accommcdations, which was refused. The 
request for this improvement should be repeated, and until 
it is granted I would recommend to the Board that the num- 
ber of commitments should be made as few as possible. The 
ordinary health of the institution has been rather above the 
average of former years. With the exception of a greater 
prevalence of pneumonia during March and April nothing 
unusual has occurred. The physician attributes this increase 
of pneumonia to the over-crowded condition of the poorly 
ventilated dormitories. 


But one death has occurred that of Maggie Quinn, aged 
9 years, who died March 29 very suddenly, of brain disease. 

The hospital remains in charge of Dr. O. F. Rogers, and 
itis to his prompt and intelligent treatment, aided by the 
faithful attendance of the nurse, Miss Carrie Anderson, that 
the general good health among the boys is due. 


The schools have been prosperous and remained in charge 
of same corps of teachers with one exception. Mr. Geo. F. 
Lull, teacher of intermediate school, resigned in August, and 
was succeeded by Mr. W. F. Sayward, a graduate of the 
Castine Normal School. The schools have all made worthy 
and commendable progress, and the teachers without ex- 
ception merit your cordial approval for the earnest and con- 
sciencious work they have performed. Their classes have 
been broken badly an account of the great number of ad- 
missions and discharges. When the girls were transferred 
from Deer Island they were all in one school under chaige 
of Miss Fannie E. Banks. To continue a school of this 
size was impossible, so a division was at once made. About 
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25 of the primary girls, together with 16 graduates from the Deer 
Island nursery, and about 20 of our smallest boys were or- 
ganized.into a primary school. Miss Annie Candage, who 
was formerly matron, was appointed teacher of this somewhat 
novel combination. Of course with our increased number 
of boys their schools were much crowded, but with the re- 
lief afforded by the transfer of the smallest boys into the 
girls’ primary school, we have succeeded in keeping at school 
all who were able to attend. To do this, however, we have 
filled every seat in each room, and unless our numbers should 
materially decrease it will be necessary before long to or- 
ganize another school. 


The annual examination of the schools occurred Thursday, 
April 20th, conducted by the School Committee, Messrs. 
John B. Martin, Frederick Pease and Charles H. Hersey. 
President Whiting and Directors Hayden, Risteen, Caton and 
Devlin, with other invited guests, were present. Teachers 
and pupils may justly feel proud of their examination. 


Religious services are conducted in the chapel regularly 
every Sabbath. ‘The forenoon services consist of early mass 
and Sabbath school by Catholics. In the afternoon Protestant 
services have been resumed, and a Sabbath school organized, 
both under the direction of Rev. D. W. Waldron, city mis- 
sionary, who officiates himself, or supplies a substitute. The 
intercourse of the scholars with their Sabbath school teachers is 
most pleasant, and instructions are given in a familiar manner, 
so that in addition to the spiritual benefit derived they feel 
the refining influences of society. 


The practical Christian talks from both altar and pulpit 
exert their proper effect, and have an elevating and moral 
influence. The most important of the alterations about the 
institution is the transformation of the old Grammar and Inter- 
mediate school rooms into apartments for the Superintendent 
and family. This change, with piazza and entrance from the 
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east end completes a desirable and much needed improvement, 
and adds so much to our comfort and convenience that I 
feel most grateful to the Board for the generous manner in 
which they have provided for our accommodation. ' The 
old Primary school room in this wing has been finished into 
rooms fo1 officers and domestics. The Crawford washing 
machines and Weston wringer purchased last year have been 
put in operation and are running satisfactorily. Our work 
could not possibly be done without machinery. They are 
set up in a room too small, and will have to be changed to 
more commodious quarters. The dry room will also have 
to be reconstructed and enlarged. 


The vacant land on the Highland Street side of the prem- 
ises transferred to us by the City Council has been graded 
and fenced, providing 12,000 square feet yard room for boys. 
The girls’ yard has also been graded and fenced. 

The vacant land owned bythe City, adjoining the large 
play-grounds on the south side, has been transferred to us, 
and that portion most available for play ground will be fenced 
this spring, an appropriation having been granted by the 
City Council for this work. 


A strong and ample fire escape has been put on the north 
side of the old building leading from the chapel and attic 
dormitories, which, together with the two stairways, gives 
exit from the fourth floor in three different ways. Quite an 
extensive job of filling with ashes carted in by the Health 
Department has been done during the winter in the grounds 
front of the new building. The grade of the grounds has 
becn much improved, and when well grassed will add much 
to the appearance of the institution. 


The holidays have all been duly observed, and have afford- 
ed the children much pleasure and recreation. These days 
brighten the monotony of institution life and cannot occur 
too often. Several entertainments, both amusing and 
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instructive, have been given for the boys and girls, and thor- 
oughly appreciated by them. Two of the best were given 
us by friends of the Home,—one by John C. Crowley, Esq., 
an entertainment given by about 40 children under the di- 
rection of Miss: Maud Powers, the other by Mr. E. O. 
Thorndike, a concert by the Wieschon Quartette, for both 
of which we wish to express our thanks. We also wish to 
return thanks for a generous donation of flower plants 
given by Ex-Pres. Little; to Capt. Berry of House of Cor- 
rection for similar favors; to Messrs. L. Prang & Co., for a 
handsome collection of Christmas cards and chromos; to 
the managers of the o/d Mechanics Fair, through Director 
Torrey for unlimited admission; to Mrs. John Lothrop for 
donation of valuable books to the boys’ library; to Rev. 
D. W. Waldron for subscription for the year of.ten cop- 
ies of the Youth’s Companion; and to all others who have so 
kindly remembered us in various ways. 


To the teachers, officers and matrons much praise is due 
for the faithful and honest discharge of their duties. The 
good condition of the institution depends largely upon their 
loyal co-operation with the Superintendent in its management. 

In conclusion, gentlemen of the Board, I wish to acknowl- 
edge my appreciation of your kindness and consideration 
for the institution and myself, both officially and personally. 
President Whiting’s ready and kind attention to every detail 
of our busines, together with his friendly personal relations, 
place me under especial obligations.

Of the 93 cases remaining under treatment, 60 are eye 
diseases and 25 ringworms of the head. 

The death reported was caused by meningitis. The illness 
was of very brief duration. 

In my opinion the dormitories are overcrowded, the means 
of ventilating them being very defective. 

I believe that much of the pneumonia which has occurred 
in the institution during the past two years, may properly be 
attributed to this cause.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LUNATIC 
HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions. 


GENTLEMEN,—It again becomes my duty to present the 
annual report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital. In so doing 
I take immediate occasion to congratulate you on the success 
of your efforts to secure an appropriation for its improve- 
ment and renovation. In behalf of its present and prospec- 
tive inmates, I thank you for your share in this result, and 
the City Council for its generous recognition of our claims, in 
spite of so many demands from other quarters. With this 
appropriation it is hoped to introduce indirect steam heating 
and ventilation, to add small wings containing a_ dining-room 
for each ward, and to refit and refurnish to some extent the 


parlors and corridors. 
That an old hospital may be successfully modernized in 


many respects, is shown in the case of the Bethlehem Hos- 
pital, London, England. ‘This famous hospital, the original 
Bedlam, in which all the former crude and cruel methods of 
treating the insane once had full sway, was founded in 1547, 
rebuilt in 1675 and 1812; originally an old priory, sup- 
pressed by Henry VIII., and accommodating fifty patients, 
it has grown into an asylum for seven or eight hundred pa- 
tients. The massive stone structure, built in 1812, was a 
few years ago so modernized and furnished with every con- 
venience, and so adorned with pictures, plants, flowers, foun- 
tains, birds, aquaria and the like, as to become one of the 
most attractive hospitals in England. 
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Our own hospital has a much briefer history, but one of 
some interest as showing great progress in the humane treat- 
ment of the insane. It is sometimes forgotten that the pri- 
mary duty of caring for their insane belongs to the cities 
and towns and not to the State. This was shown in 1837, 
when the excess of patients in the Worcester hospital was 
returned by the State to the counties from whence they came, 
thus filling the Suffolk County House of Correction and the 
Boston Almshouse with unwelcome inmates. In their new 
quarters, these patients were confined in cells, or in wooden 
cages on wheels, for convenience in giving them an airing, 
and their condition appealed strongly to the sympathies of 
the humane who visited them. Alderman, afterwards Mayor 
Eliot, was Chairman of the Committee which reported in 
favor of a hospital, and in 1839 this building was completed 
and the insane removed to it. Under the kind care of Dr, 
Butler, and afterwards of Dr. Stedman, its inmates were treated 
like sick persons, and not as prisoners or wild beasts, In 
1846 it became necessary to add an extension to each wing 
equal in size to the original part. A separate building was 
also erected containing a block of twenty cells, constructed 
of brick, with stone floors, and no windows, resembling the 
cells of a police station. These, were well warmed and ven- 
tilated, and were like those in use in other hospitals at 
that time for violent patients. They were, however, unneces- 
sarily strong and forbidding in aspect, and were destroyed 
a few years after by Dr. Walker, who was the first superin- 
tendent in the State to abandon the use of cells in the treat- 
ment of the insane, 


In 1853, the hospital was full to its utmost capacity, and 
Mayor Seaver, in his inaugural address, urged the necessity 
of a new hospital. From that time to this the necessity has 
existed, and for thirty years no essential change has been 
made in the construction or internal arrangements of the 
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hospital, The same lack of room, of adequate classification, 
of suitable heating and ventilation, of dining and reception 
rooms, has existed for over a quarter of a century, The 
giving up of the cells in the detached building, which was 
needed for a hospital kitchen and laundry, necessitated 
the treatment of all the noisy, violent, destructive and filthy 
insane in the lower wards of the main building, much _ to 
the disadvantage of the quieter inmates. During this long 
period, these shameful conditions have existed, while every 
other charity of the city, public or private, has kept pace 
with the times and received its share of public support. 
Large and noble hospitals and charitable institutions of all 
kinds have sprung into existence on every hand, while this 
nobiest charity of them all has been waiting. It was quite 
time for something to be done. 

We have now the certainty that many of these defects will 
be remedied the coming year. The radical ones of lack of 
space, want of land, and absence of proper classification must 
remain, but with these exceptions the hospital can be made 
to accommodate about two hundred patients reasonably well. 
Whether it should continue to be used for its present purpose 
for a long time or not, the improvements about to be made 
will not be thrown away. They would be equally needed in 
any other public institution into which this might be converted. 
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The following table shows the changes in the hospital pop- 
ulation for the year ending April 30, 1882.

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It will be seen by this table that the number of patients re- 
maining at present date is 189, an increase of 36 during the 
year. The monthly average has risen from 159 to 190. 
This increase is due to the determination on the part of your 
board, to admit patients as they presented themselves up to 
the utmost limit of hospital accommodation rather than take 
the seventy-five chronic cases which the State proposed to 
return to the city last spring. This compromise I suggested, 
as it would relieve the State hospitals indirectly as far as our 
accommodations would allow. If the Board of Health, Lun- 
acy and Charity, should this year exercise their right of re- 
moval, the city would be obliged to find quarters for the re- 
turned patients elsewhere than here. The limit of one hundred 
of each sex agreed upon last year has already been exceed- 
ed onthe female side, and the pressure for admission seems to 
increase daily. This limit should be strictly observed, or all 
the objects of hospital treatment will be defeated, and our 
wards resemble overcrowded places of custody for feeding 
and lodging the greatest possible number of persons. The 
next six months will be a season of confusion and disturb- 
ance at the best, while the proposed alterations are being 
made, and it will be extremely difficult to manage even our 
present number. | 

Of the 115 admissions, 35 were emergency cases and 3 
were voluntary patients, under the new law. Of the former 
18 were transferred within five days to other hospitals. The 
usefulness of the hospital in this direction can only be realized 
by having knowledge of the circumstances of each case. 
The necessity for the law has been fully proven in our expe- 
rience, and it has not seemed open to any abuse. One man 
‘suspected of being insane on account of threats to kill himself 
and his family, came here without objection as an emergency 
case, but was allowed to return home on promise of good 
behavior, by the judge of probate. In making a percentage 


. 
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of recoveries, of course these emergency cases not treated 


here should be deducted from the admissions, which leaves 
97 asa basis for calculation. The recoveries for the year 
are 31, or about 32 per cent; but it will be noticed that of 
this number 2 cases relapsed and were re-admitted during 
the year. These recurrent cases are continually reappear- 
ing in our tables and serve to confuse the statistics. Still ifa 
recurrent case has recovered it must be so reported, al- 
though the patient may be sure to relapse within the year. 

It is sometimes exceedingly difficult to determine when a 
patient is well enough to be discharged. Patients exhibiting 
no signs of insanity for long periods in the hospital, often 
speedily relapse on discharge, while others with known de- 
lusions recover rapidly and permanently at home. Itisa 
matter of experiment alone in many cases, and for this reason 
the plan of trial visits in cases of long hospital residence has 
been continued. 

The percentage of deaths reckoned on the daily average 
is 13 per cent, against 15 per cent last year. Hopeless cases 
continue to be sent here to die, being unable to bear the 
longer journey to Danvers. Friends also naturally wish 
such cases to be as near home as possible. We are glad to 
take such patients, because we believe it is the proper funct- 
ion of this hospital, to care for them, as well as for the numer- 
ous cases of emergency which us give so much trouble without 
the recompense of seeing them recover under our treatment. 

Of the 23 deaths, 8 were from general paralysis, 7 were 
aged persons from sixty-eight to ninety-three years old, and 4 
were chronic cases, worn out with diseases of long standing. 
Of the 4 recent cases, all had symptoms of fatal exhaustion 
from the first, and died within four to fourteen days of their 
admission, No epidemic has visited us, nor has any patient 
died of zymotic disease. 

With the consent of relatives 14 autopsies have been made 
by Dr. Gannett, pathologist to the hospital, whose services we 
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highly appreciate. As it is impossible to include them all 
in full in this report, I have selected all the cases of general 
paralysis, which will appear in an appendix in abbreviated 
form. The importance of complete and thorough post-mor- 
tem examinations is especially great in cases of insanity. 
The impossibility of getting reliable information from the 
patient, in aid of diagnosis, renders this the only method in 
some instances of assigning the true cause of death. Un- 
suspected physical disease may be discovered in this way, 
and it not only adds to the accuracy of the death certificate, 
but leads to greater care in the search for physicale disease 
during life. It also teaches caution in treatment in various 
ways. For example, the discovery of inhalation pneumonia 
in general paralysis suggests the importance of great care 
in feeding all patients who may be in a semi-conscious con- 
dition. | 

For a detailed account of our expenditures-I must refer to 
your own report, merely stating that in spite of the greatly 
increased cost of all supplies, and the increase in the number 
of patients, the appropriation of $45,000 was not exceeded. 

This required strict economy, and a neglect of any expen- 
diture for improvements in the wards. These needed a much 
larger sum than could be spared last year, and so much 
needed to be done that nothing was begun. It is hoped 
out of our new appropriation of $60,000, to save enough for 
reflooring, plastering, decorating and furnishing some or all 
of the parlors and corridors in each wing. ‘The special ap- 
propriations for steam-heating, ventilation and dining-rooms, 
amounting to $31,100 will, it is believed, be sufficient for 
these purposes. The income for the year was $4,340.59, 
against $3,923.41 for last year, and the net cost per week 
for each patient $4.41 against $4.84 last year. 

Some small improvements have been effected the past 
year, such as replacing brick floors with wooden ones; 
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refitting another bath-room with more modern conveniences ; 
putting in new soap stone tubs at the laundry, and a tea, 
coffee and hot water apparatus at the hospital kitchen. One 
of Came’s best carom tables has replaced a very old one in 
the billiard room. Forty of Osgood’s heliotype reproductions, 
with other engravings, have been purchased and distributed 
to adorn the walls of the lower as well as the middle and 
upper halls. They seem to be appreciated ina certain way 
by patients not usually supposed to have much interest in 
their surroundings. Instead of getting rid of our numerous 
coal fires last year, we were obliged to put in a new and ex- 
pensive furnace in place of one dangerously defective. In 
view of the constant recurrence of fires in insane asylums all 
over the country, we cannot but rejoice in the prospect of 
this year diminishing our risk by the removal of many of 
these sources of danger. 


The present condition of our wards forms a decided con- 
trast to that described in my last report. Instead of 153 
quiet and chronic cases we have 189, the difference being 
made up of patients more recently attacked and _ therefore 
more excitable and troublesome. On the female side are 
IOI patients distributed in three wards, the worst cases 
being assigned to the lower ward. Some of these are violent, 
destructive, noisy or unclean in their habits. Others are 
very sick, timid, depressed, constantly apprehensive of in- 
jury, frightened at the least unusual sound, and conjuring up 
new delusions to account for what they hear. They cannot 
understand why they are here, or why they are subjected to 
treatment which seems to have some mysterious and dreadful 
purpose. Each new comer in a ward necessitates half a 
dozen changes to meet the exigency, and this unexplained 
moving from room to room, and ward to ward, is confusing 
to a mind weakened by mental disease. This confusion 
grows out of the patient’s disordered state of mind; and would

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exist to some extent under any circumstances; but it shows 
the great importance of a larger number of wards for a_ suit- 
able classification, so as to reduce to its minimum this mutu- 
ally disturbing influence. ‘To add to the difficulties of man- 
agement, we have had three births in the last six months, 
the little strangers being well received, however, and a source 
of much pleasure to many of the patients. 


The average number of patients to a ward on the female 
side is thirty-four, who in winter are confined to the narrow 
limits of the parlor and corridor. | have been struck with 
the remarkable forbearance of some of the patients for the 
disorderly and disturbing idiosyncrasies of others. Having 
no detached building or distant wing for the sick or excited, 
a single bad case. may disturb the whole wing, keeping 
patients awake whose recovery depends on their ability’ to 
sleep. That some do recover under these conditions is 
proof of the curative powers of nature and the value of 
enforced seclusion from still more disturbing influences out- 
side the hospital. 


On the male side the numbers are not yet quite so large, 
and the patients are somewhat less sensitive to the nature 
of their surroundings. The large number of epileptics and 
general paralytics on this side make accidents and assaults 
more common. Hardly a week passes without broken glass 
or an assault with fists upon some patient or attendant. 
These attacks seldom resultin much harm, as they are quelled 
at once by the attendants. The latter use more forbearance 
than they usually get credit for under very trying circumstances. 
To take one’s chances of assault from a ward full of insane 
men, knowing that all rough handling is strictly forbidden, 
and that the patient will certainly misrepresent whatever 
occurs, requires courage and self-control. We have so far 
avoided serious injury, but see no reason for perpetual im- 
munity. Certain patients are known to be dangerous, but 
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they can be secluded only a few days after each outbreak 
in justice to their health and chance of recovery. | 


During the winter restraint by the camisole was used in 
about two per cent of cases on the male side and four per 
cent on the female side, on account of the lack of warm rooms 
for seclusion. Since the middle of March no restraint of any 
kind has been used, seclusion for short periods having been 
substituted in about the same number of cases. The number 
sick in bed is eighteen. Nasal feeding was introduced a year 
ago, and is the only method of forcible feeding in use. It is 
safe and generally painless, and renders resistance useless, so 
that little is made. The food employed is a pint of equal 
parts of strong beef tea, gruel and cream, to which is added 
tonics and stimulants, as occasion requires. About half 
a dozen patients require feeding at present, which makes a 


large draught on the time of the medical staff. As we have 


no infirmary the sick are scattered all over the hospital, sub- 
ject to the noise and disturbance of the routine work of the 
wards. 


To manage all these patients of different grades and forms 
of mental disease, we have nineteen attendants, including 
supervisors, dining room and night attendants. The patients 
are actually in charge of thirteen attendants, or two to each 
ward, and at meal times, Sundays and other occasions one 
attendant has charge of thirty or more patients. If special 
watching is required this number must be still further reduced. 
Much of the time, attendants are on duty from six in the 
morning till ten at night. The difficulty in getting attendants 
to remain after their services have become valuable is increas- 
ing in consequence of the demand for labor outside. The 
horse-cars and shops make constant inroads on our corps of 
employes. The average residence of those in immedi- 
ate attendance on the insane the last year was only four 
months! How can anything like efficiency be expected 
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under these circumstances? If an increase of wages could 
be made conditional on at least a year’s residence, to be 
paid asa premium at the end of that time, instead of the 
monthly increase of pay, it might prove advantageous. 

Visiting has been almost unrestricted the past year. Now 
and then a new case for a short time has been denied visitors, 
and restrictions as to visits of mere acquaintances or improper 
persons have been made. At present there is no patient 
who cannot be visited. On the last visiting day the number 
was 173 by actual count. Relatives are dropping in every 
day, on one or another good excuse. It often happens un- 
less relatives come in the evening or on Sunday they could 
not possibly see the patient. All this visiting makes con- 
fusion in the wards and takes the time of attendants and phy- 
sicians. I have seen but little harm to patients from it, but 
on the whole, good. Unless restricted we must increase 
our number of/attendants somewhat. 

This change in the number and character of our hospital 
population should be met by a corresponding change in 
management. It is but justice to those unfortunate persons 
whose residence here is enforced by circumstances beyond 
their control, that everything tending to amelioriate their 
condition or promote recovery should be provided. The 
management of a hospital for the acute insane should be 
liberal, and as far as possible removed from that suitable for 
a penal or pauper institution. This is neither; it is or should 
be made, a hospital in the best sense of the term for persons 
who by reason of mental disease are temporarily debarred 
.from supporting themselves, and who by universal custom 
in civilized communities are entitled to maintenance and 
humane treatment while their disability lasts. It is a hos- 
pital which should be large enough to accommodate all 
citizens who seek its aid, and in which the public should take 


a just pride and personal interest, not leaving it wholly to 
official care. 
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The endeavor to entertain in a social way, patients capable 
of such enjoyment, and to furnish amusements to relieve the 
monotony of hospital life, has been continued with consider- 
able success. Small parties for dancing and music have been 
given nearly every week during the winter. The following

The library, which 
numbers over 1400 volumes, has been increased by fifty vol- 
umes, besides the Encyclopedia Britannica, which has been 
subscribed for to be delivered at intervals. Driving has been 
continued regularly as far as our rather limited facilities would 
allow. 
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The Rev. Mr. Clinch has continued his services as chaplain 
another year, with but few interruptions on account of ill 
health. Mrs. Osborn, our organist, has rendered valuable as- 
sistance, not only onSunday, but at our weekly entertainments 

Doctors Boland and Schwab have received the endorse- 
ment of an increase of salary, and are entitled by reason of 
continued faithful and efficient services to the respect and 
good will of our whole household. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank your Board for its hearty 
interest in our welfare, and especially President Whiting, for 
his very frequent visits, his valuable advice and assistance on 
many occasions, and his personal concern in the affairs of the 
hospital.

PRON: CHE SREPORT “OF “THE 2PATHOLOGISE 
Oe) re HOS PITA FOR STH E EAST iY EAR: 


During the last year fourteen autopsies were performed. 
In six of these a clinical diagnosis of general paralysis had 
been made; the anatomical report of these is given in part 
below. Want of space prevents giving a full account ofthese, 
and crowds out also the other eight cases, 


Various portions of the brain were examined in the fresh 
condition, but for the most part only portions of the frontal 
and central convolutions were examined after hardening. 


The microscopic examination of such well known and 
thoroughly studied conditions as presented by granular epen- 
dymitis is not here given. 

No microscopic examination is given of the spinal cords; 
the set not being complete, owing in part to non-removal, 
in part to imperfect hardening. 

It will be noticed that in five of the six cases appended, 
there existed marked intersticial changes in the first layer of 
the cortex; these were allin men. Inthe sixth case, that 
of a woman, no such changes were observed; a singular co- 
incidence, taking into consideration the rarity of this affection 
in women. 

In the remaining eight cases (senile dementia, acute and 
chronic mania, melancholia,) no intersticial changes were 
observed in the outer layer of the cortex. 

In only one case ( E ) was any intersticial change in the © 
fifth layer of the cortex noticed. 

In four of the six cases of general paralysis, ependymitis 
_of the ventricles existed, whereas in the remaining eight cases 
it was present in only one case (epilepsy) and there limited 
to the fourth ventricle. 
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Atrophy of the brain (by this is meant that the brain did 
not fill the cavity of the skull) existed in five of the six cases 
of general paralysis; in the sixth case (F) the brain filled 
the cavity of the skull, but weighed only 1280 grammes. 
In the remaining eight cases atrophy existed in five. 

Chronic internal pachymeningitis was present in two of 
the cases of general paralysis, and in one case of the remain- 
ing eight. 

Chronic leptomeningitis (to a limited degree) existed in 
three of the cases of general paralysis, and in two of the re- 
maining eight. 

No attempt is made to prove anything or to draw any con- 
clusions from the few cases here given. 


Mr. A—, aged 42. General Paralysis. Duration 2 years. 

Autopsy 17 hours post mortem. Déaguos?s. General 
post mortem softening and staining of tissues; slight chronic 
leptomeningitis; oedema of pia; general atrophy of brain 
with oedema; chronic ependymitis; efat crible of white 
matter and basal ganglia, chronic endarteritis of vessels at 
base of brain; double hydrothorax, chronic adhesive pleurisy, 
general vesicular emphysema, hypostatic congestion of 
lungs, limited atelectasis of lung, post mortem softening of 
stomach, fatty infiltration of liver. 

Head somewhat small in relation to size of body, skull 
mesocephalic. Nothing unusual about pericranium. Cal- 
varia thin. Relation of diploe to outer and inner tables nor- 
mal. Nothing unusual noticed about outer or inner surface 
of calvaria. Dura not especially adherent to the bone. 
Superior longitudinal sinus contained a small amount of 
fluid blood. Lateral sinuses the same. Nothing remarkable 
about dura. Pacchionian bodies numerous. Pia moderately 
thickened and opaque, most marked along course of vessels in 
sulci. Considerable collection of clear fluid in the meshes 
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of the pia. The sulci rather wide. In removing brain escape 
of considerable clear fluid from cavity of skull. Pia not more 
adherent than normal. Considerable thickening and opacity 
in patches, of walls at the base, especially in the basilar, circle 
of Willis, and anterior and middle cerebral arteries. The fol- 
lowing anomaly was noticed: The two anterior cerebral ar- 
teries were given off as usual, and there was an anterior com- 
municating, but beyond this point the left anterior cerebral 
became a small vessel distributed to the surface of the left 
anterior lobe in the fissure, whereas the branch continued on 
as a large vessel on the upper surface of the corpus cullosum 
and was distributed as usual. 

The lateral ventricles contained each about 6 cc. clear, | 
slightly reddish fluid. Ependyma smooth and_ shining. 
Choroid plexuses adherent to the floor of ventricles over part 
of their course. Several cysts in choroid plexuses 2 to 3 mm. 
in diameter, and filled with a clear fluid. Third ven- 
tricle and septum lucidum not remarkable. Fourth ventricle 
contained about 5 cc. clear fluid. The floor very granular, | 
rough and dense. Striae acusticae visible, but not so prom- 
inent as usual. The white substance of the hemispheres 
somewhat soft, and the cut surface very moist. Very num- 
erous openings in the brain substance, about one millimetre 
in diameter, were to be seen. The gray matter of the con- 
volutions somewhat diminished in ‘thickness over the apices 
of convolutions, but of usual thickness in the sulci, color 
normal, Sectionsof corpora striata and thalami optici, showed 
numerous openings similar to those described in connection 
with the white substance, though rather larger than in latter 
situation; otherwise nothing unusual noticed about the gan- 
glia. Cerebellum not remarkable. Medulla and pons not 
opened; put in Muller’s fluid for later examination. 

Cord. Considerable bloody stained fluid in meshes outside 
of cord. Dura ofa dirty red color, (post mortem decomp.) 
cord itself moderately firm, numerous cross sections showed 
macroscopically nothing remarkable. 
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Microscopic Examination of Brain in Fresh Condition. 


Gray matter of convolutions: the ganglion cells contained 
considerable finely-granular, reddish-brown pigment, limited 
to the body of the cell; treatment with osmic acid failed to 
give any re-action of fat. In the adventitial lymph-sheaths 
of many of the smaller vessels were coarser granules of yel- 
lowish-brown pigment, lying free in the substance of the cor- 
tex and also in the white matter of centrum semi-ovale were 
a few reddish-brown pigment granules. 

Corpora striata and thalami optici: pigmentation of the 
ganglion cells, and here and there collection of pigment in 
the adventitial lymph spaces. In many portions the ves- 
sels presented the following appearances:—The adventitia 
was widely separated from the media, leaving a space once | 
or twice the size of the original calibre of the vessel (that the 
outer boundary is really adventitia, is shown by its containing 
the characteristic spindle cells). This space is crossed here 
and there by very delicate fibres, but this is not constant in 
all the vessels.. The space is in some parts filled with a clear 
homogeneous substance of a stronger refractive index than 
water. In other portions, in addition to this substance, are 
a few lencocytes, and in places, the whole space is occupied 
by lencocytes, with occasionally a red blood corpuscle. In 
still other places, there wete to be seen among the round 
cells, a few in fatty degeneration, and still further there were 
parts where the whole space was occupied by finely divided 
fat. The vessel lumina apparently not diminished. No 
further changes were observed in the basal ganglia, except 
the presence of a slight amount of free, red-brown granular 
pigment. The vessels readily drawn out of the brain sub- 
., stance. 

The cerebellum showed nothing remarkable, the Purkinje 
cells everywhere free from pigment, and the vessels apparent- 
ly normal. 
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L-xamtination of Brain after hardening. 


The first layer of the gray cortex presented a meshwork 
made up of sharply defined, delicate lines (fibrillae). Im- 
bedded in this network were very numerous large bodies, 
with innumerable, delicate processes running out in all di- 
rections, the so-called spider cells, and a small amount of 
finely granular material. Of the usual connected tissue cor- 
puscles of this layer, only an occasional one was to be seen. 

The ordinary granular appearance so characteristic of this 
layer had been replaced almost wholly by the connective tis- 
sue network. 

The vessels of the cortex as a whole were distended with 
blood corpuscles and the periadventitial and periganglionic 
lymph spaces were much wider than usual, even in hardened 
specimens.

Ratio of head to body and of cranium to face apparently 
normal. Head brachi-cephalic; pupils wide. Nothing re-.. 
markable noticed about pericranium or external surface of 
calvaria. Calvaria of normal hickness. Tables somewhat 
thickened at the expense of diploe. Inner surface not remark- 
able. Dura quite firmly adherent to bone, especially along 
sup. longitudinal sinus; moderate thickening of dura in this 
region, otherwise not remarkable. Sinuses contained a few. 
post mortem clots; considerable collection of clear fluid in 
meshes of the pia, uniformly distributed over the convenities. 
Pia itself of normal thickness and presented nothing unusual. 
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only a moderate development of pacchionian granulations. 
The lateral ventricles contained each about 10 cc. clear fluid. 
Ependyma smooth and apparently of normal thickness. 
Choroid plexuses adherent to floor of ventricle over consider- 
able area. Third and fourth ventricles showed nothing un- 
usual; striae acusticae well marked; gray matter of convolu- 
tions in the frontal region diminished nearly one-third in thick- 
ness, and of a yellowish tint; gray matter of middle and posterior 
regions of normal thickness but ofa pale gray color; the 
brain substance in general firm, cut surface moist; punc- 
ta cruenta normal; the Corpora striata, thalami optici, pons 
and medulla showed nothing remarkable. Pia separable from 
brain with tolerable ease. | 

The membranes of the cord and cord itself presented 
nothing unusual to the naked eye. 


Microscopic Examination, fresh. 


Gray matter of convolutions; pigment in the bodies of 
the ganglion cells, in adventitial lymph sheaths and here and 
there free inthe substance, but in the two latter situations 
was present only in small amount; white matter not remark- 
able; Corpora striata and thalami optici;. pigmentation of 
the ganglion cells; very slight amount of free pigment in 
substance of the ganglia; Pia not remarkable. 


Examination of Hardened Brain. 


The first layer of the cortex showed an indistinct network 
of fine lines in which were to be seen a few spider cells, a 
few ofthe usual connective tissue corpuscles and considerable 
finely granular material; appearances similar to case A 
but not as far advanced. The cortical vessels were mod- 
erately distended with blood corpuscles; the adventitial 
sheath showed numerous varicose dilations, the spaces thus 
formed being in part apparently empty, in part filled with 
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conglomerate collections of red-brown pigment,,and in part 
filled with leucocytes; whether in the latter case the cells lie 
free in the lymph space or whether it represents rather a 
round cell infiltration of the adventitia could not in all places 
be decided. The ganglion cells of the third layer, were much 
smaller than usual; had lost their pyrmidal form, their cor- 
ners being rounded. ‘This appearance may be due, of course, 
to obliquity of the sections, but against thisis the fact that it 
was seen in all sections, and in sections where the vessels had 
a vertical course. 


Mrs. C——., aged 51. General paralysis. Duration 5 yrs. 
4 mos. 

Autopsy, 12 hours post mortem. Dzagnosis—Decubitus-; 
hyperostosis of skull; chronic external pachymeningitis ; 
cedema of pia; atrophy of brain; chronic internal hydro- 
cephalus; ependymitis, ossifying lepto-meningitis of cord; 
chronic circumscribed pericarditis; brown atrophy of heart; 
bronchitis; diverticulm of bladder; intra-mural fibro-myoma 
of uterus; brown atrophy of liver, with fatty infiltration. 

Ratio of head to body and cranium to face apparently nor- 
mal. Nothing unusual about pericranium or external surface 
of calvaria; calvaria twice as thick as the average, the in- 
crease involving tables and diploe in about equal ratio. — In- 
ner surface not remarkable; grooves for meningeal arteries of 
usual depth, dura more adherent than usual, but removable 
from calvaria by using moderate force. Here and there 
patches where the dura was slightly thickened and opaque. 
Superior longitudinal sinus contained a moderately firm coag- 
ulum, other sinuses contained fluid blocd. Inner surface of 
dura not remarkable. Meshes of the pia greatly distended 
with clear fluid; convolutions a little smaller than usual, and 
the sulci somewhat broader. Right vertebral artery twice as 
large as the left, measuring in its flattened condition, 5 mm.in 
diameter. In the walls of the vessel forming the circle of Willis 
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were here and there opaque, grayish-yellow, hard plates. 
The brain weighed: 1280 grammes, did not fill the cavity of 
the skull; during its removal a large amount of clear fluid 
escaped. The lateral ventricles enlarged to nearly four 
times the ordinary size, contained a thin clear fluid. Epen- 
dyma roughened and granular. Venous net-work in the floor 
distended with blood. Striae acusticae indistinct. The brain 
substance in general very flaccid, but not soft. On _ section 
gray matter of cortex of rather less than normal thickness, 
very pale. White matter of a dirty gray color, cut surface 
pale and moist, scarcely any puncta vasculosa and the few 
seen were small and pale. Section of corpora striata and 
thalami optici showed a diffuse, grayish yellow tint. Medul- 
la and pons not remarkable. Cerebellum also showed _noth- 
ing unusual, pia everywhere easily separable from the brain 
substance. 

Considerable fluid in subdural space of cord, an occa- 
sional small calcareous plate in pia posteriorly, on section 
the cord showed in gross, nothing unusual. 


Microscopic Examination, fresh. 


In the gray cortex, the ganglion cells contained consider- 
able brownish-yellow, granular pigment. Also much red- 
brown granular pigment in the adventitial lymph sheaths of 
the vessels. Here and there free pigment granules. 

In the white matter also, a few pigment granules lying 
free were to be seen. 

In the basil ganglia, the ganglion cells contained much 
granular pigment. 


Examination after hardening. 


The adventia of the vessels of the pia considerably thick- 
ened, the lymph space showing at intervals, small collections 
of finely granular red-brown pigment. 
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The outer layer of the cortex presented the normal finely 
vranular appearance, in which the small cells [connective 
tissue corpuscles? ] characteristic of this layer were to be seen 
in the usual number. The meshwork and spider cells so 
plainly shown in the previous cases were nowhere observed 
here. The ganglion cells of the third layer were somewhat 
smaller than usual but the diminution in size was not as 
marked as incase [B]. The vessels of the cortex were dis- 
tended with blood-corpuscles, and here and there varicosities 
of the adventitia were to be seen. 


Mr. D aged 47. General Paralysis. Duration, 24 yrs. 

Autopsy, 21 hours post mortem. Diagnosis,—Chronic in- 
ternal hemorrhagic pachymeningitis; chronic leptomenin- 
gitis; oedema of pia; atrophy of brain; chronic endarteritis of 
basal vessels, chronic ependymitis; miliary aneurisms; 
chronic circumscribed pencarditis; chronic adhesive pleurisy ; 
inhalation pneumonia; bronchitis; chronic emphysema; 
mod. chronic intersticial nephritis, pyelitis, cystitis, stricture 
of urethra, lime infarctions of kidneys, chronic endaortitis. 


Ratio of head to body and of cranium to face apparently 
normal. Nothing unusual noticed about the pericranium, or 
external surface of calvaria; calvaria of usual thickness, ratio 
of tables to diploe as usual; dura readily separated from 
bone; membrane translucent and its external surface not 
remarkable: superior longitudinal sinus contained a small 
clot. Oninner surface a few small delicate red flakes of 
adherent false membrane; pia thickened and opaque in 
patches and in one or two spots adherent to dura, in its 
meshes considerable collection of clear fluld, uniformly dis- 
tributed; veins of pia contained rather less blood than under 
normal circumstances; considerable escape of clear fluid — 
from cavity of skull in removal of brain; brain weighed 1536 
grammes. The right vertebral artery for a space of 13mm. 
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before uniting with basilar was merely a connective tissue 
string and without lumen; the other vessels of the base 
showed a few small yellow opaque plates in the walls, but 
their lumina were nowhere obstructed; the lateral ventricles 
contained each a few cc. clear fluid; ependyma rough and 
granular throughout; veins in the floor contained rather 
more blood than usual; choroid plexuses of normal color; 
ependyma of fourth ventricle very rough and granular, striae 
acusticae fairly distinct; brain substance in general firm and 
of good consistency. On section gray matter of cortex thin- 
ner than usual, but of good color; surface of white matter ra- 
ther moist, puncta cruenta abundant and large: careful exami- 
nation of the left frontal convolutions by thin sections failed 
to show anything abnormal; in the outer capsule of the left 
nucleus leutiformis were numerous points the size of a pin 
head and not to be washed away; section of remaining 
basal ganglia showed nothing unusual; cerebellum presented 
nothing remarkable; pia separable from brain substance with 
ease. : 

Considerable collection of clear fluid in subdural space 
of cord; nothing unusual observed about spinal dura or pia. 


Microscopic Examination of Brain, Fresh. 


Gray cortex; the bodies of the ganglion cells contained 
a moderate amount of finely granular, brownish-yellow pig- 
ment; in the adventitial lymph sheaths was considerable red 
pigment; many of the smaller arteries showed very numer- 
ous leucocytes in the adventia, and also here and there bands 
of connective tissue in the adventia, made up of fine, wavy 
parallel fibres; very numerous corpora amylacea. 

White matter showed nothing unusual. 

Basal ganglia. The ganglia cells contained a moderate 
amount of finely-granular, yellowish pigment; there were 
also granules of red pigment lying free; in many places 
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changes in the vessels were observed; the adventitia being 
widely separated from the media, forming sacs; in some of 
these sacs were red blood corpuscles, in others large, round 
cells containing pigment, also free red pigment and some 
granular matter. 

Examination of hardened Brain. The first layer of the 
gray cortex presented a fine meshwork similar to that already 
described, in which were very numerous, large, sharply de- 
fined spider cells, many of them showing nuclei; the cells 
measured on an average .o192 mm. and the ‘nuclei varied 
from .0058 to .0078 mm. 

The vessels of the cortex contained considerable blood. 
In many places the adventitial lymph space was considerably 
distended and filled with leucocytes; here and there a cross 
section of such a vessel was to be seen, and this presented a 
sac, bulging out from one side of the vessel, the sac contain- 
ing leucocytes. In several portions of the gray cortex and 
the adjacent white matter the perivascular space was very 
large, the space thus formed being for the most part filled 
with leucocytes. The pyramidal cells of the third layer ap- 
parently in excellent condition, apart from the pigmentation. 


Mr. E , aged 44. General Paralysis. Duration 1 yr. 
4 mos. 

Autopsy, 84 hours post mortem. Ovzagnosis. Ecchymosis 
right temporal muscle; hyperostosis of skull; chronic circum- 
scribed internal hemorrnagic pachymeningitis ; cedema of pia; 
chronic lepto-meningitis; atronhy of brain; chronic adhesive 
pleurisy ; chronic vesicular emphysema of lungs; atrophy of 
spleen, old cystitis. 

Ratio of head to body and of cranium to face, apparently 
nermal. Skull remarkably brachi-cephalic; antero posterior 
diameter 184 mm., transverse 154 mm.. Ratio 83.7:100. 
Nothing unusual observed about the pericranium. Con-

siderable ecchymosis in right temporal muscles. Calvaria 
considerably thickened, especially in frontal regions, the in- 
crease affecting the tables. The calvaria_ readily removed 
from dura. Dura everywhere thin and translucent. 

The superior longitudinal sinus and lateral sinuses contained 
a good deal of dark, partly coagulated blood. Inner surface 
of dura of cOnvexities smooth, shining and white. In the 
left posterior fossa however, the surface was of a snuff brown 
color; this could not be scraped off. In the floor of the left 
posterior fossa, about 2 c. m. from the foramen magnum. was 
a bony plate, about 8x12 m. m., and of a thickness of about 
2m.m. The large veins of the pia distended with dark 
blood, in part fluid, in part coagulated. In the meshes of 
the pia, considerable collection of clear fluid, between and 
upon the convolutions. Pia thickened and opaque along 
course of the vessels, and in numerous small patches through- 
out its whole extent. Pia separable from brain in frontal 
regions, with considerable difficulty; the brain substance be- 
neath showing a roughened surface. In other portions, pia 
could be removed with ease, leaving a smooth surface be- 
neath, The vessels of the base and in the fissure of Sylvius, 
showed everywhere thin and delicate walls, their lumina of 
the usual size. 

The latera] ventricles contained each about §c.c. clear 
fluid. Ependyma moderately roughened ‘and granular; cho- 
roid plexuses pale; that of right ventricle firmly adherent to its 
roof and floor. Ependyma. of fourth ventricle markedly 
thickened, granular and roughened, especially so in pos- 
terior regions. Striae acusticae distinct. Considerable es- 
cape of clear fluid from cavity of skull, on removal of brain. 

Brain weighed 1740 grammes; in general quite firm, 
slightly leathery. On section, the gray cortex some- 
what thinned and pale, in the frontal regions, in other places 
not remarkable, Surface of white matter moderately moist; 
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puncta cruenta very small; openings for the vessels large, 
and from them exuded a thin fluid. The basal ganglia on 
section somewhat pale, the openings for the vessels here 
and there quite large. Pons, medulla and cerebellum not 
remarkable. 

Cord and its membranes presented in gross nothing unusual. 

Microscopic Examination of the brain, fresh. 

Gray matter of cortex. Moderate amount of pigment in 
the bodies of the ganglion cells; here and there small collec- 
tions of fat drops along the outer wall of the capillaries, cor- 
responding to the seat of the nuclei; here and there a moder- 
ate amount of red-brown pigment. An occasional free pig- 
ment granule. 

‘- Portions of pia, after washing away brain substance, showed 
nothing unusual beyond a callection of pigment in the 
adventitial sheath of some of the smallest arteries. 

Ganglion cells of basal ganglia showed pigmentation; 
there was also a collection of fat drops in the walls of many 
of the capillaries. 

Examination of the bra in after hardening. © 

The pia considerably thickened from new formation of 
connective tissue, both round the vessels and in form of 
broad bands made up of parallel fibres. 

The small vessels throughout the cortex distended with 
blood corpuscles. The first layer showed a coarse meshwork 
of fine lines, in which was.a small amount of granular looking 
material, and a moderate number of spider cells, with here 
and there a round cell. In some places the body of the spi- 
der cells, and in other places their processes were in direct 
connection with the vessels dipping in from the pia, suggest- 
ing the relation between blood-vessel and neighboring lymph 
"spaces. 

The ganglion cells of the third cortical layer in good con- 
dition. In the fifth cortical layer and in adjacent white mat- 
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ter were numerous cells like the spider cells of the first layer. 
each having a nucleus and innumerable hair like processes.

The lateral ventricles con- 
tained each about 60 c.c. clear fluid, the cavities much en- 
larged; ependyma everywhere very granular, rough and 
dense; choroid plexuses pale, contained numerous thin walled 
cysts size of pea with clear fluid contents; ependyma of 
fourth ventricle also rough, granular and thickened; striae 
acusticae indistinct; brain substance in general quite firm; 
vessels at base and in fissure of Sylvius showed numerous 
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opaque, vellow, dense plates in the walls, in many places, con- 
siderably diminishing thier lumina; gray matter of the 
cortex of about the usual thickness, somewhat pale; surface 
of white matter slightly moist, puncta vasculosa well marked ; 
in the right thalamus opticus a cavity about the size ofa large 
pea, the walls of which were ragged, soft, with dense shreddy 
fibres in them. 

The brain substance in the periphery, of a slightly yellow- 
ish tint; beyond this the basal ganglia showed nothing un- 
usual; cerebellum not remarkable. 

Cord. Not examined. 

Microscopic examination of brain, fresh. 

Gray matter of cortex; pigmentation of the ganglion cells; 
‘marked dilation of the adventitial lymph sheath of many of 
fhe smaller vessels, the space thus formed being filled with 
free fat, in the form of globules and fatty degenerated cells 
[granular corpuscles]. 

The ganglion cells of the basal ganglia showed a moderate 
degree of pigmentation. 

The ragged walls of the cavity in the right optic thalamus 
showed great numbers fatty degenerated cells [granular cor- 
puscles], numerous corpora amylacea, many connective tissue 
shreds. 

Examination after hardening ——Gray cortex; the vessels 
contained only a moderate number of blood-corpuscles ; 
the first laver shows a fairly distinct meshwork of fine lines 
and numerous spindle cells; the latter smaller than in case D 
and somewhat concealed by an excess of granular material. 
The ganglion cells of the third layer iu good condition; the 
periganglionic spaces small.

$401.75, the amount received in payment of fines and costs, 
has been paid to the County Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE AND FOOD. 


With respect to the food furnished to the inmates of the 
institution during the year I have no change to report either 
as regards quality or quantity. Though. strict economy has 
been studied, the food has been wholesome and amply suff- 
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cient, the best evidence of which is found in the general good 
health of prisoners and in the fact that ‘the records show an 
average increase of weight amounting to 3 lbs. 9 oz. 

I would also mention that the discipline of the prison con- 
tinues unchanged. In such a class of prisoners as those un- 
der my charge, punishment must of necessity be resorted 
to, and a close obedience to regulations must be maintained, 
but I have always used my best judgment to combine with 
strict impartiality and justice, such a degree of forbearance 
as is consistent with the due enforcement of discipline. 


* WORK. 


All the prisoners who are not disqualified by sickness or 
lameness have been kept steadily employed during the year. 
A certain number are required to work in the yard, in the 
prison, in the kitchen, in the manufacture of gas, and during 
the summer months in the garden. All the rest are kept 
working at the sewing machines, in the finishing rooms, and 
inthe manufacture of clothing. There has been an average 
of 170 machines in operation for the whole year, and 1 am 
happy to say that the work has gone steadily on without ac- 
cident or interuption. On the first day of December, 1881, 
Mr. Joseph D. O’Neil gave up his contract as a manufacturer 
ofslippers. The 30 men whom he employed were immedi- 
ately put to work on the sewing machines, and I am satisfied 
that they can earn more by the present occupation than the 
sum heretofore paid by the contractor. 


GAS WORKS. 


No change is to be noted in this department. The works 
are in good order, and a supply of gas of excellent illuminat- 
ing quality is produced,: sufficient to meet all the wants of 
this institution and the Lunatic Hospital. 
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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The principal outlay under this head beyond the ordinary 
routine has been the repairing of about 800 ft. of the outside 
fence, which, owing to the rotting of the posts had become 
imperative, and the laying of a new floog of pine in the 
slipper shop. This last has been a necessary and advanta- 
geous expenditure, greatly improving the appearance and 
usefulness of the shop. The sewing machines, which have 
been in use for years, have become so much worn as to be al- 
most worthless, it was therefore thought advisable to replace 
them by new ones. This has been done, and 193 of the old 
machines have been exchanged for an equal number of Sing- 
er’s new machines, which are found to work most satisfactorily. 


LAUNDRY: ” 


The new laundry works well, and fully carries out all the 


expectations formed in reference to it. Thoroughly built 
and well arranged, it leaves nothing to be desired. The 
grounds around it have been graded and sodded, not only 
greatly improving the general appearance of the place, but 
giving ample space for erecting posts for drying purposes. 


PRISON ACCOMMODATIONS. 

So far we have not had occassion to employ extra accom- 
modation in the way of dormitories, the regular cells being 
sufficient. 

HEALTH. 


The general sanitary condition of the institution has been 
somewhat above the average of former years. The follow- 
ing is the death list :— 


O. Dedrich, Nov. 25, 1881, of idiopathic peritonitis. 
Clara H. Dearborn, April 18, 1882, of cirrhosis of liver. 
It ought to be noticed that neither of these deaths have 


occurred from diseases contracted within the institution.

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The persons named in the above list, broken down in con- 
stitution, have come here to die. The physicians from the 
Lunatic Hospital have been faithful and prompt in visiting the 
sick, and have given their best care to the cases coming under 
their treatment 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The Catholic service in the forenoon on Sundays, conducted 
by the Rev. Father Higgins, and the Protestant in the after- 
noon by the Rev. Joseph H. Clinch, D. D., have been unin- 
teruptedly kept up except during the months of July and 
August, when a vacation was allowed the chaplain. Fast 
Day, Thanksgiving Day and Christmas have also been ob- 
served with religious services. Many of the prisoners though 
required to attend only one service, avail themselves of the 
permission to attend both. 


LIBRARY. 


The library: remains in about the same condition as last 
reported. The appropriation granted last year has been ex- 
pended, and the books then purchased together with those 
sent in by friends of prisoners have been sufficient to keep 
the volumes fit for use about up to the usual number. The 
wear and tear of books is, necessarily great, passing through 
‘so many hands. 


PIGGERY. 


The swill from the prisons and the house has contributed 
largely to the support of a family of about 100pigs, and they 
in turn have furnished a considerable'amount of the food of the 
institution, not only all the pork required by the wants of 
our ‘numerous inmates has been supplied by the piggery, but 
I am also able to dispose of a few hogs every year to outside 
parties. 
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GARDEN. 


With the exception of potatoes the gardens of the institution 
produce all the vegetables needful for the supply of the pris- 
oners and of the household. Many short sentenced prisoners 
and many too old or too awkward to be employed in the 
manufacture of clothing can be profitably occupied in work- 
ing inthe garden, except in the winter months. 


CONCLUSION. 


It gives me much and sincere pleasure to report that 
everything has gone on during the last year without jar or 
friction, and that nothing has occurred to interfere with the 
pleasant and successful working of the institution. The of- 
ficers have been faithful and efficient in discharging their sev- 
eral duties, and of their care and vigilance it is sufficient to 
say that now for over three years, there has not been a single 
instance of a prisoner escaping. 

To all the members of the Board, but especially to our 
excellent and efficient President, who is always prompt and 
courteous, I offer my most sincere thanks for the general 
interest which they have manifested in the welfare of this 
institution.
